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of  the  Great  and  General  Court  are  both 
attentive  to  the  fiscal  problems  of  the  cities 
and  towns,  and  determined  to  attack  those 
problems  with  an  energy,  industry  and  wis- 
dom  unmatched   in   many   years. 

The  problems  which  the  Legislature  faces 
this  year  are  neither  few  nor  simple,  ranging 
as  they  do  from  meeting  the  state's  own  fiscal 
needs,  as  well  as  the  crucial  needs  of  all  the 
cities  and  towns,  and  including,  as  they  do, 
the  matter  of  implementing  those  portions  of 
the  Willis  Report  on  education  which  admit 
neither  of  debate  nor  delay. 

By  any  standard,  the  recent  state  election 
must  be  interpreted  as  a  decision  by  the 
Massachusetts  electorate  that  the  needs  of 
the  cities  and  towns  must  be  met,  even  if 
that  involves  an  increase  in  our  state  tax 
structure. 

What  is  needed  is  a  demonstration  by  the 
people  of  this  city  and  this  state,  through 
public  communication  to  the  Legislature,  by 
every  means  and  through  every  medium,  that 
this  decision  by  the  electorate  is  also  a  man- 
date, the  execution  of  which  will  have  their 
universal    approval. 

I  firmly  believe  that  you  and  I  can  place 
our  reliance  on  the  Great  and  General  Court, 
and  that  we  may  look  forward  with  confidence 
this  year  to  forward-looking  legislation,  of 
immediate  benefit  to  Boston  and  its  sister 
cities  and  towns,  which  will  bespeak  the 
statesmanship  of  the  legislative  leadership  and 
a  sense  of  public  responsibility  on  the  part 
of   the   Legislature   as    a   whole. 

Needless  to  say — and  for  reasons  already 
familiar  to  most  of  the  people  of  Boston — 
substantial  financial  relief,  resulting  from  such 
legislative  action,  is  crucial  to  the  City  of 
Boston  in  1965. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  gross  increase 
in  the  1965  municipal  budget  will  be  about 
25  to  26  million  dollars.  Of  this  amount,  7% 
million  dollars  is  represented  by  increases  in 
Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services,  3  to  4  mil- 
lion dollars  is  represented  by  additional  school 
department  budgeting,  4  million  dollars  by 
Police  and  Fire  Department  salary  increases, 
1%  million  dollars  by  additional  MBTA 
assessments,  1%  million  dollars  by  additional 
retirement  payments. 

Also  involved  are  normal  increases  of  about 
3%  million  dollars  in  general  departmental 
expenses,  and  an  increase  of  about  4  million 
dollars  in  debt  service,  resulting  chiefly  from 
capital  investments  in  the  improvement  of 
the  equipment  and  structures  of  the  New 
Boston. 

Although  we  can  anticipate  free  cash  that 
will  offset  some  of  these  increases  as  a  result 
of  diligent  efforts  to  tighten  the  city's  financial 
affairs,  net  additional  appropriations  may  have 
to  be  as  much  as  fifteen  to  twenty  million 
dollars. 

Unless  this  amount  is  offset  by  additional 
aid  from  the  state,  or  action  by  the  state 
to  take  over  the  administration  and  costs  of 
certain  programs  now  being  performed  by 
the  city,  then  the  property  tax  rate  must, 
perforce,    go    up. 

The  property  tax  rate,  without  help  from 
the  state,  will  probably  go  up  by  an  amount 
of  between  ten  and  fifteen  dollars  per  thou- 
sand. 

I  shall,  however,  continue  to  closely  scrutinize 
every  area  for  expenditure  and  endeavor  to 
collect  all  outstanding  revenues  due  to  the 
city  in  a  constant  and  determined  effort  to 
lessen  the  burden  on  our  homeowners  and 
rent    payers. 

We  could,  of  course,  obviate  a  portion  of 
this  increase  by  reducing  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  municipal  services.  But  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  of  our  citizens  would  se- 
riously consider  a  cessation  of  our  program 
of  modern  street  lighting,  or  a  diminution 
of  our  highway  reconstruction  program,  or 
a  deliberate  downgrading  of  our  excellent  fire, 
police,    traffic,    and    other    municipal    services. 

Of  course,  a  significant  part  of  the  increase 
in  our  1965  appropriations  results,  directly  or 


indirectly,  from  the  November  referendum 
on  the  Police  Pay  Raise,  a  referendum  which 
passed  by  the  narrowest  of  margins,  after  a 
rather  well-financed  campaign  on  its  behalf 
while  the  city  was  legally  powerless  to  expend 
one  cent  for  radio,  television  or  newspaper 
advertising  for  the  purpose  of  contesting  the 
same. 

Now  I  do  not  begrudge  any  man  a  fair 
day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work,  but  there 
are  three  lessons  inherent  in  this  referendum 
experience: 

First  of  all,  such  a  referendum  should  not 
— in  the  absence  of  manifest  injustice  or 
inequities — be  authorized  except  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  local  mayor  or  board  of  select- 
men. 

Second,  such  a  referendum  should  not — in 
fairness  to  all  other  employees — be  authorized 
for  the  benefit  of  a  single  class  of  municipal 
employees. 

And  third,  the  Legislature  should  either 
forbid  the  expenditure  of  any  moneys  for 
political  advertising  in  connection  with  such 
a  referendum,  or  should  authorize  the  city 
or  town  involved  to  expend  reasonable  sums 
in    opposition    thereto. 

In  any  event,  what  is  done  is  done,  and 
we  now  have  to  pay  the  piper,  and  it  would 
be  most  unfortunate  if  the  property  owner, 
as   usual,    has    to   pick   up   the   bill    by   himself. 

I  am  therefore  all  the  more  hopeful  that 
the  Legislature  will,  in  its  wisdom,  this  year 
devise  a  definite  means  of  relieving  the  strain 
on  the  homeowners'  pocketbooks  and  that  of 
other  local  taxpayers. 

For  myself — and  I  am  sure  I  speak  for  all 
of  you,  as  well — I  intend  to  devote  myself 
with  renewed  energy  and  unbounded  enthu- 
siasm in  helping  to  strengthen  our  beloved 
city,  which  truly  grows  better  and  more 
magnificent    each    year. 

May    Divine    blessings    attend    our    efforts. 

(Applause.)

Infinitely  great,  and  ever  adorable  God,  we 
a  part  of  the  workmanship  of  Thine  own 
hand,  have  gathered  in  Thy  presence  to  re- 
organize and  readjust  the  position  of  the 
city   fathers. 

We  thank  Thee  for  America  The  Beautiful: 
With  its  towering  mountains,  its  rolling  hills, 
its   rippling   brooks,   and   its   beautiful   cities.

Chairman  CRAVEN — Members  of  the  City 
Council,  invited  and  honored  guests,  it  is  a 
deep  privilege  and  honor  to  present  to  you 
the  Honorable  John  F.  Collins,  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton, wlio  will  now  deliver  his  annual  address. 
Mayor    Collins. 


ANNUAL    MESSAGE    OF    HON.    JOHN    F. 
COLLINS,   MAYOR   OF    BOSTON. 
Thank    you,     Councillor     Craven. 
Reverend    Clergy,    Honorable    Members    of    the 
Boston     City     Council,     Honorable     Eliahu 
Navi,  Mayor  of  Beersheba,  Israel,  and  Mrs. 
Navi,     Distinguished     Guests,     Ladies     and 
Gentlemen : 
Except    for    the    dark    shadows     of    certain 
fiscal   problems   which  we  must  face  and  solve 
during    the    coming    year,    I    look    forward    to 
1965   with   renewed    confidence   and    continuing 
enthusiasm,    so    far    as    the    prospects    of    the 
City    of    Boston    are    concerned. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  was  a  year 
which  started  in  sadness  but  ended  in  hope, 
not  only  for  this  nation  but  for  this  city. 
It    was    a   year   which   began    while   we   were 


still  numb  from  shock  and  grief,  following 
the  tragic  death  of  our  beloved  President, 
John    F.    Kennedy. 

It  was  a  year  attended  by  much  physical 
and  emotional  violence,  in  connection  with  the 
great  struggle  for  civic  rights.  It  was  a 
Presidential  election  year,  giving  rise  to  in- 
tense, and  frequently  bitter,  partisan  politi- 
cal   debate. 

Happily,  the  year  ended  with  what  I  am 
positive  is  a  better  and  genuine  spirit  of 
mutual  understanding,  respect  and  cooperation 
among  all  the  people  of  this  nation.  More- 
over, as  far  as  the  national  political  debate 
which  took  place,  if  there  was  no  unanimity 
as  to  what  kind  of  government  the  people 
want,  they  were  unequivocal  in  indicating 
what   kind   of   government   they   do   not   want. 

Were  it  not  for  the  fiscal  problems  to 
which  I  will  advert,  the  outlook  for  our  city 
during  1965  would  not  only  be  cheerful,  but 
exclusively  cheerful.  For  1965  is  the  year  in 
which  we  cap  many  of  our  major  efforts  of 
the  last  several  years.  Nineteen  hundred  and 
sixty-five  will  see  substantial  completion  of 
the  Prudential  Center,  with  the  Prudential 
Building  itself  fully  occupied,  the  new  Shera- 
ton-Boston Hotel  opened  for  occupancy,  and  the 
new  War  Memorial  Municipal  Auditorium 
dedicated   on    February   21. 

Faith  and  confidence  in  your  "New  Boston" 
is  underlined  by  the  tremendous  increase  in 
private  building  construction.  Currently  more 
than  45  million  dollars  is  being  spent  for 
multiunit  dwellings  which  will  provide  accom- 
modations for  more  than  6,000  families.  And 
at  the  same  time,  more  than  2,000  single  and 
two-family  homes  are  being  built  for  new 
residents. 

And  as  buildings  go  up,  some  others  come 
down,  as  the  city  continues  its  never-ending 
war  against  blight.  Also  the  Zoning  Code 
for  the  New  Boston  will  bring  further  im- 
provement in  the  type  of  new  construction 
which   can   be  foreseen. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  will  see  the 
completion  of  major  elements  of  the  new 
Government  Center,  with  the  new  Federal 
Building  completed,  the  new  State  Building 
up  in  part,  the  new  City  Hall  above  ground, 
and  the  superstructure  of  the  new  privately- 
financed  office  building  rising  to  its  maximum 
height. 

Elsewhere  in  the  city  we  will  see  comple- 
tion or  dedication  of  more  and  more  of  the 
edifices  which  mean  so  much  to  the  spirit,  as 
well  as  to  the  appearance,  of  our  great  city, 
with  more  and  more  pleasant  and  dignified 
housing  for  those  of  moderate  income,  in- 
cluding relocation  housing;  and  a  start  on  the 
great    Waterfront    Project. 

There  is  another  building  on  the  Boston 
scene  that  deserves  the  salute  of  each  of  us — 
and  that  is  Boston  City  Hospital  which  con- 
tinues to  move  forward  with  an  aggressive 
multimillion-dollar  capital  improvement  pro- 
gram. 

Boston  City  Hospital,  which  just  celebrated 
its  100th  birthday,  marking  a  century  of  ser- 
vice, continues  to  stand  in  the  forefront  of 
municipal  teaching  hospitals  dedicated  to  im- 
proving health  standards  throughout  the  nation. 
Soon  plans  will  be  completed  to  link  the  hos- 
pital with  the  City  Health  Department.  A 
merger  such  as  this  will  provide  a  better, 
stronger,  and  more  efficient  public  health  pro- 
gram  for   the   City   of   Boston   and   her  people. 

I  must  pause  here  to  say  that  I  would  be 
remiss  if  I  were  not  to  notice  and  congratu- 
late the  Honorable  City  Council  for  its  role 
in    making    all    of    these   projects    realizable. 

Boston's  image,  Boston's  spirit,  Boston'3 
reputation  have  never  been  better  than  in 
1965,  and  you  and  all  the  fine  people  of 
Boston  can  take  pride  in  your  accomplishments 
— the  results  of  efforts  so  courageously  under- 
taken, despite  the  forbidding  prophecies  of 
the   gloomy   soothsayers. 

But  most  of  all,  Boston  and,  I  am  sure,  all 
of  Massachusetts,  will  benefit  during  1965 
from  a  quantity  and  quality  of  legislative  ac- 
complishments for  the  people  of  our  state 
which  have  never  been  surpassed  in  the  history 
of   our    Commonwealth. 

For  there  is  evidence  that  not  only  the  legis- 
lative  leadership,    but   also    the   rank    and    file 
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of  the  Great  and  General  Court  are  both 
attentive  to  the  fiscal  problems  of  the  cities 
and  towns,  and  determined  to  attack  those 
problems  with  an  energy,  industry  and  wis- 
dom  unmatched   in   many   years. 

The  problems  which  the  Legislature  faces 
this  year  are  neither  few  nor  simple,  ranging 
as  they  do  from  meeting  the  state's  own  fiscal 
needs,  as  well  as  the  crucial  needs  of  all  the 
cities  and  towns,  and  including,  as  they  do, 
the  matter  of  implementing  those  portions  of 
the  Willis  Report  on  education  which  admit 
neither  of  debate  nor  delay. 

By  any  standard,  the  recent  state  election 
must  be  interpreted  as  a  decision  by  the 
Massachusetts  electorate  that  the  needs  of 
the  cities  and  towns  must  be  met,  even  if 
that  involves  an  increase  in  our  state  tax 
structure. 

What  is  needed  is  a  demonstration  by  the 
people  of  this  city  and  this  state,  through 
public  communication  to  the  Legislature,  by 
every  means  and  through  every  medium,  that 
this  decision  by  the  electorate  is  also  a  man- 
date, the  execution  of  which  will  have  their 
universal   approval. 

I  firmly  believe  that  you  and  I  can  place 
our  reliance  on  the  Great  and  General  Court, 
and  that  we  may  look  forward  with  confidence 
this  year  to  forward-looking  legislation,  of 
immediate  benefit  to  Boston  and  its  sister 
cities  and  towns,  which  will  bespeak  the 
statesmanship  of  the  legislative  leadership  and 
a  sense  of  public  responsibility  on  the  part 
of   the   Legislature   as    a   whole. 

Needless  to  say — and  for  reasons  already 
familiar  to  most  of  the  people  of  Boston — 
substantial  financial  relief,  resulting  from  such 
legislative  action,  is  crucial  to  the  City  of 
Boston  in  1965. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  gross  increase 
in  the  1965  municipal  budget  will  be  about 
25  to  26  million  dollars.  Of  this  amount,  7% 
million  dollars  is  represented  by  increases  in 
Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services,  3  to  4  mil- 
lion dollars  is  represented  by  additional  school 
department  budgeting,  4  million  dollars  by 
Police  and  Fire  Department  salary  increases, 
1%  million  dollars  by  additional  MBTA 
assessments,  1%  million  dollars  by  additional 
retirement  payments. 

Also  involved  are  normal  increases  of  about 
3%  million  dollars  in  general  departmental 
expenses,  and  an  increase  of  about  4  million 
dollars  in  debt  service,  resulting  chiefly  from 
capital  investments  in  the  improvement  of 
the  equipment  and  structures  of  the  New 
Boston. 

Although  we  can  anticipate  free  cash  that 
will  offset  some  of  these  increases  as  a  result 
of  diligent  efforts  to  tighten  the  city's  financial 
affairs,  net  additional  appropriations  may  have 
to  be  as  much  as  fifteen  to  twenty  million 
dollars. 

Unless  this  amount  is  offset  by  additional 
aid  from  the  state,  or  action  by  the  state 
to  take  over  the  administration  and  costs  of 
certain  programs  now  being  performed  by 
the  city,  then  the  property  tax  rate  must, 
perforce,    go    up. 

The  property  tax  rate,  without  help  from 
the  state,  will  probably  go  up  by  an  amount 
of  between  ten  and  fifteen  dollars  per  thou- 
sand. 

I  shall,  however,  continue  to  closely  scrutinize 
every  area  for  expenditure  and  endeavor  to 
collect  all  outstanding  revenues  due  to  the 
city  in  a  constant  and  determined  effort  to 
lessen  the  burden  on  our  homeowners  and 
rent    payers. 

We  could,  of  course,  obviate  a  portion  of 
this  increase  by  reducing  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  municipal  services.  But  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  of  our  citizens  would  se- 
riously consider  a  cessation  of  our  program 
of  modern  street  lighting,  or  a  diminution 
of  our  highway  reconstruction  program,  or 
a  deliberate  downgrading  of  our  excellent  fire, 
police,    traffic,    and    other   municipal    services. 

Of  course,  a  significant  part  of  the  increase 
in  our  1965  appropriations  results,  directly  or 


indirectly,  from  the  November  referendum 
on  the  Police  Pay  Raise,  a  referendum  which 
passed  by  the  narrowest  of  margins,  after  a 
rather  well-financed  campaign  on  its  behalf 
while  the  city  was  legally  powerless  to  expend 
one  cent  for  radio,  television  or  newspaper 
advertising  for  the  purpose  of  contesting  the 
same. 

Now  I  do  not  begrudge  any  man  a  fair 
day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work,  but  there 
a.re  three  lessons  inherent  in  this  referendum 
experience: 

First  of  all,  such  a  referendum  should  not 
— in  the  absence  of  manifest  injustice  or 
inequities — be  authorized  except  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  local  mayor  or  board  of  select- 
men. 

Second,  such  a  referendum  should  not — in 
fairness  to  all  other  employees — be  authorized 
for  the  benefit  of  a  single  class  of  municipal 
employees. 

And  third,  the  Legislature  should  either 
forbid  the  expenditure  of  any  moneys  for 
political  advertising  in  connection  with  such 
a  referendum,  or  should  authorize  the  city 
or  town  involved  to  expend  reasonable  sums 
in    opposition    thereto. 

In  any  event,  what  is  done  is  done,  and 
we  now  have  to  pay  the  piper,  and  it  would 
be  most  unfortunate  if  the  property  owner, 
as   usual,   has   to   pick   up   the  bill   by   himself. 

I  am  therefore  all  the  more  hopeful  that 
the  Legislature  will,  in  its  wisdom,  this  year 
devise  a  definite  means  of  relieving  the  strain 
on  the  homeowners'  pocketbooks  and  that  of 
other  local  taxpayers. 

For  myself — and  I  am  sure  I  speak  for  all 
of  you,  as  well — I  intend  to  devote  myself 
with  renewed  energy  and  unbounded  enthu- 
siasm in  helping  to  strengthen  our  beloved 
city,  which  truly  grows  better  and  more 
magnificent    each    year. 

May    Divine    blessings    attend    our    efforts. 

(Applause.)

APPROPRIATION    FOR    POLICE    DEPART- 
MENT,  PERSONAL    SERVICES.

Gentlemen : 

I  am  forwarding  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  Commissioner  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  which  he  has  requested  the  funds 
necessary  to  implement  the  new  salary 
schedule  of  the  patrolmen  and  superior  officers 
of   the   Boston   police. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  3A  of  the 
City  Charter,  city  and  county  officers  who 
are  authorized  to  make  expenditures  in  the 
period  after  the  expiration  of  any  fiscal  year, 
and  before  the  regular  appropriations  have 
been  made  by  the  City  Council,  are  restricted 
in  incurring  liabilities  during  such  interval  for 
regular  employees  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing in  any  one  month  the  average  monthly 
expenditure  of  the  last  three  months  of  the 
preceding  fiscal  year.  This  limitation  would 
make  it  impossible  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  chapter  230  of  the  Acts  of  1964,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  mandate  of  the  voters  of  the  city 
in  their  acceptance  of  Referendum  No.  8 
which  appeared  on  the  November  3,  1964, 
state    election    ballot. 

In  order  to  make  the  proposed  increases 
effective  as  of  January  6,  1965,  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  New  Year,  I  am  submitting 
the  attached  order  appropriating  $2,640,000 
for  annual  salary  and  overtime  which  it  is 
estimated  will  provide  the  adjustment  for 
Personal  Services  requirements  of  the  Police 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  1965.  So  that 
there  will  be  no  delay  in  payment  of  the 
current  pay  rolls  of  the  department,  1  recom- 
mend immediate  consideration  and  adoption  of 
this  order  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Dear   Sir: 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of 
the  operation  of  the  municipal  government 
during  the  fiscal  year  1965,  it  is  necessary  to 
submit  to  the  City  Council  at  an  early  meet- 
ing an  order  authorizing  the  issuance  as 
needed  during  the  year  of  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts.  This 
method  of  financing  is  made  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal 
tax  calendar,  the  major  portion  of  the  city's 
revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 


By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in 
1965  in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  tem- 
porary loans  which  would  not  exceed,  in  the 
aggregate,  the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal 
year  1964  together  with  the  corporation  and 
income  tax  distributions  received  from  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  same  year.  This  would 
total  $166,830,767.08.  In  1964,  a  total  of 
$40,000,000  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  During  the 
year  it  was  necessary  to  issue  $30,000,000. 
At  the  present  time  it  appears  that  the  1965 
requirements  for  this  type  of  financing  will 
be    $40,000,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that 
an  order  in  the  amount  of  $40,000,000  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  for  consideration 
and  adoption.

On  August  1,  1945,  the  City  of  Boston 
issued  under  St.  1945,  c.  361,  for  the  purpose 
of  refinancing  debt  incurred  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel 
bonds  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  1% 
percent  per  annum  and  due  m  part  on  Au- 
gust first  in  each  year  from  1951  to  1980, 
inclusive.  All  such  bonds  due  August  1,  196b, 
and  thereafter,  contained  a  provision  for 
their  call,  retirement  and  cancellation  by  the 
City  of  Boston  on  or  after  August  1,  1965. 
St  1958,  c.  598,  under  which  the  Sumner 
Tunnel  was  transferred  to  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority  requires  that  these  bonds 
totaling  $9,550,000  be  called  for  redemption 
and  cancellation  at  the  earliest  date  permitted 
by  their  terms.  As  the  Board  of  Commis-

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BUDGET   FOR    1965. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  1,  1965. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  my  budget  allowances  for  the  City  and  County  Departments,  including  revenue  depart- 
ments, for  the  year  1965.    The  total  of  these  estimates  is  $151,989,462.00. 

The  estimate  of  $151,989,462.00  for  1965  compares  favorably  with  the  1964  appropriation  of  $141,349,721.00  or  an 
increase  of  approximately  7.5  percent.  I  consider  this  to  be  an  achievement  of  no  small  proportion  in  view  of  the  current 
tendency  of  municipal  budgets  everywhere  to  increase  on  an  average  of  10  percent  annually.  In  this  fasuion,  my  admin- 
istration will  continue  to  meet  its  objectives  of  building  a  New  Boston  and  of  maintaining  an  adequate  level  of  services 
to  our  citizens. 

To  our  estimated  increase  of  $10,941,420.00  for  City  and  County  Departments  must  be  added  the  sum  of  $3,958,886.00 
which  represents  the  salary  increases  for  Police,  Firefighters  and  others.  The  great  bulk  of  these  salary  increases  res  llted 
from  decisions  made  by  the  General  Court  and  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  are  in  direct  convict  with  the  policies 
of  my  administration.  Nevertheless,  the  figure  must  be  added  to  current  expenditures  resulting  in  a  total  increase  of 
$14,900,300.00  above  the  1964  appropriations. 

Were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston  faces  an  increasingly  difficult  and  expensive  problem  of  providing 
assistance  to  the  needy,  I  could  present  a  brighter  picture  for  1965.  Of  the  total  increase  of  $14  million  plus,  over  half, 
or  about  $7,500,000.00  will  go  for  increases  in  Veterans  and  Welfare  services.  Just  as  in  the  case  of  Police  salaries,  this 
is  a  figure  over  which  my  administration  can  exercise  little  discretion,  it  being  determined  in  large  part  by  factors  com- 
pletely outside  my  control. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  for  the  benefit  of  the  Honorable  City  Council,  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  those  who  occupy 
important  positions  in  our  state  government,  that  the  total  increase  of  $14,900,303.00  in  City  and  County  Departments 
for  1965  will  mean  an  increase  of  approximately  $10.40  in  the  present  tax  rate.  This  does  not  include  increases  that  are 
bound  to  occur  in  the  cost  of  school  department  operations,  pensions  and  assessments  levied  against  the  City  by  the  State, 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority.  We  do  not  yet  know 
what  the  total  of  all  these  assessments  will  be  and,  consequently,  we  cannot  say  with  certainty  what  the  total  increase 
in  the  tax  rate  will  be  eventually. 

But  this  much  can  and  must  be  said — there  is  something  basically  wrong  in  Massachusetts  government  when  the 
Mayor  and  administration  of  the  State's  largest  city  cannot  exercise  control  over  large  increases  in  expenditures.  If,  as 
is  quite  possible,  we  are  faced  with  a  total  increase  on  account  of  these  uncontrollable  factors  of  $20,000,000.00  or  more, 
and  a  consequent  tax  rate  increase  of  as  much  as  $15.00  per  thousand,  it  should  be  crystal  clear  that  we  are  suffering  a 
breakdown  in  our  system  of  local  government. 

I  just  said  that  it  is  entirely  possible  that  we  will  have  to  increase  our  tax  rate  by  as  much  as  $15.00  per  thousand. 
I  am  ready  and  willing  to  take  that  part  of  the  responsibility  which  is  mine.  Of  this  possible  $15.00  increase,  my  adminis- 
tration will  have  been  directly  responsible  for  about  $2.75.  In  other  words,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  maintaining  an  adequate 
level  of  services,  in  the  face  of  rising  costs,  will  cost  more  in  1965  than  it  did  in  1964,  and  the  added  cost  should  be  no 
more  than  $2.75  on  the  tax  rate.  I  cannot,  in  good  conscience,  accept  responsibility  for  the  remainder  of  the  increase 
except  that  which  will  be  dictated  by  our  debt  requirements.  Instead,  I  believe  that  the  responsibility  for  as  much  as 
75  percent  of  the  tax  increase  will  have  to  lie  with  people,  organizations  and  factors  which  are  not  responsible  or  responsive 
to  the  voters  of  this  City. 

There  are  signs  all  about  us  that  1965  will  give  birth  to  a  new  spirit  of  cooperation  between  and  among  state  and 
local  governments  in  Massachusetts.  The  state  and  local  governments  have  simultaneously  arrived  at  a  period  of  fiscal 
crisis.  The  man  in  the  street  talks  about  it.  The  man  in  the  street  echoes  the  sentiment  of  our  many  leaders  who  feel 
that  the  proper  assignment  of  responsibility  has  been  allowed  too  long  to  lie  in  the  dustbin  of  neglect  and  apathy.  The 
citizens  of  Boston  and  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts  deserve  far  better.  It  is  my  fervent  hope  and  prayer  that  the  govern- 
ments of  Massachusetts  will  now  be  caught  up  in  the  great  spirit  of  change  and  modernization  of  progress  and  improvement 
that  is  sweeping  the  nation. 

Enlightened  economy  continues  to  be  the  watchword  in  the  performance  of  the  City's  fiscal  affairs.  The  policy  of 
replacing  equipment  on  an  annual  basis  is  continuing  this  year  with  an  allowance  for  all  departments  amounting  to  $1,- 
470,919.00.  The  system  initiated  last  year  for  the  control  of  appropriated  funds  for  equipment  proved  most  successful 
and  will  be  continued  in  1965.  Stringent  budgetary  controls  will  be  applied  and  improved  upon  wherever  possible  with- 
out impairing  the  services  now  performed.  We  shall  continue  to  keep  our  house  in  order.  We  shall  make  further  im- 
provements in  the  administration  of  our  finances  and  our  services.  We  shall  continue  to  employ  budgetary  and  accounting 
principles  required  by  the  public  good  and  consistent  with  tne  reputation  for  fiscal  integrity  and  sound  credit  which  we 
have  worked  so  hard  to  achieve.  The  accompanying  budget  and  appropriation  orders  have  been  prepared  and  are  sub- 
mitted with  these  ideals  uppermost  in  mind. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  your  Honors  ble  Body  adopt  the  accompanying  appropriation  orders.

It  is  my  desire  to  aid  those  presently  receiv- 
ing public  assistance  and  other  low-income 
residents    who    would    qualify. 

Considerable  time  and  energy  has  been  ex- 
pended at  my  direction  by  members  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  Action  for  Boston  Com- 
munity Development,  Inc.,  and  a  coordinating 
staff  assigned  by  me. 

The  Welfare  Department  will  have  direct 
control  of  this  project  and  have  indicated  that 
they  contemplate  inauguration  of  this  program 
on  March  1,  1965,  if  approval  of  the  neces- 
sary  funds   is    granted. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  your  early 
consideration  of  the  accompanying  appropria- 
tion   order.

The  Boston  Welfare  Department  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Action  for  Boston  Community  De- 
velopment, Inc.,  and  a  coordinating  staff  as- 
signed from  your  office  have  been  examining 
rather  carefully  the  feasibility  of  making  avail- 
able federal  surplus  commodities  offered  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  through  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education,  Office  of  School  Lunch  Pro- 
grams. This  surplus  food  would  be  distrib- 
uted to  persons  receiving  public  assistance 
in  the  City  of  Boston  and  to  other  low-income 
residents  based  on  eligibility  criteria  estab- 
lished by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
It  appears  now  that  perhaps  advantage  should 
be  taken  of  the  program  and  the  following  is 
justification  for  a  request  that  additional  funds 
be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  accom- 
plishing  the   program. 

The  requested  funds  do  not  include  the  cost 
of  personnel  of  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
to  be  made  available  under  Title  I  (B)  of 
the  Economic  Opportunity  Act.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  youths  employed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  would  be  used  in  moving 
and  handling  food  packages,  as  counter  help, 
and   as    clerks   at  the  points   of   distribution. 

The  Boston  Welfare  Department  has  no 
way  of  actually  establishing  how  many  per- 
sons presently  receiving  public  assistance 
would  take  advantage  of  the  program  nor 
how  many  low-income  families  in  the  com- 
munity would  be  certified  as  eligible  and  our 
assumptions  are  based  on  the  experience  of 
communities  where  the  program  is  already 
in  existence.  It  is  estimated  that  between 
15,000  and  20,000  families  in  Boston  might 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  secure 
surplus   foods. 

It  is  the  proposal  of  the  department  to 
establish  at  strategic  locations  throughout 
the  city  six  distribution  points  which  will 
correspond  roughly  with  present  welfare  dis- 
tricts from  which  the  neighborhoods  could 
best  be  served.  Rules  and  regulations  for 
the  distribution  of  food,  eligibility  require- 
ments, inventory  control,  and  certification 
have  all  been  prescribed  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts and  will  of  necessity  involve  considerable 
clerical  effort.  As  I  have  stated,  the  ABCD 
organization  has  already  filed  with  the  fed- 
eral government  a  request  for  certain  man- 
power to  operate  the  distribution  points  and 
it  is  hoped  that  approval  will  be  forthcoming 
shortly.  Hence,  no  funds  are  requested  for 
this  aspect  of  the  program.  However,  there 
are  numerous  facets  of  the  pi-ogram  that  will 
require  expenditure  of  local  funds  for  which 
there  will  be  no  state  or  federal  reimburse- 
ment; consequently,  the  department  requests 
that  the  City  of  Boston  appropriate  the  fol- 
lowing funds  for  the  administration  of  the 
program.  The  estimated  costs  for  the  full 
year  1965  will  approximate  $200,000  but  in- 
asmuch as  the  program  will  be  in  effect  in 
1965  only  for  ten  months  it  is  estimated 
that  the  cost  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
would  be  $170,000.  The  costs  may  be  analyzed 
as  follows  and  those  items  which  are  on  a 
monthly  basis  would  only  be  allocated  on  a 
ten-month  basis  and  the  items  of  installation 
would   of   course  be  only  a  one-time  charge: 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  im- 
poses a  handling  charge  of  25  cents  for  each 
carton  of  food  delivered  and,  based  on  the 
experience  of  a  nearby  community,  it  is 
estimated  that  $50,000  will  be  required  for 
payment   to   the   Commonwealth.

No  appropriation  is  requested  for  Work- 
men's Compensation  for  members  of  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  who  will  assist 
in  the  operations  of  the  program;  this  charge 
will  be  included  in  the  budget  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood   Youth    Corps. 

As  an  inherent  part  of  the  program  certain 
personnel  will  be  required  to  determine  the 
eligibility  of  nonwelfare  recipients  and  it  is 
proposed  that  there  will  be  located  in  each 
present  Boston  Welfare  district  office: 

6   Social   Workers   at   $5,500 $33,000 

6    Clerks    at    $3,400 $20,400 

The  department  would  require  one  person 
to  supervise  the  entire  operation  of  each 
installation  and  it  would  be  hoped  that  a 
person  versed  in  grocery  distribution  could 
be  recruited  at  a  salary  of  approximately 
$125   a  week: 

6    Distribution    Center   Managers   at 

$6,500  $39,000 

In  addition,  the  services  of  one  person  to 
be  responsible  for  the  entire  program  would 
be  required  at  $8,000,  bringing  the  total  salary 
expenditure    to    $100,400. 

Because  this  personnel  would  only  be  re- 
quired in  1965  for  approximately  ten  months, 
the  personnel  appropriation  requested  is 
$83,665,  and  the  operational  expenses,  $85,800. 
Grand    total,    $169,465. 

Therefore,  it  is  respectfully  requested  that 
a  sum  in  the  amount  of  $170,000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  remainder  of  the  year   1965. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  it  is  the  present 
plan  of  ABCD  to  provide  the  entire  service 
personnel  at  the  actual  point  of  distribution. 
However,  if  this  project  should  not  be  ap- 
proved it  would  mean  an  additional  amount 
probably  in  the  vicinity  of  $100,000,  but  it 
hopefully  is  anticipated  that  this  program  will 
be   approved. 

Although  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts states  that  86  pounds  of  food  per  family 
would  be  made  available  monthly  it  is  not 
contemplated  that  all  recipients  would  take 
advantage  of  everything  that  is  offered.  The 
present  foods  being  offered  for  distribution 
are: 

Butter,  Dried  Milk,  Lard,  Cheese,  Hominy 
Grits,  Flour,  Pea  Beans,  Canned  Meat,  Corn- 
meal,  Rice,  Bulgur,  Rolled  Wheat,  Dried  Eggs, 
Peanut  Butter. 

Assuming  that  a  person  avails  himself  of 
all  the  foods,  it  is  estimated  that  their  value 
will  be  approximately  $26  per  month.  For 
the  Welfare  Department's  computation  we 
have  assumed  that  probably  a  better  approxi- 
mation might  be  from  50  to  70  pounds  per 
case,  having  a  value  of  between  $15  and  $21. 
Hence  this  would  mean  that  the  surplus  food 
made  available  would  be  well  over  two  million 
dollars    per    year. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  program  could  be 
inaugurated  in  some  instances  on  March  1, 
1965,  and  as  yet  no  sites  have  been  selected 
and  no  commitments  could  be  made  until  the 
program  has  received  your  approval  and  the 
funds  appropriated  for  the  operation  of  the 
program. 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  requested  that 
the  program  be  approved  as  a  part  of  the 
Welfare  Department's  function  and  that  your 
approval  be  granted  for  the  appropriation  of 
funds.

TAX-EXEMPTION       STATUS       OF       PORT 
AUTHORITY. 

The    following    was    received:

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  resolution  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  November  9,  1964,  a  copy 
of  the  trust  agreement  executed  as  of  Febru- 
ary 1,  1959,  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Au- 
thority and  the  then  Merchants  National 
Bank  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
bonds  issued  under  chapter  465  of  the  Acts 
of  1956,  as  amended,  has  been  obtained  and 
examined  by  this  office  to  determine,  to  use 
the  language  of  your  Honorable  Body's  reso- 
lution, "whether  any  part  thereof  has  refer- 
ence to  the  question  of  changing  the  tax 
exempt  status  of  some  or  all  of  the  port 
facilities,  to  a  status  under  which  they  are 
taxable  by  the  City  of  Boston."  A  copy  of 
the  trust  agreement  executed  as  of  July  1, 
1964,  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
and  the  now  New  England  Merchants  Na- 
tional Bank  has  also  been  obtained  and  ex- 
amined. 

Examination  of  these  agreements  discloses 
nothing  dealing  with  the  subject  explicitly. 
The  1964  agreement  defines  "current  ex- 
penses" to  include  "any  taxes  which  may  be 
lawfully  imposed  on  the  Authority  or  its 
income  or  operations  or  the  property  under  its 
control  and  reserves  for  such  taxes,"  follow- 
ing, in  this  respect,  the  definition  of  "current 
expenses"  appearing  in  St.  1956,  c.  465,  s.  1, 
cl.  (e),  as  amended  by  St.  1958,  c.  599,  s.  1. 
The  1964  agreement  defines  "current  ex- 
penses" to  include  "any  other  expenses  re- 
quired to  be  paid  by  the  Authority  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  or  by  law 
on  account  of  the  operation  or  ownership  of 
such  Projects."  Such  provisions  as  there  are, 
therefore,  allow  for  a  change  in  the  tax  laws. 
This  is  appropriate;  for  in  my  opinion,  the 
Legislature's  power  to  enact  a  law  taxing 
property  under  the  Authority's  control  has 
not  been  contracted  away.  "A  contract  limit- 
ing the  power  to  tax  will  not  be  implied  in 
the  absence  of  firm  indication  of  legislative 
purpose."  Collector  of  Taxes  of  Boston  v. 
National  Shawmut  Bank,  259  Mass.  14,  20.  I 
do  not  find  in  St.  1956,  c.  465,  any  such  indi- 
cation. I  do  not  even  find  in  St.  1956,  c.  465, 
what  appears  in  St.  1946,  c.  562,  s.  6,  namely, 
that  "While  any  bonds  issued  by  the  Authority 
remain  outstanding,  the  powers,  duties  or 
existence  of  the  Authority  shall  not  be  di- 
minished or  impaired  in  any  way  that  will 
affect  adversely  the  interests  and  rights  of 
the  holders  of  such  bonds."  There  is  nothing 
to  the  contrary  in  Opinion  of  the  Justices, 
261  Mass.  523,  or  Dodge  v.  Prudential  Insur- 
ance Co.,  343  Mass.  375.  The  proposed  statute 
involved  in  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  261  Mass. 
523,  expressly  declared  that  the  exemption 
from  taxation  "shall  constitute  a  contract 
binding  upon  the  Commonwealth."  Similarly, 
G.  L.  c.  121A,  s.  6A,  upheld  in  Dodge  v.  Pru- 
dential Insurance  Co.,  343  Mass.  375,  con- 
cerned,  in   terms,   a   contract. 

Accordingly,  I  conclude  that  constitutionally 
it  is  within  the  power  of  the  General  Court 
to  repeal  or  modify  the  tax  exemption  afforded 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority;  and  that 
the  problem  is  to  persuade  it  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir: 

I  know  you  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  for 
a  considerable  period  of  time  going  back  now 
for  some  few  years,  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  has  been  endeavoring  to  acquire 
a  parcel  of  land  at  the  entrance  of  Fairview 
Cemetery,    Hyde   Park,   for   cemetery   purposes. 

The  particular  parcel  contains  73,500  square 
feet  and  is  located  on  Fairview  avenue,  St. 
Charles  street,  and  Atherton  street,  Hyde 
Park,  as  indicated  on  a  City  of  Boston  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  plan  dated  No- 
vember   4,    1960. 

The  acquisition  of  the  land  has  been  dis- 
cussed at  various  meetings  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  and  the  commission 
has  indicated  by  unanimous  vote  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain 
this  particular  parcel  of  property, 


I  have  previously  communicated  with  your 
office  asking  that  steps  be  taken  to  acquire 
this  property,  and  it  would  appear  that  now 
would    be    the    opportune    time. 

The  Public  Improvement  Commission  of  the 
city  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  acquisition 
of  this  land  on  Tuesday,  January  26,  1965, 
at  which  I  was  present  and  the  price  set  for 
this   purchase  is  in  the  amount  of  $30,000. 

I  have  been  informed  in  a  letter  from  the 
City  Auditor  that  money  is  available  in  the 
special  appropriation,  "Sales  of  City  Lands," 
and  under  an  opinion  received  from  the  city 
Law  Department,  it  can  be  expended  for  this 
purpose. 

During  the  past  year  the  sale  of  park  lands 
no  longer  required  for  park  purposes  has  re- 
sulted in  approximately  $150,000  being  placed 
in  the  fund  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department,  and  this  is  our  first  request  for 
a  portion  of  the  money  deposited  in  the  fund. 

I  think  you  are  aware  that  this  land  is 
needed  foi  the  extension  of  Fairview  Cemetery 
and  by  its  acquisition  we  will  be  able  to 
beautify  and  landscape  the  entrance  road  to 
the    cemetery.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents held  on  February  3,  1965,  the  sub- 
committee appointed  at  the  Board  meeting  of 
December  10,  1964,  Mr.  Louis  R.  Welch,  Chair- 
man; Mr.  William  G.  Tobin,  Member,  reported 
on  the  City  Council  order  of  November  30, 
1964,  with  reference  to  the  proper  enforce- 
ment of  the  Narcotic  Laws  of  the  City  of 
Boston,    as    follows: 

"The  Boston  Public  Schools  Course  of  Study 
in  Health  Education  for  Grade  VII  (1960) 
contains  a  complete  unit  on  Protecting  Your 
Body.  Powerful  and  Harmful  Drugs  and  the 
Use  and  Misuse  of  Drugs  are  two  of  the 
topics  that  are  completely  covered  in  this  unit. 

"The  Course  of  Study  in  Health  Education 
for  Grade  X  (1959)  also  contains  a  unit  on 
Personality  and  Successful  Living.  The  types 
and  effects  of  harmful  drugs  such  as  narcotics, 
barbiturates,  and  bromides  are  thoroughly 
covered    in    this    unit. 

"The  Physical  Education  Department,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Audio- 
Visual  Instruction,  obtains  and  distributes 
the  latest  training  films  and  other  teaching 
aids  for  classroom  and  assembly  instruction  in 
this  area  at  all  grade  levels  with  particular 
emphasis   at  the   Grade  XII   level." 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  accepted  the 
report   of   the  subcommittee.

Reference  is  made  to  the  enclosed  order 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  adopted  November 
30,  1964,  in  which  several  proposals  are  made 
regarding  the  problem  of  narcotics  in  this 
city. 

With  reference  to  the  calling  of  a  city-wide 
conference  of  all  agencies  involved  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  narcotic  laws,  it  may  be 
noted  that  at  the  present  time  the  Boston 
Police  Department  confers  regularly  and  has 
a  very  close  relationship  with  the  Federal 
Narcotics  Bureau,  the  United  States  Customs 
Service,  the  State  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Divi- 
sion,  and   the   Massachusetts    State   Police. 

Concerning  the  creation  of  a  Citizens  Com- 
mittee in  each  community  to  cooperate  with 
law  enforcement  agencies,  if  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Mayor  such  is  desirable,  the  Police 
Department  would  assist  in  every  way  possible. 

At  the  present  time,  in  my  professional 
judgment,  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  are 
assigned  to  duty  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
narcotics  laws  and  if  more  are  needed,  our 
operation  is  sufficiently  flexible  to  make  any 
adjustments    necessary. 

Insofar  as  the  proposal  to  initiate  an  edu- 
cational program  among  children  of  school 
age,  this  would  appear  to  be  within  the  prov- 
ince of  the  Boston  School  Department  and  the 
Police  Department  would  be  pleased  to  cooper- 
ate in   any  such   program.

The  thinking  of  the  Youth  Activities  Bureau 
staff  on  the  narcotics  problem  is: 


We  feel  that  the  city-wide  conference  of  all 
agencies  involved  in  the  proper  enforcement  of 
narcotics  laws  is  in  a  sense  not  needed,  but 
what  is  needed  is  a  greater  awareness  of  the 
problem  and  much  clearer  lines  of  communica- 
tion between  concerned  agencies.  We  would 
also  recommend  the  "city-wide"  aspect  to  in- 
volve the  Food  and  Drug  Department  (George 
Michaels)    which  has  a  statewide  responsibility. 

We  see  the  function  of  the  Citizens  Com- 
mittee, if  established,  to  be  one  of  planning 
a  public  relations  campaign  regarding  post- 
ers, explanatory  meetings,  where  to  go  for 
advice,  etc.  (comparable  to  health  campaigns 
against  tooth  decay,  cancer,  and  muscular 
dystrophy).  Perhaps  this  would  take  the 
skeleton  out  of  the  closet  as  it  did  with  VD 
and  mental  illness,  and  meet  the  need  of  some 
parents  that  fear,  suspect,  or  know  their 
youngsters    or    young    adults    are    involved. 

We  agree  that  the  Narcotic  Squad  should  be 
increased,  and  there  should  be  better  orienta- 
tion of  all  police.  We  also  feel  that  more 
attention  is  needed  regarding  difference  in 
federal  concern  between  opiates  and  barbitu- 
rates such  as  the  barbiturates  and  amphe- 
tamines. 

Subject  to  Mr.  Ohrenberger's  and  the  School 
Committee's  approval,  we  feel  it  would  be  a 
sound  educational  approach  if  handled  by  com- 
petent people  capable  of  translating  the  knowl- 
edge into  easily  understood  language,  yet  get 
across   the   necessary   message. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  message 
and  communications,  Councillor  Langone  of- 
fered   the    following    motion:

ORDINANCE    CREATING    A    HOUSING    IN- 
SPECTION    DEPARTMENT. 
The    following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office    of   the    Mayor,    March    1,    1965. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Minimum  standards  of  fitness  for  places  of 
human  habitation  adopted  by  the  Massachu- 
setts   Department    of    Public    Health    became 


effective  throughout  the  Commonwealth  on 
October  1,  1960.  Since  then,  Boston  has 
spent  much  time  and  considerable  money  and 
effort  in  its  endeavor  to  enforce  compliance 
in  all  parts  of  the  city;  but  it  is  a  matter  of 
great  concern  and  distress  to  me  that  more 
has  not  been  accomplished  on  this  recognizably 
gigantic    program. 

After  several  months'  study  and  much 
deliberation,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  new  department  of  housing  inspection 
should  be  created  to  serve  as  a  clearing-house 
for  all  complaints  of  violations,  in  or  about 
places  of  human  habitation,  of  all  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  designed  to 
preserve  health  and  safety  in  or  about  such 
places.  To  take  appropriate  advantage  of 
the  special  interest  and  skill  available  in  the 
Building  and  Fire  Departments,  the  new  de- 
partment would  refer  the  complaints  involv- 
ing violations  of  the  Building  Code  and  Fire 
Prevention  Code  to  the  Building  Commissioner 
and  the  Fire  Commissioner,  respectively,  but 
would  maintain  written  contact  with  said  com- 
missioners with  respect  thereto.  The  new  de- 
partment itself  would  have  full  power  and 
responsibility  to  inspect  places  of  human  habi- 
tation and  enforce  therein  the  standards  of 
fitness  set  up  by  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and 
other  statutes,  ordinances,  rules  and  regula- 
tions enacted  to  protect  against  accident  or 
illness  in  or  about  places  of  human  habita- 
tion. 

An  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  January  18  indicates  that  you  have  had 
similar  thoughts  on  this  subject;  and  so  I 
trust  that  you  will  give  early  consideration 
to  the  ordinance  submitted  herewith,  the  adop- 
tion of  which  I  hereby  recommend.

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Housing  Inspection 
Department  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
Defining    its    Powers    and    Duties. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
SECTION  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 

are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter 

16    the   following    chapter: 

CHAPTER   16A. 

HOUSING  INSPECTION  DEPARTMENT. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department,  known  as  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge 
of  a  board,  known  as  the  Housing  Inspection 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Housing  Inspection,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  another  officer 
known  as  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Housing  Inspection,  and  the  building  commis- 
sioner, ex  officio.  The  commissioner  of  hous- 
ing inspection  and  the  assistant  commissioner 
of  housing  inspection  shall  each  be  appointed  by 
the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor 
is  elected,  and  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to 
the  duties  of  his  office.  The  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection  shall  exclusively  have  the 
powers,  and  perform  the  duties,  of  a  depart- 
ment head  with  respect  to  the  making  of 
contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation  and  indemnification 
of  subordinates  for  the  housing  inspection  de- 
partment. In  the  event  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection  or  of  vacancy  in  his  office,  the 
assistant  commissioner  of  housing  inspection 
shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  housing  inspec- 
tion board,  and  shall  have  the  powers  con- 
ferred, and  perform  the  duties  imposed,  upon 
the   commissioner. 

There  shall  be  in  the  housing  inspection 
department  an  inspection  division,  a  prosecu- 
tion division,  and  such  other  divisions,  if  any, 
as  the  housing  inspection  board  shall  from 
time  to  time  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department.  The  inspection 
division   shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge 
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of  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection; 
and  the  prosecution  division  shall  be  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  assistant  com- 
missioner of  housing  inspection,  subject  to 
the  general  supervision  of  the  commissioner. 
Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or 
imposed  on  a  board  of  health  by  section  12 
of  chapter  83,  and  section  127  of  chapter  111, 
of    the    General    Laws,    by    sections    122,    123, 

124  and  125  of  said  chapter  111  insofar,  but 
only  insofar,  as  said  sections  122,  123,  124  and 

125  apply  to  places  of  human  habitation,  and 
by  section  5  of  said  chapter  111  insofar, 
but  only  insofar,  as  said  section  5  relates 
(a)  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the  state 
sanitary  code  as  concerns  standards  of 
fitness  for  places  of  human  habitation,  hous- 
ing and  sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor 
camps,  and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of 
sanitary  sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b) 
to  adopting  such  public  health  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  state  sanitary  code 
or  other  provisions  of  law,  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection  may 
be  necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places  of 
human  habitation  fit  for  such  habitation.  The 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection  shall  also 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  upon  the  board  of  health  of 
the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner  of  the 
city,  by  sections  13,  14,  19,  20,  21  and  22 
of  chapter  382  of  the  acts  of  1885,  as  amended, 
by  chapter  185  of  the  acts  of  1897,  by  chapter 
219  of  the  acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  by  sec- 
tion 128  of  chapter  550  of  the  acts  of  1907, 
as  amended,  and  by  section  116  or  any  other 
provision  of  the  Boston  Building  Code.  It  shall 
further  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection:  (1)  to  reecive  all  com- 
plaints of  violations,  in  or  about  places  of 
human  habitation,  of  any  and  all  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  enacted  for 
the  preservation  of  health  or  safety  in  or 
about  places  of  human  habitation;  (2)  to 
refer  in  writing  to  the  building  commissioner 
or  the  fire  commissioner,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  investigation  and  prosecution  all  com- 
plaints of  violations  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code  and  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and 
to  maintain  written  contact  with  said  commis- 
sioners with  respect  thereto;  and  (3)  to  in- 
spect places  of  human  habitation  and  enforce 
therein  the  provisions  of  law  specified  in  the 
preceding  sentences  of  this  section  and  all 
other  statutes,  ordinances,  rules  and  regula- 
tions enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health 
in   or   about  such   places. 

SECTION  2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section 
5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  clause  (11)  the  following 
clause: — 

(11A)  The  commissioner  of  housing  inspec- 
tion, thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars; 
and  the  assistant  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection,  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. . 

SECTION  3.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the 
health  commissioner  under  sections  13,  14, 
19,  20,  21  and  22  of  chapter  382  of  the  acts 
of  1885,  as  amended,  under  chapter  185  of 
the  acts  of  1897,  under  chapter  219  of  the 
acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  under  section  128 
of  chapter  550  of  the  acts  of  1907,  as  amended, 
under  section  116  and  any  other  provision 
of  the  Boston  Building  Code,  under  section  12 
of  chapter  83,  and  section  127  of  chapter  111, 
of  the  General  Laws,  under  sections  122,  123, 
124  and  125  of  said  chapter  111  insofar,  but 
only  insofar,  as  said  sections  122,  123,  124 
and  125  apply  to  places  of  human  habitation, 
and  under  section  5  of  said  chapter  111  inso- 
far, but  only  insofar,  as  said  section  5  relates 
(a)  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the  state  sani- 
tary code  as  concerns  standards  of  fitness 
for  places  of  human  habitation,  housing  and 
sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor  camps, 
and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary 
sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b)  to  adopt- 
ing such  public  health  regulations,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  state  sanitary  code  or 
other  provisions  of  law,  as  in  the  opinion  of 
the   commissioner   of   housing   inspection    may 


be  necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places  of 
human  habitation  fit  for  such  habitation,  are, 
together  with  all  appropriations  relating  to 
all  such  powers  and  duties,  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspec- 
tion; and  the  bureau  of  general  sanitation  in 
the  environmental  sanitation  section  of  the 
health  division  of  the  health  department  is 
hereby    abolished. 

SECTION  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office 
or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abol- 
ished by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  with- 
out civil  service  examination  or  registration 
to  a  similar  office  or  position  with  similar 
status  in  a  new  department  or  agency,  or 
division  of  either,  created,  or  a  department  or 
agency,  or  division  of  either,  not  abolished, 
by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain  all 
rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall 
have  accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to 
him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as  if 
such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  As  used 
in  this  section,  the  term  "agency"  shall  be 
construed  as  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter 
486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended  by  sec- 
tion  1   of  chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953. 

SECTION  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1 
of  chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  that  no  person  holding, 
whether  under  general  or  special  law  or  other- 
wise, an  office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil 
service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  without  a 
similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced  in 
rank    or    compensation.

FUNDS  REMITTED  TO  MASSACHUSETTS 
PORT  AUTHORITY  ON  PARKING 
VIOLATIONS    AT    LOGAN    AIRPORT.

Gentlemen: 

This  is  to  acknowledge  your  order  of  March 
1  relative  to  the  institution  of  legal  action  to 
recover  all  funds  remitted  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  East  Boston  District  Court  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  for  parking  violations 
at  the  Logan   International  Airport. 

In  order  that  suitable  demand  may  be  made 
and  appropriate  pleadings  filed,  I  have  re- 
quested the  Clerk  of  the  East  Boston  District 
Court  to  send  me  a  schedule  showing  the 
aggregate  amount  that  has  been  paid  over 
to  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  each 
month  since  its  creation  by  chapter  465  of 
the  Acts  of  1956,  with  the  amounts  paid  for 
parking  violations  segregated  so  far  as  pos- 
sible. I  am  hopeful  that  this  information 
will  be  available  early  this  week  as  this  office 
has  already  begun  conversations  with  counsel 
for  the  Authority  to  ascertain  whether  the 
funds  may  be  recovered  without  resort  to 
litigation,  but  little  progress  can  be  made  in 
this  direction  in  the  absence  of  precise  know- 
ledge  as   to   amount   involved. 

For  your  further  information,  I  enclose  a 
copy  of  a  communication  I  have  sent  the 
Clerk  of  the  East  Boston  District  Court  in 
response  to  a  request  from  him  for  my 
opinion  on  certain  questions.  It  is  obvious 
from  the  enclosure  that  I  believe  the  city  is 
entitled  to  the  money  paid  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  East  Boston  District  Court  to  the  Au- 
thority for  parking  violations  at  the  Logan 
International  Airport  since  the  Authority  com- 
menced to  operate  the  airport;  and  it  is  my 
intention  to  bring  appropriate  legal  pro- 
ceedings to  enforce  the  city's  rights  in  the 
matter  if  the  Authority  does  not  make  a 
voluntary   reimbursement.

I  received  in  due  course  yours  of  March  3, 
wherein  you  request  my  opinion  with  respect 
to    certain   matters. 

First,  you  ask:  Is  a  coin  deposited  in  a 
parking  meter  at  the  General  Edward  Law- 
rence Logan  International  Airport  a  "toll" 
within  the  meaning  of  the  provision  in  St. 
1956,  c.  465,  s.  23,  that  "Any  person  who 
uses  any  project  and  fails  or  refuses  to  pay 
the  toll  provided  therefor  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars to  be  paid  to  the  Authority  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days 
or  both.     .     .     ."? 

I  answer  that  in  my  opinion,  it  is  not. 
St.  1956,  c.  465,  s.  3,  grants  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  power  to  "adopt  by- 
laws for  the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  the 
conduct  of  its  business,  and  to  fix  penalties 
for  the  violation  thereof;  provided,  however, 
that  no  penalty  shall  be  in  excess  of  one 
hundred  dollars  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  section  twenty-three"  as  well  as  power  to 
"fix  and  revise  from  time  to  time  and  charge 
and  collect  tolls,  rates,  fees,  rentals  and  other 
charges  for  the  use  of  any  project  under  its 
control."  One  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
established  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Au- 
thority for  the  use  of  the  Logan  International 
Airport  is  that  "No  person  shall  park  a 
vehicle  within  any  vehicular  parking  and 
storage  area  except  upon  the  payment  of 
such  parking  tariff  or  charge  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Authority. 
No  person  shall  refuse  to  pay  or  evade  or 
attempt  to  evade  the  payment  of  such  tariffs 
or    charees." 
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It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  that  the 
Authority  is  empowered  to  charge  and  collect 
rates,  fees,  rentals,  and  other  charges  as  well 
as  tolls.  The  term  "toll"  is  commonly  ap- 
plied to  the  sum  exacted  for  the  use  of  a 
common  passage  such  as  the  Mvstic  River 
Bridge.  St.  1956,  c.  465,  s.  2,  cl.  (I),  as 
appearing  in  St.  1958,  c.  599,  s.  2,  uses  the 
term  in  this  very  sense  when  it  speaks  of 
"the  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  Mystic  River 
Bridge."  It  is  also  significant  that  the  Au- 
thority's rules  and  regulations  refer  to  the 
parking  meter  fee  as  a  "parking  tariff  or 
charge." 

I  turn  now  to  the  second  and  third  questions 
you   put,   namely: 

"Does  the  money  I  receive  as  Clerk  of 
the  East  Boston  District  Court  from  of- 
fenders in  payment  of  parking  violations 
occurring  at  Logan  International  Airport 
go  to  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  or 
to   the    City   of    Boston?" 

"Do    the    fines    imposed    by    the    Judge    of 
this   Court  on   complaints   alleging   violations 
of   the   Rules  and  Regulations   of  the  Massa- 
chusetts   Port    Authority,    occurring    at    said 
Airport,   go    to   the   Massachusetts    Port   Au- 
thority  or  to  the   City  of   Boston?" 
G.    L.,    c.    280    s.    2,    as    amended,    explicitly 
states:    "A  fine  or  forfeiture  imposed  by  a  dis- 
trict court  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided, 
be  paid  to  the  town  where  the  crime  or  offence 
was  committed."     The  town  where  the  offence 
was    committed   is    the   City   of   Boston.      Com- 
monwealth   v.     Biddiscombe,     Mass.     Adv.     Sh. 
(1964)     737,    738.      Since,    for    reasons    already 
stated,    the    provision    quoted    above    from    St. 
1956,  c.   465,   s.  23,   is   not  applicable,   it  is  my 
opinion   that   the  money   to  which  your   second 
question   relates   and   the   fines   involved   in   the 
third   question   both   go   to   the   City   of  Boston, 
not    the    Massachusetts    Tort    Authority. 

In  response  to  your  last  inquiry,  my  advice 
to  you,  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  is  that 
before  adjudication  or  other  settlement  of  the 
current  controversy,  you  should  not  pay  over 
to  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  moneys 
now  on  hand  or  hereafter  received  by  you  for 
parking  violations  at  the  Logan  International 
Airport.

We,  the  voice  of  the  people  of  Boston, 
a  city  second  to  none  in  America  in  its 
percentage  of  citizens  of  Irish  heritage,  fur- 
ther resolve  that  steps  be  taken  to  end  the 
Partition  of  Ireland — to  weld  it  into  a  true 
bastion  of  freedom.  For  Ireland  is  truly  a 
nation  that  throughout  the  centuries  has  stood,

IMPROVEMENT   TO   CHELSEA   RIVER. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  8,  1965. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  federal  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  1962 
(Public  Law  No.  874  of  the  87th  Congress)  makes 
S2, 843, 000  of  federal  funds  available  under  cer- 
tain conditions  to  improve  Chelsea  River  for 
navigation.  These  improvements  would  allow 
larger  tankers  to  reach  the  Chelsea  River  oil 
farms  and  thereby  reduce  the  cost  of  transporting 
oil  to  this  area.  A  letter  from  the  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  informs  me  that  the  project 
does  not  call  for  the  acquisition  of  any  interest  in 
land  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
that  damages  due  to  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  project  is  considered  very  unlikely. 
The  Division  of  Waterways  has  further  written  the 
Corporation  Counsel's  office  that  no  appropriation 
or  contribution  of  funds  by  the  City  of  Boston  is 
required. 

The  Massachusetts  statute  applicable  | to  the 
project  (St.  1964,  c.  543)  technically  requires, 
nevertheless,  that  there  be  an  assumption  of 
liability  by  the  city  before  work  on  the  improve- 
ments can  be  begun. 


Accordingly,  I  recommend  passage  by  your 
Honorable  Body  of  the  accompanying  order  which 
will  enable  me  to  execute  the  necessary  instrument 
and  thereby  expedite  the  early  commencement  of 
the  above-described  project.

amended,  will  assume  liability  for  all  damages

INFORMATION    RE    SEWERAGE    TREAT- 
MENT  PLANT   AT   DEER   ISLAND

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I  wish  to  report  on  Boston's  sewerage  system 
with  particular  reference  to  questions  raised  in 
the  following  City  Council  order  dated  October 
26,  1964: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
request  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  notify  the  City 
of  Boston  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  furnish 
the  Boston  City  Council  with  information  as  to 
the  possible  effect  the  new  opening  of  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  Sewerage  Treatment 
Plant  at  Deer  Island  will  have  on  the  present 
sewerage  system  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Further, 
that  the  said  Public  Works  Commissioner  inform 
the  City  Council,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
as  to  what  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  modernize 
the  sewerage  system  in  the  City  of  Boston." 

Sewers  were  lirst  constructed  in  Boston  in  the 
eighteenth  century.  These  were  built  primarily 
for  the  drainage  of  cellars  and  discharged  into 
the  nearest  waterway.  As  sanitary  household 
fixtures  came  into  use  with  adequate  water  avail- 
able to  carry  off  sewage,  these  ancient  sewers 
were  rebuilt  and  extended  to  serve  more  and 
more  population  so  that  by  the  last  quarter  of 
the  nineteenth  century  the  consulting  physicians 
of  Boston  had  become  gravely  concerned  witn 
the  pollution  of  our  brooks,  streams,  and  rivers 
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which  were  fast  becoming  open  sewers  discharging 
into  Boston  Harbor  and  creating  serious  filthy 
conditions  to  the  Harbor  itself. 

On  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  Mayor,  the  Boston  City  Council  on  March 
1,  1875,  appointed  a  commission  to  report  upon 
existing  conditions  and  recommend  plans  for  the 
future  needs  of  the  city.  The  report  of  this  com- 
mission resulted  in  the  passage  of  legislation 
(St.  13C,  Act  1876)  authorizing  the  construction 
of  our  present  so-called  main  drainage  system 
serving  City  Proper,  South  Boston,  and  portions 
of  Dorchester,  Roxbury  and  West  Roxbury. 
Sewage  and  storm  water  were  collected  in  ' '  com- 
bined sewers. "  In  dry  weather  the  flow,  primarily 
sewerage,  discharged  into  large  interceptors  and 
was  carried  to  the  Calf  Pasture  pumping  station, 
thence  across  Dorchester  Bay  in  a  tunnel  termi- 
nating at  Moon  Island.  Here,  receiving  basins 
stored  the  sewerage  until  it  was  discharged  on 
the  out-going  tide  into  the  outer  harbor.  During 
rainstorms  the  flow  of  course,  increased  many 
times  the  intercepter  system's  capacity,  and  was 
disposed  of  by  overflow  structures  into  local 
waterways  (Roxbury  Canal  and  Boston  Harbor, 
for  example).  Sewerage  during  rainstorms  was 
so  diluted  that  this  overflow  system  was  con- 
sidered unobjectionable  by  sanitarians  of  that 
period. 

Construction  of  this  system  was  begun  in  1879 
and  completed  in  1884.  At  that  time  it  was 
considered  an  engineering  marvel.  Public  officials 
and  engineers  came  from  far  and  near  to  inspect 
it  and  develop  their  own  facilities  from  design 
principles  originated  in  Boston's  system. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  old  system 
was  designed  to  serve  800,000  people  not  too  far 
off  the  maximum  Boston  population  of  1940. 

After  the  opening  of  this  system  in  1884  new 
projects  were  begun  to  extend  low  level  sewers 
toward  the  outlying  section  of  Dorchester  and 
West  Roxbury  and  towards  Brighton. 

But  by  this  time,  the  seeds  of  a  Metropolitan 
Disposal  System  had  been  planted  as  a  consequence 
of  the  universal  success  of  Boston's  system.  In 
1886  the  Massachusetts  Drainage  Commission 
reported  on  a  "  General  Drainage  System  for  the 
valleys  of  the  Mystic,  Blackstone,  and  Charles 
Rivers"  (Wright  &  Potter,  1886).  The  result  of 
this  report  was  enactment  of  chapter  439,  1889, 
originating  what  is  now  the  Metropolitan  Sewer 
District. 

A  complex  of  intercepting  sewers  was  con- 
structed serving  Waltham,  Watertown,  Newton, 
Brookline,  and  Boston  eventually  outletting  at 
Nut  Island,  Quincy  (formerly  Metropolitan 
South  System).  In  like  manner  a  sewerage  system 
to  service  the  towns  in  the  Mystic  River  Valley  was 
designed  and  constructed.  This  system  has 
since  been  expanded  to  include  Stoneham,  Lex- 
ington, Reading,  Wakefield,  and  Woburn;  and 
was  formerly  known  as  the  North  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  District. 

The   sewage  from   both   of   these   systems  like 

the  City  of  Boston's  Main  Drainage  Systems  all 

discharge  without  treatment  into  Boston  Harbor. 

In  1935  the  total  discharge  of  raw  sewage  was: 

Boston  Main  Drainage,  75,300,000  gallons  pel 

day. 

Metropolitan  North,  82,900,000  gallons  per 
day. 

Metropolitan  South,  86,500,000  gallons  per  day, 
Total  244,700,000  per  day. 

Thus,  in  cleaning  up  the  streams,  brooks,  and 
rivers  the  pollution  problem  had  been  transferred 
to  the  Harbor  and  serious  concern  was  being 
voiced  once  again  by  public  health  officials  and 
others. 

Chapter  42  of  the  Mass.  Resolves  of  1935 
revived  in  1936  a  Special  Commission  on  tfie 
Investigation  of  the  Discharge  of  Sewage  into 
Boston  Harbor  and  Its  Tributaries.  This  com- 
mission reported  in  House  1600  of  1936. 

Following  this  report  the  Legislature  enacted 
chapter  705  of  1945,  chapter  606  of  1949,  and 
chapter  645  of  1951  authorizing  and  directing 
the  MDC  to  construct  sewerage  treatment  plants 
at  Nut  Island,  Quincy  and  Deer  Island,  and 
various  conduits,  pumping  stations,  and  appur- 
tenances. This  legislation  also  provided  for  the 
transfer  of  Boston's  Main  Drainage  Sewerage  to 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  permitting 
this  city  to  abandon  its  Moon  Island  facilities. 


Construction  of  the  postwar  MDC  improve- 
ments has  now  reached  an  advanced  stage  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  metropolitan  take-over  will 
occur  this  year,  finally  ending  the  discharge  of  raw 
sewage  into  our  Harbor. 

While  concern  with  Harbor  pollution  could  not 
be  minimized,  other  serious  problems  confront  our 
sewer  engineers. 

In  modern  times,  extension  of  our  sewer  systems 
have  been  planned  and  constructed  to  provide 
for  separation  of  our  sewerage  and  storm  drainage 
by  building  double  pipe  systems,  one  for  sewerage 
outletting  into  the  Metropolitan  or  Boston  Main 
Drainage  System  and  the  other  for  storm  water 
flowing  into  brooks  and  streams  practically  all  of 
which  now  flow  through  enclosed  pipe  systems. 
In  the  older  sections  of  the  city  developed  prior 
to  1900,  however,  we  have  for  the  most  part  our 
old  "combined"  sewer  system  as  described  earlier 
in  this  report.  Our  older  system  varies  in  condition 
from  good  to  very  poor.  Considering  the  theo- 
retical life  of  a  sewer  at  sixty  years,  much  of 
Boston's  will  require  attention  in  the  immediate 
and  near  future.  Consideration  must  be  given  no^ 
only  to  improving  the  structural  condition  but 
also  to  the  needs  of  separating  storm  flows  from 
sewerage. 

Within  the  past  several  years  we  have  experi- 
enced two  major  structural  failures  in  our  main 
intercepters.  The  first  occurred  in  Mt.  Vernon 
street  at  Morrissey  Boulevard  when  a  section  of 
a  10-foot  6-inch  wood  circular  brick  structure 
collapsed.  Repairs  cost  $109,633.79.  No  exact 
cause  of  the  failure  has  been  established  but  it  is 
felt  that  the  operation  of  a  spur  railroad  track 
directly  over  the  sewer  main  could  have  caused 
stresses  over  a  long  period,  contributing  to  the 
collapse.  In  1962  another  section  of  the  main 
intercepter,  a  10-foot  six-inch  wood  circular  sewer 
at  Massachusetts  avenue  at  Clapp  street  failed. 
Repairs  cost  $192,979.43.  An  examination  of  the 
entire  wood  sewer  in  this  area  indicated  that  much 
of  it  was  in  poor  condition.  Temporary  measures 
have  been  taken  to  minimize  the  traffic  loads 
directly  over  this  sewer  until  its  flow  is  reduced 
in  1985  by  the  diversion  into  the  MDC  system. 
After  this,  repairs  or  reconstruction  can  be  accom- 
plished with  much  less  difficulty  than  was  experi- 
enced in  1962.  In  the  Back  Bay  area,  an  examina- 
tion of  the  west  side  intercepter  in  Dalton  street 
over  which  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  and  the 
new  $14,000,000  War  Memorial  Auditorium  was 
then  being  constructed  revealed  serious  defects  and 
consequently  new  sections  were  constructed  per- 
mitting the  abandonment  of  the  original  structures. 
These  failures  or  near  failures  have  been  costly. 
But,  fortunately  no  damage  to  private  property 
or  injury  or  loss  of  life  has  occurred.  In  Mount 
Vernon  street,  railroad  freight  cars  passed  over 
the  location  only  a  few  hours  before  the  entire 
roadway  above  the  sewer  collapsed  creating  a 
cavernous  hole  50  feet  by  20  feet  and  20  feet  deep, 
the  earth  having  washed  out  through  the  collapsed 
sewer  structure  and  the  failure  becoming  evident 
only  when  the  pavement  structure  itself  collavsed. 
Similarly  the  second  break  in  Massachusetts 
avenue  was  revealed  when  a  break-througn  in 
the  pavement  revealed  an  even  larger  cavernous 
hole  beneath.  A  witness  from  a  nearby  restaurant 
reporting  the  entire  roadway  pavement  sagging 
over  a  foot  as  a  Volkswagon  passed  over  it  with 
the  break  opening  up  just  as  the  car  passed  be 
yond.  With  the  heavy  traffic  volumes  passing 
over  this  locale  each  day  it  was  indeed  fortunate 
that  a  serious  accident  did  not  occur. 

Other  minor  failures  have  occurred  as  is  to  be 
expected  in  any  old  sewer  system.  These  two 
recent  major  breaks,  however,  emphasize  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation  and  calls  for  action. 

A  Comprehensive  Survey  of  Our  Entire  System 
Is  Needed  to  Establish  a  Master  Plan  for  Long- 
Range  Improvement  and  Rehabilitation. 

In  1980  the  Planning  Board,  the  Redevelopment 
Authority,  and  the  Public  Works  Department 
opened  negotiations  with  an  outstanding  firm  of 
consulting  engineers  for  development  of  master 
highway,  water  and  sewer  plans.  Unfortunately, 
however,  these  studies  have  been  deferred  in  favor 
of  "project  area"  surveys  needed  to  develop  im- 
provement programs  for  high  priority  sections 
such  as  Government  Center,  Washington  Park, 
Castle  Square,  and  the  Waterfront.  Recently  the 
proposal  for  a  comprehensive  master  plan  study 
has  been  revived  and  we  feel  assured  that  an  early 
sewer  study  can  be  begun  in  1965  as  part  of  Boston 
(CRP — Community  Renewal  Plan). 
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Much  of  our  main  drainage  system  is  badly  in 
need  of  cleaning.  The  Department  lias  been  well 
aware  of  this  need  for  this  work  but  has  postponed 
it  pending  opening  of  the  new  Deer  Island  works 
when  a  substantial  drop  in  do  wage  will  facilitate 
cleaning  work.  Hence,  we  are  now  programming 
an  extensive  cleaning  project  to  commence  probably 
this  fall. 

Boston's  MDC  sewer  assessment  will  increase 
from  $1,426,934  in  1963  to  $3,640,856  in  1966 
when  our  main  drainage  is  transferred  and  it  is 
estimated  that  a  deficit  of  $1,140,000  will  occur  in 
our  1966  Sewer  Revenue  Account  unless  sewer 
charges  are  increased.  Rates  50  percent  higher 
than  at  present  would  be  required  to  operate  in 
the  black.  Any  comprehensive  study  of  our  sewer- 
age system  should  include  a  careful  study  of  costs 
and  ivIDC  apportionments.  Measures  should  be 
considered  to  give  Boston  and  other  members  of 
the  MDC  Sewer  District  control  over  costs  and 
policy. 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  a  more  technical  sum- 
mary report  by  James  J.  Devlin  of  this  department 
who  in  his  50  years  of  service  with  the  department 
has  worked  in  close  association  with  many  of  the 
engineers  who  planned  and  constructed  the  main 
drainage  system  and  the  early  enclosures  of  the 
brook  courses  of  Boston.

Reference  is  made  to  the  following  Council  order: 
"Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  notify  the  City  of  Boston 
Public  Works  Commissioner  to  furnish  the  Boston 
City  Council  with  information  as  to  the  possible 
effect  the  new  opening  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant  at  Deer 
Island  will  have  on  the  present  sewerage  system  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  Further,  that  the  said  Public 
Works  Commissioner  inform  the  City  Council 
through  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  as  to  what  steps  are 
now  being  taken  to  modernize  the  sewerage  system 
in  the  City  of  Boston." 

To  evaluate  this  problem  it  is  first  necessary  to 
outline  a  brief  history  of  sewage  and  surface 
drainage  disposal  in  Boston.  Chronologically,  the 
early  sewers  or  shores  the  first  of  which  was  con- 
structed prior  to  1700  were  for  the  drainage  of 
cellars,  and  excluded  sanitary  sewage.  With  the 
advent  of  the  waiter  carriage  of  sewage,  sanitary 
fixtures  were  connected  with  the  existing  sewer 
lines  and  new  lines  were  constructed,  and  all 
discharged  to  the  nearest  waterway.  The  first 
public  sewer  was  constructed  in  1823. 

In  the  decade  preceding  1875  the  average  annual 
death  rate  of  Boston  was  about  25  in  1,000.    The 
consulting  physicians  of  Boston  were  gravely  con- 
cerned with  sanitary  conditions.    In  a  communica- 
tion to  the  City  Council  (December  28,  1874)  upon 
the    necessity    of    improved    sewerage,    the    city 
Board   of   Health    pointed   out   the   evils   of   the 
existing  system  and  urged  radical  changes.     The 
Boston  City  Council  passed  an  order  on  March  1, 
1875,  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sion to  report  upon  the  present  sewerage  of  the 
city  and  a  plan  for  main  lines  for  the  future  needs 
of  the  city.    This  commission  recommended  main 
drainage    works   for   the    territory   south    of    the 
Charles  River  and  system  for  territory  north  of  the 
river.    The  City  Council  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  commission  as  it  pertained  to  southern 
portion  and  an  act  was  approved  April  11,  1876, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  empower  the  City  of  Boston 
to  lay  and  maintain  a  main  sewer  discharging  at 
Moon   Island,   in   Boston   Harbor,   and  for  other 
purposes."    This  was  the  first  of  the  three  sewerage 
systems  serving  Boston  and  outletting  into  Boston 
Harbor.    The  work  started  in  1879  and  the  system 
was  put  in  operation  January  1,  1884.    The  terri- 
tory to  be  sewered  was  to  be  the  area  bounded  by 
the  Charles  River,  Mother  Brook,  and  the  Nepon- 
set  River.     The  system  was  designed  to  serve  a 
population  of  800,000  with  provision  for  a  rainfall 
of  J-inch   in  24  hours.     In  times  of  storm,  provi- 
sion was  made  to  utilize  the  old  outlets  and  dis- 
charge the  mingled  sewage  and  storm  water  into 
the  waterways.    This  construction  is  known  as  the 
"combined  system   of   drainage,"   and   no   longer 


recommended.  Construction  of  the  system  was 
made  from  Moon  Island  to  drain  South  Boston 
City  Proper,  the  lower  section  of  Dorchester  to 
1'reeport  street,  the  Stony  Brook  Valley  and  a 
portion  of  Roxbury,  by  means  of  a  system  of  inter- 
cepting sewers  laid  at  low  levels  around  the  peri- 
phery of  the  above  districts,  picking  up  all  of  the 
old  sewers.  Work  was  proceeding  on  the  construc- 
tion of  a  main  sewer  to  service  Brighton,  when  the 
idea  of  making  sewage  disposal  a  metropolitan 
function  was  formulated. 

In  1886  the  Massachusetts  Drainage  Commis- 
sion reported  to  then  governor,  on  "A  General 
System  Drainage  for  the  Valleys  of  the  Mystic, 
Blackstone,  and  Charles  Rivers"  (Wright  &  Potter, 
1886).  The  result  of  this  report  was  enactment  of 
chapter  439  of  1889,  and  the  construction  of 
sewerage  systems  for  the  then  cities  of  Boston, 
Cambridge,  Somerville,  Maiden,  Chelsea,  Woburn, 
and  the  then  towns  of  Stoneham,  Melrose,  Win- 
chester, Arlington,  Belmont,  Medford,  Everett, 
and  Winthrop  into  what  afterward  became  the 
metropolitan  north  sewerage  system;  and  for  tha 
cities  of  Boston,  Waltham,  and  Newton,  and  the 
towns  of  Watertown  and  Brookline  which  later 
became  part  of  the  metropolitan  south  sewerage 
systems.  The  latter  system  was  connected  to  the 
Boston  Main  Drainage  System  until  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Metropolitan  High  Level  Sewer  and 
outlet  in  Nut  Island,  Quincy,  in  1906. 

The  sewage  from  these  three  outlets  was  dis- 
charged without  treatment  into  the  waters  of 
Boston  Harbor.  In  1935,  the  amount  of  sewage 
from  the  Boston  Main  Drainage  System  averaged 
75.3  million  gallons  per  day,  the  Metropolitan 
North  System  82.9  million  gallons  per  day,  and  the 
Metropolitan  South  System  86.5  million  gallons 
per  day,  for  a  total  of  244.7  million  gallons  of  raw 
sewage  per  day. 

Under  authority  of  chapter  42  of  the  Resolves  of 
1935,  revived  in  1936,  a  Special  Commission  on  the 
Investigation  of  the  Discharge  of  Sewage  into 
Boston  Harbor  and  its  Tributaries,  was  organized, 
and  reported  as  House  1600  of  1936. 

Based  mainly  on  their  report  the   Legislature 
enacted  chapter  705  of  1945  which  authorized  and 
directed  the  Metropolitan  District  Water  Supply 
Commission  to  commence  the  following  construc- 
tion:  Project   1.     The   construction   of   a  sewage 
treatment  plant  and  appurtenant  works  at   Nut 
Island  in  the  City  of  Quincy,  including  provision 
for  the  disposal  of  sludge  from  the  sewage  of  the 
South  Metropolitan  Sewerage  District.  Project  2. 
The  construction  of  and  extension  of  the   North 
Metropolitan  Relief  Sewer  from  East  Boston   to 
Deer   Island,    including   a    pumping    station    and 
appurtenant  works  at  East  Boston;  and  investiga- 
tions,   borings,    designs,    plans   and   specifications 
only  of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  and  appurtenant 
works  at  Deer  Island  of  the  North  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  District.     Project  3.     The  construction 
of   conduits,   pumping   stations   and   other   works 
along  Alewife  Brook  in  the  cities  of  Cambridge, 
Medford,  and  Somerville  and  the  towns  of  Arling- 
ton and  Belmont.     Project  4.     The  construction 
of   conduits,   pumping   stations   and   other   works 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  relief  from  storm  over- 
flow on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Charles  River 
into  the  Charles  River  Basin.     Project  5.     The 
construction   of   conduits,    pumping   stations   and 
other  works  for  the   purpose  of   providing   relief 
from  storm  overflow  on  the  northerly  side  of  the 
Charles  River  into  the  Charles  River  Basin. 

The  scope  of  Project  2  was  extended  to  include 
a  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Deer  Island  in  Bos- 
ton, by  chapter  606  of  1949. 

Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1951  placed  the  ter- 
ritory exclusively  served  by  the  main  drainage 
system  within  the  South  Metropolitan  Sewerage 
District,  and  amended  chapter  705  of  1945,  583  of 
1947,  and  603  of  1949,  and  authorized  the  following 
additions: 

Project  A.  The  construction  of  a  tunnel  be- 
tween Columbia  Circle  and  Deer  Island  with 
necessary  shafts  and  appurtenant  works.    Project 

B.  The  construction  of  a  tunnel  between  Ward 
Street  Pumping  Station  and  Columbia  Circle  with 
necessary  shafts  and  appurtenant  works.     Project 

C.  The  enlargement  of  the  previously  authorized 
Deer  Island  sewage  treatment  plant  to  care  for 
the  flow  from  Project  A.  Project  D.  The  con- 
struction of  a  relief  sewer  between  Boston  Uni- 
versity Bridge  and  Ward  street.  Project  E.  The 
construction  of  a  relief  sewer  for  the  west  side  and 
Stony  Brook  intercepted  of  the  Boston  Main 
Drainage  District.     Project  F.     The  construction 
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of  a  Marginal  Conduit  Pumping  Station  and 
appurtenant  works.  Project  G.  The  rehabili- 
tation of  tidegates  and  pumping  stations.  In 
constructing  Projects  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  P  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  receipt  by  the  South  Metro- 
politan Sewerage  System  of  the  sewage  of  the  main 
drainage  system  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Your  Honorable  Body  has  requested  information 
as  to  the  possible  effect  the  new  opening  of  the 
Metropolitan  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  will  have 
on  the  present  sewerage  system  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Since  the  projects  set  forth  in  Projects  1 
to  5  in  chapter  705  of  1945  and  chapter  045  of  1951 
Projects  A  to  G,  are  so  closely  connected  I  have 
taken  the  liberty  to  report  on  the  over-all  con- 
struction program,  as  set  forth  above. 

The  lirst  effect  would  be  on  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  Boston  Harbor.  The  present  old  Boston 
Main  Drainage  outlet  at  Moon  Island  presently 
discharging  75  million  gallons  of  raw  sewage  per 
day  will  be  discontinued.  The  present  MDC 
Nut  Island  Treatment  Plant  will  continue  to  dis- 
charge chlorinated  sewage  effluent  after  primary 
treatment  into  the  harbor.  The  innocuous  digested 
sludge  from  this  plant  is  now  discharged  into  deep 
water  at  President  Row.  Upon  completion  of  the 
MDC  projects  the  contents  of  no  sewerage  system, 
except  that  discharged  in  time  of  storm  from  over- 
flows from  "combined  sewers,"  which  will  be 
considered  later,  will  be  discharged  into  Boston 
Harbor.  The  recreational  facilities  of  these  waters, 
for  bathing  and  boating  will  be  improved  im- 
measurably, and  public  health  standards  will  raise 
in  like  proportion. 

In  the  basic  design  of  the  Deer  Island  Sewage 
Treatment  Plant  settleable  solids  will  be  eliminated 
100  percent;  solids  in  suspension  will  be  reduced 
55  percent;  and  bacteria  count  after  chlorination 
will  be  reduced  100  percent. 

In  the  primary  treatment  process  this  is  accom- 
plished as  follows:  the  velocity  of  ftow  of  the 
sewage  is  reduced  to  approximately  2  linear  feet 
per  second  which  causes  the  grit  to  fall  to  the 
bottom  of  the  grit  chamber,  where  it  is  mechanically 
collected  and  washed  and  disposed  of  as  till.  The 
flow  then  passes,  after  passing  through  commi- 
nutors  which  grind  the  solids  to  shreds,  to  sedi- 
mentation chambers  where  under  a  further  reduc- 
tion in  velocity  the  solids  drop  to  the  bottom  of 
the  chamber  and  are  collected  by  mechanical 
squeegies  into  channels,  and  the  solids,  called 
sludge  is  pumped  to  digester  tanks.  The  effluent 
is  then  discharged  after  chlorination  to  the  harbor. 
The  sludge  in  the  digester  tanks  is  heated  to  the 
optimum  temperature  to  produce  the  maximum 
bacterial  development,  and  this  bacterial  action, 
reduces  the  instability  of  the  sludge  to  stable 
chemical  elements.  A  by-product  of  this  process 
is  methane,  a  gas  of  the  ester  series  and  is  used,  to 
heat  and  light  the  plant,  and  supply  the  power  to 
operate  the  pumping  units. 

The  present  status  of  this  comprehensive  plan 
is  as  follows: 

As  set  forth  under  chapter  705  of  1945: 
Project  1.  The  Nut  Island  treatment  plant  for 
the  old  south  metropolitan  sewerage  system  has 
been  completed  and  in  satisfactory  operation  for 
some  years.  Project  2.  The  extension  of  the 
north  metropolitan  relief  sewer  from  East  Boston 
and  Deer  Island,  including  a  pumping  station  has 
been  completed,  and  in  operation.  Project  3. 
Alewife  Brook  improvements  have  been  completed. 
Project  4.  The  Charles  River  relief  sewer  for  the 
southerly  side  of  the  Charles  River  is  substantially 
completed.  Project  5.  The  Charles  River  relief 
sewer  for  the  northerly  side  of  the  Charles  River 
is  still  pending. 

Under  amendments  to  the  basic  statute. 
Project  A.  The  tunnel  between  Deer  Island 
and  the  Strandway  near  GSF  is  completed  and  the 
headworks  are  on  schedule  for  a  target  date  of 
June  30,  1965.  Project  B.  The  tunnel  from  this 
former  tunnel  and  Ward  street  is  completed,  and 
the  appurtenant  works  on  schedule.  Project  C. 
The  enlargement  of  the  Deer  Island  treatment 
plant  has  been  made  and  progressing  on  schedule. 
Project  D.  The  relief  sewer  from  Boston  Uni- 
versity Bridge  and  Ward  street  is  substantially 
completed.  Project  E.  The  relief  sewer  for  the 
west  side  and  Stony  Brook  intercepted  is  com- 
pleted. Project  F.  The  Marginal  Conduit  Pump- 
in"  Station  and  appurtenances  has  not  been  started. 
Under  authority  of  chapter  612  of  1959,  the 
Metropolitan  North  and  South  Sewerage  District 
and  the  Boston  Main  Drainage  System  were 
merged  into  one  system,  and  the  method  of  as- 
sessing the  member  municipalities  changed  from 


relative  tax  valuations  to  relative  capacities  of 
municipal  sewers  and  the  total  of  all  such  sewers 
in  the  district.  The  assessments  for  maintenance 
and  operation  remain  the  same  as  formerly,  on 
relative    populations. 

The  present  computation  calls  for  payment  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  for  principal  and  interest,  of 
36.18  percent,  which  by  authority  of  section  9,  of 
chapter  612  would  be  reduced  by  52  percent 
until  November  1,  of  the  year  of  connection. 
The  percentage  for  maintenance  and  operation  was 
18.46  percent  in  1963,  based  on  a  resident  popu- 
lation of  319,636  within  the  metropolitan  sewerage 
districts  in  Boston.  This  percentage  will  be 
based  on  the  total  resident  population,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  latest  census  of  Boston,  upon 
connection  of  the  Boston  Main  Drainage  System. 

The  financial  impact  on  Boston  to  pay  the  cost 
of  these  improvements  will  be  tremendous.  The 
outstanding  debt  of  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage 
District,  on  June  30,  1964,  was  $82,222,000.  The 
debt  service  requirements  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1964,  were  $5,162,275.80;  in  1965  will 
amount  to  $5,909,004.17,  and  in  1966,  $6,262,286. 
The  maintenance  costs  are  determined  by  legis- 
lative enactment.  The  increase  in  cost  of  main- 
tenance on  completion  of  the  Deer  Island  Treat- 
ment Plant  and  other  additions  will  add  at  least 
$1,250,000  per  year  to  the  cost. 

The  second  question  raised  in  your  order  is  the 
steps  taken  to  modernize  the  sewerage  system  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  problem  to  be  resolved 
is  this.  Boston  has  approximately  30  miles  of 
intercepting  sewers  and  approximately  1,315  miles 
of  common  sewers.  The  former  sewers  were  con- 
structed between  1879  and  1884,  as  the  Boston 
Main  Drainage  System,  and  the  latter  between 
1823  and  the  present  date.  Considering  the  useful 
life  of  a  sewer  to  be  sixty  years,  the  theoretic  life 
of  the  former  has  been  exceeded  by  twenty  years. 
Alarmists  might  point  to  the  recent  two  breaks 
in  the  main  line  and  urge  an  immediate  rebuilding 
of  the  entire  system  on  the  separate  system  of 
drainage  at  a  possible  cost  as  high  as  $200,000,000 
I  hold  to  a  much  more  conservative  view.  Th  e 
old  system  has  some  inherent  weaknesses,  as 
viewed  by  modern  practice.  The  basic  design  was 
estimated  on  a  per  capita  use  of  75  gallons  per 
day  which  was  conservative  even  in  1875.  The 
old  metropolitan  systems  were  designed  on  a 
per  capita  use  of  225  gallons  per  day,  and  the 
metropolitan  high  level  sewer  was  designed  on  a 
per  capita  use  of  300  gallons  per  day.  The  system 
was  designed  for  an  ultimate  population  of  800,000 
persons,  and  the  present  resident  population  is 
297,000  persons.  The  allowance  for  rain  water  is 
i  inch  rainfall  in  a  twenty-four-hour  period, 
which  of  course  is  exceeded  in  even  minor  storms. 
The  surplus  mingled  sewage  and  storm  water  is 
discharged  into  the  nearest  waterways.  This 
of  course  defeats  the  purposes  of  the  general  plan 
and  creates  a  potential  health  hazard. 

On  the  plus  side,  the  Boston  Main  Drainage 
System  is  an  honor  built  sewage  disposal  plant, 
excellently  engineered  and  constructed.  Boston 
was  the  originator  of  the  "separate  system"  of 
drainage.  In  the  early  1890s  some  of  the  brook 
courses  were  placed  in  conduits,  and  the  policy 
has  continued  to  the  present  day,  so  that  Boston 
has  the  nucleus  of  a  surface  drainage  system  already 
available  in  some  sections  of  the  city.  The  separate 
system  of  drainage  legislation,  chapter  383  of  1903, 
was  introduced  by  the  mayor  of  Boston.  In  the 
districts  of  Boston  required  to  be  separated  the 
work  has  been  done.  During  this  administration 
in  the  territory  not  required  by  law  to  be  separated, 
separation  has  been  accomplished  prior  to  highway 
construction  or  reconstruction. 

There  is  now  required  an  exhaustive  examination 
of  the  entire  main  drainage  system  to  discover 
defects  and  weaknesses  in  all  structures.  A  com- 
plete hydraulic  study  is  required,  and  a  program 
of  construction,  reconstruction  and  repair  set  up 
to  accomplish  this  end  within  a  ten-  or  twenty-year 
period. 

My  personal  opinion  is  that  this  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  retaining  a  single  engineering 
firm  to  make  this  study  and  report,  as  the  over-all 
findings  will  be  so  closely  connected  to  each 
section  of  the  system  as  to  make  joint  engineering 
studies  impractical. 

Revitalizing  the  common  sewers  would  be  in 
conjunction  with  the  main  study.

Speaking  for  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
regarding  the  Housing  Inspection  Department, 
we  had  a  public  hearing  on  March  16,  1965, 
and  I  wish  to  submit  the  following  interim 
report: 

At  the  hearing,  it  was  suggested  that  no 
final  action  be  taken  until  Judge  Langan 
who  represents  the  Health  Department  in- 
spectors, had  an  opportunity  to  meet  with 
the  Mayor  to  discuss  what  plans  will  be  used 
to  transfer  the  people  from  the  Health  De- 
partment and  as  to  how  they  will  be  trans- 
ferred. 

The  representative  from  CORE  suggested  the 
ordinance  was  not  broad  enough.  I  was  asked 
to  give  CORE  an  opportunity  to  offer  some 
concrete  plans,  and  they  said  they  would  like 
to   suggest   a   few   things. 
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Mr.  Kerr  of  the  Law  Department  stated 
that  he  would  need  time  to  research  the  law 
to  see  if  this  proposed  ordinance  could  be 
extended. 

Accordingly,  I  am  going  to  schedule  another 
couple  of  hearings  in  order  to  give  the  in- 
terested parties  an  opportunity  to  answer 
the  questions  of  the  committee,  and  that  the 
committee  should  have  the  benefit  of  these 
answers  before  we  can  make  an  intelligent 
evaluation    of    this    ordinance.

INTERIM  MINORITY  REPORT  ON  ORDI- 
NANCE CREATING  A  HOUSING  IN- 
SPECTION   BUREAU. 

Interim  minority  report  of  Councillor  W. 
J.  Foley,  Jr. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Modern  Theory 
of  Public  Relations  is  that  it  is  of  no  im- 
portance whatever  what  you  do.  All  that 
is  important  is  what  you  appear  to  be  doing. 
I  have  this  in  mind  remembering  the  testi- 
mony at  the  hearing  on  March  16,  1965,  con- 
cerning the  proposed  ordinance  on  code  en- 
forcement. 

If  a  person  represented  to  you  that  he  or 
she  was  a  professionally  trained  teacher,  you 
would  expect  that  person  to  have  some  idea 
of  what  a  proper  pupil-teacher  relation  would 
be   in    the   second    grade   in    school. 

If  a  person  represented  to  you  that  he 
was  a  physician  and  an  expert  in  public 
health,  you  would  expect  that  person  to  have 
some  faint  notion  as  to  how  many  persons 
in  the  community  would  constitute  a  proper 
work     load     for     one     general     practitioner. 

If  a  person  represented  to  you  that  he  was 
a  Captain  of  Infantry  in  the  United  States 
Army,  you  would  expect  him  to  know  how 
many  soldiers  there  are  in  an  infantry  com- 
pany under  existing  standards  of  organization. 

All  these  simple  tests,  in  essence,  were 
applied  to  the  administration's  spokesmen 
with  reference  to  the  code  enforcement  effort, 
and  the  question  has  been  asked  by  me  over 
and  over  again,  over  almost  a  year's  time,  of 
the  Building  Commissioner,  the  Director  of 
the  so-called  Office  of  Neighborhood  Improve- 
ment, the  Health  Commissioner,  and  at  the 
last  hearing,  of  Mr.  Finn,  who  "I  see  by 
the  papers"  will  be  the  director  of  this  new 
code  enforcement  effort,  when  they  all  were 
asked  how  many  units  in  the  City  of  Boston 
there  are  which  require  an  intensive  code  en- 
forcement effort.  Individually,  these  eminent 
gentlemen  have  not  the  slightest  idea,  and, 
collectively,    the   situation    is    even   worse. 

Do  we  need  40  inspectors?  Do  we  need 
400  inspectors?  Do  we  need  4  inspectors? 
Don't  ask  the  Building  Commissioner,  the 
Director  of  Office  of  Neighborhood  Improve- 
ment, the  Health  Commissioner,  or  the  new 
director  of  something  or  other,  they  don't 
know. 

The  ultimate  reduction  to  absurdity  in  all 
this  nonsense  is  the  suggestion  that  the 
program  should  proceed  by  annually  inspect- 
ing every  living  unit  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Now,  there  may  be  code  violations  in  the 
$1,000  a  month  apartments  at  330  Beacon 
street,  but  I  would  rather  have  that  inspec- 
tor's time  spent  in  a  rat-infested  tenement 
in  Roxbury.  I  will  take  my  chances  on  330 
Beacon   street. 

Conclusion. 

I  suggest  as  a  bare  minimum  of  informa- 
tion for  a  rational  decision  in  this  matter, 
municipal  officials  who  allegedly  have  had 
cognizance  of  this  area  of  activity  under  the 
present  administration  for  the  past  five  years, 
should  provide  us  with  some  estimate  as  to 
the  number  of  truly  substandard  living  units 
requiring  intensive  treatment  there  are  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  some  reliable  percentage 
as  to  health  violations  as  against  structural 
violations,  and  some  fairly  firm  idea  as  to 
how  much  of  a  work  load   each  inspector   can 


reasonably  be  expected  to  shoulder.  At  that 
point,  by  the  application  of  some  elementary 
school  mathematics,  one  may  be  able  to  de- 
termine whether  40  Health  Inspectors  is  a 
reasonable  work  force  to  apply  to  this  prob- 
lem. 

Or    is    this,    simply,    one    more    public    rela- 
tions   gimmick.

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CONSULTATION  WITH  MAYOR   ON 
TAX  SITUATION. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  am  forwarding  to  you  herewith  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  which  outlines, 
in  detail,  the  information  requested  in  a  resolution 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  city  and  further  the 
wisdom  of  enactment  of  a  limited  sales  tax  or 
some  other  source  of  new  revenue. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  financial  condition  of 
Boston  dictates  a  substantial  tax  rate  increase. 

Under  existing  legislation  it  is  not  possible  for 
Boston  to  institute  any  new  tax  which  would  re- 
lieve the  burden  currently  borne  by  the  home- 
owner. In  addition,  any  new  local  tax  program 
would  unquestionably  place  a  further  burden  on 
the  economic  climate  of  the  community  which 
could  result  in  financial  disaster  to  the  city. 

You  are  all  aware  of  my  support  of  the  Gover- 
nor's program.  It  is  my  sincere  belief  that  your 
Honorable  Body  will  recognize  the  financial  prob- 
lems of  Boston  and  its  citizens  and  take  affirmative 
action  to  support  any  tax  proposal  which  will 
grant  relief  to  our  city.

Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  the  resolve  by  the  City  Council  re- 
questing information  on  the  current  tax  situation 
I  am  submitting  herewith  the  pertinent  data 
available  at  this  time. 

The  city  budget  for  1965,  after  passage  by  the 
City  Council,  represents  an  increase  over  the  1964 
appropriations  of  $9,450,222.  The  major  increases 
are  renected  in  the  vVelfare  and  Veterans'  Services 
Departments  of  $7,484,01)0.  Personal  Services, 
$941,000;  Contractual  Services,  $800,000;  in  addi- 
tion to  an  appropriation  for  the  War  Memorial 
Auditorium  in  excess  of  $300,000. 

County  budgets  have  risen  another  $300,000; 
principally  for  personal  services. 

Supplementary  appropriations  to  date,  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  amount  to  $4,193,886.  The 
individual  departments  involved  are: 

Police  (pay  raise) $2,640,000 

Fire  (pay  raise) 1,295,886 

City  Council 23,000 

Welfare 170,000 

Housing  Inspection 65,000* 

$4,193,886 

*  (pending) 

Payments  for  principal  and  interest  on  debt  will 
rise  $1,200,000  in  1965  and  the  State-Boston  Re- 
tirement System  reflects  an  increase  of  $1.5  million, 
also  the  1965  overlay  account  which  is  used  to  meet 
tax  abatements  will  be  $1,000,000  greater. 

Another  major  set-back  to  the  city  was  the  so- 
called  "Cherry  Sheet"  for  196o.  In  the  year  1964, 
Boston  received  as  its  share  of  the  accelerated 
Income  Tax  Collections,  $4  million  and  was  led 
to  believe  that  about  half  or  $2  million  could  be 
expected  in  1965.  Instead  the  City  of  Boston 
received  absolutely  nothing  from  this  source. 

The  one  remaining  budgetary  item  to  be  re- 
solved is  the  school  budget.  Preliminary  estimates 
by  the  School  Committee  indicate  an  increase  over 
1964  appropriations  of  $6,200,000.  An  analysis 
of  this  budget  is  presently  taking  place  and  the 
conclusions  will  be  presented  upon  completion. 

A  summary  of  the  above  follows: 

Supplementary  appropriations $4,193,000 

City  budgets 9,450,000 

County  budgets 300,000 

Debt 1,200,000 

Retirement  system 1,500,000 

Overlay 1,000,000 

Income  tax  loss 2,000,000 

Schools 6,000,000 

$25,643,000 


There  is  little  hope  for  an  appreciable  gain  in 
valuations  so  that  the  "rule  of  thumb  "  application 
of  70  cents  being  required  for  each  million  dollars 
expended  still  applies.  Boston  is  facing  a  possible 
tax  rate  increase  of  $18  in  1965. 

The  fiscal  picture  of  Boston  is  further  com- 
plicated by  the  "Free  Cash"  of  the  city  as  of 
January  1,  1965.  The  unofficial  computation 
indicates  the  sum  of  $1,094,000  this  year  as 
against  $6,292,000  for  1964. 

The  development  of  "Free  Cash"  becomes  in- 
creasingly difficult  due  for  the  most  part  to  the 
ever-increasing  problem  of  the  railroad  companies 
not  being  able  to  meet  their  tax  obligations.  To 
illustrate:  the  total  outstanding  taxes  on  December 
31,  1964,  amounted  to  $20,440,000,  of  this  amount 
$9,687,944  was  owed  by  railroads.  The  1964 
tax  levy  amounted  to  $2,295,000  for  railroads. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  major  increases  the 
city  is  faced  with  in  1965  in  every  instance,  is  the 
result  of  obligations  over  which  the  City  of  Boston 
has  little  or  no  control.  Preliminary  estimates  for 
1966  indicates  that  the  picture  will  be  every  bit  as 
bleak  with  a  second  substantial  tax  rate  increase 
inevitable  without  relief  from  the  state  level. 

The  City  of  Boston,  like  every  other  major  com- 
munity in  Massachusetts,  is  faced  with  a  greater 
financial  burden  each  succeeding  year.  The  local 
government  tax  structure  is  not  equipped  to  meet 
the  financial  needs  demanded  of  it  at  the  same  pace 
as  is  required.  It  is  therefore  imperative  that  a  new 
form  of  revenue  must  be  realized  from  the  state 
level.  The  method  of  obtaining  these  funds  rests 
with  the  members  of  the  General  Court  and  the 
Governor  and  they  will  be  considering  the  al- 
ternatives in  this  session  of  the  Legislature.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  any  legisla- 
tion passed  in  the  present  session  would  not  relieve 
the  tax  burden  for  the  year  1965. 

The  proposal  of  the  Governor  presently  before 
the  General  Court  would  otter  some  relief  to  Boston. 
The  delinquent  obligations  of  the  state  for  welfare 
will  amount  to  close  to  $20  million. 

Assumption  of  court  costs  in  1966  would  mean  a 
savings  of  $4.5  million  annually.  New  revenue 
under  the  Educational  Aid  formula  would  amount 
to  $10.2  million.  To  summarize,  Boston  in  1966 
could  receive  additional  funds  of  $34.7  million. 

It  should  be  noted  however  that  the  $20  million 
due  from  the  Commonwealth  would  be  a  "wind- 
fall" type  of  revenue  and  would  not  reoccur. 
Also  the  limitations  on  school  spending  would 
delete  the  Educational  Aid  in  less  than  nve  years. 
The  only  areas  in  which  .Boston  could  receive 
permanent  relief  would  be  in  the  state  assuming 
the  court  costs  and  in  1966  it  is  expected  the 
Legislature  would  assume  the  welfare  costs  of  all 
cities  and  towns,  which  would  relieve  a  burden 
of  the  city  amounting  to  $12  million  annually. 
This  latter  program  could  not  become  effective 
until  1967  and  would  be  desperately  needed  at 
that  time.

RESOLUTION  APPROVING  CHARLESTOWN 
URBAN   RENEWAL   PLAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  29,  1965. 
The  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  March  25,  1965,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  approved  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Plan.  This  approval,  together  with 
other  findings  and  determinations  required  under 
Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  was  made  by 
the  Authority  after  consideration  of  staff  reports, 
and  of  the  statements,  views,  and  opinions  ex- 
pressed at  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  Authority 
on  March  14,  1965,  in  Charlestown,  to  consider 
the  plan. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act,  the  Authority  must  secure  approval  of  the 
plan  by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council.  This  approval  must  include  ertain 
findings  and  is  to  be  made  after  due  notice  and  a 
public    hearing.       Federal    requirements    specify 
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that  such  notice  should  be  published  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  with  the 
first  notice  to  be  published  not  less  than  10  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing.

The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  transmitted  herewith 
is  a  result  of  many  months  of  intensive  effort  in 
the  Charlestown  community  and  represents,  I 
believe,  a  consensus  of  the  reasoned  views,  and 
aspirations  of  the  community.  The  inclusion  in 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency's  approval 
of  the  Plan  of  $12  million  for  the  relocation  of  the 
elevated  rapid  transit  structure  provides  the  only 
way  in  which  this  long-standing  blighting  influence 
will  be  removed  from  Charlestown  streets  in  the 
foreseeable  future.  Including  this  cost  the  gross 
project  costs  total  approximately  S40  million. 
Land  disposition  proceeds  are  estimated  at  just 
under  S2  million.  Thus,  the  net  cost  of  the  project 
will  be  approximately  S38  million  of  which  two 
thirds  will  be  paid  by  the  Federal  Government 
in  the  form  of  a  capital  grant  and  one  third  locally 
in  the  form  of  so-called  non-cash  local  grants-in- 
aid,  consisting  of  project  improvements  and  sup- 
porting facilities.  No  direct  cash  expenditures 
by  the  city  to  the  project  are  contemplated. 
Moreover,  one  half  of  the  local  expenditures  are 
eligible  for  reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Authority  is  requesting  a  temporary  loan  of 
S28,909,491  irom  the  federal  government  to  defray 
project  costs  until  the  federal  grant  has  been 
earned  and  all  the  land  conveyed. 

In  view  of  what  took  place  at  the  public  hearing 
on  this  project  held  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  March  14,  1965,  at  the  Charlestown 
Armory,  I  would  think  it  appropriate  to  make 
some  comments  and  suggestions  about  the  public 
hearing  process. 

It  is  my  own  view  that  the  purpose  of  the  public 
hearing  is  to  give  those  who  are  for  or  against  a 
particular  proposal  an  opportunity  to_  present 
their  views  as  to  why  the  proposed  public  action 
should  or  should  not  be  taken. 

One  cannot  expect  unanimity  either  for  or  against 
any  proposal  as  complex  as  an  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  affectin?  the  welfare  of  a  community  of  18,000 
people. 

However.  I  do  view  with  some  concern  the  de- 
velopment of  the  concept  that  a  public  hearing 
is  to  be  a  test  of  strength,  or  of  endurance,  o~ 
vehemence.  If  the  public  hearing  is  to  degenerate 
into  a  contest  between  those  in  favor  and  those 
opposed,  a  contest  not  only  of  numbers  but  ol 


endurance  and  one  in  which  restraint  is  absent, 
then  we  have  embarked  on  what  I  would  consider 
a  very  unfortunate  path  in  the  making  of  wise 
public  decisions. 

I  would  most  respectfully,  therefore,  urge  that 
the  Council  and  its  Urban  Renewal  Committee 
give  serious  consideration  to  a  format  for  the  public 
hearing  which  would  eliminate  the  necessity  for  a 
direct  and  immediate  confrontation  between 
those  in  favor  and  those  opposed.  Specifically, 
I  would  urge  that  you  give  consideration  to  setting 
a  date  for  those  in  favor  and  a  separate  date  for 
those  opposed.  This  will  give  both  proponents 
and  opponents  an  opportunity  to  state  their 
reasons  for  or  against  the  plan  while  eliminating 
the  aspect  of  a  major  public  contest. 

It  is  my  own  judgment  that  some  such  procedure 
would  ensure  due  process  and  assure  a  fair  and 
impartial  hearing  for  all  concerned. 

I  have  been  urged  by  the  citizens  of  Charlestown 
and  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
recommend  favorable  action  on  this  plan  to  you 
at  the  earliest  opportunity.  I  do  so  with  the 
conviction  that  this  plan  is  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  people  of  Charlestown. 
They  are  entitled  to  timely  action  on  it.  I  fully 
recommend  it  to  you  and  request  your  approval.

Resolution  of  Boston  City  Council  Approving 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  Project  No. 
Mass.  R-55 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency  (hereinafter  called  the 
"HHFA")  is  authorized  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  Local  Public  Agencies  for  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  urban  renewal  projects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  Act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  respective 
Project  Area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body 
of  the  locality  in  which  the  Project  is  situated  and 
that  such  approval  include  findings  by  the  govern- 
ing body  that:  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided 
in  the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  Project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  (2)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the 
rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  Urban 
Renewal  Area  by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  and  (4) 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due  consideration 
to  the  provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational 
areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for  neigh- 
borhood improvement,  with  special  consideration 
for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children 
residing  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered 
by  the  Plan; 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (hereinafter  called  the  "Authority")  has 
entered  into  a  planning  contract  for  financial 
assistance  under  such  Act  with  the  HHFA,  acting 
by   and   through  its  Administrator,   pursuant  to 
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which  Federal  funds  were  approved  for  the  Urban 
Renewal  Project  (hereinafter  called  the  "Project") 
identified  as  "Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Project  No.  Mass.  R-55"  and  encompassing  the 
area  (hereinafter  called  the  "Project  Area") 
described  in  Exhibit  "A",  which  is  a  part  of  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  hereinafter 
referred  to; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  under  such  Act  and  pro- 
poses to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or  con- 
tracts with  the  HHFA  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available  additional  financial  assistance 
for,  the  Project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social,  cultural  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
Project  Area  and  has  found  and  determined  that 
the  character  and  conditions  of  the  Project  Area  as 
described  in  the  Project  Area  Report  submitted 
herewith  do  exist;  that  the  Project  Area  is  detri- 
mental and  a  menace  to  the  safety,  health,  and 
welfare  of  the  inhabitants  and  users  thereof  and 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  and  that  the 
Project  Area  is  at  present  a  decadent  area  in  that 
it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  the  safety, 
health,  welfare  and  sound  growth  of  the  community 
because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out 
of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  obsolete,  in  need  of  major  maintenance 
or  repair,  because  of  much  of  the  real  estate  in 
recent  years  has  been  sold  for  nonpayment  of  taxes 
or  upon  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  because  buildings 
have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced  and  which, 
under  existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the 
buildings  will  be  replaced,  because  of  a  substantial 
change  in  business  and  economic  conditions,  be- 
cause of  inadequate  light,  air  and  open  space,  be- 
cause of  excessive  land  coverage,  and  because 
diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes,  and 
obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improbable  that 
the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary 
operations  of  private  enterprise;  and  further  that 
the  Project  Area  is  at  present  a  substandard  area, 
wherein  dwellings  predominate,  which  by  reason 
of  dilapidation,  overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement 
or  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  or  sanitation 
facilities,  and  a  combination  of  these  factors,  are 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  welfare  and  sound 
growth  of  the  community; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  found  and  deter- 
mined that  the  elevated  mass  transit  facility 
operated  by  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transporta- 
tion Authority  (hereinafter  called  the  "MBTA") 
located  within  the  Project  Area  has  a  major  blight- 
ing effect  on  the  Project  Area; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  and  referred 
to  the  Boston  City  Council  for  review  and  approval 
an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project  Area, 
dated  February  25,  1965,  and  consisting  of  53 
pages  of  text  and  8  maps,  duly  approved  by  the 
Authority  on  March  25,  1965,  as  evidenced  by  the 
copy  of  the  Authority's  duly  certified  resolution 
attached  hereto,  and  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor; 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  withthe  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  but  not  as  a 
part  thereof,  the  following  documentation; 

(1)  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Area  Project 
Area  Report ; 

(2)  Relocation  Program; 

(3)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  finding  the 
Project  to  be  eligible; 

(4)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  approving 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  approving  the 
Relocation  Program; 

(5)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  finding 
that  the  removal  of  the  elevated  mass  transit 
facility  is  essential  to  the  Project; 

(6)  A  statement  of  the  Mayor  endorsing 
the  finding  of  the  Authority  that  the  removal 
of  the  elevated  mass  transit  facility  is  necessary ; 

(7)  A  vote  of  the  MBTA  Board  of  Directors 
that  the  elevated  mass  transit  facility  would  not 
have  been  removed  in  the  foreseeable  future; 

(8)  A  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Authority; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 


Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  Chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  ot  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  shall  pertorm  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including 
Section  70  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the 
powers  and  shall  perform  the  duties  conferred  by 
statute  or  ordinance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston 
Planning  Board,  and  in  such  capacity,  has  found 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conlorms  to  the 
General  Plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly 
considered  said  findings; 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  Area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for  the 
Project  Area  and  will  require,  among  other  things, 
changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  removal  ol 
streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways,  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  street  patterns,  the  location  and 
relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains  and  other 
public  facilities,  and  other  public  action; 

Whereas,  Under  the  proposed  Cooperation 
Agreement  by  and  between  the  Authority  and  the 
City  of  Boston  wherein  the  city  agrees  to  make 
local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  Section  110(d)  of 
Title  i  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  in  accordance  with 
a  plan  and  grant  contract  to  be  entered  into  by  and 
between  the  Authority  and  HHFA,  which  local 
grants-in-aid  are  to  equal  at  least  one  third  of  the 
actual  net  project  cost  for  the  Project  Area  as 
finally  determined  and  approved  by  HHFA  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  i,  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment, and  loan  and  grant  contract; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted a  program  for  the  relocation  of  families 
that  may  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the 
Project  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  (referred  to  as  the  Relocation  Program  and  is 
contained  in  the  documentation  submitted  here- 
with) ; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  such  Relocation  Program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and 
data  respecting  said  program  which  has  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies,  sur- 
veys and  inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the  availability  of  proper 
housing  in  the  city  for  the  relocation  of  families 
that  may  be  displaced  from  the  Project  Area  and, 
in  the  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local  housing 
conditions,  have  carefully  considered  and  re- 
viewed such  proposals  for  relocation; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  was,  after  due  notice  thereof,  held 

at  which  time  the  City  Council  received  evidence 
and  heard  extensive  opinions  from  residents  of  the 
Project  Area  and  other  persons  with  respect 
thereto,  and  all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard  on  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  were  so  heard; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respecting 
the  relocation  program  and  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  Project,  in  conformity  with  the 
contract  for  financial  assistance  between  the 
Authority  and  the  HHFA; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the  supporting 
documentation  submitted  herewith  as  aforesaid; 
(2)  the  proceedings  at  the  aforesaid  public  hearing; 
and  (3)  the  general  knowledge  of  the  City  Coun- 
cillors with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
Project  Area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 
and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HHFA  effectuating 
that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  ex- 
cluded from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits 
of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  under- 
taking and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects 
assisted  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended ;  now  therefore,  it  is  hereby  resolved ; 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Project  Area  is  a  decadent  and  sub- 
standard area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible  Project 
Area  under  Chapter  121  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended. 

2.  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  hereby 
approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed 
to  file  a  copy  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting. 
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3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive 
rehabilitation  of  the  Project  Area. 

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the 
General  Plan  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  said  contracts  for  Federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  Project  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  Project  to  be  undertaken  in  accord 
ance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford  maximum 
opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of 
the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the  urban  renewal  of  such 
areas  by  private  enterprise. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due  considera- 
tion to  the  provision  of  adequate  park  and  recrea- 
tional areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for 
neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  considera- 
tion for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children 
residing  in  the  Project  Area. 

8.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the  in- 
dividuals and  families  displaced  in  carrying  out 
the  Project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings 
in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards  is  fea- 
sible and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected  to 
permit  the  proper  prosecution  and  completion  of 
the  Project;  and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling 
units  available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced  in- 
dividuals and  families,  are  not  generally  less  de- 
sirable in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public 
and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of 
the  displaced  individuals  and  families  in  the 
Project  Area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced  in- 
dividuals and  families,  and  are  reasonably  ac- 
cessible to  their  places  of  employment. 

9.  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
hereby  approved  it  is  found  and  determined  that 
certain  official  action  must  be  taken  by  the  City 
Council  with  reference  to  said  Plan,  and  accord- 
ingly, the  City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its  co- 
operation in  helping  to  carry  out  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan;  (b)  requests  the  various  officials, 
departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the  city 
having  administrative  responsibilities  in  the 
premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to 
exercise  their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  ; 
(c)  stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate 
action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed  to 
effectuate  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and  (d) 
authorizes  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf 
of  the  city,  a  Cooperation  Agreement  substantially 
in  the  form  of  the  one  presented  to  this  meeting. 

10.  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the 
land  in  the  Project  Area  to  be  renewed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  accordingly , 
the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  an  application  or 
applications  for  such  financial  assistance  under 
said  Title  I  is  hereby  approved. 

11.  That  the  resolution  of  the  Authority,  the 
statement  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
MBTA  to  the  effect  that  the  expenditure  of 
$12  million  for  the  removal  of  the  MBTA  elevated 
mass  transit  facility  is  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Project,  that  the  Project  cannot 
proceed,  nor  can  its  purposes  be  accomplished, 
unless  the  MBTA  facility  is  moved,  and  that  the 
MBTA  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  agree  to  the 
removal  of  such  facility  from  the  Project  Area  in 
the  foreseeable  future  without  Urban  Renewal 
Administration  participation  in  the  cost  thereof 
are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

12.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by 
the  City  Council  with  regulations  of  HHFA 
effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964.

Gentlemen : 

On  February  1,  1965,  the  School  Commit- 
tee submitted  to  me  preliminary  estimates  of 
the  proposed  budget  for  1965,  for  all  school 
purposes  which  totaled  in  the  aggregate 
$50,635,802  or  $6,200,825  more  than  the  1964 
appropriations    for    all    purposes. 

As  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  it  is  my 
duty  and  responsibility  to  oversee  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  city  in  the  best  interest 
of  all.  After  careful  review  of  the  proposed 
school  budget  the  School  Co"mmittee  was  advised 
on  March  29,  1965,  that  the  total  school 
budget  should  not  exceed  $46,729,688  which 
would  be  $2,594,947  greater  than  the  actual 
expenditures    in    1964. 

In  my  letter  to  the  School  Committee  of 
March  29,  1965,  I  made  reference  to  the 
fact  that  I  had  accepted  the  recommendations 
of  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets,  Henry  T.  Bren- 
nan.  In  arriving  at  my  decision  I  also  stated 
that  I  recognize  the  responsibility  of  the 
School  Committee  in  determining  how  the 
school  funds  should  be  allocated  and  that  I 
had  no  desire  to  interfere  with  such  deter- 
mination. 

The  amount  alloted  to  General  School  pur- 
poses was  $44,795,688  or  $2,279,411  greater 
than  the  1964  allowances.  These  recommenda- 
tions also  allowed  $134,000  for  Land  and  Build- 
ings and  $1,800,000  for  Alterations  and  Re- 
pairs. 

The  School  Committee  submitted  their  final 
budget,  following  a  meeting  of  April  3,  1965, 
which  asked  for  General  School  Purposes, 
$45,848,006;  for  Alterations  and  Repairs,  $801,- 
747;    and    for    Land    and    Buildings,    $134,000. 

The  General  School  Purposes  account  ex- 
ceeded the  amount  recommended  by  me,  by 
$1,052,318. 

Nonacademic  employees  and  administrative 
personnel  in  the  school  system  presently  are 
enjoying  salaries  higher  than  employees  in 
comparable     positions     in     other     city     depart- 


ments. It  was  regrettable,  but  necessary, 
for  me  to  inform  the  School  Committee  that 
these  increases  could  not  be  allowed  at  this 
time. 

In  the  amount  allotted  for  General  School 
Purposes,  however,  there  are  funds  available 
which  will  allow  for  substantial  salary  in- 
creases for  teachers  which  will  place  the  Boston 
teacher  salary  in  a  comparable  and  com- 
petitive position  with  school  systems  through- 
cut  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  School  Commit- 
tee reduced  the  Alterations  and  Repairs  ac- 
count almost  $1,000,000  under  the  figure  I 
felt  necessary  to  keep  our  aging  schools  in 
repair.  It  is  doubtful  that  they  can  find 
sufficient  funds  in  this  account  to  maintain 
normal  maintenance  and  possihly  better  the 
physical  structures.  If  they  should  need  ad- 
ditional funds  at  a  later  date  it  is  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  School  Committee  to  re- 
quest   an    additional    appropriation. 

An  examination  of  the  annual  budgets  for 
schools  during  my  administration  reveals  that 
in  1960  the  amount  alloted  for  all  purposes 
was  $33,856,807.  Taking  into  account  this 
appropriation  order  and  the  likelihood  of  a 
supplemental  request  for  Alterations  and  Re- 
pairs of  School  Buildings  of  SI, 000, 000  the 
school  budget  for  1965  will  reach  $46,731,435. 
This  allocation  of  funds  in  1965  will  be 
$12,874,628  greater  than  1960,  or  an  increase 
in  school  costs  during  the  past  five  years  of 
more    than    36    percent. 

Under  the  appropriation  limit  established 
by  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as 
amended  by  chapter  117  of  the  Acts  of  1949 
and  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  786 
of  1963,  the  School  Committee  is  authorized 
to  appropriate  $40,599,551.64  for  General 
Purposes.  To  make  available  to  the  School 
Committee  $44,795,688  which  I  feel  is  adequate 
in  1965,  the  sum  of  S4, 196, 136.36  must  be  ap- 
propriated   with    your    approval. 

I  am  submitting  herewith  an  order  pro- 
viding for  the  additional  appropriation 
amounting  to  $4,196,136.36  and  respectfully 
recommend  its  adoption  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

This  is  in  further  reference  to  your  con- 
tinued interest  in  disposal  plans  in  connec- 
tion with  the  E  Street  Annex  property  in 
South  Boston.  It  also  replies  to  your  letter 
of  March  26,  1965,  transmitting  an  inquiry 
from   the    City   Clerk,    City   of   Boston. 

Upon  determination  that  no  further  federal 
need  for  the  property  existed  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  our  normal  procedures,  eligible 
local   governmental   units    were   notified   of   the 


availability  of  the  property  for  surplus  dis- 
posal. They  were  invited  to  participate  in 
the  joint  development  of  a  comprehensive  and 
coordinated  plan  for  its  use  and  procurement 
for  public  purposes  to  assist  us  in  our 
disposal  planning.  In  response  to  such  notice, 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  indicated 
an  interest  in  acquiring  the  property  by- 
negotiated  purchase.  It  subsequently  de- 
veloped that  there  is  a  possible  federal  re- 
quirement for  the  use  of  the  property  by  the 
Post  Office  Department  in  conjunction  with 
its  South  Boston  facility  and  further  disposal 
actions   were   deferred. 

At  a  meeting  of  March  2,  representatives 
of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  were 
advised  concerning  the  possible  Post  Office 
requirement.  They  were  also  advised  that  if 
the  Post  Office  Department  is  successful  in 
acquiring  the  bed  of  Dorchester  street  from 
the  city  for  use  in  conjunction  with  Parcel 
2  of  the  property,  the  Post  Office  would  then 
be  able  to  relinquish  its  request  for  Parcel  1 
containing  approximately  IS  acres.  At  that 
time,  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  proceed 
with    the   prompt    disposal    of    the    18    acres.

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON 
ORDINANCES. 

The  Committee  on  Ordinances  to  whom  was 
referred  on  March  1,  1965,  a  message  of  the 
Mayor  and  ordinance  creating  a  Housing 
Inspection  Department  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  defining  its  powers  and  duties,  having 
considered  the  same  respectfully  recommends 
passage  of  the  ordinance  as  redrafted  by  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  rejection  of 
the   ordinance   submitted   by    the   Mayor. 

Your  committee  held  two  publicly  advertised 
hearings  on  March  16  and  April  14,  1965, 
both  of  which  were  well  attended.  Both  the 
proponents  and  the  opponents  of  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  were  given  every  opportunity 
to  present  their  views.  Interestsd  parties 
were  invited  to  submit  constructive  criticism 
and  any  amendments  which  might  strengthen 
the  proposed  ordinance.  It  is  the  considered 
opinion  of  your  committee  that  while  the 
proposed  ordinance  is  not  the  complete  answer 
to  all  the  problems  besetting  the  city  in  the 
matter  of  code  enforcements,  nonetheless,  it 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  after  it 
has  been  tried  should  it  be  found  wanting  in 
various  areas  it  will  be  possible  to  implement 
and  strengthen  the  ordinance  by  a  practical 
day  to  day  application  of  the  various  principles 
embodied  in  it.  Any  deficiency  in  the 
practicability  of  the  enforcement  of  the  or- 
dinance can  always  be  remedied  by  amend- 
ments, therefore  your  committee  recommends 
that  the  ordinance,  as  redrafted  by  the  com- 
mittee,   ought   to   pass.

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Housing  Inspec- 
tion Department  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and    Defining    Its    Powers    and    Duties. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as    follows : 


APRIL  26,  1965 
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SECTION  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961  are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
chapter    16    the    following    chapter: 

Chapter  16A. 
Housing  Inspection  Department. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department,  known  as  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge 
of  a  board,  known  as  the  Housing  Inspection 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Housing  Inspection,  who  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  board,  another  officer 
known  as  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Housing  Inspection,  and  the  building  com- 
missioner, ex  officio.  The  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection  and  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  housing  inspection  shall  each  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring 
on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following 
the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which 
a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote  his  whole 
time  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  com- 
missioner of  housing  inspection  shall  ex- 
clusively have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect 
to  the  making  of  contracts  and  the  appoint- 
ment, suspension,  discharge,  compensation  and 
indemnification  of  subordinates  for  the  housing 
inspection  department.  In  the  event  of  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection  or  of  vacancy  in  his  office, 
the  assistant  commissioner  of  housing  in- 
spection shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  housing 
inspection  board,  and  shall  have  the  powers 
conferred,  and  perform  the  duties  imposed, 
upon   the  commissioner. 

There  shall  be  in  the  housing  inspection 
department  an  inspection  division,  an  enforce- 
ment division,  and  such  other  divisions,  if 
any,  as  the  housing  inspection  board  shall  from 
time  to  time  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department.  The  inspection 
division  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge 
of  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection; 
and  the  enforcement  division  shall  be  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  housing  inspection,  subject  to  the 
general   supervision   of   the  commissioner. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or 
imposed  on  a  board  of  health  by  section  12 
of  chapter  83,  and  section  127  of  chapter  111, 
of  the  General  Laws,  by  sections  122,  123, 
124  and  125  of  said  chapter  111  insofar,  but 
only  insofar,  as  said  sections  122,  123,  124 
and  125  apply  to  places  of  human  habitation, 
and  by  section  5  of  said  chapter  111  insofar, 
but  only  insofar,  as  said  section  5  relates  (a) 
to  enforcing  so  much  of  the  state  sanitary 
code  as  concerns  standards  of  fitness  for 
places  of  human  habitation,  housing  and 
sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor  camps, 
and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary 
sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b)  to 
adopting  such  public  health  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  state  sanitary  code  or 
other  provisions  of  law,  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection 
may  be  necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places 
of  human  habitation  fit  for  such  habitation. 
The  commissioner  of  housing  inspection  shall 
also  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of  health 
of  the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner  of  the 
city,  by  sections  13,  14,  19,  20,  21  and  22  of 
chapter  382  of  the  acts  of  1885,  as  amended, 
by  chapter  185  of  the  acts  of  1897,  bv  chapter 
219  of  the  acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  by 
section  128  of  chapter  550  of  the  acts  of 
1907,  as  amended,  and  by  section  116  or  any 
other  provision  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 
It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  housing  inspection:  (1)  to  receive 
all  complaints  of  violations,  in  or  about 
places  of  human  habitation,  of  any  and  all 
statutes,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health  or 
safety  in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation; 
(2)  to  refer  in  writing  to  the  building  com- 
missioner or  the  fire  commissioner,  as  the 
case  may  be,  for  investigation  and  prosecu- 
tion all  complaints  of  violations  of  the  Bos- 
ton  Building    Code   and   the   Boston    Fire   Pre- 


vention Code  and  to  maintain  written  con- 
tact with  said  commissioners  with  respect 
thereto;  and  (3)  to  inspect  places  of  human 
habitation  and  enforce  therein  the  provisions 
of  law  specified  in  the  preceding  sentences 
of  this  section  and  all  other  statutes,  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations  enacted  for  the 
preservation  of  health  in  or  about  tuch  places. 
It  shall  remain  the  duty  and  responsibility 
of  the  building  and  fire  commissioners, 
respectively,  to  enforce  compliance  with  the 
Boston  Building  Code  and  the  Boston  Fire 
Prevention  Code.  To  aid  them  in  discharging 
such  duty  but  without  any  lessening  of  their 
respective  responsibilities,  the  enforcement 
division  of  the  housing  inspection  department 
may  offer  them,  and  they  may  accept, 
assistance  designed  to  unify  action  upon 
complaints  received  by  the  commissioner  of 
housing    inspection. 

SECTION  2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section 
5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  clause  (11)  the  following- 
clause: — 

(11  A)  The  commissioner  of  housing  in- 
spection, thirteen  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars;  and  the  assistant  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection,  eleven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred   dollars. 

SECTION  3.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the 
health  commissioner  under  sections  13  14 
19,  20,  21  and  22  of  chapter  382  of  the 
acts  of  1885,  as  amended,  under  chapter  185 
of  the  acts  of  1897,  under  chapter  219  of  the 
acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  under  section  128 
of  chapter  550  of  the  acts  of  1907,  as  amended, 
under  section  116  and  any  other  provision 
of  the  Boston  Building  Code,  under  section 
12  of  chapter  83,  and  section  127  of  chapter 
111,  of  the  General  Laws,  under  sections  122, 
123,  124  and  125  of  said  chapter  111  insofar, 
but  only  insofar,  as  said  sections  122,  123, 
124  and  125  apply  to  places  of  himan  habi- 
tation, and  under  section  5  of  said  chapter 
111  insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said  section 
5  relates  (a)  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  as  concerns  standards  of 
fitness  for  places  of  human  habitation,  housing 
and  sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor 
camps,  and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of 
sanitary  sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b) 
to  adopting  such  public  health  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  state  sanitary  code 
or  other  provisions  of  law,  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection 
may  be  necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places 
of  human  habitation  fit  for  such  habitation, 
are,  together  with  all  appropriations  relating 
to  all  such  powers  and  duties,  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  commissioner  of  housing  in- 
spection, and  the  bureau  of  general  sanitation 
in  the  environmental  sanitation  section  of 
the  health  division  of  the  health  department 
is    hereby   abolished. 

SECTION  4.  Every  person  holding  an 
office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service 
laws  and  rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position 
is  abolished  by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed 
without  civil  service  examination  or  registra- 
tion to  a  similar  office  or  position  with 
similar  status  in  a  new  department  or  agency, 
or  division  of  either,  created,  or  a  department 
or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not  abolished, 
by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
shall,  upon  each  reappointment,  retain  all 
rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall 
have  accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to 
him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as 
if  such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  As 
used  in  this  section,  the  term  "agency"  shall 
be  construed  as  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter 
486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended  by 
section    1    of   chapter   473   of   the  acts  of   1953. 

SECTION  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section 
1  of  chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and 
shall  be  so  construed  that  no  person  holding, 
whether  under  general  or  special  law  or 
otherwise,  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason 
of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  reduced 
in    rank    or    compensation    or    be    without    an 
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office  or  position  with  identical  status  and 
title  without  impairment  or  interruption  of 
civil   service   rights. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Hines,  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  new  draft  was  referred  to  the 
Executive    Committee.

LAND    IN     SOUTH    BOSTON    FOR    FRUIT 
AND     PRODUCE     MARKET. 

The   following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    May    10,    1965. 
The  Honorable   City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  would  like  the  Honorable  City  Council  to 
know  that  I  am  much  concerned  with  the 
problems  that  exist  with  respect  to  the  claim 
of  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  for  use  of  the 
surplus  Naval  Annex  land  at  E  street.  We 
had  all  been  counting  on  that  land  to  pro- 
vide a  proper  site  for  development  of  a  fruit 
and  produce  market,  meeting  the  needs  of 
those  dealers  who  would  be  displaced  from 
the   Faneuil   Hall   area. 

It  always  has  been  my  policy  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  see  that  this  land  was  made 
available  for  market  p"rposes  at  terms  that 
would  prove  economically  feasible  for  the 
dealers  involved.  This  is  a  vital  industry 
that  has  contributed  much  to  the  city  and 
we  certainly  desire  that  it  be  kept  in  the 
city,    if    at   all    possible. 

As  the  Council  no  doubt  knows,  in  January. 
1964,  the  city,  the  BRA,  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Port  Authority  agreed  to  work  together 
to  obtain  from  the  Federal  General  Services 
Administration  some  25  acres  of  surplus  land 
at  E  street  for  a  fruit  and  produce  market. 
This  approach  made  sense  since  the  Port 
Authority  was  in  the  process  of  acquiring, 
through  an  act  of  Congress,  a  15-acre  parcel 
adjacent  to  this  and  indicated  a  desire  to 
make  the   land  available  for  market   purposes. 

However,  in  August,  1964,  we  learned  that 
the  Post  Office  Department,  which  previously 
had  indicated  no  interest  in  the  25-acre  site, 
was  then  processing  a  claim  with  the  GSA 
for  the  land,  in  accordance  with  federal 
procedures.  At  my  request,  BRA  staff  met 
with  Postal  and  GSA  officials  to  attempt  to 
resolve  this  conflicting  claim  on  the  E  Street 
property. 


After  much  discussion  with  local  as  well 
as  Washington  officials,  it  was  agreed  by  the 
Post  Office  Department  that  their  original 
intention  for  use  of  the  land — low-cost  park- 
ing for  employees  of  the  South  Station  Postal 
Annex — would  be  abandoned.  However,  they 
did  indicate  that  they  would  require  a  7-acre 
site  in  the  area  (including  Building  61)  for 
Postal  trucking  operations  for  a  period  of 
approximately  5  years.  This  position  finally 
was   arrived   at   towards    the   end    of    1964. 

Discussions  then  were  held  on  the  problems 
of  developing  a  market  with  proper  rail 
service  that  would  not  be  interfered  with  by 
the  Postal  operations.  After  considerable 
study,  it  appeared  that  proper  rail  service 
could  not  be  provided  unless  the  Postal  op- 
eration  was   discontinued. 

I  have  advised  Senator  Kennedy  of  the 
situation  as  it  now  exists  and  have  requested 
his  assistance  in  resolving  this  difficulty  in 
the  best  interests  of  Boston.  I  also  have  in- 
structed the  firm  of  S.  J.  McDonald  &  As- 
sociates, which  was  recently  hired  to  represent 
the  interests  of  the  city  in  Washington,  to 
look  into  this  problem  aand  make  recommen- 
dations  as   to   how   it  can  ^e  solved. 

It  should  be  quite  clear  that  every  effort  has 
been  and  will  continue  to  be  made  by  this 
office  and  the  BRA  to  resolve  the  conflict 
with  the  Post  Office  Department  so  that  a  fruit 
and  produce  market  can  be  developed  within 
the  City  of  Boston,  if  that  is  so  desired  by 
the   dealers   themselves.

PAYMENT  OF  SURPLUS  FUNDS  IN 
SINKING  FUNDS  TO  COLLECTOR- 
TREASURER. 

The    following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    May    14,    1965. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

When  there  was  a  Sinking  Funds  Depart- 
ment in  the  city,  there  was  a  provision  that, 
whenever  the  amount  of  any  sinking  fund 
exceeded  the  entire  amount  of  the  debt  for 
the  payment  of  which  it  was  established,  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  should  use  the 
surplus  for  the  purchase  and  cancellation  of 
any  outstanding  bonds  of  the  city.  Rev.  Ord. 
(1925),  c.  80,  s.  2.  Rev.  Ord.  (1947))  c.  31, 
s.  2.  When  the  Sinking  Funds  Department 
was  abolished  by  Ord.  1954,  c.  2,  this  pro- 
vision was  not  re-enacted,  presumably  because 
such  a  contingency  was  not  then  foreseeable 
with  respect  to  any  then  existing  sinking 
fund  and  by  law  no  new  sinking  fund 
could  be  established. 

On  August  1,  1965,  however,  a  surplus 
approximating  $985,000  will  exist  in  the 
Traffic  Tunnel  Third  Supplemental  Sinking 
Fund  as  a  result  of  the  1958  act  transferring 
the  Sumner  Tunnel  to  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority.  St.  195S,  c.  598.  Counsel 
for  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority 
has  advised  that  Authority  that  it  has  no 
right  to  such  surplus. 

It  would  seem  proper  in  the  circumstances 
to  apply  such  surplus  to  pay,  to  the  extent 
it  will,  serial  bonds  maturing  this  year  on 
the  Funding  Loan  issued  under  chapter  717 
of  the  Acts  of  1957.  I  therefore  recommend 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  order  making 
such  surplus  available  for  that  purpose. 
Respectfully, 
John  F.  Collins,  Mayor. 

Ordered,  That  whatever  sum  remains  in  the 
sinking  fund  (known  as  the  Third  Sup- 
plemental Sinking  Fund)  for  the  Traffic 
Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds  issued  under  chapter 
361  of  the  Acts  of  1945  after  providing  for 
the  payment  on  August  1,  1965,  of  all  principal 
and  interest  due  on  said  bonds  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  pay,  to  the 
extent  it  will,  Funding  Loan  bonds  of  the 
city  issued  under  chapter  717  of  the  Acts 
of  1957  and  maturing  in  the  current  year;

ORDINANCE  INCREASING  COMPENSA- 
TION TO  MEMBERS  OF  BOARD  OF 
APPEAL.

Gentlemen: 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  in  the 
Building  Department  are  compensated  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  day  or  part  thereof 
of  actual  service;  but  no  member  has  been 
permitted  to  receive  in  any  one  year  more 
than  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggre- 
gate for  his  services  under  the  building  code 
and  zoning  law.  Rev.  Ord.  (1961),  c.  3,  s.  5 
(second  paragraph).  This  rate  of  compensa- 
tion has  not  been  increased  in  the  decade 
intervening  since  Ord.  1952,  c.  6.  In  addition, 
the    new    zoning    code    and    enabling    act    has 
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vested  the  Board  of  Appeal  with  added 
powers  and  responsibilities.  A  current  ad- 
justment in  the  members'  compensation  thus 
appears  appropriate;  and  so  I  recommend 
passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  which 
would  increase  the  compensation  for  each  day 
or  part  thereof  of  actual  service  to  thirty- 
five  dollars  and  the  yearly  aggregate  limit 
to  forty-two  hundred  dollars.

SECTION  1.  The  second  paragraph  of 
section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  sentence: — Each  member 
of  the  board  of  appeal  in  the  building  depart- 
ment shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part 
thereof  of  actual  service  thirty-five  dollars: 
but  in  no  event  shall  any  member  of  said 
board  receive  in  any  one  year  more  than 
forty-two  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate 
for  services  rendered  by  him  under  the  build- 
ing code  and  the  zoning  law.

VETO  OF  ORDER  RE  POLICE  RESIDENCY 
REQUIREMENTS. 

City  of  Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    May    26,    1965. 
To  the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  returning  herewith  disapproved,  and 
without  my  signature,  an  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  May  10,  1965,  calling 
for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  411  of  the 
Acts    of    1965.      This    act   provides    as    follows: 

"In  any  city  or  town  which  accepts  this 
action,  the  members  of  the  regular  police 
department  of  said  city  or  town  who  have 
been  members  of  said  department  for  at  least 
five  years  may  reside  outside  said  city  or 
town;  provided,  they  reside  within  the  com- 
monwealth and  within  ten  miles  of  the  limits 
of    said    city    or    town." 

At  the  present  time  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton require  that  all  members  of  the  Force 
live  within  the  City  of  Boston.  This  residence 
requirement  has  been  in  existence  for  many 
years.  The  reason  for  the  regulation  is 
obvious. 

Police  officers  are  never  really  "off  duty" 
and  are  supposed  to  be  ready  at  all  times  to 
respond  for  emergency  police  service  when- 
ever the  need  requires.  Rapid  mobilization 
is  necessary  in  the  event  of  any  major 
emergency    or    community    disaster. 

A  check  of  forty-five  communities  in  the 
Commonwealth  discloses  that  five  of  those 
surveyed  permit  police  officers  to  reside  out- 
side the  city  or  town  limits,  and  that  forty 
of  them  require  police  officers  to  live  within 
the  community  they  serve.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
RENEWAL.

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Aj     PRE-HEARING   PROCEEDINGS 

1.  Informal  Committee  Hearing  —  April  7,  1965 

On  April  7,  1965,  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston  City  Council  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal  conducted  an  informal 
committee  hearing  on  the  Urban  Renewal  Project  (Mass.  R-55)  proposed  for  Charlestown.  The  hearing  was 
open  to  members  of  the  public.  The  transcript  of  the  informal  hearing,  running  120  pages  in  length,  was  there- 
after permitted  by  Chairman  G.  Foley  to  be  included  with  the  record  of  the  formal  public  hearing  for  information 
purposes,  but  not  to  suffice  as  meeting  any  legal  requirements  applicable  to  the  formal  public  hearing,  (Public 
Hearing,  Volume  I  —  April  27,  1965,  p.  109).  The  exposition  included  a  lengthy  presentation  by  the  Project 
Director,  Frank  Del  Veechio,  which  covered  the  following  items: 

Project  Area  Report 

The  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
New  Housing 
Community  Facilities 
Street  and  Utility  Improvements 
Transportation 

Rehabilitation 

Relocation 

Financing 
Mr.  Logue,  Development  Administrator  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  traced  the  background  of  the 
project,  the  experience  in  the  project  area,  and  emphasized  that  the  guarantees  given  for  proper  relocation  within 
Charlestown,  new  housing  and  rehabilitation,  were  realistic  and  would  be  carried  out.     Larry  Hansen,  Project 
Finance  Officer,  assisted  Mr.  Del  Veechio  in  describing  the  financial  aspects  of  the  plan. 

2.  View  of  the  Project  Area  —  April  14,  1965 

Following  the  request  of  the  Committee  Chairman,  the  BRA's  Project  Director  and  other  staff  members  con- 
ducted a  tour  of  the  project  area  for  the  Council's  Urban  Renewal  Committee.  This  tour  included  an  inspection 
of  the  area  proposed  for  the  new  Community  College,  areas  scheduled  for  demolition  and  redevelopment,  and 
areas  marked  for  conservation  and  rehabilitation. 

B.     PUBLIC   HEARING   CHRONOLOGY 

1.  Notice 

Following  the  publication  of  notice  in  accordance  with  state  and  federal  requirements,  the  public  hearing  was 
called  to  order  by  Chairman  G.  Foley  on  April  27,  1965.  The  hearing  was  opened  to  all  interested  parties  and 
the  Chairman  permitted  all  persons  desiring  to  speak  an  opportunity  to  do  so. 

2.  Termination 

Proponents  of  the  proposed  program  presented  their  testimony  April  27,  28,  29,  May  4  and  5,  completing  their 
testimony  on  May  5.  Thereafter  with  the  exception  of  the  testimony  of  certain  public  officials,  opponents  of 
the  program  were  heard  through  May  13.  At  the  close  of  the  proceedings  on  May  13,  the  Chairman  asked  if 
there  were  any  further  opponents  desiring  to  be  heard  and  there  were  none  who  had  not  already  been  heard. 
The  Chairman  then  closed  the  testimony  portion  of  the  proceedings,  holding  open  the  proceedings  to  further 
cross-examination  of  BRA  officials. 

The  proceedings  of  May  18  through  20  were  devoted  exclusively  to  eliciting  further  testimony  from  BRA  officials 
with  the  exception  of  May  19,  when  the  Committee  took  another  view  of  the  project  area  on  a  tour  conducted 
by  Mr.  John  Harrington,  President  of  the  Self-Help  Organization  of  Charlestown.  BRA  officials  were  in  at- 
tendance and  responded  to  questioning.  On  May  20,  Councillors  Craven,  Iannella,  Kerrigan,  and  W.  J.  Foley 
stated  they  had  no  further  questions  in  these  proceedings  and  Chairman  G.  Foley  closed  the  public  hearing. 
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C.     POSITION   OF   THE   BOSTON   REDEVELOPMENT   AUTHORITY 

1.  Arrest  Charlestown's  Decline 

The  basic  position  of  the  BRA  was  that  Charlestown  was  declining  rapidly  as  a  residential  area  for  reasons 
beyond  the  control  of  its  residents  and  that  unless  strong  public  action  were  taken  immediately,  Charlestown 
would  continue  its  decline  to  a  point  of  general  abandonment  by  residents  and  by  investment.  The  Plan,  con- 
sequently, was  designed  to  correct  those  factors  which  caused  Charlestown's  decline.    This  involved: 

(a)  Removal  and  relocation  of  the  MBTA  elevated  structure. 

(b)  Replacement  of  outmoded  public  schools,  fire  stations,  and  other  facilities. 

(c)  Replacement  and  renovation  of  streets  and  utility  systems. 

(d)  Revision  of  the  street  and  highway  system  to  relieve  congestion  and  increase  safety  in  the  residential  com- 
munity. 

(e)  Conservation  of  existing  sound  housing  and  rehabilitation  of  existing  deficient  housing. 

(f)  Provision  of  new  shopping  opportunities. 

(g)  Provision  of  substantial  opportunities  for  the  construction  of  moderate   rental  housing   and   substantial 
opportunity  tor  the  construction  of  private  homes. 

(h)     Provision  of  a  major  industrial  opportunity  (Mystic  Wharf), 
(i)     Construction  of  a  Community  College. 

2.  Basis  for  Conclusions 

The  BRA's  conclusions  were  drawn  from  statistical  analysis  and  field  experience.  As  a  statistical  matter,  the 
Charlestown  Project  Area  has  been  exhibiting  population  and  economic  loss  generally  and  at  a  rate  greater  than 
that  of  other  older  areas  of  the  city.    For  example: 

(a)  Population 

1950  1960  1965 

26,321  20,147  17,400 

This  population  loss  has  been  at  a  constant  rate  of  about  600  people  a  year.  Not  only  is  the  area  losing 
population,  but  the  population  is  changing.  An  example  is  to  compare  the  relative  numbers  of  children, 
elderly  persons  and  young  adults  over  this  period. 

Age  Groups  1950  1960  1965 

0-19  9,906  7,855  7,300 

20-44  9,685  6,165  4,500 

45  and  over  6,730  6,118  5,600 

What  is  happening  is  that  the  older  people  tend  to  remain  in  Charlestown,  but  the  young  families  between 
the  ages  of  20  and  45  are  leaving.  This  part  of  the  population  has  been  cut  by  more  than  half  since  1950, 
dropping  from  9,685  persons  to  about  4,500  persons.  Those  in  this  age  group  who  remain  tend  to  be  the 
families  with  many  children.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  high  proportion  of  children  (7,300).  This  population 
pattern  documents  what  is  well  known  to  the  pastors  of  Charlestown  especially,  namely  that  the  young  mar- 
ried couple  goes  outside  of  Charlestown  to  find  housing.  A  trend  of  this  kind  tends  to  accelerate  particularly 
when  compared  with  the  housing  stock. 

(b)  Housing 

The  pattern  in  Charlestown  over  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been  a  high  vacancy  rate  in  housing,  a  poor 
housing  market,  leading  to  an  abandonment  of  properties,  failure  to  pay  taxes,  foreclosure,  and  eventual 
demolition  of  structures.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  tax  foreclosure  rolls  of  the  city.  Prior  to  September,  1961, 
the  city  was  carrying  about  250  parcels  in  Charlestown  on  its  foreclosure  rolls.  Of  these,  50  were  buildings. 
From  year  to  year  about  40  buildings  were  coming  onto  the  foreclosure  rolls  whereas  only  five  or  six  were  being 
auctioned  off.  The  reason  for  this,  of  course,  was  that  the  structures  coming  into  foreclosure  were  deteriorated 
and  had  to  be  torn  down.  The  foreclosure  rate  on  vacant  parcels  was  similar  with  about  40  of  these  yearly 
coming  into  foreclosure  and  something  less  than  40  being  auctioned  every  year.  Those  vacant  parcels  that 
were  being  auctioned  in  all  but  one  or  two  unusual  cases  were  thereafter  devoted  to  truck  parking,  parking 
lots  for  Navy  Yard  workers,  or  were  unused.  In  fact,  75  percent  of  these  lots  sold  by  the  city  are  lying  vacant 
and  collecting  rubble. 

Although  land  such  as  this  has  been  available  for  new  construction,  none  has  occurred  except  for  two  private 
homes  in  this  century.  This  proves  that  Charlestown's  defects  are  so  great  that  they  must  be  corrected  before 
the  population  and  housing  decline  can  be  reversed. 

(c)  Building  Condition 

Charlestown's  existing  residential  properties  are  old  and  generally  deteriorating.  Ninety  percent  of  all  struc- 
tures have  some  technical  deficiency.  About  one  third  of  all  buildings  have  several  deficiencies.  Those  build- 
ings which  are  structurally  unsound  are  to  be  cleared  under  the  Plan,  but  for  the  others  conservation  or  re- 
habilitation is  proposed.  It  is  the  BRA's  conclusion  that  most  of  the  remaining  housing  is  basically  sound 
and  that  rehabilitation  that  needs  to  be  done  can  be  done  without  hardship  on  the  part  of  the  residents. 
Based  on  its  field  experience  in  Charlestown,  the  BRA  is  convinced  that  Charlestown  homeowners  desire  to 
maintain  their  properties  and  will  make  repairs  to  them  if  they  are  convinced  that  the  district  is  going  to  be 
preserved  and  improved.  Consequently,  conservation  and  rehabilitation  of  more  than  90  percent  of  the  oc- 
cupied homes  is  the  treatment  proposed  and  this  approach  will  retain  intact  the  Charlestown  community  and 
be  the  basis  around  which  public  improvement  can  take  place. 

3.  Elements  of  the  Plan 

The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  nothing  more  than  a  series  of  needed  improvements  collected  into  a  package  which 
can  be  accomplished  over  a  definite  period  of  time  and  with  enormous  financial  savings  to  the  city.  The  BRA 
argues  that  each  separate  part  of  the  Plan  is  a  desirable  public  undertaking  and  that  the  advantage  in  doing  them 
under  renewal  is  that  they  all  can  be  done  more  efficiently,  more  quickly,  and  more  cheaply  in  terms  of  both  public 
and  private  economics.  Moreover,  the  BRA  argues  work  of  this  kind  would  be  impossible  to  achieve  privately 
and  it  is  improbable  that  it  could  be  achieved  even  publicly  by  anything  short  of  the  coordinated  approach  the 
urban  renewal  technique  provides. 

4.  Controversial  Elements  of  the  Plan 

The  BRA  defends  every  aspect  of  the  Plan  as  sound  and  admits,  however,  that  some  aspects  require  a  public 
policy  judgment.    For  example: 

(a)  MBTA 

Urban  renewal  financing  will  provide  $12  million  for  the  removal  and  relocation  of  the  MBTA  elevated  struc- 
ture in  Charlestown.  This  payment  will  induce  the  MBTA  to  expend  a  comparable  additional  sum  to  do  this 
work.  The  MBTA  states  it  would  not  replace  the  Charlestown  line  under  any  other  terms  than  these  because 
although  unsightly,  that  line  provides  rapid  transit  service  and  the  MBTA  would  not  otherwise  use  its  limited 
funds  to  replace  such  a  line  but  would  use  those  funds  to  extend  service.  The  public  policy  question  that  has 
to  be  answered  here  is  whether  regardless  of  urban  renewal,  MBTA  funds  should  not  be  used  to  replace  the 
"el."  The  BRA's  position  is  that  urban  renewal  provides  the  means  to  replace  the  "el"  and  avoids  that 
public  policy  impasse. 

(b)  Relocation  of  Families 

By  latest  count,  465  families  and  individuals  would  be  relocated  under  the  Plan.  The  objection  to  this  is 
that  it  is  an  involuntary  movement.  The  justification  for  this  is  threefold.  First,  as  a  matter  of  sound  plan- 
ning, the  areas  in  which  these  families  live  need  to  be  acquired  for  the  various  public  improvements  and  other 
aspects  of  the  Plan.  Secondly,  most  of  these  properties  are  in  areas  of  extreme  deterioration  and  as  a  matter 
of  sound  public  policy,  these  conditions  should  be  corrected.  Thirdly,  these  families  represent  a  total  of  about 
1,600  people.  Under  the  Plan  opportunities  will  be  provided  for  them  to  remain  in  Charlestown.  Conse- 
quently, no  further  population  loss  need  occur.  Apart  from  urban  renewal,  Charlestown  has  been  losing  about 
600  people  a  year,  so  that  the  relocation  indicated  not  only  is  much  less  than  what  has  been  happening  under 
present  conditions,  but  there  is  every  reason  to  conclude  that  the  entire  trend  will  be  reversed  even  during 
the  relocation  process. 
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(c)  Business  Relocation 

About  60  major  business  firms  employing  nearly  600  employees  are  to  be  relocated  from  an  area  adjacent  to 
the  Little  Mystic  Channel  for  housing  and  recreation  purposes  and  from  an  area  along  Rutherford  avenue  for 
purposes  of  constructing  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College.  The  BRA  did  not  propose  a  definitive 
business  relocation  program  identifying  particular  sites  to  which  individual  businesses  would  be  moved.  Its 
reason  was  that  the  businesses  did  not  have  an  "identity  of  interests"  of  the  land  which  would  induce  them 
to  collaborate  in  the  selection  of  an  appropriate  major  relocation  site  elsewhere  and  that  because  of  the  diverse 
nature  of  these  firms,  their  relocation  would  as  a  practical  matter  have  to  occur  on  an  individual  basis  — 
each  having  its  own  particular  business  relocation  need,  economic  posture,  and  timetable.  The  BRA,  how- 
ever, does  propose  development  of  the  Mystic  Wharf  for  more  intensive  industrial  and  commercial  use.  It 
refused  to  guarantee  that  Charlestown's  businesses  would  relocate  to  the  Mystic  Wharf  holding  to  its  position 
that  the  affected  businesses  might  prefer  other  locations.  It  would  offer,  however,  that  through  urban  re- 
newal the  Mystic  Wharf,  comprising  about  55  acres,  could  become  a  more  important  part  of  Boston's  in- 
dustrial base.  . 

The  BRA's  analysis  of  the  firms  to  be  displaced  indicated  that  the  majority  of  them  were  of  a  kind  which 
indicated  they  would  relocate,  if  not  in  Boston,  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Moreover,  many  of  the  firms 
expressed  their  intention  to  relocate  in  Boston  if  possible  and  in  fact  to  expand  their  operations  in  the  process. 
As  a  closing  argument,  the  BRA  showed  that  the  areas  in  question  were  uniformly  old  except  for  som  e  limited 
new  construction,  were  unutilized  and  inefficient  and  were  returning  less  in  taxes  than  other  commercial  areas. 

(d)  Community  College 

The  Community  College  is  planned  for  an  area  of  50  acres  that  is  assessed  at  something  less  than  .12  million. 
The  criticism  is  that  the  land  is  better  suited  for  industrial  use  and  that  the  College  could  go  elsewhere.  The 
BRA's  argument  is  that  it  is  true  the  land  is  suited  for  industrial  development,  but  that  by  the  same  token 
no  matter  where  the  College  located  the  land  on  which  it  was  placed  would  also  be  suited  for  one  kind  of  de- 
velopment or  another.  For  example,  if  the  College  were  to  be  built  in  any  other  downtown  location,  it  would 
pre-empt  valuable  commercial  land.  If  it  were  to  be  placed  in  a  suburban  location,  it  would  pre-empt  valuable 
commercial  or  residential  land.  Under  the  Charlestown  location,  moreover,  the  site  of  the  College  is  fixed 
and  limited.  Under  the  suburban  proposal,  the  College  could  physically  spread  to  150  acres  or  more.  The 
controlling  factor  in  locating  the  College  in  Charlestown,  however,  was  its  accessibility  to  the  greatest  number 
of  students  of  families  in  the  lower  economic  ranges  who  are  "disadvantaged"  in  terms  of  education.  The 
Charlestown  location  right  at  a  new  rapid  transit  stop,  at  the  Inner  Belt,  and  close  to  student  job  opportunities 
related  to  the  day  or  evening  sessions  and  to  other  cultural  and  educational  institutions  with  which  education 
cooperation  is  anticipated,  is  the  optimum  location  in  the  Boston  area  for  such  a  two-year  commuter  college. 
In  addition  to  this,  it  represents  an  attractive  neighbor  to  the  Charlestown  residential  community. 

(e)  Rehabilitation 

Conservation  or  rehabilitation  is  the  treatment  for  over  2,000  residential  buildings  in  Charlestown  containing 
nearly  5,000  dwelling  units.  This  represents  more  than  90  percent  of  the  occupied  dwelling  units  in  Charles- 
town. Large  scale  conservation  and  rehabilitation  is  the  only  way  to  preserve  this  historic  family  district. 
Without  it,  the  exodus  of  the  past  will  continue:  housing  is  old,  financing  is  difficult  to  arrange  except  on 
personal  credit,  those  who  do  desire  better  housing  look  elsewhere  —  particularly  to  the  suburbs  to  find  it. 
There  are  two  reasons  why  rehabilitation  will  work.  The  first  is  that  people  naturally  desire  to  live  in  decent 
properties  and  will  spend  their  time,  money,  and  effort  to  make  properties  decent  if  they  are  happy  with  their 
neighborhood.  When  an  area  is  declining  rapidly  such  as  Charlestown  has  over  the  past  fifteen  years,  ordinary 
responsible  people  will  not  invest  their  money  in  maintaining  old  properties  but  will  find  housing  elsewhere. 
On  this  point,  the  Charlestown  Plan  completely  refurbishes  the  Charlestown  area  and  provides  the  basis  for  an 
independent  family  decision  to  improve  one's  home  and  to  commit  oneself  to  Charlestown.  The  second  reason 
is  one  of  degree.  Charlestown  is  an  area  to  which  most  of  its  present  residents  are  temperamentally  com- 
mitted. It  is  not  a  transient  area.  Even  in  the  face  of  decline,  many  Charlestown  homeowners  have  put 
money  into  their  properties.  This  has  happened  in  nearly  every  section  of  the  town  and  with  every  kind  of 
home.  Rehabilitation  will  work  —  in  the  first  place,  because  the  town  will  be  brightened  up  and  a  reason 
provided  to  repair  and  maintain;  in  the  second  place,  because  the  natural  inclination  of  Charlestown  residents 
to  commit  themselves  to  their  town  will  and  has  already  manifested  itself. 
Rehabilitation  has  become  "controversial"  under  the  following  charges: 

(1)  "It  is  a  lie." 

(2)  "It  will  not  work." 

(3)  "If  it  works,  it  will  do  so  only  at  great  expense. ' 

(4)  "It  will  substitute  federal  controls  for  local  government." 

The  BRA  counters  these  criticisms  in  the  following  way: 

(1)  "It  is  a  lie" 

The  whole  concept  of  the  Plan  is  to  preserve  the  Charlestown  residential  community.  Rehabilitation 
and  conservation  is  the  only  way  to  preserve  it,  for  demolition  would  destroy  it.  Every  element  of  the 
Plan  is  tailored  to  protecting  the  residential  community.  The  Plan  has  received  federal  approval  and 
BRA  approval.  It  has  specific  safeguarding  provisions  which,  upon  passage  by  the  City  Council,  will 
have  the  force  of  law.  This  kind  of  criticism  ignores  these  factors,  is  cynical,  or  is  highly  emotional 
based  upon  something  other  than  the  Charlestown  Plan. 

(2)  "It  will  not  work" 

The  best  test  there  is  that  rehabilitation  will  work,  says  the  BRA,  is  to  look  at  what  is  going  on  in  Charles- 
town today.  Under  its  voluntary  program  of  technical  assistance  to  Charlestown  homeowners,  the 
BRA  has  drawn  up  plans  for  the  conservation  and  rehabilitation  of  76  buildings  containing  144  dwelling 
units.  About  half  of  these  buildings  are  single  family  homes  and  most  of  the  remaining  are  two-  and 
three-family  homes.  These  homes  are  located  in  every  part  of  Charlestown  and  are  owned  by  people 
who  are  very  little  different  from  their  neighbors.  The  BRA's  analysis  for  these  homes  showed  that 
about  65  percent  of  them  had  violations  of  the  safety  and  health  codes  and  that  an  average  expenditure 
of  $467.02  for  each  dwelling  unit  was  needed  to  correct  these  violations.  In  many  cases  such  correction 
would  cost  from  $100  to  $300.  In  a  number  of  cases,  however,  some  extensive  structural  work  was  re- 
quired, and  there  are  several  instances  of  code  work  costing  from  $2,000  to  $4,000.  Apart  from  correct- 
ing code  violations,  the  BRA  found  that  the  homeowner  really  desired  to  do  much  more.  In  fact,  tor  all 
144  units,  the  average  total  cost  per  dwelling  unit  was  $1,427.70.  Roughly,  therefore,  homeowners 
spend  twice  as  much  more  on  their  properties  than  what  is  required  by  the  codes. 

Apart  from  the  BRA,  homeowners  in  Charlestown  in  the  past  year  and  a  half  have  done  a  great  deal  of 
work  on  their  own.  This  was  not  unexpected  because  Charlestown  is  not  a  poverty-stricken  area  and 
its  people  are  not  slum  dwellers.  For  example,  based  on  an  analysis  of  the  1960  Census,  Charlestown's 
residents  can  be  divided  into  two  groups.  The  first  group  resides  in  the  public  housing  project.  Its 
average  family  income  is  about  $3,000  a  year  and  the  median  is  about  $2,500  a  year.  The  figures  are 
this  low  because  there  are  many  elderly  individuals  and  families  who  are  not  working,  and  there  are 
many  families  in  the  project  without  an  employed  head  of  household.  The  second  group  is  the  one  which 
is  relevant  for  purposes  of  rehabilitation,  since  this  group  includes  the  owners  of  and  residents  in  private 
housing.  This  group  has  an  unusually  high  family  income.  Under  the  U.  S.  Census  figures,  the  average 
income  in  1960  was  nearly  $7,000  and  the  median  about  $6,200.  Given  the  "real  income"  gain  since 
1960,  these  figures  are  even  higher  today.  Consequently,  witli  the  exception  of  elderly  individuals  with 
limited  income,  the  chronically  underemployed  and  the  hardship  case,  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
Charlestown  families  are  in  what  might  be  called  the  moderate-income  bracket.  Their  housing  costs , 
on  the  other  hand,  are  an  unusually  small  percentage  of  their  income,  for  the  average  Charlestown  family 
expends  about  10  percent  of  its  income  for  housing.  This  is  appreciably  lower  than  is  to  be  found  in  the 
housing  market  generally  and  as  a  percentage  is  lower  than  what  is  paid  in  public  housing.  Charlestown 
residents  have  shown  that  they  are  willing  to  pay  more  for  better  housing  when  it  can  be  found.  It  is 
well  known  that  those  who  have  left  Charlestown  are  spending  more  for  housing,  willingly,  than  they  did 
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when  they  were  in  Charlestown.  It  has  also  been  established  that  Charlestown  homeowners  are  willing 
to  carry  loans  or  dip  into  their  savings  to  make  repairs  to  their  property.  Based  on  what  has  happened 
in  the  past,  what  is  happening  now,  and  this  income  and  expenditure  profile,  the  BRA  contends  that 
Charlestown  has  the  highest  potential  for  conservation  and  rehabilitation. 

(3)  'If  it  works,  it  will  do  so  only  at  great  expense." 

The  reply  to  this  is  found  above.  There  is  no  question  that  many  of  the  older  buildings  will  prove  to 
have  serious  structural  defects.  Rehabilitation  assistance  already  has  disclosed  foundation  problems, 
main  beam  problems,  and  parapet  wall  problems  that  may  require  several  thousand  dollars  to  correct. 
Regardless  of  renewal,  the  BRA  points  out,  defects  of  this  importance  would  eventually  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  city's  code  enforcement  agencies  and  would  have  to  be  corrected.  Without  renewal, 
two  things  are  clear.  First  of  all,  loans  might  be  difficult  to  receive  to  do  such  work,  and  secondly,  the 
owner  when  faced  with  a  high  cost  may  decide  to  abandon  the  property.  This,  of  course,  is  what  has 
been  happening  in  the  past.  It  is  proved  out  by  experiences  with  the  banks  and  by  the  high  rate  of 
foreclosure  on  old  abandoned  structurally  deficient  buildings.  With  renewal,  however,  financing  is  made 
easier  in  two  ways.  The  lending  agency  realizes  its  investment  will  be  protected  both  by  upgrading  of 
the  neighborhood  and  by  the  availability  of  FHA  mortgage  insurance.  Secondly,  the  homeowner  him- 
self will  be  more  likely  to  expend  his  money  on  repairs  when  he  knows  his  home  will  have  value  in  a 
stable  area. 

(4)  "It  will  substitute  federal  controls  for  local  government." 

Elsewhere  in  the  United  States,  urban  renewal  plans  have  included  special  controls  on  property.  In 
Boston,  however,  with  a  very  explicit  building  code  and  health  code  and  other  specific  codes,  the  BRA 
decided  that  such  codes  were  sufficient  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety  and  adopted  them  in 
toto.  The  standards  applicable  in  Charlestown,  therefore,  are  the  standards  already  applicable  in  all 
parts  of  the  city.  The  difference,  however,  is  the  timing.  Under  urban  renewal,  the  properties  in 
Charlestown  at  the  end  of  the  six-year  execution  period  must  be  certified  by  the  BRA  to  the  federal 
Urban  Renewal  Administration  as  meeting  code  standards.  What  urban  renewal  in  Charlestown  means, 
consequently,  is  that  the  city's  code  enforcement  program  can  be  made  a  reality  in  that  district  with 
minimum  hardship  on  those  affected  and  maximum  benefit  to  every  homeowner  and  resident  and  the 
district  as  a  whole.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  project  execution  period  (6  years),  it  is  expected  that 
code  enforcement  will  be  picked  up  as  a  matter  of  course  by  the  city's  enforcing  agencies  at  that  time. 
The  Federal  Loan  and  Grant  contract  should  be  closed  out  at  that  time,  all  construction  completed,  and 
other  expenses  terminated.  There  has  never  been  an  intention  in  any  federal  legislation  or  urban  re- 
newal practises  to  impose  federal  controls  on  local  governments, 
(f)     New  Housing 

Under  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  about  270  residential  buildings  occupied  by  about  465  families  and  indi- 
viduals would  be  acquired  and  demolished.  The  Plan  provides  for  the  construction  of  9'50  apartments  in 
three  moderate  rental  housing  developments.  In  addition,  land  will  be  available  throughout  Charlestown  on 
which  smaller  moderate  rental  developments  or  the  construction  of  private  homes  can  occur.  Such  land,  if 
fully  developed,  would  provide  for  another  450  dwelling  units  —  for  a  total  of  1,400  new  private  dwelling 
units,  or  a  net  gain  of  about  1,000  units  over  existing  conditions.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Plan  programs  the 
construction  of  200  units  of  public  housing  for  the  elderly  so  that  the  Plan  should  result  in  a  net  increase  in 
the  housing  stock  of  about  1,200  units.  There  is  very  little  criticism  of  the  public  elderly  housing  program  under 
the  Plan. 

The  new  private  housing  proposed  has  been  criticized  as  either  too  expensive  or  too  cheap.  It  is  probably 
just  right  says  the  BRA.  It  is  too  expensive  by  the  standards  of  public  housing  rentals,  but  this  is  because  of 
the  very  minimum  kind  of  government  subsidy  (subsidy  through  the  "below-market"  interest  rate).  It  is 
too  cheap  by  suburban  standards  because  it  lacks  some  of  the  spaciousness  and  finishing  of  suburban  sub- 
division development,  but  this  because  of  the  rather  limited  space  a  city  can  make  available  for  housing  and 
because  such  extras  would  result  in  increased  rentals.  This  new  housing,  notwithstanding  its  critics,  is  the 
best  housing  that  can  be  built  today  considering  current  costs  of  construction,  to  rent  in  these  moderate 
ranges.  The  Charlestown  Plan,  however,  includes  opportunities  for  individual  initiative,  for  Charlestown's 
many  vacant  lots,  in  the  attractive  setting  the  renewed  community  will  provide,  can  be  marketed  to  indi- 
viduals or  groups  who  desire  to  build  homes  of  their  choice.  The  Plan  in  this  respect  might  be  called  indefi- 
nite, but,  argues  the  BRA,  what  it  is  in  reality  is  flexible.  It  offers  for  the  first  time  in  any  large  degree  a 
real  opportunity  for  families  to  build  homes  in  their  own  community. 

(g)     Taxes 

Taxes  came  into  question  during  the  public  hearing  on  the  Plan.  Between  1960  and  the  present,  taxable 
properties  in  Charlestown  as  a  whole,  increased  from  a  total  of  about  S34  million  to  about  $36,200,000  (a  net 
increase  of  $2,200,000).  This  increase  was,  however,  due  to  $3|  million  of  new  industrial  construction  out- 
side of  the  project  area.  Within  the  project  area,  taxable  properties  were  disappearing  from  the  tax  rolls 
through  abandonment,  deterioration,  etc.  In  1960  in  the  project  area,  taxable  properties  totaled  $21  million. 
In  1964  in  the  project  area,  these  properties  totaled  slightly  better  than  $19£  million  for  a  net  loss  of  nearly 
$1J  million. 

The  trend  in  the  project  area  has  been  clear  —  taxable  properties  have  been  disappearing  through  fore- 
closures and  otherwise.  Under  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  many  tax  foreclosed  properties  should  be  returned 
to  the  tax  rolls.  Many  other  properties  of  declining  value  will  be  replaced  by  tax-producing  development. 
The  BRA  does  not  expect  the  project  to  produce  a  large  tax  increase  to  the  city  and  the  project  was  never 
designed  solely  to  do  this.  Nevertheless  it  is  presently  estimated  that  all  the  project  developments  proposed, 
would  upon  final  construction,  result  in  some  four  millions  of  dollars  net  addition  to  the  tax  base  in  the  pro- 
ject area. 

D.     POSITION   OF   OPPONENTS   TO   THE   PLAN 
Opposition  to  the  Plan  has  been  of  several  kinds: 
Opposition  on  General  Principles 
Opposition  for  Historic  Reasons 
Opposition  Because  of  Local  Conflicts 
Opposition  Because  of  Personal  Dislikes 
Opposition  Because  of  Ignorance 
Opposition  Because  of  Distrust 
Skeptical  Opposition 

1.  Opposition  on  General  Principles 

The  transcripts  of  the  public  hearing  indicate  that  many  speakers  in  opposition  to  the  Plan  addressed  themselves, 
not  to  the  details  of  the  Plan  or  even  to  the  condition  of  Charlestown,  but  to  broader  considerations.  For  example, 
a  number  of  speakers  indicated  that  urban  renewal  was  "intrinsically  evil."  Others  that  it  was  inherently 
unjust.  Several  stated  that  it  was  unconstitutional  and  many  felt  that  it  was  immoral.  There  were  those 
who  believed  it  was  part  of  a  conspiracy.  Several  speakers  were  convinced  that  all  matters  should  be  left  to  the 
initiative  of  the  individual,  and  that  the  state  had  no  role  to  play  wdien  it  came  to  communities.  Some  speakers 
felt  that  moral  and  spiritual  well  being  should  be  emphasized  and  that  physical  surroundings  were  only  an  in- 
cidental part  of  life. 
The  BRA  discounts  these  objections  as  having  little  or  no  bearing  on  the  Charlestown  Plan  as  such. 

2.  Opposition  for  Historic  Reasons 

Much  of  the  opposition  to  the  Plan  was  based  on  prior  events.  For  example,  some  objectors  regarded  the  de- 
molition of  homes  for  the  construction  of  the  large  public  housing  project  in  Charlestown  in  1940  as  an  improper 
governmental  act.  , 

Others  regarded  the  taking  of  homes  for  the  Mystic  River  Bridge  in  Charlestown  in  1950  as  a  similar  act.  In 
the  late  1950's,  Charlestown  residents  could  see  urban  redevelopment  demolition  across  the  Charles  River  in  the 
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West  End  of  Boston  and  a  great  many  Charlestown  residents  established  their  position  in  opposition  to  the 
BRA  at  that  time.  In  addition  to  these  factors,  there  are  many  residents  of  Charlestown  who  over  the  years 
have  become  critical  of  the  City  of  Boston's  activities,  or  lack  of  them,  in  the  Charlestown  district. 
Opposition  of  this  kind  manifested  itself  at  the  hearings  in  the  form  of  suspicion,  or  even  fear.  To  this  kind  of 
opposition,  the  BRA  answers  that  the  current  program  is  one  designed  for  the  community  and  not  in  spite  of  it 
and  that  the  BRA  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  judged  on  its  own  performance,  rather  than  for  the  ex- 
periences of  the  past. 

Opposition  Because  of  Local  Conflicts 

Much  of  the  opposition  came  from  the  local  organization  —  Self  Help  Organization  of  Charlestown  (SHOC) . 

This  organization,  several  years  before,  had  been  active  in  community  affairs.     During  the  planning  process,  a 

new  organization  was  established  —  the  Federation  of  Charlestown  Organizations,  and  SHOC  polarized  into  the 

opposition  group.     SHOC  contends  that  the  Charlestown  Plan  did  not  take  their  desires  into  account  and  that  it 

therefore  does  not  represent  the  desires  of  the  people  of  Charlestown. 

The  BRA  answers  that  it  has  worked  with  every  group  and  individual  that  would   work  with  it,  and  in  fact,  has 

gone  beyond  and  taken  deeply  into  account  the  objections  raised  by  oppositior    groups.     The  BRA  contends 

that  much  of  this  kind  of  opposition  is  inevitable  in  Charlestown  where  there  is  always  to  be  found  those  who 

will  argue  on  one  side  of  the  question  or  another. 

Opposition  Because  of  Personal  Dislikes 

Many  speakers  in  opposition  to  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  expressed  a  dislike  for  Edward  J.  Logue, 

Development  Administrator.  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

Opposition  Because  of  Ignorance 

The  BRA  contends  that  much  of  the  opposition  was  based  on  ignorance.  It  supports  this  contention  by  analyzing 
those  who  spoke  in  opposition  at  the  public  hearing.  A  total  of  83  Charlestown  residents  spoke  in  opposition 
to  the  Plan.  These  speakers  resided  in  a  total  of  74  residential  properties.  Of  these  properties,  59  were  scheduled 
not  to  be  acquired  and  only  15  (or  about  20  percent)  to  be  acquired.  Yet,  many  if  not  most  of  the  speakers,  had 
the  impression  or  created  the  impression  that  their  homes  were  going  to  be  acquired.  Many  of  these  speakers 
simply  did  not  know.  Others  refused  to  believe,  and  some  apparently  had  been  misled.  The  BRA  states  that 
opposition  based  on  misconception  is  not  relevant  to  the  Plan  and  that  the  actual  carrying  out  of  the  Plan  as 
proposed  will  correct  these  misconceptions. 

Opposition  Because  of  Distrust 

It  is  difficult  to  separate  this  kind  of  opposition  from  the  former  kind,  and  the  BRA's  answer  for  this  is  the 
same  —  namely  that  the  carrying  out  of  the  Plan  will  prove  it  groundless.  Nevertheless,  the  majority  of  speakers 
indicated  a  profound  distrust  of  the  BRA.  Some  of  them  because  the  memory  of  the  West  End  Project  cannot 
be  forgotten.  Others  because  they  felt  that  Mr.  Logue  did  not  keep  his  word.  Many  opponents  distrusted 
Logue  and  staff  members  because  they  were  not  from  Boston  —  some  objected  they  were  not  from  Charlestown. 

Skeptical  Opposition 

There  was  opposition  to  be  found  against  several  elements  of  the  Plan: 

(a)  MBTA 

This  opposition  felt  that  the  MBTA  would  remove  the  "el"  eventually  regardless  of  urban  renewal,  and  that 
this  could  be  done  under  federal  and  state  mass  transit  funds.     The  BRA  had  concluded  differently. 

(b)  Family  Relocation 

There  was  some  opposition  to  the  Plan  for  the  relocation  of  families.  This  opposition  felt  that  relocated  families 
would  have  to  pay  higher  rates  which  they  could  not  afford.  The  BRA  felt  that  if  rents  were  higher,  they 
would  not  be  beyond  the  ability  to  pay  of  the  families  involved  and  that  special  provision  would  be  made  for 
the  most  difficult  cases. 

(e)     Business  Relocation 

There  was  opinion  that  relocated  businesses  would  move  out  of  the  city  and  would  sustain  hardship  in  moving 
expenses.  The  BRA  felt  it  had  a  realistic  business  relocation  plan  and  that  it  would  be  able  to  solve  problems 
on  a  case-by-case  basis. 

(d)  Community  College 

There  were  those  who  felt  that  the  Community  College  should  be  located  elsewhere  than  Charlestown,  be- 
cause the  land  had  high  industrial  value.    The  BRA  contends  that  the  land  has  higher  educational  value. 

(e)  Rehabilitation 

There  were  those  who  felt  that  rehabilitation  would  either  be  too  expensive  to  undertake  or  would  result  in 
high  rent  increases.  The  BRA's  answer  is  that  a  program  can  be  worked  out  to  meet  the  homeowner's  needs 
and  ability  to  pay,  and  that  such  a  program  need  not  be  of  prohibitive  cost.  In  any  event,  code  enforcement 
without  urban  renewal  would  result  in  a  serious  hardship  with  none  of  the  benefits. 

(f)  New  Housing 

There  was  opposition  to  the  proposed  new  housing  on  the  grounds  that  it  would  be  rat  infested  and  unsturdy 
and  occupied  by  outsiders.  The  BRA's  position  was  that  rat  infestation  will  be  cleaned  up,  that  the  new 
housing  would  be  as  substantial  as  any  new  housing,  and  that  there  was  every  reason  to  believe  that  over  the 
course  of  4  to  6  years,  many  former  residents  would  return  and  that  many  of  the  young  couples  who  now  leave 
there  would  remain.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
WILLIAM  J.  FOLEY,  VICE-CHAIRMAN 
OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN  RE- 
NEWAL, RE  CHARLESTOWN  URBAN 
RENEWAL   PROJECT. 

The  problem  before  the  City  Council  today  is 
not  at  all  as  many  state,  "Is  urban  renewal  good 
or  necessary  for  Charlestown. " 

The  problem  is  whether  the  specific  plan  put 
before  the  Council  by  Logue  and  his  subservient 
and  uncritical  Board  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  good  for  Charlestown  and  good  for 
Boston.  The  answer  to  both  questions  is  a  clear 
"No." 

On  my  way  to  this  hearing  a  mature  gentleman 
asked  me  in  a  friendly  way  whether,  really,  urban 
renewal  is  not  necessary  for  Charlestown.  I  told 
him  that  my  fondest  hope  for  him  was  that  if  he 
falls  on  the  ice  next  winter  and  breaks  his  ankle,  that 
some  intern  at  the  hospital  not  remove  his  liver, 
kidney,  and  spleen  just  for  practice. 

The  truth  is  that  this  particular  plan  and  project 
was  not  designed  for  Charlestown  at  all.  It  was 
designed  to  sustain  and  enhance  Logue's  national 
publicity  image.  Is  it  not  ironical  that  Logue, 
during  the  course  of  the  Council  hearings,  spent 
more  time  in  Nassau,  Bahama  Islands,  protecting 
his  publicity  connections  with  "Time,"  "Life," 
and  "Fortune"  than  at  the  Council  hearing? 

Setting  all  but  hard-nosed  power  politics  aside, 
I  can't  say  that  I  blame  him.  He  knows  where  the 
strength  lies. 

In  January,  1963,  Logue  and  his  works  and 
pomps  were  rejected  by  the  people  of  Charlestown 
at  a  public  hearing  in  the  district  by  more  than  70 
percent  of  those  persons  attending.  His  approach 
was  unsound  as  it  is  basically  everywhere  and  the 
resultant  plan  was  bad. 

He  was  faced  with  the  choice  of  admitting  error 
or  frosting  the  cake. 

Being  Logue,  he  could,  of  course,  never  admit 
error,  reminding  one  of  Bill  Klem,  the  baseball 
umpire,  who  said  that  in  35  years  in  the  major 
leagues,  he  had  never  called  one  wrong,  meaning, 
of  course,  that  the  way  he  called  them,  they 
stayed. 

The  cake  frosting  consisted  of  (1)  "removing  the 
El,"  and  (2)  Community  College. 

He  then  proceeded  to  marry  the  "EI  removal" 
to  the  project  he  wanted  for  purposes  of  display  at 
national  conventions. 

After  all,  a  man  who  keeps  a  packed  bag  under 
his  bed  at  all  times  must  have  something  to  show 
the  unsuspecting  mayor  of  New  York  where  he 
recently  rather  publicly  applied  for  work,  or  the 
mayor  of  Los  Angeles  or  Chicago  or,  if  things  get 
real  tough,  Boise,  Idaho. 

However,  in  the  year  1964,  to  the  surprise  of 
informed  observers  the  Federal  Urban  Mass  Trans- 
portation Act  was  passed,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority  Act  was  enacted  by 
the  General  Court. 

It  is  now,  after  the  enactment  of  these  pieces  of 
legislation,  a  waste  of  at  least  3  to  4  millions  of 
dollars  to  marry  the  El  removal  to  the  urban  re- 
newal plan,  and  would  cost  the  City  of  Boston 
unnecessarily  many  millions  of  dollars.  But  what's 
Boston's  money  compared  to  the  preservation  of 
Eddie  Logue's  national  image  for  infallibility  and 
invincibility? 

It  would  probably  be  cheaper  for  us  to  buy 
"Time,"  "Life,"  or  "Fortune,"  let  Eddie  write  his 
own  copy  and  let  us  have  a  sensible  program. 


As  to  locating  the  Community  College  in  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  yard,  I  suggest  that 
Professor  Kermit  Morrissey  of  Brandeis  answered 
that  educational  question  with  his  feet  when  he 
avoided  attendance  at  our  hearings,  therefore, 
discussion  of  the  matter.  He  thus  holds  clear  title 
to  the  1965  "Artful  Dodger"  Award. 

The  proposal  before  you  breaks  down  naturally 
into  the  following  parts: 

(A)  Rehabilitation 

(B)  El  Relocation 

(C)  221  D  3  Construction 

(D)  Community  College 

(E)  Public  Housing 

It  is  wrong  on  all  scores.  I  propose  to  show  you 
that  this  particular  plan  for  Charlestown,  not  some 
other  plan,  not  some  other  theoretical  plan,  but 
this  particular  plan  for  Charlestown  is  wrong. 

(A)— Rehabilitation. 

Rehabilitation  has  worked  nowhere  in  the 
United  States.  This  is  pretty  much  admitted  by 
proposals  which  President  Johnson  recently  has 
made  to  the  Congress  for  changes  in  the  Housing 
Act.  It  was  pretty  much  admitted  by  Logue 
when  the  day  after  the  closing  of  our  hearings  he 
indicated  how  much  has  to  be  done  to  make 
rehabilitation  work  in  Roxbury  (Washington  Park) 
after  30  months  of  trying. 

Rehabilitation  works  only  if  you  are  willing  to 
accept  replacement  of  present  occupants  by  per- 
sons much  more  affluent  and  successful.    I  am  not. 

The  last  day  of  the  hearings,  Logue  himself 
testified  that  the  standards  for  urban  renewal  and 
rehabilitation  which  will  be  enforced  in  Charles- 
town as  part  of  this  plan  are  the  same  standards  as 
those  imposed  in  Washington  Park.  The  cost  in 
Washington  Park,  according  to  Logue's  subordi- 
nate, Drought,  last  fall,  was  running  $2,300  a 
unit.  All  national  critics  of  this  program,  includ- 
ing the  Dean  of  the  Joint  Center  for  Urban  Studies 
of  Harvard  and  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, indicate  that  the  average  cost  of  rehabili- 
tation is  running  much  higher.  Even  at  this 
figure  in  Washington  Park  only  10  percent  of 
the  units  have  been  rehabilitated  in  30  months  of  a 
projected  96  months'  execution  period. 

The  10  percent  of  the  units  which  have  been 
rehabilitated  are  those  units  which  are  owned  on 
an  investment  basis,  mostly  by  persons  who  do 
not  live  in  Washington  Park.  The  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  having  practically  no  success  in  per- 
suading resident  owners  to  undertake  the  severe 
financial  obligations  entailed  in  rehabilitating 
residential  property. 

This  situation  Logue  admitted  in  the  newspapers 
the  day  after  our  hearings  closed. 

Now,  the  significance  of  the  $2,300  average 
should  not  be  lost.  Extrapolating  from  a  number 
of  statistical  approaches  used  at  these  hearings, 
we  may  conclude  that  the  median  of  the  units 
would  hit  about  $2,300  as  well  as  the  average. 
This  has  been  about  so  in  all  the  statistical  analyses 
developed  at  these  hearings. 

We  may  accept  it,  I  suggest,  for  the  sake  of 
argument  in  Charlestown  as  well.  Therefore,  one 
may  assume  that  50  percent  of  the  units  in  Charles- 
town will  require  an  investment  in  excess  of  $2,300. 
Surely,  of  this  50  percent  many  will  be  unable  to 
assume  the  debt  necessary  to  do  what  Logue  wants 
them  to  do.  They  will  have,  of  course,  to  be 
removed. 

I  would  think  there  might  be  members  of  this 
Body  who  would  blanch  at  a  sudden  requirement 
to  expend  an  additional  $3,000  to  $5,000  on  his 
house,  and  it  is  public  knowledge  that  a  Councillor 
has  an  income  of  $7,500  at  least,  which  is  sub- 
stantially above  the  Charlestown  experience  as 
related  at  the  hearings  concerning  the  families  to 
be  displaced. 

Let  no  one  in  the  future  in  this  Body  say  that  he 
voted  for  this  project  upon  the  understanding  that 
clearance  would  be  held  to  10  percent. 

Clearance  cannot  be  held  to  10  percent.  When 
pressed  Logue  did  not  promise  to  hold  it  to  10 
percent.  This  the  record  will  sustain.  On  the 
Roxbury  experience  clearance  cannot  fail  to  run 
to  at  least  a  third  if  this  foolish  project  is  ever 
executed.  You  are,  therefore,  asked  to  vote  to 
drive  not  just  1,500  people  from  their  homes  but 
rather  a  minimum  of  5,000. 
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(B) — El  Relocation. 

To  remove  and  relocate  the  elevated  Logue's 
wav  will  cost  Boston  one  third  of  $12,500,000  plus 
55  percent  of  S17,500,000  totaling  $13,791,000. 

For  several  years,  this  part  of  the  project  has 
been  represented  as  the  removal  of  the  elevated 
structure.  It  was  so  represented  to  us  until  late 
the  day  of  the  first  hearing  when  it  was  conceded 
the  removal  of  the  elevated  structure  would  cost 
the  city  or  cost  somebody  $300,000,  not  $12,530,- 
000.  I  am  more  than  willing  to  vote  $300,000  to 
take  out  the  elevated  as  I  am  sure  everyone  else  in 
this  room  is  willing  to  do,  even  though  that  would 
be  an  unfair  burden  on  the  citv. 

But  why  does  the  city  have  to  pay  $13,791,000 
of  its  own  money  plus  making  available  an  addi- 
tional $8,000,000  of  renewal  funds  to  the  MBTA 
for  the  purpose  of  running  a  high  priority  MBTA 
line  out  to  Route  12b? 

To  remove  and  relocate  the  elevated  under  the 
MBTA  formula  without  the  aid  of  the  Federal 
Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  (out  of  which 
$46  million  has  been  allotted  to  Massachusetts) 
would  cost  the  city  55  percent  of  $3,000,000  or 
$1,650,000.  The  remaining  $27  million  would 
come  from  the  cigarette  tax  increase.  Therefore 
the  net  loss  is  about  $12,000,000  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  With  the  additional  help 
from  the  Federal  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act 
the  city's  charge  would  be  reduced  to  a  mere 
$550,000. 

I  suggest  that  the  Mayor's  "get  tough"  policy  be 
directed  at  the  MBTA  Board  for  a  saving  of  a  cool 
$12,000,000. 

It  is  proposed  in  the  Charlestown  plan  to 
build  1,000  221  D  3  living  units  in  Charlestown. 
Clearly,  those  units  on  the  testimony  of  the 
Project  Director  are  not  for  the  people  of  Charles- 
town. 

To  make  room  for  them,  two  lumber  yards  and  a 
potential  40-acre  industrial  park  must  be  elimi- 
nated. Why?  Apparently  to  raise  the  population 
in  Charlestown  from  17,500  to  about  20,000  people 
by  importing  into  Charlestown  people  who  never 
lived  there,  and  because  of  its  peripheral  location 
probably  non-Bostonians.  At  one  stroke  to  reduce 
Boston's  resources  and  increase  the  number  of 
people  to  be  served  is  municipal  economic  insanity. 
Previously  symptoms  of  this  disease  have  been 
visible  in  the  case  of  Castle  square,  the  waterfront 
project,  and  to  some  extent  the  Government 
Center  project  on  the  part  of  the  Development 
Administrator. 

(C) — Community  College 

Locating  the  Community  College  as  here  pro- 
posed would  cost  the  city  $700,000  immediately 
out  of  the  $2,100,000  write  off  and  $200,000  a  year 
thereafter  in  lost  tax  revenue,  200  jobs  and  27 
businesses. 

It  will  cost  the  Community  College  $8  to  $12,- 
000,000  in  parking  garages  which  would  not  be 
necessary  at  other  locations  available. 

Mighty  expensive  frosting  for  a  very  bad  cake. 
It  might  be  cheaper  to  hire  a  competent  baker. 

I  can't  imagine  how  this  Mayor  can  ever  again 
raise  the  plaintive  cry  about  "40  percent  non- 
taxable" when  by  his  own  deliberate  act  he  recom- 
mends conversion  of  a  50-acre  industrial  park 
into  a  non-taxable  college  campus. 

(E) — Public  Housing 

The  plan  should  provide  housing  for  large  low- 
income  families.  Those  are  the  persons  to  be  dis- 
placed. It  provides  instead  public  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  private  middle-income  housing. 

Space  is  opened  up  and  then  used  not  for  those 
displaced  but  others.     How  can  this  make  sense? 

Size 

This  project  is  about  nine  times  the  size  of  the 
West  End  project  area.  I  find  in  talking  to  people, 
this  is  not  realized  even  by  those  whom  one  might 
expect  to  be  informed  on  the  subject  of  urban  re- 
newal. It  is,  as  Bill  Strickland,  former  employee 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  described 
the  program  elsewhere  "grandiose."  There  is  no 
need  for  a  project  anywhere  this  size. 

The  people  of  Charlestown  have  demonstrated 
their  vigor  and  initiative  at  these  hearings.  They 
need  no  uplifting  from  the  Project  Staff  which  has 
mightily  demonstrated  its  incompetence  quite 
conclusively  at  these  hearings.  The  proposal  is  to 
turn  the  17,000  people  of  Charlestown  over  to 
Del  Vecchio,  Matt,  and  DeNisio  upon  which  they 
shall  learn  their  trade.  If  this  be  quackery,  do 
not  judge  too  harshly.     Their  only  local  example 


now  that  all  the  competent  people  have  left  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  that  Master 
Urban  Renewal  Quack  in  the  United  States, 
Edward  J.  Logue. 

Conclusion 
As  to  his  Honor's  part  in  all  this,  let  me  only  say 
that  he  and  I  are  in  complete  accord  upon  one 
matter  at  least,  that  is  Let's  Stop  Power  Politics. 
William  J.  Foley,  Jr.,

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
KATHERINE  CRAVEN,  MEMBER  OF 
COMMITTEE    ON    URBAN    RENEWAL. 

Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  submit  a  Minority 
Report  to  my  fellow  members  of  this  Council. 
I,  also,  am  a  minority  individual. 

Let  it  be  known  that  I  disapprove  thoroughly 
of  this  $41,000,000  urban  renewal  program  for 
Charlestown  because  in  spite  of  the  enormity  of 
the  money,  it  offers  to  the  people  of  Charlestown , 
nothing,  sir,  nothing  that  has  not  already  been 
inaugurated  under  other  auspices. 

Forty-one  million  dollars,  gentlemen,  let  me 
remind  you,  $41,000,000  in  addition  on  the 
$27,000,000  on  the  Washington  Park  area  that 
you  voted  for,  how  much  more  on  Castle  square, 
I  do  not  know,  and  if  the  people  of  Charlestown 
were  going  to  garner  a  trifle  from  this  program,  I 
might  not  be  so  adamant  in  my  concern. 

Forty-one  million  dollars,  gentlemen,  and 
everything  that  has  been  gimmicked  in  this  urban 
renewal  program  has  been  provided  for  under 
other  auspices. 

The  School  Department  had  already  made 
reservations  for  what  new  schools  are  going  to  be 
put  over  there. 

Housing  for  the  aged  is  no  province  of  Mr. 
Logue  but  belongs  in  tne  Federal  Housing  Program. 

Urban  renewal  is  only  acceptable  when  the 
people  of  an  area  want  it.  It  is  my  considered 
opinion  the  same  as  it  should  be  of  all  you  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  by  the  very  presentation  it 
has  been  proven  to  you  that  the  people  of  Charles- 
town don't  want  this  urban  renewal  program. 

Today  we  have  the  spectacle  of  upwards  of 
600  homes  and  5,000  people  being  swept  away  at 
the  instigation  of  the  powers  that  be.  We  have 
this  hallowed  Chamber  taking  on  the  aspects  of 
an  armed  camp  protecting  us  against  whom? 

Coun.  CRAVEN — Against  our  own  people? 

Today  these  people  are  from  Charlestown. 
Yesterday  they  were  from  the  West  End,  Whitney 
Street,  and  the  Washington  Park  section  of 
Roxbury.  Tomorrow  they  will  come  from  the 
South  Cove,  the  South  End,  Mission  Hill,  West 
Roxbury,  and  according  to  Logue,  the  path  of  the 
Expressway  through  Jamaica  Plain,  Hyde  Park, 
and  Readville. 

The  people  present  here  today  truly  move  me 
with  pity  no  matter  what  they  do  to  the  rest  of 
you.  True,  they  are  from  the  town  of  my  birth. 
True,  they  are  in  general  in  the  same  economic 
status  such  as  myself.  True,  they  are  faced  with 
the  combined  opposition  of  the  Press,  the  Priests, 
and  the  Patronage. 

There  is,  indeed,  a  tyranny  road — the  likeness 
between  Hitler  and  Logue  is  striking.  Hitler  said, 
"Today  it  is  Austria,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia. 
Tomorrow  it  is  the  world." 

We  know  what  havoc  it  raised  when  Logue 
says  "Today  Charlestown,  South  Cove  and  the 
South  End.  Tomorrow  it  is  Jamaica  Plain, 
Dorchester,  East  Boston,  and  West  Roxbury," 
and,  Yes,  he  is  casting  covetous  eyes  in  the  direc- 
tion of  South  Boston. 

Yesterday  Logue  was  Development  Adminis- 
trator just  coming  into  tne  city.  Today,  in  truth 
he  is  Public  Works  Commissioner,  the  Park 
Commissioner,  the  Traffic  Commissioner,  and 
the  entire  Boston  School  Committee  and  the 
School  Department,  the  Director  of  the  Board  of 
the  MBTA,  and  he  is  the  brains  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  Wny  the  city  and  state 
should  bear  the  burden  of  paying  the  salaries  of 
men  who  have  been  heading  those  departments 
is  beyond  me. 

Look  around  you  in  Roxbury,  just  look,  gentle- 
men. You  are  truly  seeing  just  as  sure  as  there 
will  be  a  tomorrow  the  death  of  the  neighborhood 
concept  as  we   know  it.      When  these   vultures 
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finish,  there  will  be  no  City  of  Boston.     Rise  up  in 
your  manhood. 

The  old  world  charm  of  this  city  recognized 
through  the  country  will  be  destroyed,  when 
Logue  gets  through.  We  will  truly  be  an  AI1- 
American  City,  as  "Look"  magazine  had  it  in 
conjunction  with  Walla  Walla,  Washington; 
Quincy,  Illinois;  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  and  Dade 
County,  Florida. 

Have  you  no  pride,  any  one  of  you? 

The  people  of  the  Back  Bay  are  strictly  fighting 
a  delaying  action.  Logue's  group  knows  no 
aesthetic  sense,  nor  has  he  any  true  sense  of 
history.  He  only  knows  the  power  of  the  bull- 
dozer. With  all  the  eloquence  at  my  command,  I 
plead  with  you  to  stop  this  man  now  before  he 
makes  of  this  Body  a  travesty  before  the  entire 
country. 

We  have  read  and  heard  in  great  detail  over  the 
last  couple  of  months  the  cry  of  contentiousness 
of  the  people  of  Charlestown,  but  I  recall  an  old 
Irish  proverb  which  says,  "Contention  Is  Better 
Than  Loneliness." 

You,  my  fellow  members,  went  on  a  tour  of 
Charlestown,  you  were  cordially  and  warmly 
received  by  the  people  over  there.  Let  me  in  a 
Minority  Report  ask:  How  can  you,  in  the  name 
of  humanity,  vote  for  this  program  of  destruction 
or  a  specific  program  such  as  this  that  Logue  asks, 
that  gives  to  the  people  of  Charlestown  nothing. 
How  can  you  vote  to  send  poor  people  down  into 
the  rat-infested  oily  wharf?  How  can  you  drive 
industry  out  of  our  city  on  the  supposition  that 
you  might  gain  more? 

How  can  you  vote  in  good  conscience,  you 
parents,  to  leave  a  barroom  standing  adjacent  to 
the  Community  College  while  the  homes  around 
are  being  destroyed? 

Yet,  on  the  other  hand,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
South  Cove  urban  renewal  question,  I  read  the 
newspapers  publicize  that  many  barrooms  that  will 
be  swept  out  of  the  South  Cove  area,  but  not  one 
word  is  mentioned  about  the  3,000  garment  em- 
ployees from  Kneeland  street  and  $10,000,000 
yearly  payrolls  immediately  that  are  going  to  be 
driven  out  of  the  city,  sir,  from  our  garment 
industry. 

You  don't  even  see  the  newspapers  publicizing 
the  fact  that  with  the  Central  Artery  going  through 
our  city  we  lost  53.9  percent  of  our  printing 
industry. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  shame,  gentlemen,  that  I 
find  it  necessary  to  make  in  this  Minority  Report 
what  I  consider  a  final  appeal  to  your  sense  of 
honesty,  but  I,  for  one,  have  always  believed  in 
playing  the  string  out.  The  judgment  of  necessity 
must  be  as  to  how  you  vote  today,  gentlemen. 
Don't  go  down  in  history  as  selling  yourselves 
short.

ORDINANCE       AUTHORIZING       CERTAIN 
PERSONNEL     OF     HOUSING     INSPEC- 
TION      DEPARTMENT       TO        SERVE 
CIVIL   PROCESS. 
The   following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    June   9,    1965. 
To    the    Honorable    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I    have    been    advised    by    Daniel    J.    Finn 
Commissioner   of   the   Housing   Inspection   De- 
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partment  of  the  City  of  Boston,  that  since 
the  enactment  of  the  ordinance  creating  said 
department,  new  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  the  enforcement  aspects  of  the  State  Sani- 
tary Code.  The  present  provisions  of  this 
code  require  that  'legal  notices"  be  served 
on  violators  by  officials  legally  entitled  to 
serve  civil  process. 

In  order  that  a  high  degree  of  flexibility 
be  maintained  within  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department,  the  Commissioner  has  recom- 
mended that  all  environmental  sanitary  in- 
spectors (now  approximately  50  in  number) 
be  granted  limited  constable  powers  for  the 
purpose  of  serving  civil  process  as  authorized 
by  the  State  Sanitary  Code  in  connection 
with  their  official  duties  as  members  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department.  The  grant- 
ing of  this  power  will  greatly  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Housing  Inspection  Depart- 
ment in  performing  their  duties  in  the  en- 
forcement  of  the   code. 

The  granting  of  this  power  to  the  inspectors 
would  in  no  way  infringe  on  the  prerogatives 
and  duties  of  the  constables  appointed  under 
chapter  2,  section  2  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  but  would  be  expressly  limited  to 
services  made  in  the  performance  of  their 
official    duties. 

I  am  submitting  herewith  to  your  Honorable 
Body  a  proposed  ordinance  which  would  ac- 
complish the  purposes  above  set  forth  and 
respectfully  recommend  its  adoption  by  your 
Honorable   Body.

An    Ordinance  Authorizing   Certain   Personnel 

of    the    Housing    Inspection     Department 

To  Serve  Civil  Process. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 

as  follows: 

Chapter  2  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended  by  inserting 
after    Section    2    of    Chapter    2    the    following: 

SECTION  2A.  In  addition  to  the  one  hun- 
dred seventy-five  constables  authorized  by 
Chapter  2,  Section  2  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  all  environmental  sanitation 
inspectors  and  their  supervisory  personnel 
in  the  Housing  Inspection  Department,  shall, 
by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  constables  of  the 
City  of  Boston  authorized  to  serve  civil  process 
and  shall  not  be  included  in  the  number  of 
constables  as  provided  in  Chapter  2,  Section 
2  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961.  Such 
process  shall  be  limited  to  the  service  of  civil 
process  as  is  required  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  as  such  environmental  inspec- 
tors. 

SECTION  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of 
chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city 
council    in   passing   the   same.

PROJECT.

Gentlemen : 

On  June  7,  1965,  the  City  Council  approved 
the    Charlestown    Urban    Renewal    Plan. 

On  June  10,  1965,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  with  the  authorization  of 
the  City  Council  as  provided  for  in  its 
resolution  approving  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan,  I  executed  a  cooperation  agreement 
with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
committing  the  City  of  Boston  to  assume  at 
least  one  third  of  net  project  costs  required 
to  finance  project  execution  activities.  The 
city's  share  of  net  project  costs  is  currently 
estimated  at  $12,723,000.  This  share  will  be 
provided  in  part  by  the  construction  of  pro- 
ject improvements  and  supporting  public  facili- 
ties. 

Under  the  cooperation  agreement  between 
the  city  and  the  Authority,  the  city  is  com- 
mitted to  finance  as  local  non-cash  grants-in- 
aid,  the  construction  of  certain  eligible  pro- 
ject improvements,  such  as  streets,  parks, 
and  public  utilities  in  accordance  with  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  The 
cost  of  such  improvements  is  currently  esti- 
mated at  $7,000,000.  To  finance  these  costs, 
the  city  may,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
121,  Section  26  CC,  of  the  General  Laws, 
issue  Urban  Renewal  Bonds  to  meet  its  share 
of   project  costs. 

It  is  appropriate  and  urgent  that  the  city 
authorizes  the  issue  of  such  bonds  at  this 
time  in  order  to  begin  the  preparation  of 
final  design,  working  drawings,  specifications 
and  related  engineering  studies  required  to 
commence  construction  of  these  improvements, 
and  further,  to  assure  the  availability  of 
financing,  and  thus  permit  the  prompt  com- 
mencement of  construction.

BY    BOSTON    REDEVELOPMENT    AU-

Section  26EE  of  Chapter  121  of  the  General 
Laws   empowers  the  City  of  Boston  to   "lease

development   Authority.

This  approval,  together 
with  other  findings  and  determinations  re- 
quired under  Chapter  121  of  the  General 
Laws  was  made  by  the  Authority  after  con- 
sideration of  statements,  views  and  opinions 
expressed  at  a  public  hearing  held  by  the 
Authority  on  June  3,  1965,  in  the  Project  Area 
to    consider    the   Plan. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Hous- 
ing Act,  the  Authority  must  secure  approval 
of  the  plan  by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council.  This  approval  must 
include  certain  findings  and  is  to  be  made 
after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing.  Federal 
requirements  specify  that  such  notice  should 
be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  with  the  first  notice  to  be 
published  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  hearing.  The  attached  list  indi- 
cates the  documents  which  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration. 

I  have  been  urged  by  the  citizens  of  the 
South  Cove  area  and  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  to  recommend  favorable  action 
on  this  plan  to  you  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
I  do  so  with  the  conviction  that  this  plan 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  people  of  the  South  Cove.  They  are 
entitled  to  timely  action  on  it.  I  fully  recom- 
mend it  to  you  and  request  your  approval.

RESOLUTION  OF  BOSTON  CITY  COUNCIL 
APPROVING  URBAN  RENEWAL  PLAN 
AND  THE  FEASIBILITY  OF  RELOCA- 
TION FOR  THE  SOUTH  COVE  URBAN 
RENEWAL  PROJECT,  NO.  MASS.  R-92. 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  (herein- 
after called  the  "HHFA")  is  authorized  to 
provide  financial  assistance  to  Local  Public 
Agencies  for  undertaking  and  carrying  out 
urban    renewal    projects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  Act  that 
contracts  for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall 
require  that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
respective  Project  Area  be  approved  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  in  which  the 
Project  is  situated  and  that  such  approval 
include  findings  by  the  governing  body  that: 
(1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the 
contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  Project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (2)  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  con- 
sistent with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality 
as  a  whole,  for  the  rehabilitation  or  redevelop- 
ment of  the  Urban  Renewal  Area  by  private 
enterprise;  (3)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  con- 
forms  to   a   general   plan   for   the   development 


of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational 
areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for 
neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  con- 
sideration for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare 
of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity 
of  the  site  covered  by  the  Plan  and  (5)  the 
objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  cannot 
be  achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilita- 
tion   of    the   Project   Area; 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (hereinafter  called  the  "Authority") 
has  entered  into  a  planning  contract  for 
financial  assistance  under  such  Act  with  the 
HHFA,  acting  by  and  through  its  Adminis- 
trator, pursuant  to  which  Federal  funds  were 
approved  for  the  Urban  Renewal  Project 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Project")  identified 
as  "South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Project — No. 
Mass.  R-92"  and  encompassing  the  area  (here- 
inafter called  the  "Project  Area")  described 
in  Section  102,  which  is  a  part  of  the  South 
Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  hereinafter  referred 
to; 

Whereas,  Hospital,  and  educational  insti- 
tutions   are    located   in    the   Project    Area; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for 
additional  financial  assistance  under  such  Act 
and  proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  con- 
tract or  contracts  with  the  HHFA  for  the 
undertaking  of,  and  for  making  available  ad- 
ditional financial  assistance  for,  the  Project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physicial  condition 
of  the  structures,  land  use,  environmental 
influences,  and  social,  cultural  and  economic 
conditions  of  the  Project  Area  and  has  found 
and  determined  that  the  character  and  condi- 
tions of  the  Project  Area  as  described  in  the 
Project  Area  Report  submitted  herewith  do  exist 
that  the  Project  Area  is  at  present  a  decadent 
area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental 
to  the  safety,  health,  welfare  and  sound 
growth  of  the  community  because  of  the 
existence  of  buildings  which  are  out  of  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human  habi- 
tation, obsolete,  in  need  of  major  mainte- 
nance or  repair,  because  of  much  of  the  real 
estate  in  recent  years  has  been  sold  for  non- 
payment of  taxes  or  upon  foreclosure  of 
mortgages,  because  buildings  have  been  torn 
down  and  not  replaced  and  which,  under  exist- 
ing conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the  build- 
ings will  be  replaced,  because  of  a  substan- 
tial change  in  business  and  economic  condi- 
tions, because  of  inadequate  light,  air  and 
open  space,  because  of  excessive  land  cover- 
age, and  because  diversity  of  ownership, 
irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  re- 
developed by  the  ordinary  operations  of  pri- 
vate enterprise;  and  further,  that  the  Project 
Area  is  at  present  a  substandard  area,  where- 
in dwellings  predominate,  which,  by  reason 
of  dilapidation,  overcrowding,  faulty  arrange- 
ment or  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  or 
sanitation  facilities,  and  a  combination  of 
these  factors,  are  detrimental  to  the  safety, 
health,  welfare  and  sound  growth  of  the 
community; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  and  re- 
ferred to  the  City  Council  for  review  and 
approval  an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  Area,  dated  June  8,  1965,  entitled 
"Boston  Redevelopment  Authority — Urban  Re- 
newal Plan — South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Area 
— Project  No.  Mass.  R-92,"  consisting  of  34 
pages  of  text  and  4  maps,  duly  approved  by 
the  Authority  on  June  10,  1965,  and  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor; 
Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
but  not  as  a  part  thereof,  the  following 
documentation : 

(1)  Resolution  of  the  Authority  authoriz- 
ing submission  of  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and 
supporting  documentation  to  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  City  Council  and  the  State 
Division   of  Urban   Renewal; 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  finding 
the     Project    Area    to    be    an     eligible    urban 
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renewal    area    and    the    Project    to    be    an    eli- 
gible  hospital   and    educational   project; 

(3)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  approv- 
ing the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  approving 
the   Relocation    Program; 

(4)  Relocation   Program 

(5)  Proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  be- 
tween the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Authority, 
together  with  attached  resolution  authorizing 
execution  of  the  Agreement  by  the  Authority; 
and 

(6)  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Project 
Area   Report. 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965- 
1975  General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called 
the  "General  Plan")  has  been  prepared  and 
was  duly  approved  by  the  Authority  on  March 
11,  1965,  and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a 
guide  for  the  general  development  of  the  City 
of   Boston   as   a   whole; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to 
Chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been 
granted  the  powers  and  shall  perform  the 
duties  conferred  on  planning  boards  of  cities 
in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws  applicable 
to  Boston,  including  Section  70  of  Chapter  41 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  and  has 
also  been  granted  the  powers  and  shall  per- 
form the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or  ordi- 
nance on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board,  and  in  such  capacity,  has  found  that  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the  General 
Plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly  con- 
sidered   said    findings; 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  Area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for 
the  Project  Area  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating 
and  removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  pub- 
lic ways,  the  establishment  of  new  street 
patterns,  the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer 
and  water  mains  and  other  public  facilities, 
and   other  public   action; 

Whereas,  Under  Section  104  of  Title  I 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the 
City  must  make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined 
in  Section  110(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at 
least  to  one  third  of  the  actual  net  project 
cost  for  the  Project  Area  as  finally  determined 
and  approved  by  HHFA  in  accordance  with 
said  Title  I,  and  the  Loan  and  Grant  Con- 
tract to  be  entered  into  between  the  Au- 
thority  and    HHFA; 

Whereas,  A  proposed  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment between  the  Authority  and  the  City 
has  been  presented  to  the  City  Council  pro- 
viding for  the  making  of  the  local  grants-in- 
aid  by  the  City; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of  in- 
dividuals and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the  Project  in 
accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
(referred  to  as  the  Relocation  Program  and 
is  contained  in  the  documentation  submitted 
herewith ) ; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  such  Relocation  Pro- 
gram there  is  additional  supporting  informa- 
tion and  data  respecting  said  program  which 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a 
result  of  studies,  surveys  and  inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the  avail- 
ability of  proper  housing  in  the  City  for  the 
relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that 
may  be  displaced  from  the  Project  Area 
and,  in  the  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local 
housing  conditions,  have  carefully  considered 
and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  relocation; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  take  appropriate  official  action 
respecting  the  Relocation  Program  and  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project,  in  con- 
formity with  the  contract  for  financial  assist- 
ance between  the  Authority  and  the  HHFA; 
Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HHFA  effectu- 
ating that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall, 
on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  or  national 
origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in,  be 
denied    the    benefits    of,    or    be    subjected    to 


discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carry- 
ing out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  was  held,  after  due  notice 
thereof,  at  which  time  the  City  Council  re- 
ceived evidence  and  heard  extensive  opinions 
from  residents  of  the  Project  Area  and  other 
persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  heard  on  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan   were  so   heard;   and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the 
supporting  documentation  submitted  herewith 
as  aforesaid;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the  afore- 
said public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with  respect 
to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Project  Area 
and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now, 
therefore,    it    is    hereby 

Resolved,  (1)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and 
determined  that  the  Project  Area  is  a  decadent 
and  substandard  area  and  qualifies  as  an 
eligible  Project  Area  under  Chapter  121  of 
the  Massachusetts   General   Laws,   as   amended; 

(2)  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is 
hereby  approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby 
directed  to  file  a  copy  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan    with   the   minutes   of   this   meeting; 

(3)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  pro- 
vided pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  Federal 
financial  assistant  pertaining  to  the  Project 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  Project  to  be  under- 
taken in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan; 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  City  as  a  whole,  for  the 
urban  renewal  of  the  area  by  private  enter- 
prise; 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to 
the   General    Plan    of   the    City   of   Boston; 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due  con- 
sideration to  the  provision  of  adequate  park 
and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may 
be  desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement, 
with  special  consideration  for  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in  the 
Project    Area; 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more  exten- 
sive   rehabilitation    of    the    Project   Area; 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that,  in  addition  to  the  elimination  of  slums 
and  blight  from  the  Urban  Renewal  Area, 
the  undertaking  of  the  Project  in  such  area 
will  further  promote  the  public  welfare  and 
the  proper  development  of  the  community  (a) 
by  making  land  in  such  area  available  for 
disposition,  for  uses  in  accordance  with  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  to  hospital  and  educa- 
tional institutions  for  redevelopment  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  use  or  uses  specified  in  the 
Plan;  and  (b)  by  providing,  through  the 
redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Plan,  a  cohesive  neighborhood 
environment  compatible  with  the  functions 
and  needs  of  hospital  and  educational  insti- 
tutions;

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  deter- 
mined that  the  program  for  the  proper  relo- 
cation of  the  individuals  and  families  dis- 
placed in  carrying  out  the  Project  in  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity 
with  acceptable  standards  is  feasible  and 
can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected  to  per- 
mit the  proper  prosecution  and  completion 
of  the  Project;  and  that  such  dwellings  or 
dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made  avail- 
able to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families 
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are  at  least  equal  in  number  to  the  number 
of  displaced  individuals  and  families,  are  not 
generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities 
than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals 
and  families  in  the  Project  Area,  are  avail- 
able at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial 
means  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  fam- 
ilies, and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their 
places   of   employment; 

(11)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facil- 
itate the  effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and  deter- 
mined that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to 
said  Plan,  and  accordingly,  the  City  Council 
hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping 
to  carry  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (b) 
requests  the  various  officials,  departments, 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  City  having  ad- 
ministrative responsibilities  in  the  premises 
likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exer- 
cise their  respective  functions  and  powers 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan;  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider 
and  take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals 
and  measures  designed  to  effectuate  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and  (d)  authorizes  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  execute  and 
deliver   in   the   name   of   and   on   behalf   of   the 


City,  a  Cooperation  Agreement  substantially 
in  the  form  of  the  one  presented  to  this 
meeting; 

(12)  That  additional  financial  assistance 
under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  land  in  the  Project  Area  to  be 
renewed  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  and  accordingly,  the  filing  by  the 
Authority  of  an  application  or  applications 
for  such  financial  assistance  under  said  Title 
I,   is    hereby   approved; 

(13)  That  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Admin- 
istrator be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of 
full  compliance  by  the  City  Council  with 
regulations  of  HHFA  effectuating  Title  VI  of 
the   Civil    Rights   Act   of   1964.

the  city's  financial  requirements  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  fiscal  year.  Such  action  is  neces- 
sary as  outlined  in  the  letter  of  the  City 
Auditor.

Dear   Sir: 

Under  date  of  January  18,  1965,  I  recom- 
mended to  you  that  an  order  be  sumkted  to 
the  City  Council  for  authorization  of  tempo- 
rary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the 
amount  of  $40,000,000  and  such  order  was 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  February  1, 
1965.  It  is  now  quite  certain  that  this 
authorization  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the 
financial  requirements  of  the  city  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  and  that  an 
additional  authorization  of  $30,000,000  will  be 
necessary. 

This  situation  has  been  brought  about  \>y 
three  major  factors:  (1)  a  decline  in  antici- 
pated payments  by  the  state  which  could  not 
have  been  foreseen  at  the  time  of  the  original 
order;  (2)  a  proposition  now  before  the 
General  Court  which  would  in  effect  appro- 
priate reimbursements  to  the  city  for  a  six- 
month  period  only;  and  (3)  increased  operat- 
ing  expenses   as   a   result   of   the  larger   1965 


appropriations.  Total  appropriations  and 
charges  for  the  fiscal  year  1965  to  date  are 
$237,139,461.18,  an  increase  of  $16,342,977.17 
over  the  1964  total  of  $220,796,484.01. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1965 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts,  tempo- 
rary loans  which  would  not  exceed,  in  the 
aggregate,  the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal 
year  1964  together  with  the  corporation  and 
income  tax  distributions  received  from  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  same  year.  This  would 
approximate  $166,830,767.  In  1965  we  have 
or  will  have  issued  by  next  Tuesday  $35,000,000 
of  the  authorization  of  $40,000,000.  It  is  now 
quite  certain  that  an  additional  authorization 
of  $30,000,000  should  be  made  for  the  financial 
requirements  of  the  city  for  the  remainder  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

Immediate  action  is  necessary,  and  I  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  an  order  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  for  consideration 
and   adoption.

I  am  forwarding  the  attached  letter  from 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  con- 
cerning the  request  contained  in  your  order 
of   February    8,    1965. 

I  can  add  only  the  fact  that  personnel  of 
the  Mayor's  Office,  as  well  as  personnel  as- 
sociated with  the  Department  of  Administra- 
tive Services,  have  been  instructed  to  pursue 
every  avenue  open  to  us  with  the  objective 
of  securing  agreements  from  tax-exempt 
institutions  which  would  effect  contributions 
to  the  city's  cost  of  operations.  Not  only 
has  contact  been  made  with  institutions 
such  as  colleges  and  universities,  but  we 
have  also  been  in  negotiation  with  agencies 
of  the  Commonwealth  which  require  services 
from  the  City  of  Boston,  and  which  presently 
make  no  contributions  to  our  financial  problem. 
Your  Honorable  Body  may  rest  assured 
that  no  stone  will  be  left  unturned  in  our 
efforts  to  alleviate  this  problem  which  is  so 
peculiar  to  and  so  serious  for  the  City  of 
Boston.

Dear  Mr.   Mayor: 

This  letter  is  in  reply  to  a  request  by  the 
City  Council  that  the  Mayor  call  a  con- 
ference of  all  major  universities  and  colleges 
in  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
voluntary  contributions  by  these  institutions 
for  police  and  fire  protection  and  other 
services    rendered    by    the    City    of   Boston. 

A  number  of  steps  have  been  taken  with 
reference  to  the  subject  of  the  City  Council's 
request.  Formal  and  informal  contacts  have 
been  made  at  various  times  over  the  past 
few  years  with  colleges  and  universities,  and 
other  tax-exempt  organizations  and  institu- 
tions in  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  specific 
objective  of  securing  voluntary  agreements 
for  payments  to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes. 
Since  a  foremost  requirement  is  that  indi- 
vidual institutions  voluntarily  agree  to  the 
principle  of  contributing  to  the  city's  costs 
of  operation,  there  appears  to  be  nothing 
which  can  be  accomplished  by  large-scale 
group    meeting    with    such    institutions. 

Our  efforts  to  persuade  the  authorities  of 
tax-exempt  institutions  of  their  financial  ob- 
ligations to  the  City  of  Boston  will  continue, 
as  you  have  instructed.  As  of  this  moment, 
however,  we  can  only  report  a  general  re- 
luctance on  the  part  of  all  such  institutions 
to  recognize  any  financial  responsibility  to 
the   City   of   Boston.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
RENEWAL. 

Coun.  G.  F.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban   Renewal  submitted   the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  reso- 
lution (referred  June  14)  approving  South 
Cove  urban   renewal  project. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Urban  Renew- 
al South  Cove  Project. 

Hearings:  June  29,  30,  July  1,  1965 — pro- 
ponents  and   opponents   were  heard. 

Supplemental  hearing  on  July  7,  1965,  con- 
cerning  the  liquor   question   was   conducted. 

Location:  The  South  Cove  lies  between 
Stuart  street  and  the  Turnpike  Extension  and 
out  as  far  as  Clarendon  street.  It  contains 
theaters,  medical  center,  residential  areas 
which  are  all  well-known  features  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Ninety  acres  consitute  the  project 
area.  More  than  36  acres  of  this  area  are 
occupied   by  streets  and   rights  of  way. 

Housing:  The  South  Cove  plan  strongly  em- 
phasizes better  housing  both  in  the  Chinese 
community  and  Bay  Village,  which  will  be  en- 
tirely preserved.  The  people  of  the  Chinese 
community  have  endorsed  the  plan  and  stand 
ready  to  build  new  low-income  housing.  The 
plan  will  go  a  long  way  in  helping  clean  up 
a  very  run-down  part  of  the  so-called  Combat 
Zone.  This  area  as  a  whole  is  heavily  blighted 
and  has  lacked  serious  new  improvement.  The 
plan  calls  for  125  units  of  D3  housing,  250 
prospective  housing  units,  and  500  units  in  the 
Tremont    Street    and    existing    Broadway    area. 

Institutions:  Don  Bosco  School  and  Tufts 
New  England  Medical  Center  strongly  sup- 
ported the  plan.  It  provides  the  necessary 
and  needed  means  of  marshaling  the  land 
area  to  provide  for  the  limited  expansion. 
The  plan  also  provides  for  a  new  elementary 
school,  street  and  utility  improvements,  a  new 
public  park  and  fire  station.  The  New  Eng- 
land Medical  Center  will  expand  from  10  to 
12  acres.  The  Don  Bosco  School  from  1.5 
acres  to  2.5  acres. 


Relocation:  There  are  133  families  and  402 
individuals  in  this  category.  There  are  109 
businesses  and  there  are  30  liquor  licenses. 

Taxes:  There  will  be  a  net  gain  to  the  city 
of  between    $250,000   and    $400,000. 

The  committee  urges  acceptance  of  this  pro- 
gram.

MINORITY  REPORT  ON  SOUTH  COVE 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT. 

By  William  J.  Foley,  Jr., 
Member  of  the  Committee. 

The  South  Cove  Project  could  have  been  a 
landmark  project  and  a  proper  use  of  urban 
renewal.  It  could  have  been  the  first  pro- 
ject in  Boston  developing  techniques  whereby 
Hospitals  and  institutions  of  higher  learning 
might  cooperate  with  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  mutual  benefit  of  these  institutions  and 
the   city. 

In  the  breakdown  of  the  categories  of  pri- 
vate tax-exempt  institutions  in  Boston,  hos- 
pitals and  institutions  of  higher  learning  are 
tax-exempt  basically  because  they  serve  (in 
Boston)  a  regional,  national,  and  even  a 
world-wide  function.  Other  private  tax-exempt 
institutions  here  serve  a  more  restricted  group 
of  people  geographically,  and  on  the  average, 
many  more  of  their  clients,  patients,  or  what- 
ever those  who  are  serviced  by  these  other 
institutions  are  called  in  a  given  case,  are 
likely  to  live  in  the  City  of  Boston  and,  there- 
fore, the  City  of  Boston  is  likely  to  be  re- 
lieved fiscally  of  the  burden  of  providing  the 
service. 

Working  out  a  modus  vivendi  between  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  and  hospitals  on 
the  one  hand,  and  the  City  of  Boston  on  the 
other  hand,  is  a  crucial  question  and  one 
upon  which  more  has  happened  quietly  than 
is   the  general   impression. 

The  South  Cove  Project  could  have  been  a 
project  where  techniques  already  applied  even 
though  in  earliest  forms,  could  have  been 
used  in  an  urban  renewal  project  financed 
with  federal  funds.  Instead  of  that,  the  De- 
velopment Administrator  has  made  a  colossal 
blunder  of  the  project  from  beginning  to  end, 
specifically. 

( 1 )  From  the  beginning,  the  cavalier 
treatment  of  the  Chinese  community  rips  the 
mask  of  liberalism  from  the  face  of  the  De- 
velopment Administrator.  His  liberalism  has 
no  humane  content.  It  is  an  instrument  with 
which  Logue  plays  the  game  of  national 
politics  in  this  country.  The  Chinese  com- 
munity is  a  valuable  and  a  distinct  commu- 
nity in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  should  be  saved. 
The  whole  shabby  record  from  the  beginning 
of  Logue's  dealings  with  the  Chinese  com- 
munity was  documented  two  years  ago  in  the 
transcripts  of  the  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
newal on  the  occasion  of  the  resolutions  con- 
cerning preliminary  plans  for  this  project 
and,  were  further  proof  to  be  needed,  the 
simple  fact  is,  here,  that  the  Chinese  com- 
munity is  to  be  crowded  fifty  families  to  an 
acre  on  three  acres  of  ground  while  seven 
and  one-half  acres  of  ground  are  easily  to  be 
found  for  the  New  England  Medical  Center. 
The  pathetic  inadequacy  of  150  units  for  5,000 
people  ought  to  be  proof  enough.  The  Chi- 
nese community  has  no  political  power,  and 
New  England  Medical  Center  has  political 
power.  The  choice  for  Logue  and  men  of 
his   like  under   those  circumstances   is   easy. 

(2)  The  Don  Bosco  School  is  a  technical 
and  vocational  institution.  It  is  much  needed 
and  fills  a  critical  and  indispensable  role  in 
the  total  picture  of  Roman  Catholic  education 
in  this  area.  This  I  say  as  one  who  was 
educated  in  Roman  Catholic  schools  for  15 
years.  The  Don  Bosco  School  will  on  cold 
figures  save  the  City  of  Boston  at  least  one- 
half  million  dollars  annually.  This,  therefore, 
benefits    Boston    twice    as    much    annually    as 
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the  Travelers  Building  less  the  new  addition. 
Simply  stated  the  Don  Hosco  School  will  be 
worth  twice  as  much  to  Boston  as  the  Travel- 
ers Building,  in  dollars  and  cents. 

The  standards  applied  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  for  a  state  assisted  high 
school  would  call  for  a  minimum  of  three  and 
one-half  acres  of  outside  play  area,  for  a 
school  the  size  of  the  Don  Bosco  School  were 
it  constructed  publicly  and  assisted  by  the 
state.  Logue's  plan  for  the  South  Cove  con- 
templates assigning  to  the  Don  Bosco  School 
not  one  square  foot  of  outside  play  space.  If 
the  space  were  not  there,  it  would  be  one 
thing,  but  across  the  street  from  the  Don 
Bosco  School,  Logue  has  been  able  to  find 
four  and  one-half  acres  upon  which  to  put 
tower-like  apartment  buildings  which  will, 
surely,  be  occupied  by  some  of  the  4,000  em- 
ployees of  the  New  England  Medical  Center. 
The  site  is  bounded  on  the  reuse  map  by 
Frontage  street,  Oak  street,  Tremont  avenue, 
and  Charles  Street  Extension.  It  is  my  posi- 
tion that  at  least  some  of  this  space  ought 
in  decency  to  be  assigned  to  the  Don  Bosco 
School. 

I  shall  say  at  this  point  that  I  am  sick 
and  tired  of  being  told  ever  so  indirectly  that 
it  is  impolite  for  me  in  some  mysterious  way 
to  mention  how  much  money  these  parochial 
schools  save  the  City  of  Boston.  I  say  here 
and  now  that  I  shall  not  observe  any  such 
limitation. 

(3)  The  hospital  will  go  from  10  acres 
to  12.9  acres  for  hospital  purposes  plus  an- 
other 4%  acres  to  house  its  employees.  There- 
fore the  hospital  will  have  17  acres  when 
all  this  is  done.  There  are  not  96  acres  in 
the  project,  there  are  about  46  acres  after 
you  subtract  acreage  in  streets,  parks,  and 
playgrounds. 

(4)  It  is  my  observation  that  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  here  is  giving  up 
nothing  and  getting  everything.  I  would  vote 
for  an  urban  renewal  project  here  if  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  had  treated  the  City 
of  Boston  fairly.  It  has  not.  The  City  of 
Boston  goes  to  enormous  expense  to  assemble 
land  through  the  renewal  (i.e.  eminent  do- 
main) process  for  the  hospital,  yet  the  hospi- 
tal is  hot  legally  bound  to  confine  itself  within 
the  space  thus  provided  for  one  day.  There 
should  be  a  legally  binding  agreement  here  that 
the  New  England  Medical  Center  will  for  a  pe- 
riod of  at  least  20  years  and  probably  40  years 
confine  itself  to  these  12.9  acres  or  else  there 
is  no  sense  in  doing  the  project.  There  is 
no   such   agreement. 

There  should  be  an  additional  agreement 
that  the  400  doctors  and  200  dentists  at  the 
New  England  Medical  Center  who  practice 
medicine  and  dentistry  there,  treating  pa- 
tients for  a  full  professional  fee,  that  these 
professional  men  should  treat  their  patients 
ir\  otn>e  sp?"e  which  is  a>  fully  taxable  hv 
the  City  of  Boston  as  the  space  in  which  those 
of  my  colleagues  who  practice  law  is  taxable, 
more  particularly  and  perhaps  more  to  the 
point,  as  the  doctors'  office  building  in  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  complex  is 
taxable    (i.e.   the  Warren   Building). 

The  agreements  about  keeping  the  Music 
Hall  open  and  the  Wilbur  Theatre  open  are 
meaningless.  Vague  representations  that  the 
first  floor  in  the  front  of  certain  medical 
buildings  will  be  used  as  stores  and,  there- 
fore, taxable,  are  again  meaningless.  In  this 
project,  which  is  the  first  one  designed  to 
try  to  rationalize  the  presence  in  Boston  of 
nontaxable  real  estate  used  for  higher  edu- 
cation and  hospital  purposes,  the  New  Eng- 
land Medical  Center  has  not  dealt  fairly  with 
us.  It  has  not  treated  the  City  of  Boston 
justly,  and  I  can't  for  the  life  of  me  see  why 
the  directors  and  trustees  of  the  next  insti- 
tutions which  will  come  to  us,  and  there  will 
be  others,  should  be  any  more  generous  with 
us  than  the  New  England  Medical  Center. 
Now  is  the  time  to  draw  the  line.  The  proj- 
ect does  not  draw  it.  On  that  alone  it  is  a 
total  and  miserable  failure,  and  a  disastrous 
precedent. 


(5)  There  is  a  garment  industry  here  in 
which  thousands  are  employed.  It  is  likely 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  those  employed 
in  this  particular  industry  are  Bostonians 
than  in  many  other  economic  activities  in 
Boston.  The  evidence  in  the  record  is  that 
the  garment  industry  has  been  pretty  much 
ignored.  A  pathetic  19,000  feet  is  allotted 
to  the  garment  industry  and  the  Chinese  upon 
which  to  park  automobiles  and  house  Chinese 
in  some  sort  of  tower-like  apartment  building 
on  top  of  a  garage.  Such  a  rattletrap  ar- 
rangement planningwise  insults  at  one  fell 
swoop  the  intelligence  of  the  Chinese  com- 
munity, the  garment  industry,  and  the  City 
Council.  It  is  not  often  planners  can  achieve 
such  an   effect  all  at  once. 

(6)  Under  the  Housing  Act  of  1964,  pro- 
vision was  made  in  urban  renewal  projects 
to  write  into  the  project  cost  the  cost  of  a 
platform  for  the  use  of  air  rights  for  low 
and  moderate  income  residential  use  over  cer- 
tain facilities  which  include  turnpikes.  It  is 
obvious  that  here  some  of  the  pressing  de- 
mands for  space  for  the  Chinese  community 
might  possibly  be  met  by  a  serious  explora- 
tion of  this  provision  of  the  1964  law.  My 
impression  is  (this  is  all  in  the  transcript), 
that  the  idea  was  given  short  shrift  by  the 
Project  Director.  I  suspect  that  the  Authori- 
ty had  little  time  to  spend  trying  to  solve 
the  problems  of  the  Chinese.  It  is  obvious 
from  the  transcript  that  little  or  no  thought 
has  been  given  this  problem.  It  should  be 
explored.  The  answer  repeatedly  was,  it  costs 
too  much  to  build  over  a  turnpike.  The  law 
takes  out  that  cost  by  writing  it  into  the  proj- 
ect cost.  Further  exploration  of  this  is 
clearly    in    order. 

(7)  On  June  22,  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission  voted  certain  major  streets  in 
the  project  area  were  not  to  be  discontinued 
as  the  plan  required.  The  Council  hearings 
were  held  as  the  majority  report  indicates 
on  June  29,  30,  and  July  1.  Of  course,  no 
mention  was  made  of  this  prior  vote  of  the 
Public  Improvement  Commission  to  the  Coun- 
cil, and  it  was  necessary  to  learn  of  it  by 
reading  it  in  the  Boston  "Traveler."  I  can- 
not truly  say  I  am  surprised.  This  is  the 
same  pattern  of  contempt  for  the  governing 
body  of  this  community  which  Logue  demon- 
strated in  June,  1961,  when  he  just  neglected 
to  tell  us  what  was  going  on  among  Blakely, 
the  Merchants  Bank,  and  Logue  concerning 
what  we  now  know  as  Parcel  8.  In  the  same 
pattern,  Logue  neglected  to  inform  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  unavailability  of  land  in  South  Bos- 
ton for  the  relocation  of  the  produce  merchants 
displaced  by  the  Waterfront  Project.  Here 
there  is  even  less  defense  than  before,  yet 
the  June  22,  1965,  vote  of  the  Public  Im- 
provement Commission  was  not  mentioned.  I 
want  to  put  it  on  the  record  that  we  bitterly 
resent  this  deception.  I  hope  others  in  this 
Body  resent  this  deception,  and  I  should  think 
that  out  of  self-respect,  if  nothing  else,  the 
Development  Administrator  ought  to  be  so 
informed. 

It  seems  to  me  also  that  to  vote  a  resolu- 
tion which  states  that  this  plan  is  in  accord 
with  the  General  Plan  and  that  it  is  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  city  and  that  it  is  the 
best  plan  for  the  area  in  the  face  of  a  deter- 
mination by  the  responsible  municipal  agency 
that  certain  important  through  streets  should 
not  be  discontinued  is  to  substitute  the  judg- 
ment of  the  City  Council  for  the  judgment 
of  the  Public  Improvement  Commission  in  a 
matter  where  the  P.I.C.  is  clearly  better  in- 
formed. I  should  think  that  the  very  least 
that  would  be  required  would  be  a  hearing 
and    taking   evidence  on    this   subject   matter. 

(8)  There  is  a  proposal  here  for  medical 
student  housing  complex  immediately  north 
of  Oak  street  and  bounded  to  the  east  by 
Harrison  avenue  and  to  the  west  by  the 
present  roadbed  of  the  Metropolitan  Bay 
Transit  Authority.  It  was  testified  that  this 
student  housing  complex  was  to  be  nontax- 
able. Harvard  has  constructed  in  the  City 
of  Boston  a  medical  student  housing  complex 
which   is   taxable.     It  seems  to   me  that  if   we 
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are  going  to  rationalize  land  use  and  the 
presence  in  this  city  of  these  institutions,  we 
should  be  careful  to  treat  them  equally.  We 
are,  clearly,  not  doing  so  here.  The  plan 
should  be  amended.  There  should  be  an  agree- 
ment that  in  consideration  oC  the  execution  of 
this  project  by  the  City  of  Boston  that  this 
medical  student  housing  complex  will  be  tax- 
able as  is  a  similar  one  associated  with  Har- 
vard   Medical    School. 

(9)  There  is  proposed  in  the  plan  on 
Stuart  street  at  three  locations  new  reuse 
commercial  space  to  the  extent  of  a  million 
square  feet.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  in  the  Government  Cen- 
ter to  move  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
from  an  existing  building  on  Congress  street 
into  One  Center  Plaza  to  prop  up  that  struc- 
ture economically  to  achieve  construction  of 
the  first  150,000  of  two  million  square  feet 
in  the  Government  Center,  that  plans  for  an 
additional  million  square  feet  in  the  Park 
Square  area  are,  to  say  the  least,  optimistic. 
When  pressed,  and  he  was  pressed,  the  Proj- 
ect Director  seemed  to  have  hardly  any 
idea  as  to  what  sort  of  economic  activity 
would  take  place  in  these  buildings  containing 
an  additional  million  square  feet  except  that 
some  of  the  space  might  be  used  for  parking. 
This  location  across  the  street  from  the  Motor 
Mart  Garage,  a  few  hundred  feet  from  the 
Under  Common  Garage,  a  few  feet  from  the 
Eliot  Street  Garage,  to  have  suddenly  an  ad- 
ditional 2,000  to  4,000  car  spaces  added  would 
seem  to  me  to  be  creating  traffic  problems  to 
which,  at  least,  some  thought  ought  to  be 
given. 

I  mentioned  that  McGrath,  Logue's  traffic 
engineer,  imported  from  New  Haven,  should 
testify  at  the  hearings.  Like  Professor  Mor- 
rissey  at  the  Charlestown  healings,  he  did 
not  appear.  I  suggest  that  the  addition  of 
thousands  of  new  parking  spaces  in  an  area 
aready  serviced  by  many  parking  spaces 
(Park  square)  is  a  matter  which  just  might 
create  a  traffic  problem  to  which  some  heed 
ought  to  be  given.  For  the  record,  such  at- 
tention was  not  given  in  the  course  of  these 
hearings. 

Conclusion. 

The  Boston  City  Council  in  the  year  1957, 
refused  to  proceed  with  a  project  which  was 
ill-conceived  and  which  would  have  done  fatal 
damage  to  the  Chinese  community.  It  was 
a  truly  proud  moment  for  this  Body.  This 
project  will  be  just  as  fatal  and  will  do  dam- 
age in  this  city  beyond  anything  which  Logue's 
predecessor  or  predecessors  could  imagine.  It 
will  create  a  precedent  bearing  upon  the  rela- 
tionships between  tax-exempt  institutions  of 
higher  learning  and  hospitals  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  other,  which  will 
haunt  us.  This  need  not  be  so.  It  is  not  un- 
reasonable if  the  City  of  Boston  does  this  proj- 
ect basically  for  the  benefit  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Medical  Center  to  expect  the  New  Eng- 
land Medical  Center  to  treat  the  City  of  Boston 
decently,   reasonably,   and   fairly. 

Sometimes  one  must  allude  to  a  work  of 
fiction  to  make  a  point.  In  my  mind,  this 
project  is  the  project  of  John  Marquand's 
"The  Late  George  Apley."  The  Late  George 
Apley,  a  fictional  character  but  drawn  from 
life,  I  assure  you,  and  I  repeat,  I  assure  you, 
was  a  Bostonian  of  ancient  lineage  and  great 
wealth,  who  puttered  about  all  his  days  as  a 
trustee  of  this  or  that  private  institution. 
Such  Bostonians  are  very  often  treated  with 
more  deference  and  consideration  than  is  good 
for  the  City  of  Boston.  I  believe  there  is 
such  a  person  involved  here  or  more  than 
one.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  hospitals, 
colleges,  and  universities,  and  no  one  has  de- 
fended them  more  often  than  I.  But  right  is 
right,  and  this  project  is  wrong.  It  should 
not  be  approved  and  it  should  be  returned  to 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  for  massive  re- 
vision then  perhaps  returned  here  for  our 
further  scrutiny,

Repairs  as 
required  are  as  expeditious  as  procurement  permits, 
since  fire  apparatus  is  specialized  equipment  and  in 
many  instances,  parts  procurement  may  cause  what 
might  be  considered  an  unreasonable  delay  in  re- 
turning a  first  line  unit  to  service,  however,  in  most 
cases  there  is  no  alternate  source  of  procurement, 
such  as  might  be  found  in  the  automotive  industry 
where  a  replacement  part  (but  not  original  equip- 
ment) may  be  utilized. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  operational  re- 
quirements of  fire  service  in  the  City  of  Boston  in 
comparison  to  suburban  areas  is  not  feasible  since 
usage  in  this  city  is  severe  which  leads  to  an  in- 
equitable degree  of  attrition. 

II.  Adequacy  of  Equipment  —  Tne  locations  of 
fire  stations  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  comple- 
ment of  fire  apparatus  at  these  stations  is  based  on 
considerations  developed  by  the  requirements  of  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  the  National 
Fire  Protection  Association,  and  the  professional 
experience  of  the  chief  officers  of  the  department. 
The  grading  of  a  city  or  town  by  the  first-named 
organize tion  is  reflected  by  trie  fire  insurance  rates 
of  a  community,  which  depends  for  approving  the 
adequacy  of  fire  protection,  on  that  component  of 
trie  grading  schedule  that  appraises  the  ability  of  a 
fire  department  to  handle  efficiently  and  success- 
fully any  work  load  that  may  be  reasonably 
anticipated.  This  is  measured  by  a  community's 
ability  to  concentrate  its  forces  at  multiple-alarm 
fires  and  still  maintain  adequate  fire  protection  for 
the  entire  city.  Notwithstanding,  there  is  always 
the  contingency  that  fire-fighting  demands  can 
overtax  the  capacity  of  a  city's  fire-fighting  forces 
engaged  in  a  polymultiple-alarm  fire  effort  which 
realistically  may  draw  down  the  over-all  fire  pro- 
tection in  all  areas  of  the  citv,  however,  this  thin- 
ning down  of  fire  protection  is  momentary  for  under 
the  Mutual  Aid  arrangement  existing  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  contiguous  cities  and  towns, 
procedure  is  automatically  initiated  for  the  assist- 
ing communities  to  automatically  commence 
movement  into  the  city  to  restore  all  areas  to  ade- 
quate strength  and  to  supplement  the  actual  fire- 
fighting  operations  ensuing,  as  the  need  develops. 

(a)  The  Bellfiower  Street  Fire  —  This  fire  which 
occurred  on  May  22,  1964,  can  be  classified  as  a 
conflagration.  Any  community  faced  with  a  fire 
demand  of  this  magnitude  would  require  assistance 
to  handle  it  and  still  furnish  fire  protection  for  all 
otb°r  areas  within  its  bounds  while  tne  situation 
was  in  progress.  The  fire  equipment  purchased 
and  in  use  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  was 
more  than  adequate  for  combating  this  major  fire 
and  did  yeoman  service  in  first-line  service  and 
defense  in  depth  complemented  by  the  working 
reciprocal  arrangements  with  abutting  cities  and 
towns.  The  experienced  and  capable  fire  forces 
of  the  city,  at  this  fire  contained  and  extinguished 
one  of  the  most  dangerous  and  sweeping  fires  in  its 


history,  yet,  if  at  anytime,  before  or  after  this  fire , 
there  was  on  the  market  a  piece  of  fire  equipment 
which  could  more  expeditiously  have  handled  such  a 
fire,  this  department  would  have  initiated  procure- 
ment action  long  before  and  not  because  of  it.  The 
Bellfiower  Street  fire  was  a  combination  of  factors, 
combustible  construction,  close  spacing  of  build- 
ings, long  hot  periods  of  dry  weather,  high  tem- 
perature, low  humidity  and  a  wind  gusting  in  excess 
of  30  miles  per  hour,  building  materials  heated  by 
the  p-olonged  sunny  spell,  location  of  originating 
fire,  delay  in  discovery,  and  a  myriad  of  circum- 
stances. Under  such  conditions  an  outside  fire 
can  assume  magnitude  with  unbelievable  rapidity 
even  before  the  arrival  of  the  first  piece  of  ap- 
paratus, even  though  less  than  one  mile  away,  and 
overwhelm  its  operational  capacity. 

(b)  Ward  Street  Fire  —  Tnis  fire  occurred  in 
South  Boston  on  June  28,  1965,  at  the  same  time  a 
two-alarm  fire  and  a  five-alarm  fire  were  in  pro- 
gress in  the  Roxbury  section.  The  proximity  of 
the  locations  would  indicate  that  a  minimum  of 
Boston  companies  would  be  available  for  response 
to  this  fire,  however,  sufficient  Boston  fire  com- 
panies were  available  to  contain  and  extinguish  a 
fire  involving  three  three-family  dwellings  and  a 
wooden  shed  with  some  complementing  by  Mutual 
Aid  companies  just  as  the  fire  was  contained. 
These  companies  joined  in  the  final  extinguish- 
ment of  this  fire  and  were  relieved  as  promptly  as 
possiDle  when  their  services  were  no  longer  re- 
quired. Here  again  was  a  similar  combination  to 
the  disastrous  Bellfiower  Street  fire. 

(c)  Heath  and  Cedar  Street  Fires  —  The  pat- 
tern of  these  fires  closely  resemble  the  previously- 
described  fires  with  fundamentally  the  Bame 
factors  combining,  except  that  evidence  indicates 
that  the  five-alarm  fire  was  of  incendiary  origin. 
A  total  of  seven  alarms  were  struck  for  the  two 
fires  and  apparatus  response  adequately  coped  with 
the  situation  in  a  reasonable  space  of  time.  Mutual 
Aid  companies  covering  Boston  companies  respond- 
ing on  the  first,  second,  and  third  alarms,  became 
the  fourth-  and  fifth-alarm  response  as  the  need  for 
assistance  became  apparent.  Subsequent  covering 
Mutual  Aid  companies  moved  in  to  maintain  the 
covering  strength.

Reference  is  made  to  your  memo  of  June  29, 
1965,  concerning  your  attached  copy  of  the  fol- 
lowing City  Council  order,  dated  June  28.  1965: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  order  the  Boston  Fire 
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Department  to  send  a  report  to  the  City  Council  on 
the  number  and  physical  condition  of  all  its  fire- 
fighting  equipment, 

Further,  That  said  Fire  Department  make  a 
report  on  the  adequacy  of  this  equipment  in  com- 
bating a  major  lire  such  as  occurred  in  Bellflower 
street,  Dorchester;  Ward  street,  South  Boston, 
and  Heath  and  Dudley  streets, 

Further,  That  the  Public  Works  Commission 
report  on  the  adequacy  of  our  water  system  and  the 
pressure  of  said  system  in  the  event  of  a  major 
conflagration;   be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  chairman  and  members  of 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  direct  a 
survey  forthwith  as  to  steps  to  be  taken  by  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  insure  an 
adequate  water  supply  for  the  Oity  of  Boston; 
and  further,  to  advise  the  City  Council  as  to  what 
limitations  will  be  placed  on  other  communities 
in  Massachusetts  joining  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  water  system. 

The  question  of  adequacy,  i.e.,  the  volume  of 
Water  available,  and  water  available  at  a  given 
site  with  sufficient  pressure  to  quench  an  indigent 
conflagration,  involves  a  dual  responsibility  be- 
tween the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and 
the  Boston  Public  Works  Department.  The  line 
of  demarcation  between  the  two  agencies  is  clear. 

The  commission  is  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility, as  follows:  "The  Commission  shall  furnish 
water  to  the  member  town  oi  such  company,  by 
delivering  it  into  a  main  water  pipe,  reservoir  or 
tank  of  the  town  or  company  under  sufficient 
pressure  for  use  without  local  pumping,  unless 
delivered  in  some  other  manner  by  mutual  agree- 
ment between  the  parties  interested."  (G.  L., 
Chapter  92,  Section  10  (1).)  A  check  on  water 
pressure  is  maintained  by  the  Boston  Public  Works 
Department  Water  Division  on  the  MDC  mains 
entering  the  city's  distribution  system. 

The  source  of  supply  is  surface  water  entrapped 
in  the  supply  reservoirs,  the  principal  being 
Quabbin  Reservoir  with  a  capacity  at  full  height 
of  412.3  billion  gallons  of  water.  The  supply  is 
augmented  D.y  Wachusett  Reservoir  with  a  maxi- 
mum capacity  of  67  billion  gallons,  and  the  old 
Sudbury  Reservoir  acting  as  a  standby  for  emer- 
gency use.  The  amount  of  water  available  in  the 
several  reservoirs  is  ample  and  adequate  for  even 
emergency  use  throughout  the  metropolitan  area. 

Distiibution  of  the  water  from  the  city  line  to 
the  user  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Works 
Department.  The  problem  of  water  distribution 
presents  complexities  unique  from  water  supply. 
One  is  the  vaiiance  of  pressures.  A  column  of 
water  standing  at  a  height  of  2.309  feet  produces 
one  pound  pressure  per  square  inch.  Obviously, 
if  you  were  to  supply  a  high  point  such  as  Park  and 
Robin  stieets.  West  Roxbury  (elevation  264), 
with  a  pressure  of  48  pounds  per  square  inch  from 
a  single  source,  the  pressure  in  the  South  End 
(elevation  16),  would  be  an  impossible  162  pounds 
per  square  inch.  As  a  result,  it  becomes  necessary 
to  maintain  several  distinct  services  throughout 
the  city  as  follows:  the  "low  service"  supplying 
water  at  an  elevation  of  133  feet  above  city  base; 
the  "high  service"  supplying  water  at  an  elevation 
of  275  feet  above  city  base,  and  the  "extra  high 
service"  supplying  water  at  an  elevation  of  375 
feet  above  city  base.  In  addition,  fire  service  for 
the  area  of  high  value  congestion  is  provided  by  the 
High  Pressure  Fire  Service  system.  This  is  a 
system  of  cast-iron  pipes  supplying  only  hydrants. 
The  system  is  normally  under  pressure  from  the 
low  service,  elevation  133  feet.  Higher  pressures 
are  obtained  by  pumping  from  either  of  two  pumping 
stations  taking  suction  from  the  low  service,  with 
availability  from  the  high  service.  Design, 
construction,  and  maintenance  of  this  system  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, and  its  operation  is  by  the  Fire  Department. 

The  concern  of  the  City  Council  is  whether  the 
existing  water  system  has  adequate  pressure- 
volume,  at  any  point  in  the  city,  in  the  event  of  a 
major  conflagration.  The  answer  is  that  although 
the  major  areas  of  the  city  are  amply  protected, 
there  are  areas  in  which  the  supply  of  water  would 
be  inadequate  to  handle  a  major  conflagration. 
These  areas  are  in  the  outer  limits  of  Hyde  Park 
and  West  Roxbury  and  in  some  small  areas  in 
East  Boston  and  South  Boston.  This  is  more 
specifically  detailed  in  the  May,  1951,  report  of  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Action  to  correct  thi?  situation  has  already  been 
taken  by  the  Public  Works  Department.  Construc- 
tion has  been  completed  on  a  high  service  water 


supply  main  from  the  Bellevue  Hill  Tower  into 
Hyde  Park  at  a  cost  of  $100,000  which  will  increase 
the  water  pressure  in  the  Stony  Brook  area.  Bids 
were  opened  July  1 ,  1965.  to  clean  and  cement  line 
30,710  linear  feet  of  water  mains  in  Area  2,  West 
Roxbury,  at  a  low  bid  of  S135.559.50;  another 
contract  opened  the  same  day,  for  the  same  type 
of  work,  involved  17,550  linear  feet,  with  a  low 
bid  of  S86.200.50,  in  District  10,  Roxbury. 

These  measures,  while  palliative,  are  inadequate 
to  solve  the  whole  problem.  Approximately  11 
miles  of  water  main,  laid  prior  to  1853,  are  still  in 
service.  Corrosion  and  pitting  has  been  building 
up  in  the  interior  of  the  mains  since  their  instal- 
lation. Due  to  these  factors,  differences  in  capaci- 
ties and  pressures  vary  to  such  an  extent  in  de- 
grees and  locations  that  no  simplified  pinpointing 
of  possible  trouble  spots  is  feasible.  The  entire 
system  requires  a  complete  study  and  evaluation, 
followed  by  a  comprehensive,  long-range  program 
of  rehabilitation. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose,  an  application  to  the 
Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agencv,  for 
an  interest  free  loan,  has  been  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Citv  Council  for  consideration  and 
authorization.  With  such  a  studv  and  rehabilita- 
tion program  in  operation,  the  needs  of  Boston 
for  potable  water  for  domestic  use  and  for  the 
extinguishing  of  fires  will  be  assured.

The  Holyhood  Cemetery  Association  is  the 
owner  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  West  Roxbury 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston  adjacent  to  land  of 
the  City  of  Boston  known  as  the  Gardner  Street 
Dump.  The  boundary  line  between  the  two 
properties  is  extremely  irregular,  and  it  is  to  the 
advantage  of  both  parties  that  the  line  be  straight- 
ened. To  accomplish  this,  it  is  necessary  that 
mutual  conveyances  be  made  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  Holyhood  Cemetery  Association. 

In  addition  to  straightening  out  the  boundary 
line,  the  proposed  conveyances  will  confine  the 
operations  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  a  smaller 
geographical  area.  It  is  my  determination  that 
approximately  200,097  square  feet  of  City  of 
Boston  land  (shown  as  Lot  A)  is  not  required  for 
public  purposes,  and  I  recommend  that  this  parcel 
be  conveyed  to  the  Holyhood  Cemetery  Associa- 
tion. It  is  further  proposed  that  the  Cemetery 
Association  in  turn  convey  to  the  City  of  Boston 
three  parcels  of  land  containing  200,097  square 
feet  and  that  a  50-foot  right  of  way  for  the  benefit 
of  both  parties  be  established  between  their 
respective  properties.

USE   OF   GROUP   INSURANCE   DIVIDENDS 
TO   REDUCE   PREMIUMS. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  9,  1965. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Since  Boston's  acceptance  on  May  1,  1962,  of 
Section  10  of  Chapter  32  B  of  the  General  Laws, 
all  dividends  or  other  refunds  on  group  insurance 
carried  under  Chapter  32B  have,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  8  thereof,  inured  solely  to 
the  benefit  of  the  City  of  Boston  although  at  least 
50  percent  of  all  premiums  have  been  paid  by 
the  employees.  A  recent  report  on  the  subject  by 
the  State's  Group  Insurance  Commission  (1965 
House  Document  No.  3310)  has  led  to  the  enact- 
ment of  Chapter  374  of  the  Acts  of  1965  inserting 
in  Chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws  a  new  Section 
8A,  which,  upon  acceptance  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk,  will  permit  the 
employees  to  share  in  such  dividends  or  refunds. 

More  specifically,  the  acceptance  of  this  new 
Section  8A  would  mean  that  all  dividends  or  other 
refunds  on  insurance  carried  under  Chapter  32B 
would  be  deposited  in  a  separate  fund  to  be  dis- 
bursed in  the  following  manner: 

First,  to  reimburse  the  city  for  the  total  adminis- 
trative cost  of  all  insurance  carried  under  Chapter 
32B  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  date  of 
receipt  of  the  dividend  or  other  refund. 

Then,  if,  but  only  if,  a  balance  remains,  to  pay 
the  city  the  portion  of  such  balance  which  repre- 
sents the  city's  proportionate  share  of  the  premium 
cost  of  the  policy  year  to  which  the  dividend  or 
refund  is  attributable,  and  to  expend  the  remainder 
of  such  balance  to  reduce  the  employees'  share  of 
future  premiums,  using  the  ratio  of  dividends  re- 
ceived to  the  employees'  share  of  total  premiums 
that  yielded  the  dividend. 

From  this  brief  analysis  of  the  provisions  of  the 
new  Section  8A,  it  is  obvious  that  the  acceptance 
thereof  would  provide  for  a  more  equitable  allo- 
cation of  dividends  and  other  refunds  on  employee 
contributory  group  insurance  than  is  now  possible 
under  Section  8.  I  recommend  therefore  adoption 
of  the  orders  transmitted  herewith  for  the  accep- 
tance thereof  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County, 
respectively.

As  authorized  by  resolutions  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  July  26,  1965,  the  City  of 
Boston  has  filed  applications  with  the  Community 
Facilities  Administration  of  the  Federal  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  preliminary  plan- 
ning advances  under  the  Program  of  Advances  for 
Public  Works  Planning  pursuant  to  Section  702  of 
Public  Law  560  of  the  83  d  Congress  in  connection 
with  improvements  to  the  city's  water  distribution 
and  sewerage  systems.  The  Community  Facilities 
Administration  has  notified  me  that  under  the 
Regulations  of  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1964,  these  applications  cannot  receive 
consideration  until  that  Administration  receives 
from  the  city  written  assurance  that  it  will  comply 
with  those  regulations  and  a  resolution  of  the 
governing  body  of  the  city  authorizing  the  execu- 
tion of  such  assurance.

Finance  Agency  (24  CFR.  Subtitle  A,  Part  1) 
issued  pursuant  to  that  title,  to  the  end  that,  in 
accordance  with  Title  VI  of  the  act  and  the  regu- 
lations, no  person  in  the  United  States  shall,  on 
the  ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be 
excluded  from  participation  in,  be  denied  the

Home  Finance  Agency,  through  the  Community 
Facilities  Administration,  including  installment 
payments  after  such  date  on  account  of  applications 
for  federal  financial  assistance  which  were  approved 


before  such  date.  The  applicant  recognizes  and 
agrees  that  such  federal  financial  assistance  will  be 
extended  in  reliance  on  the  representations  and 
agreements  made  in  this  assurance,  and  that  the 
United  States  shall  have  the  right  to  seek  judicial 
enforcement  of  this  assurance.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
CHARLES   STREET   JAIL. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission, 

August  6,  1965. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

On  June  23,  1963,  Rocco  Balliro  escaped  from 
the  Charles  Street  Jail. 

On  October  18,  1963,  Daniel  Herd  and  Joseph 
Gleason  escaped  from  the  Charles  Street  Jail. 

On  September  11,  1964,  Richard  Carignan, 
Richard  J.  Powers,  and  William  E.  Russell  escaped 
from  the  Charles  Street  jail. 

As  the  result  of  these  escapes  from  the  Charle3 
Street  Jail,  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  on 
September  15,  1964,  Voted  "That  the  Commission 
conduct  an  investigation  into  the  past  three 
breaks  in  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  with  a  view  to 
issuing  a  report  governing  the  causes  of  these 
breaks  and  proposing  corrections  in  the  jail's 
operations  if  such  are  found  to  be  needed." 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  September  15,  1964, 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission  scheduled  hear- 
ings on  September  21,  1964,  at  their  offices,  Room 
714,  24  School  street,  Boston,  Mass.  and  issued 
and  served  subpoenas  on  Suffolk  County  Sheriff 
Frederick  R.  Sullivan  and  several  of  the  guards 
employed  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  at  the  time  of 
the  escapes.  All  of  the  persons  subpoenaed  con- 
tested the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  to  investigate  into  jail  es- 
capes and  agreed  in  an  exact  prepared  statement 
read  by  each  to  the  Finance  Commission  that: 
"the  Commission  lacks  both  de  jure  and  de  facto 
legal  authority."  Mr.  Sullivan  in  his  prepared 
statement  went  further  and  said,  "Duly  consti- 
tuted and  legal  authorities  in  the  exercise  of  due 
process,  who  may  desire  my  presence,  will  find  me, 
the  Sheriff,  responding  as  a  responsible  public 
official." 

The  Boston  Finance  Commission  retained 
counsel  and  sought  and  was  granted,  a  court  order 
in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  compelling  Sheriff 
Sullivan  and  the  other  guards  to  testify;  from 
this  order  Sheriff  Sullivan  and  the  guards  appealed 
to  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

In  their  briefs  contesting  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  to  conduct  investi- 
gations, the  attorneys  for  Sheriff  Sullivan  and  the 
guards  cited  G.  L.,  chapter  126,  sections  1  and  2, 
which  they  contended  placed  jurisdiction  to  in- 
vestigate jail  breaks  not  in  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  but  in  the  County  Commissioners 
and  concluded  that:  "In  view  of  these  express 
statutory  provisions  (G.  L.,  chapter  126,  sections 
1  and  2)  we  submit  that  the  general  grant  of  power 
to  the  Finance  Commission  ought  not  to  be  con- 
strued to  include  the  matter  of  prison  discipline 
and  prison  breaks." 

Recently  the  findings  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  was  rendered  reversing  the  order  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  judge  ordering  the  Sheriff  and  guards 
to  testify  and  holding  that  "the  vote  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  is  limited  to  matters  of 
discipline  which  matters  are  not  within  the  scope 
of  the  Commission's  statutory  function.', 

In  view  of  this  decision  it  was  resolved  by  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  to  prepare  a  report 
of  the  procedures  to  date  together  with  a  report 
of  the  investigation  to  the  present  time  and  submit 
these  to  the  Boston  City  Council  as  they  are 
County  commissioners  in  Suffolk  County  and  by 
infe-ence  from  the  Sheriff's  brief  and  the  Supreme 
Judi?ial  Court's  de-ision,  the  body  with  jurisdiction 
to  investigate  jail  breaks  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail 

Report 
The  information  in  this  report  was  gathered  and 
compiled  by  the  members  of  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  and  staff  from  personnel  presently  or 
formerly  connected  with  the  jail,  inmates  presently 
or  formerly  at  the  jail  and  from  penal  experts  and 
letters  and  phone  calls  which  came  in  shortly 
after  the  p-obe  was  announced.  Neither  the  Sheriff 
nor  any  of  the  guards  summoned  have  ever  volun- 
teered any  information  to  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  nor  have  thev  answered  any  of  the 
charges  or  facts  contained  in  this  report.  How- 
ever, from  the  sources  previously  cited,  we  have 
information  indicating  that  the  following  condi- 
tions exist:

In  violation  of  all  acceptable  penal  practice, 
inmates  are  allowed  to  keep  money  on  their  person 
and  money  changes  hands  frequently  between 
inmates  and  guards. 

Instances  have  been  related  to  the  Commission 
of  looting  and  stealing  of  personal  effects  and  cloth- 
ing from  and  among  the  inmates  especially  the 
better  dressed  inmates  who  are  present  at  the  jail 
for  a  short  time. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  wander  through  the  cell 
blocks  even  during  the  inspections  conducted  by 
the  Commission  when  supposedly  "the  lid  was 
clamped  on  and  the  jail  was  showing  its  Sunday 
best  to  the  visitors." 

Locks  are  broken  and  remain  broken  for  long 
periods  of  time  and  keys  and  master  keys  are  lost, 
misplaced,  or  stolen,  some  remaining  lost  for  long 
periods  of  time,  others  are  never  found. 

Contrary  to  accepted  penal  practice,  there  is  no 
escape  plan  in  effect  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  At 
least,  there  is  none  with  which  any  of  the  inter- 
viewed guards  were  familiar. 

There  are  no  qualifications  or  examinations  for 
hiring  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  nor  are  there  any 
qualifications  or  examinations  for  promotions. 
None  of  the  guards  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  have 
had  any  certifiable  in-service  training,  despite  the 
fact  that  there  are  several  training  schools  that 
they  might  be  sent  to  at  no  cost  to  the  jail. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  last  three  escapes,  no 
firing,  no  suspensions,  and  no  disciplinary  action 
has  been  taken.  The  closest  that  anyone  has  come 
to  being  disciplined  was  to  be  given  time  off  with 
pay  and  many  guards  involved  in  the  escapes  were 
even  promoted  or  given  better  hours  and  duties. 
There  is  no  adequate  security  check  made  of  a 
guard  at  the  time  of  hiring  nor  is  there  any  check 
of  a  guard's  background,  qualifications,  habits  or 
finances  made  at  any  time  while  he  is  employed  at 
the  jail. 

There  is  an  instance  reported  to  the  Commission 
in  which  one  of  the  officers  employed  at  the  jail  at 
the  time  of  the  escapes  was  employed  in  an  after- 
hours  job  by  a  man  with  such  a  long  and  involved 
criminal  record  that  he  might  be  classified  as  a 
notorious  criminal.  This  man  was  at  certain 
times  in  his  life  in  the  custody  of  the  guard  who 
is  now  his  employee.  This  is  not  intended  as 
criticism  of  after-hours  jobs  as  such  but  merely 
put  forward  as  an  illustration  of  the  lack  of  control 
and  supervision  of  the  jail  personnel. 

Duty  assignments  are  given  not  on  the  basis  of 
qualifications  but  on  the  basis  of  friendship  or 
closeness  to  supervisors  and  Sheriff.  This  gives 
rise  to  all  kinds  of  extraordinary  situations  where 
a  job,  calling  for  a  specialist,  mechanic,  or  some 
skill,  is  given  to  a  man  possessing  none  of  the  re- 
quired ability  or  skill  but  given  the  job  because 
of  his  proximity  to  the  Sheriff  or  one  of  his  super- 
visors. 

There  is  still  no  adequate  search  made  of  prison- 
ers at  the  time  they  enter  the  jail  and  one  inmate 
reported  that  he  served  his  time  with  a  roll  of 
money  and  a  knife  which  he  kept  rolled  in  his 
sleeve  at  the  time  he  was  searched  entering  the 
jail. 

According  to  information  received  from  several 
sources,  absenteeism  is  directly  connected  to  the 
escapes.  The  informants  insist  that  they  could 
tell  a  break  was  coming  from  the  number  of  guards 
absent  at  the  time. 

There  is  a  veil  of  secrecy  imposed  on  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  jail  by  the  Sheriff.  Whenever  a 
scandal  occurs  they  are  issued  code  of  ethics, 
bulletins,  and  warned  to  keep  quiet  and  under  no 
circumstances  should  this  silence  be  broken. 
There  have  been  instances,  unreported  to  keep 
down  scandal  and  notoriety,  of  inmates  assaulting 
and  striking  guards.  Ihese  instances  were  hushed 
up;  all  parties  sworn  to  secrecy  and  little  or  no 
punishment  was  meted  out  to  the  inmates  who 
perpetrated  the  assault. 

The  jail  i-ecords  show  purchases  of  tobacco  and 
cigarettes  from  a  private  firm  in  an  amount  of  ap- 
proximately $300  monthly  for  distribution  to  the 
prisoners.  However,  the  jail  is  required  by 
statute  to  purchase  such  articles  from  the  Walpole 
State  Prison  or  get  a  waiver.  There  is  no  record  of 
such  a  waiver.  Furthermore,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  women  inmates  who  work  in  the  laundry  and 
are  given  two  packages  each  a  week,  no  other 
present  or  former  inmate  has  admitted  to  receiving 
or  knowing  anyone  who  ever  received  free  ciga- 
rettes. 

On  one  of  the  tours  made  of  the  jail  it  was  found 
that  a  ceiling  in  the  laundry  section  had  been 
partly  repaired  and  the  remainder  of  the  ceiling  had 
been  left  unrepaired.    This  work  had  been  done  by 


an  outside  contractor.  Contrary  to  city  procedure 
there  was  no  solicitation  of  bids.  The  job  was 
signed  for  as  completed  by  the  jail  officials.  The 
sum  of  $975  was  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  but 
the  work  was  never  completed. 

Medical  supervision  is  lax  and  dietary  super- 
vision almost  nonexistent.  Guards,  and  even 
inmates,  are  allowed,  and  sometimes  compelled, 
to  administer  drugs  in  violation  of  chapter  94, 
section  187B  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Law.  Prison- 
ers, including  teen-age  prisoners,  are  never  given 
fresh  milk  and  almost  never  are  supplied  with 
fresh  vegetables. 

On  June  23,  1963,  Rocco  Balliro  was  being  held 
on  a  murder  charge  in  Cell  25.  Although  known 
to  be  a  high  escape  risk,  he  was  placed  in  one  of  the 
most  remote  cell  blocks  in  the  jail,  completely  out 
of  sight  of  the  guards'  station  in  the  rotunda. 
Sometime  during  the  night,  Balliro  made  good  his 
escape.  He  was  able  to  saw  through  two  f-inch 
bars,  leave  his  cell  (in  the  most  secluded  part  of  the 
block)  make  his  way  down  a  corridor  exposed  to  the 
view  of  any  guards  on  the  catwalk,  pick  a  lock  to  a 
dormitory  room  with  a  key  fashioned  from  the 
plastic  cover  of  his  radio,  cut  and  bend  a  1-inch  bar, 
fashion  a  rope  of  five  blankets  and  adhesive  tape, 
drop  15  feet  to  a  roof  and  use  three  additional 
blankets  to  place  over  the  barbed  wire  and  drop 
onto  Fruit  street. 

The  personnel  at  the  jail  indicate  that  all  this 
was  done  between  1.15  a.m.,  the  last  time  Balliro 
was  actually  seen,  and  1.35  a.m.,  when  Balliro  was 
discovered  as  missing. 

Balliro  used  in  his  escape,  or  left  behind,  the 
following  articles:  a  brown  paper  bag,  four  hack- 
saw blades,  a  small  hand-made  gun,  two  paper  cups 
of  petroleum  jelly,  a  knife,  a  key  made  from  his 
radio  cover,  eight  blankets  and  a  roll  of  adhesive 
tape. 

In  connection  with  the  Balliro  escape,  we  wish 
to  call  attention  to  the  following: 

1.  The  cells  of  the  jail  are  so  constructed  as  to 
make  it  virtually  impossible  to  conceal  eight 
blankets  from  view. 

2.  Jails,  because  of  the  openness  of  the  cells, 
etc.,  are  places  where  usually  the  least  sounds  are 
easily  heard.     This  is  particularly  true  at  night. 

3.  The  opening  in  Cell  25  created  by  sawing  the 
two  f-inch  bars  was  a  strikingly  small  space  for  a 
man  of  Balliro's  size  to  get  through. 

On  October  18,  1963,  Joseph  Gleason  and  Daniel 
Herd  awaiting  trial  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail, 
wdiile  on  their  wav  to  the  exercise  yard,  pulled  guns 
and  forced  the  officers  to  unlock  a  door  leading  to 
the  main  passageway. 

All  the  other  doors  between  the  rotunda  door 
and  the  main  door  were  open.  The  corridor  was 
being  painted  and  jail  authorities  cite  this  as  the 
reason  why  all  the  doors  were  fixed  in  an  open 
position. 

On  September  11,  1964,  Richard  Carignan, 
Richard  J.  Powers,  and  William  E.  Russell,  await- 
ing trial  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  made  good 
their  escape  through  the  front  door  while  armed 
with  guns. 

In  a  period  of  15  months,  from  June  23,  1963,  to 
September  11,  1964,  there  have  been  three  escapes 
involving  six  prisoners,  all  of  them  armed  prior  to 
making  their  escape,  and  since  then  there  has  been 
no  comprehensive  investigation  or  inquiry  made 
into  these  escapes. 

In  view  of  the  recent  decision  rendered  by  the 
courts  in  Boston  Finance  Commission  v.  Sheriff 
Frederick  Sullivan,  and  in  view  of  chapter  126, 
sections  1  and  2,  it  seems  that  responsibility  of  this 
investigation  is  imposed  upon  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

In  the  couise  of  this  inquiry,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  had  occasion  to  consult  with  penolo- 
gists and  penal  experts  of  national  reputation  con- 
cerning these  three  escapes.     In  all  cases  the  ex- 
perts have  been  unanimous  in  stating  that  these 
could  not  have  been  effected  without  collusion.

1.  The  good  work  of  the  Administration  and 
the  Medical  Staff  since  the  last  survey  is  com- 
mended. 

2.  The  medical  records  show  great  improve- 
ment but  the  following  is  recommended : 

More  descriptive  operative  reports;  better 
physical  examinations  particularly  by  the  special- 
ties; required  consultations  must  be  on  the  charts 
before  operation.  The  improved  discharge  sum- 
maries are  commended. 

3.  Automatic  sprinklers  are  recommended  for 
the  linen  shutes. 

4.  The  following  should  be  included  in  the 
Medical  Staff  rules  and  regulations: 

"Stop  Orders"  on  dangerous  drugs;  state  that 
histories  and  physicals  must  be  on  chart  before 
operation;  operating  surgeon  must  record  opera- 
tion within  24  hours. 

5.  The  storage  of  both  oxidizing  and  inflam- 
mable gases  must  be  made  more  secure  and  proper 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  National  Fire  Pro- 
tection Association, 

6.  The  pharmacist  should  show  more  supervi- 
sion of  drugs  administered  on  the  floors,  the  bottles 
should  be  labeled  more  clearly  and  the  pharmacist 
should  file  a  record  of  where  the  narcotic  drugs 
were  used. 

7.  Two  mass  casualty  drills  should  be  held 
every  year  by  key  personnel. 

8.  Conductive  shoes  should  be  worn  in  the  O.R. 
and  they  should  be  kept  clean.  The  floors  of  the 
various  O.R's.  should  be  tested  frequently  for 
conductivity. 

9.  Methods  of  handling  contaminated  linen 
should  be  reviewed. 

10.  An  alarm  bell  is  suggested  in  the  Recovery 
Room. 

11.  The  progress  made  by  the  staff  and  the 
plans  for  improvement  of  the  physical  plant  should 
be  actively  continued  if  accreditation  is  to  be 
continued.

Whereas,  The  United  Nation?  General  As- 
sembly has  designated  the  year  1965  as  Inter- 
national   Cooperation    Year;    and 

Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States 
has  proclaimed  1965  as  International  Co- 
operation   Year    for    the    United    States;    and 

Whereas,  International  cooperation  is  es- 
sential to  the  achievement  of  peaceful  world 
order;    and 

Whereas,  The  basic  foundation  for  the 
peaceful  existence  of  mankind  within  nations 
and  among  nations  is  legal  institutions  and 
rules   of  law;   and

CREATING  A  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 
AND  HOSPITALS.

Gentlemen: 

An  extensive  study  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  Hospital  Department,  as  re- 
spectively now  constituted,  resulted,  in  a 
report  to  me  in  March,  1965,  recommending 
a  merger  of  their  functions  in  the  interest  of 
promoting  improved  care  of  the  sick  as  well 
as   better   protection   for   the  health   of   those 


who  live  in,  and  come  to,  this  city.  A  copy  of 
that  report  is   enclosed  for  your  information. 

To  enable  Boston  to  implement  that  report, 
the  Legislature  with  the  Governor's  ap- 
proval has  enacted  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts 
of  1965  entitled  "An  Act  Creating  in  the 
City  of  Boston  a  New  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  Under  the  Charge  of  a  Board, 
Incorporating  said  Board  for  certain  purposes. 
Establishing  New  Divisions  in  the  Office  of 
the  City  Clerk  and  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  of  said  City,  and  Transferring 
to  said  New  Department  and  Divisions  the 
Functions  of,  and  Abolishing,  the  Health  and 
Hospital    Departments   of   Said    City." 

One  of  the  express  terms  of  this  somewhat 
lengthy  statute  is  that  it  shall  not  take  effect 
until  accepted  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Boston.  For  the  reasons  set  forth  at 
length  in  the  enclosed  report,  I  believe  this 
legislation  merits  acceptance.  Accordingly,  I 
recommend  that  you  adopt  the  order  trans- 
mitted herewith  accepting  said  chapter  656.

POWERS    AND    DUTIES    OF    CITY    COUN- 
CIL  RE    PRISONS. 
The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Law    Department,    August    31,    1965. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  August  9  requesting 
my  advice  as  to  your  powers,  duties  and 
obligations  concerning  a  report  respecting 
conditions  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  which 
on  August  6  the  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mitted to  you  as  inspectors  of  prisons  in 
Boston. 


The  inspection  of  prisons  is  covered  by 
G.  L.,  c.  126,  ss.  1,  2  and  3,  as  follows: 

"SECTION  1.  The  county  commissioners 
shall  be  inspectors  of  the  prisons  in  their 
counties.  They  shall  twice  in  each  year,  at 
intervals  of  not  exceeding  eight  months, 
themselves  or  by  a  committee  of  two  of 
their  members,  visit  all  the  prisons  in  their 
county,  and  fully  examine  into  everything 
relative  to  the  government,  discipline  and 
police  thereof;  and  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
each  inspection,  the  committee  shall  make 
and  subscribe  a  detailed  report  to  the  com- 
missioners of  the  condition  of  each  prison 
as  to  health,  cleanliness  and  discipline  at 
the  time  of  inspection,  the  number  of 
prisoners  confined  there  within  the  pre- 
ceding six  months  or  since  the  last  inspec- 
tion, the  causes  of  confinement,  the  number 
of  prisoners  usually  confined  in  one  room, 
the  distinction,  if  any,  usually  observed  in 
the  treatment  of  the  different  classes  of 
prisoners,  the  punishments  inflicted,  any  evils 
or  defects  in  the  construction,  discipline 
or  management  of  such  prisons,  the  names 
of  prisoners  who  have  been  discharged  or 
pardoned  or  who  have  died  or  escaped, 
and  any  violation  or  neglect  of  law  relative 
to  such  prisons,  with  the  causes,  if  known, 
of  the  violation  or  neglect." 

"SECTION  2.  When  the  commissioners 
or  any  of  them  visit  any  of  said  prisons, 
the  sheriff,  master,  keeper  or  other  officer 
in  charge  thereof  shall  admit  them,  when 
required,  into  every  apartment  of  such 
prison,  exhibit  all  books,  precepts,  docu- 
ments, accounts  and  papers  relative  to  the 
affairs  of  the  prison  or  to  the  detention 
or  confinement  of  any  person  therein,  which 
may  be  required,  and  give  such  aid  as  they 
request  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  commissioners  or  their  committee  may 
examine  on  oath,  administered  by  one  of 
them,  either  by  written  interrogatories,  to 
be  answered  in  writing  and  subscribed,  or 
otherwise  as  they  may  direct,  any  officer, 
keeper  or  other  person  relative  to  the  affairs 
or  management  of  any  prison,  and  they 
may  also  converse  with  any  prisoner  apart, 
and  without  the  presence  of  any  officer  or 
keeper." 

"SECTION  3.  If  it  appears  to  the  com- 
missioners, from  the  report  of  their  com- 
mittee or  otherwise,  that  any  law  relative 
to  prisons  has  been  violated  or  neglected 
in  their  county,  they  shall  forthwith  give 
notice    thereof    to    the    district    attorney." 

In  Suffolk  County,  there  are  no  County 
Commissioners.  Under  G.  L.,  c.  34,  s.  4, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  have  in  Boston 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  County 
Commissioners.  The  implication  of  the  statute 
just  cited  is  that  for  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  and  the  performance  of  the  duties 
thereby  imposed,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
are  not  to  meet  jointly  but  are  to  act  separately 
as  they  commonly  do  in  the  discharge  of  their 
other  functions.  See  Union  Street  Railway 
Co.  v.  Mayor  of  New  Bedford,  253  Mass.  304, 
313,  and  especially  McCourt  v.  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Boston,  254  Mass.  100,  102. 
The  Finance  Commission's  communication  was 
thus  properly  addressed  to  your  Honorable 
Body  as  the  agency  initially  concerned. 

The  above-quoted  statutory  provisions  re- 
specting the  inspection  of  prisons,  insofar  as 
currently  relevant,  have  not  been  materially 
changed  since  they  were  first  enacted  in  R. 
S.  (1835),  c.  143,  ss.  28-33.  After  comparing 
the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  with 
the  commissioners'  report  which  led  to  those 
provisions,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
above-quoted  G.  L.,  c.  126,  ss.  1-3,  are  to  be 
construed  as  permitting  but  two  inspections 
a  year  with  interrogation  of  prisoners  and 
prison  personnel  only  in  the  course  of  such 
inspections.  That  is  to  say,  I  find  in  G.  L., 
c.  126,  ss.  1-3,  no  authority  for  a  public 
hearing,  for  the  interrogation  is  to  occur 
when  the  inspectors  "visit"  the  prison.  In 
my  opinion,  the  situation  is  not  changed  by 
G.  L.,  c.  233,  s.  8,  under  which  witnesses 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and 
to  produce  books  and  papers  at  a  hearing 
before  the  City  Council  and  certain  others  as 
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to  matters  within  their  authority;  because 
the  City  Council  acts  under  G.  L.,  c.  126, 
ss.  1-3,  not  as  a  City  Council  but  as  In- 
spectors of  Prisons,  and  Inspectors  of  Prisons 
are  not  among  those  mentioned  in  G.  L.,  c. 
233,  s.  8.  At  the  outset,  therefore,  I  must 
advise  you  that  you  have  no  power  or  duty  to 
hold  a  public  hearing'  relative  to  the  matters 
involved  in  the  Finance  Commission's  report. 
To  avoid  misunderstanding,  I  should  perhaps 
add,  as  Corporation  Counsel  John  A.  Sullivan 
wrote  you  on  February  24,  1914,  that  of 
course,  when  you  conduct  an  investigation 
incident  to  passing  upon  appropriations  for 
county  expenditures,  a  public  hearing  to  which 
G.    L.,    c.    233,    s.    8,    applies    can    be   held. 

The  report  submitted  to  you  by  the  Finance 
Commission,  in  addition  to  setting  forth  de- 
tails concerning  certain  jail  breaks,  deals 
with  evils  alleged  to  exist  currently  in  the 
management  of  the  jail.  Obviously,  the  next 
time  the  jail  is  visited  by  you  or  your  com- 
mittee, the  report  on  such  inspection  should 
disclose  whether  the  practices  of  which  the 
Finance  Commission  complains  continue  at  the 
time  of  such  inspection  and  if  so,  whether  you 
believe  them  to  be  defects  in  the  management 
of  the  jail  which  should  be  corrected.  If 
such  inspection  is  made  by  the  City  Council 
as  a  body,  the  President  would  preside  thereat; 
otherwise,  the  Chairman  of  the  visiting  com- 
mittee. The  cost  of  a  stenographic  tran- 
script of  interrogations  at  the  jail  would  be 
chargeable  to  the  contractual  ser-vices  item  in 
the  appropriation  for  the  City   Council. 

As  more  fully  appears  from  the  above- 
mentioned  report  of  the  commissioners  which 
led  to  the  passage  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
the  objective  of  the  inspection  report  is  to 
furnish  the  executive  and  legislative  depart- 
ments of  the  government  with  authentic  in- 
formation of  the  condition  of  the  prisons. 
In  short,  it  would  not  be  incumbent  upon  the 
sheriff  to  do  what  the  inspection  report  might 
recommend.  The  facts  disclosed  by  the  in- 
spection report,  however,  might  lead  to  pro- 
ceedings against  the  sheriff.  This  would  be 
especially  so  if  violation  or  neglect  of  law 
were  disclosed  which  G.  L.,  c.  126,  s.  3,  re- 
quires you  to  report  to  the  District  Attorney. 
It  is  not  within  my  province  to  speak  to 
your  inquiry  whether  it  would  have  been 
better  for  the  Finance  Commission  to  have 
submitted  its  report  to  the  District  Attorney 
rather  than  the  City  Council,  as  no  question 
of  law  is  thereby  presented.

Gentlemen: 

By  vote  of  your  Honorable  Body  at  its  meet- 
ing on  September  8,  there  has  been  sent  to 
me  the  action  taken  earlier  at  the  same  meet- 
ing on  a  resolution  offered  by  City  Councillor 
William  J.  Foley,  Jr.,  for  an  amendment  of 
the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  program 
in   eight  specified  respects. 

It  appears  that  in  acting  upon  this  resolu- 
tion the  City  Council  invoked  the  parliamen- 
tary rule  of  dividing  the  question.  As  my 
predecessor  in  office  wrote  your  Honorable 
Body  on  March  31,  1958,  whether  parlia- 
mentary maneuvers  are  in  accordance  with 
rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  presents  no 
question  of  law  upon  which  a  corporation 
counsel  can  express  an  opinion,  but  a  ques- 
tion within  the  province  of  the  City  Council's 
presiding  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  decide  all 
questions  of  order  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
City  Council  itself.  This  would  seem  to  be 
especially  apt  where,  as  here,  the  matter  under 
consideration  is  a  resolution  not  affecting  legal 
rights.  I  must,  therefore,  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing any  opinion  on  the  matter.

NEWAL PLAN  FOR  NORTH  HARVARD 
PROJECT    AREA. 

Coun.    IANNELLA   offered   the   following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority has  prepared  a  plan  for  the  North 
Harvard  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area,  which 
plan  calls  for  the  complete  demolition  of  all 
buildings  on  an  area  of  approximately  six 
and  one-half  acres  in  the  North  Harvard 
Urban  Renewal  Project  Area  in  the  Allston 
section  of  Brighton,  which  urban  renewal 
plan  has  received  all  approvals  as  required 
by  law;   and 

Whereas,  The  present  policy  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  is  stated  to  be  con- 
servation and  rehabilitation  of  urban  renewal 
areas  carried  out  with  the  support  of  locally 
responsible   groups;   and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority has  power  to  modify  any  urban  renewal 
plan    not   completely   carried    out;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  has  power  to  approve  any  such  modi- 
fied  urban   renewal   plan;   and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  the  North  Harvard 
Area  have  offered  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Blue  Ribbon  Panel  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  a  modified  urban  re- 
newal plan  calling  for  the  conservation  and 
rehabilitation  of  existing  structures,  the  re- 
conveyance in  most  cases  of  parcels  taken 
by  eminent  domain  to  their  original  owners 
where  structures  still  stand  thereon,  and  the 
construction  of  low-income  housing  on  vacant 
portions  of  the  North  Harvard  Urban  Re-

similar  thereto  is  an  appropriate  modifica- 
tion of  the  existing  urban  renewal  plan  for 
the  North  Harvard  Urban  Renewal  Project 
Area    (Project  Mass.  R-54). 


2.  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au-

To  tne  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Chapter  254  of  the  Acts  of  1965  has  repealed 
chapter  268  of  the  Acts  of  1898  relative  to  the 
inspection  of  wires  in  buildings  in  Boston  and 
thereby  made  applicable  to  Boston  section  3L  of 
chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations  thereunder  with  respect 
to  the  installation,  repair  and  maintenance  of 
electrical  wiring  and  fixtures  in  buildings  and 
structures.  The  terminology  of  clause  94  of  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
fixing  the  fees  for  the  inspection  of  the  installation 
and  repair  of  electric  wiring  and  fixtures  in  build- 
ings should  be  changed  to  conform  to  this  change 
in  the  applicable  statutory  law.  Accoidingly,  I 
recommend  adoption  of  the  oidinance  transmitted 
herewith  for  that  purpose.

For  each  panel  board  ap- 
proved or  disapproved,  if,  but  only  if,  no  branch 
circuit  therefor  approved  or  disapproved,  $1.00; 

(e)  Branch  Circuit.  For  each  branch  circuit 
approved  or  disapproved,  $1.00; 

(f)  Lighting  Fixtures,  etc.  For  each  incandes- 
cent lamp  rated  at  500  watts  or  over,  each  arc 
lamp  and  each  mercury  vapor  lamp  approved  or 
disapproved,  $1.00;  and  for  each  other  lighting 
fixture  (other  than  sign  or  outline  lighting)  ap- 
proved or  disapproved,  and  for  each  lighting 
circuit  switch  outlet  approved  or  disapproved,  and 
for  each  lighting  circuit  plug  receptacle  approved 
or  disapproved,  25^; 

(g)  Signs.  For  each  sign  or  outline  lighting 
approved  or  disapproved,  whether  fluorescent,  in- 
candescent, neon  or  other  or  a  combination  of  all 
or  any  thereof,  $1.00  plus  the  amount  payable 
under  subclause  (i)  for  each  converter  included 
therein,  plus  the  amount  payable  under  subclause 
(k)  for  each  transformer  connected  therewith,  plus 
$1.00  for  each  kilowatt  of  the  aggregate  capacity  of 
the  fluorescent  tubes  and  incandescent  lamps; 

(h)  Heating  Devices,  etc.  For  each  heating 
device  approved  or  disapproved,  and  for  each 
heating  circuit  plug  receptacle  approved  or  dis- 
approved 25?S  for  each  kilowatt  of  the  capacity 
thereof  except  that,  where  the  notice  concerns  the 
installation  or  repair  of  two  or  more  of  the  afore- 
said on  the  same  premises  at  the  same  time  and  for 
the  same  person,  the  amount  payable  under  this 
subclause  shall  be  25  £  for  each  kilowatt  of  the 
aggregate  capacity  thereof;  provided,  that  in  no 
event  shall  the  total  amount  payable  under  this 
subclause  be  less  than  50{i  for  each  such  device  or 
receptacle;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  ca- 
pacity of  any  such  device  or  receptacle  in  excess  of 
fifty  kilowatts  shall  be  excluded  in  computing  the 
amount  payable  under  this  subclause; 

(i)  Motors,  etc.  For  each  motor  approved  or 
disapproved  and  for  each  power  circuit  plug 
receptacle  approved  or  disapproved,  25fS  for  each 
horsepower  of  the  capacity  thereof  except  that, 
where  the  notice  concerns  the  installation  or 
repair  of  two  or  more  of  the  aforesaid  on  the  same 
premises,  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  person, 
the  amount  payable  under  this  subclause  shall  be 
25  i  for  each  horsepower  of  the  aggregate  capacity 
thereof;  provided,  that  in  no  event  shall  the  total 
amount  payable  under  this  subclause  be  less  than 
50^  for  each  motor  or  receptacl  aforesaid;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  capacity  of  any  motor 
or  receptacle  aforesaid  in  excess  of  fifty  horsepower 
shall  be  excluded  in  computing  the  amount  payable 
under  this  subclause; 

(j)  Generators,  etc.  For  each  generator  ap- 
proved or  disapproved,  and  for  each  rectifier  or 
other  battery  charging  device  approved  or  dis- 
approved, $2.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is  not  more 
than  ten  kilowatts,  $3.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is 


more  than  ten,  but  not  more  than  twenty-five 
kilowatts,  $5.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is  more 
than  twenty-five,  but  not  more  than  fifty  kilo- 
watts, and  $10.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is  more 
than  fifty  kilowatts  and  in  addition  thereto,  in 
each  case,  the  amount  payable  under  subclause  (k) 
for  the  motors  thereof,  if  any;  and 

(k)  Transformers.  For  each  ignition,  neon 
sign,  outline  lighting  or  signalling  transformer  ap- 
proved or  disapproved  50)*;  and  for  each  other 
transformer  approved  or  disapproved,  $2.00  if  the 
capacity  thereof  is  not  more  than  ten  kilovolt- 
amperes,  $3.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is  more 
than  ten,  but  not  more  than  twenty-five,  kilo- 
voltamperes,  $5.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is  more 
than  twenty-five  but  not  more  than  fifty,  kilo- 
voltamperes  and  $10.00  if  the  capacity  thereof  is 
more  than  fifty  kilovoltampe*'es. 

The  fee  of  the  building  commissioner  for  giving 
under  said  section  3L  written  notice  of  his  approval 
or  disapproval  of  an  installation  to  remain  in  place 
for  thirty  days  or  less  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of 
$1.00  and  one  third  of  the  additional  fees  otherwise 
fixed  by  subclauses  (a)  to  (k),  inclusive.  The  fee 
of  the  building  commissioner  for  reinspecting  under 
said  section  3L,  after  alleged  correction,  work 
found  in  previous  inspection  to  be  defective  shall 
be  $2.00.

ESTABLISHING    MARY    DOROTHEA 
DEVEREAUX  FUND. 
The   following    was    received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  4,  1965. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen : 

On  June  30,  1965,  Miss  Mary  Dorothea 
Devereaux  retired  after  forty-six  years  of 
faithful  service  as  a  teacher  and  vice-prin- 
cipal in  the  Boston  public  schools.  As  a  mark 
of  her  continuing  interest  in  the  schools  and 
in  the  students  who  attend  them,  she  has 
presented  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  to  establish  the  "Mary 
Dorothea   Devereaux   Fund." 

I  have  this  day  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
the  written  instrument  signed  by  Miss  Mary 
Dorothea  Devereaux  which  formally  gives  the 
money  to  the  city  and  sets  forth  in  detail  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift.  From  this 
writing  it  is  plain  that  it  is  the  intent  of  the 
donor  that  the  fund  shall  be  held  as  a  perma- 
nent fund  with  the  income  thereof  to  be  used  to 
award  such  number  of  United  States  Savings 
Bonds  or  comparable  obligations  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  as  the  income 
of   the  fund   will   permit.

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
requested  me  to  seek  your  acknowledgment 
of  an  amendment  to  the  Early  Land  Acquisi- 
tion Loan  for  the  Castle  Square  portion  of  the 
South   End   Urban   Renewal   Area. 

At  the  time  the  original  Early  Land  Acqui- 
sition Loan  was  approved  in  the  amount  of 
$5,532,763,  it  was  expected  that  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Project  would  be  in 
execution  by  this  year  and  therefore  covered 
costs  only  through  the  originally  estimated 
time  period.  As  you  know,  the  South  End  has 
proven  to  be  a  most  complex  urban  renewal  re- 
habilitation effort  and  the  project  is  only 
now  going  through  the  public  approval  process. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
therefore  found  it  necessary  to  request  an 
amendment  to  the  Castle  Square  Early  Land 
Acquisition  Loan,  increasing  the  amount  of 
loan  from  $5,532,763  to  $6,579,807  to  cover 
costs    until    the   end    of    this    year. 

The  major  factors  necessitating  this  in- 
crease are  outlined  below: 

( 1  >  Increased  administrative  costs  due  to 
the  lime  extension  required  before  the  project 
enters    the   Loan    and    Grant    stage; 

(2)  Increased  real  estate  acquisition  costs 
because  it  was  originally  thought  that  the 
Project  would  be  in  Loan  and  Grant  prior 
to   the  need  for   these  funds; 

(3)  Increased  relocation  payments  due  to 
the  Relocation  Adjustment  Program  intro- 
duced in   1965: 

(4)  Increased  costs  for  the  management 
of  acquired  property  and  payments-in-lieu- 
of-taxes    made    to    the    City   of   Boston. 

This  application  for  additional  funds  has  been 
approved  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency;  however,  the  Federal  Government  has 
requested  that  the  City  Council  acknowledge 
its    awareness    of   the   increase   in    this    loan.

This  approval,  to- 
gether with  other  findings  and  determinations 
required  under  Chapter  121  of  the  General 
Laws,  was  made  by  the  Authority  after  con- 
sideration of  statements,  views  and  opinions 
expressed  at  a  public  hearing  held  by  the 
Authority  on  August  23,  1965,  in  the  Project 
Area  to   consider   the   Plan. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  121  of 
the  General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal 
Housing  Act,  the  Authority  must  secure  ap- 
proval of  the  plan  by  the  Mayor  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council.  This  approval 
must  include  certain  findings  and  is  to  be 
made  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing. 
Federal  requirements  specify  that  such  notice 
should  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for 
two  successive  weeks,  with  the  first  notice 
to  be  published  not  less  than  ten  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  hearing.  The  attached 
list  indicates  the  documents  which  are  here- 
with   submitted    for    your    consideration. 

The  plan  appears  to  have  broad  support 
throughout  the  South  End  Project  Area;  and 
it  is  my  belief  that  it  serves  the  best  interests 
of  those  citizens,  as  well  as  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  fully  recommend 
the  South  End  Plan  for  your  approval.

and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units 
available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such  dis- 
placed individuals  and  families  are  at  least 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced 
individual  and  families,  are  noc  ge  leiauy  less 
desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and 
public  and  commercial  facilities  than  the 
dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals  and 
families  in  the  Project  Area,  are  available 
at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means 
of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families,  and 
are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment; 

(9)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  fa- 
cilitate the  effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and  de- 
termined that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to 
said  Plan,  and  accordingly,  the  City  Council 
hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping 
to  carry  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (b) 
requests  the  various  officials,  departments, 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  City  having  ad-

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  develop- 
ing a  housing  project  in  the  Charlestown  area 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  pursuant  to  approval 
already  given  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 
These  approvals  were  contained  in  a  resolu- 
tion dated  March  16,  1964,  and  a  Cooperation 
Agreement  dated  March  9,  1950,  amended 
October   3,    1958. 

Se-tion  402  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1954 
(PL-560,  83rd  Congress)  amending  the  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  provides  that 
prior   to   the   execution    of    an    Annual    Contri- 


butions Contract,  the  Local  Authority  shall 
notify  the  Governing  Body  of  the  locality  of 
its  estimate  of  the  annual  amount  of  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes  which  will  be  made  for  the 
projects,  and  of  the  amount  of  taxes  which 
would  be  levied  if  the  property  were  privately 
owned.  We  wish  to  advise  you  that  our  esti- 
mate of  the  annual  amounts  of  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  the  annual  amount  of  taxes  which 
would  be  levied  were  the  property  privately 
owned,  and  the  amount  of  actual  taxes  now 
being  levied  are  as  follows:

Resolution  op  Boston  City  Council  Ap- 
proving the  Filing  op  a  Revised  Survey 
and  Planning  Application  Effecting  a 
Boundary  Change  for  the  Central  Busi- 
ness District  Urban  Renewal  Area, 
Approving  Early  Land  Acquisition  and 
Disposition  and  Related  Activities  in 
that  Area,  and  Approving  a  Covenant 
Agreeing  to  Bear  in  Certain  Events 
Loss  Which  Might  Arise  as  a  Result 
of  Such   Early  Land  Acquisition. 

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended  (hei'ein  referred  to  as 
"Title  I"),  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Administrator  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Ad- 
ministrator") is  authorized  to  extend  financial 
assistance  to  local  public  agencies  in  the 
elimination  and  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
their  slums  and  urban  blight  through  the 
planning  and  undertaking  of  urban  renewal 
projects; 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  and  in  the  public 
interest  that  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Author- 
ity"), make  surveys  and  prepare  plans,  and 
the  Authority  is  preparing  an  urban  renewal 
plan  in  order  to  undertake  and  carry  out  an 
urban  renewal  project  of  the  character  con- 
templated by  Section  110(c)  of  Title  I,  to 
wit,  the  urban  renewal  project  known  as  the 
"Central     Business     District     Urban     Renewal 


Project,"  Mass.  R-82  (herein  referred  to  as 
the  "Project"),  within  an  area  of  this  City 
of  Boston  described  in  the  attached  Exhibit 
"A"  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Project 
Area") ; 

Whereas,  The  Project  Area  is  larger  than 
the  Central  Business  District  Area  with  re- 
spect to  which  this  City  Council  on  October 
1,  1962,  approved  the  filing  of  a  Survey  and 
Planning  Application  for  federal  financial  aid 
because,  among  other  things,  such  surveys 
and  plans  and  other  studies  have  demonstrated 
that  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  accomplish 
proper  planning  objectives  to  add  to  the  area 
specified  in  said  Application  an  additional 
portion  of  the  City  of  Boston  which  is  closely 
related   to    the   said    area   so   specified; 

Whereas,  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  file 
a  Revised  Survey  and  Planning  Application 
which  covers  the  Project  Area  as  described  in 
said    Exhibit    "A"; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  proposes  to  enter 
into  an  Early  Land  Acquisition  or  Temporary 
Loan  Contract  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Contract")  for  financial  assistance  under 
Title  I  with  the  United  States  of  America 
(herein  referred  to  as  the  "Government") 
acting  by  and  through  the  Administrator,  pur- 
suant to  which  federal  funds  would  be  pro- 
vided for  early  land  acquisition  and  related 
activities    in    connection    with   the   Project; 

Whereas,  Under  such  Contract  the  Govern- 
ment would  provide  financial  assistance  for 
early  land  acquisition  and  related  activities, 
and  the  applicable  provisions  of  Title  I  pro- 
vide that  "No  loan  for  such  purpose  shall  be 
made  unless  .  .  .  the  governing  body  of 
the  locality  .  .  .  shall  have  approved  by 
resolution  or  ordinance  the  acquisition  of  real 
property  in  the  urban   renewal  area"; 

Whereas,  Title  I  also  provides  that  "the 
Administrator  may  .  .  .  permit  any  struc- 
ture so  acquired  to  be  demolished  and  re- 
moved, and  may  include  in  any  loan  .  .  . 
the  cost  of  such  demolition  and  removal, 
together  with  administrative,  relocation,  and 
other  related  costs  and  payments,  if  the  ap- 
proval of  the  local  governing  body  extends 
to  such  demolition  and  removal",  and  further 
that  such  real  property  may  be  disposed  of 
if  "the  local  governing  body  of  the  locality 
involved  shall  have  .  .  .  consented  to  the 
disposal  of  such  real  property"; 

Whereas,  Title  I  further  prohibits  any  loans 
from  being  made  for  the  purposes  of  early 
land    acquisition    unless: 

"either  (A)  the  Administrator  shall  have 
determined  that  such  loan  is  reasonably 
secured  by  a  first  mortgage  or  other  prior 
lien  upon  such  real  property  or  is  other- 
wise reasonably  secured,  or  (B)  the  govern- 
ing body  of  the  locality  shall  have  assumed 
the  responsibility  to  bear  any  loss  that  may 
arise  as  the  result  of  such  acquisition  in  the 
event  that  the  property  so  acquired  is  not 
used  for  ur'ban  renewal  purposes  because 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project 
is  not  approved,  or  is  amended  to  omit  any 
of  the  acquired  property,  or  is  abandoned 
for    any    reason"; 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  as  amended,  the 
Authority,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and 
with  authorization  from  the  City  Council, 
may  acquire  by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise 
and  hold,  clear,  repair,  operate  and  dispose  of 
land  constituting  any  part  or  parts  of  any 
area  which  it  has  found  to  be  decadent  and 
for  which  it  is  preparing  an  urban  renewal 
plan; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  _  found  the 
Project  Area  to  be  decadent  and  is  preparing 
an  urban  renewal  plan  therefor  and  deems 
it  necessary,  advisable  and  in  the  public  in- 
terest to  acquire  and  clear,  operate  and/or 
dispose  of  the  parts  of  the  Project  Area 
shown  on  the  map  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit 
"B",  and  the  Authority  has  approved  for 
Parcels  1,  2,  and  3  shown  on  the  map  at- 
tached hereto  as  Exhibit  "C"  the  "Land  Use 
and  Building  Requirements"  set  forth  in 
Exhibit     "D"     attached     hereto; 
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Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"General  Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Authority  and  is  recognized  and 
used  as  a  guide  for  the  general  development 
of   the   City  of   Boston   as   a  whole; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  a 
program  for  the  relocation  of  businesses  that 
may  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out 
such  early  land  acquisition  which  is  referred 
to  as  the  "Relocation  Program"  and  has  been 
attached    hereto    as    Exhibit    "E";    and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Admin- 
istrator effectuating  that  Title,  provide  that 
no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of  race,  color, 
or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from  partici- 
pation in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects 
assisted  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,    as    amended;    now    therefore    be    it 

Resolved    as    follows: 

1.  That  the  Project  Area  is  a  slum,  blighted, 
deteriorated,  or  deteriorating  area  appropri- 
ate for  an  urban  renewal  project  and  that 
the  undertaking  by  the  Authority  of  surveys 
and  plans  for  an  urban  renewal  project  of  the 
character  contemplated  by  Section  110(c)  of 
Title  I  in  the  Project  Area  is  hereby  approved. 

2.  That  the  financial  assistance  available 
under  Title  I  is  needed  to  enable  the  Authority 
to  finance  the  planning  and  undertaking  of 
the    proposed    Project. 

3.  That  this  Council  is  cognizant  of  the 
conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects 
with  Federal  financial  assistance  under  Title 
I,  including  those  relating  to  (a)  the  reloca- 
tion of  site  occupants,  (b)  the  provision  of 
local  grants-in-aid,  (c)  the  prohibition  of 
discrimination  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  or 
national  origin,  and  (d)  the  requirement  that 
the  locality  present  to  the  Administrator,  as 
a  prerequisite  to  approval  of  the  application 
described  below,  a  workable  program  for  com- 
munity improvement,  as  set  forth  in  Section 
101(c)  of  Title  I,  for  utilizing  appropriate 
public  and  private  resources  to  eliminate  and 
prevent  the  development  or  spread  of  slums 
and    urban    blight. 

4.  That  (a)  this  Council  approves  the  con- 
ditions under  which  relocation  assistance  will 
be  provided,  and  relocation  payments  made, 
to  occupants  displaced  on  account  of  the  early 
land  acquisition  proposed  by  the  Authority 
as  set  forth  in  said  "Relocation  Program," 
and  (b)  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  (i) 
that  a  feasible  method  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  displaced  from  the 
Project  Area,  in  conformity  with  Title  I, 
can  be  prepared,  and  (ii)  that  the  local 
grants-in-aid  can  and  will  be  provided  in  an 
amount  which  will  be  not  less  than  one  third 
of  the  Net  Project  Cost  of  the  Project  and 
which,  together  with  the  Federal  capital  grant, 
will  be  generally  equal  to  the  difference  be- 
tween Gross  Project  Cost  and  the  proceeds 
or  value  of  project  land  sold,  leased,  or  re- 
tained for  use  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal   plan. 

5.  That  the  filing  of  a  Revised  Survey  and 
Planning  Application  by  the  Authority  to 
enable  it  to  continue  preparing  surveys  and 
plans  for  an  urban  renewal  project  in  the 
Project  Area  is  hereby  approved. 

6.  That  the  "Land  Use  and  Building  Re- 
quirements" set  forth  in  Exhibit  "D"  hereto, 
which  requirements"  are  to  be  included  in  the 
urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Urban  Renewal  Area 
which  is  under  preparation  by  the  Authority, 
are    hereby    approved. 

7.  That  such  requirements  conform  to  the 
general  plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole  and 
will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent 
with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole 
for  redevelopment  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Area 
by  private  enterprise;  and  that  the  redevelop- 
ment of  said  Parcels  1,  2,  and  3,  and  each 
of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  re- 
quirements   and    in    advance    of    the    approval 


of  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Area  will  promote  the  public  welfare 
and  is  necessary  for  the  proper  development 
of   the  community. 

8.  That  there  are  also  hereby  approved  the 
acquisition  of  real  property  in  the  Project 
Area  as  shown  on  the  map  attached  hereto 
as  Exhibit  "B",  the  demolition  and  removal 
of  any  structure  acquired  with  financial  assist-

9.  That  the  disposition  of  the  Parcels  1, 
2  and  3,  and  each  of  them,  shown  on  the  map 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "C",  in  accordance 
with  the  "Land  Use  and  Building  Require- 
ments" set  forth  in  Exhibit  "D"  be  and  hereby 
is    approved. 

10.  That  the  City  of  Boston  agrees  to 
assume,  and  does  hereby  assume,  the  respon- 
sibility to  bear  any  loss  that  may  arise  as  a 
result  of  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the 
undertaking  of  related  activities  with  finan- 
cial assistance  provided  under  the  Contract 
in  the  event  that  the  property  so  acquired 
is  not  used  for  urban  renewal  purposes  be- 
cause the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project 
is  not  approved,  or  is  amended  to  omit  any 
of  the  acquired  property,  or  is  abandoned  for 
any  reason.

RESOLUTION       APPROVING       LOW-RENT 
HOUSING     IN     PRIVATE     ACCOMMO- 
DATIONS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  25,  1965. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

At  present,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is 
administering  a  subsidized  program  of  public 
housing    for    persons   of   low   income   in    projects 


which,  by  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  con- 
struction of  buildings,  it  has  developed  over  a 
period  of  thirty  years,  with  special  emphasis  in 
recent  times  on  such  housing  for  the  elderly,  the 
handicapped,  the  persons  displaced  by  other 
public  projects.  By  the  Federal  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Act  of  1965  (Public  Law 
89-117)  the  current  session  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  has  provided  for  supplementing 
the  public  housing  program  just  mentioned 
through  the  use  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
of  dwelling  units  in  existing  privately-owned 
structures  leased  by  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority from  the  private  owners.  Under  this 
program,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  will  pay 
the  private  owners  an  economic  rent  for  such 
accommodations:  but  the  tenant  will  pay  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  only  the  rent  he 
would  pay  if  he  lived  in  one  of  the  Authority's 
low-income  public  housing  projects.  The  dif- 
ference will  be  defrayed  by  federal  grants  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority. 

This  new  program  entails  no  grant  or  subsidy 
on  the  part  of  the  city.  Because  it  uses  existing 
structures,  it  also  requires  no  supporting  municipal 
projects  or  facilities  such  as  new  streets  and  the 
like.  In  addition,  the  properties  used  will  continue 
subject  to  local  real  estate  taxes.  In  short,  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  may  embark  upon 
this  new  program  without  imposing  financial 
burdens  upon  the  city. 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  letter  sent  me  by 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  setting  forth 
further  details  regarding  this  new  program.  As 
that  letter  points  out,  the  governing  federal 
statute  will  not  become  operative  in  Boston 
until  the  application  of  its  provisions  to  Boston 
are  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body.  To  that 
end,  I  not  only  recommend  but  urge  your  early 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolution.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Housing  Act  of  1965 
(Public  Law  89-117)  has  made  provision  for  low- 
rent  housing  in  private  accommodations.  This 
establishes  a  new  form  of  low-rent  housing,  au- 
thorizing existing  privately  owned  housing  to 
supplement  the  units  provided  in  low-rent  public 
housing  projects  under  the  conventional  program. 
The  act  provides  that  these  provisions  will  not 
apply  in  any  locality  unless  the  local  governing 
body,  in  this  case  the  Mayor  and  Boston  City 
Council,  approve  their  application  by  a  resolution. 
A  form  of  resolution  which  has  been  approved  by 
Public  Housing  Administration  is  enclosed. 

When  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1965  are  made  applicable  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  this  Authority  will  conduct  a  continuing 
survey  and  listing  of  the  available  privately 
owned  units  in  the  City  of  Boston  which  provide 
decent,  safe  and  sanitary  dwelling  accommodations 
and  are  (or  may  be  made)  suitable  for  use  as  low- 
rent  housing  in  private  accommodations  under  the 
new  program. 

The  act  further  provides  that  the  public  will  be 
notified  from  time  to  time  of  the  anti"ipated  need 
for  dwelling  units  to  be  used  under  the  new  pro- 
gram and  owners  of  housing  listed  will  be  invited 
to  make  one  or  more  of  their  units  available  for 
this  purpose.  Not  more  than  10  percent  of  the 
units  in  any  single  structure  can  be  used  in  the 
program  except  in  the  case  of  buildings  with  small 
numbers  of  units  or  in  other  cases  determined  by 
the  Housing  Authority.  If  the  Authority  then 
finds  that  units  offered  in  response  to  the  invi- 
tation ai  e  or  can  be  made  suitable  to  the  new  pro- 
gram and  that  the  rentals  to  be  charged  are  within 
its  financial  range,  it  may  approve  the  units  as 
low-rent   housing  in   private   accommodations. 

The  Authority  may  enter  into  a  contract  for  a 
term  of  from  one  to  three  years  which  may  be 
renewable  with  the  owners  of  the  approved  housing 
for  use  in  its  program.  Each  contract  will  make  the 
selection  of  tenants  for  the  units  involved  a  function 
of  the  owner  of  the  property  subject  to  the  contract 
between  the  local  •uithoritv  and  Public  Housing 
Administration;  will  provide  for  the  negotiation  of 
the   rentals   by   the   Housing   Authority   and   the 
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owner,  will  give  the  Housing  Authority  the  sole 
right  to  give  a  notice  to  vacate  and  will  contain 
other  appropriate  terms  and  conditions. 

Payments  under  the  new  program  to  housing 
owners  will  be  made  from  funds  authorized  for 
annual  contributions  to  low-rent  public  housing. 
In  any  case  such  payments  will  be  limited  to  the 
amount  of  the  fixed  annual  contributions  payable 
for  a  newly  constructed  project  offering  comparable 
accommodations  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  conventional  program,  there 
could  also  be  payable  the  additional  subsidy  of  up 
to  S120  per  year  for  units  occupied  by  elderly, 
handicapped  or  displaced  persons  or  families. 

The  requirement  of  tax  exemption  of  the  leased 
accommodations,  of  a  local  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment and  workable  program,  which  would  other- 
wise be  applicable  to  low-rent  public  housing 
constructed  by  the  Authority,  are  waived  under 
this  section  of  the  law. 

The  Authority  feels  that  the  advantages  of  the 
new  program  should  be  made  available  to  the  City 
of  Boston  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  It  is 
respectfully  requested  that  you  submit  the  en- 
closed order  to  the  City  Council  for  approval  by 
that  Body.

'1  he  Workable  Program  is  a  r  equirement  of  the 
federal  government  by  which  a  city  endeavors  to 
show  that  it  is  doing  its  full  share  in  the  effort  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  blight .

INTERIM    REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON 
CLAIMS. 

Coun.  HINES,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
submitted  the  following  interim   report: 

Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  make  an  interim 
report  relative  to  a  claim  and  not  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk,  prior  to  the  Clerk  reading  the  claims 
that  I  have  approved  as  Chairman  of  your  Com- 
mittee on  Claims. 

As  you  know,  Mr.  President,  these  claims  are 
processed  th-ough  the  Law  Depa-<ment  in  the 
fi^st  instance.  The  chief  responsibility  of  your 
chai-man  is  to  review  them  and  I  think  I  can 
honestly  say  for  your  committee  that  we  have 
done  everything  to  expedite  the  thousands  of 
claims  that  are  in  p-ocess  through  this  Body  in  the 
past  year. 

But  one  claim  has  come  to  me  today  concerning 
the  claim  of  a  gentleman  from  a  town  known  as 
Laurelton,  New  York,  to  be  reimbursed  for  damage 
to  his  car,  and  while  the  amount  involved  is  not 
large,  $25.25,  I  wish  the  record  to  show,  and  I 
want  the  Assistant  Corpoi  ation  Counsel  to  take 
note,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  take  the  envelope  and  recommit  it  to 
the  Law  Department  for  review. 

Mr.  President,  the  claim  seems  to  be,  on  examina- 
tion if  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body  it  could 
conceivably  set  a  precedent.  What  happened 
was,  the  man's  car  was  illegally  parked  and  was 
towed  to  the  underground  Common  garage.  He 
claims  in  his  correspondence  with  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  the  Law  Department,  and  the 
City  Clerk  it  was  damaged,  and  it  is  clear  from  the 
file  of  the  captain  of  the  division,  Daniel  J.  Moyni- 
han,  that  he  emphatically  denies  the  Poston 
Police  department  could  be  in  any  way  responsible 
for    this    damage. 

If  I  may  read  to  you  this  communication  from 
Capt.  Daniel  J.  Moynihan,  Traffic  Division,  to 
the    Police    Commissioner. 

"Attached  communication  from  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk,  in  relation  to  a  claim  of  Barry 
Gerston,  Cohn,  Hall-Marx  Company,  99 
Chauncy  street,  Poston,  for  damage  to  his  car, 
a  Chevrolet  sedan,  New  York  Registration 
646-KD  which  allegedly  resulted  from  its  being 
towed  by  the  Police  Departn  ent  on  April  22, 
1965,  from  in  front  of  87  Essex  street  Boston 
where  it  had  been  parked  in  violation  of  regula- 
tions. 

"The  subject  vehicle  was  towed  to  the  Boston 
Common  Garage  on  order  of  Sergt.  George  F. 
Delaney,    Traffic    Division. 

"The  records  of  this  division  show  that  the 
vehicle  was  not  damaged  in  the  process  of  towing. 
Examination  of  the  vehicle  by  Sergeant  De- 
laney at  the  time  of  towing  disclosed  prior 
damage  to  it  as  follows:  Left  front  fender  and 
front  end. 

"The  operator  of  the  tow  truck,  Albert  A. 
Nalbandian,  of  20  Creighton  street,  Jamaica 
Plain,  reports  that  the  subject  vehicle  was  in 
no  way  damaged  during  the  towing  operation. 
"I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  be  so  informed. 

"Daniel  J.  Moynihan,  Captain, 
Commanding  Traffic  Division." 

Based  on  the  captain's  statement,  it  would  seem 
to  me  foolhardy  and  possibly  the  basis  of  thousands 
of  claims  against  the  City  of  Boston  to  approve 
this  claim  although  it  involves  only  $25.25. 

I  might  further  say  it  seems  to  me  this  type  of 
case  is  entirely  in  point  with  the  case  of  Mrs. 
Fancy's  car.  Here,  again,  is  a  ease  where  it  would 
seem  the  underground  Common  Garage  Autho-ity 
is  accepting  the  vehicles  towed  to  it,  and  I  assume 
collecting  parking  charges  against  the  operator 
of  vehicle,  and  yet  there  seems  to  be  not  the  faintest 
indication,  in  the  tile  of  the  Law  Department  that 
liability  might  attach  to  the  Underground  Common 
Garage  Authority,  the  Massachusetts  Parking 
Authority,  to  be  technical,  rather  than  the  City  of 
Boston. 


Based  on  these  facts  at  the  minute,  your  chair- 
man as  a  matter  of  inter  im  report  will  not  approve 
the  claim  of  one  Barry  Gerston  of  Laurelton 
New  York,  vs.  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  am  goint 
to  ask  Assistant  Clerk  Masuret  if  he  will  recommit 
it  to  the  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  to  re- 
commit it  to  the  Law  Department,  with  perhaps 
two  questions: 

1.  Why  the  City  of  Boston  should  accept  the 
claim  where  it  is  conceivable  the  car  was  damaged 
while  in  the  custody  of  the  Under  Common  Garage 
Authority;  and  2,  why  should  the  statement  of 
Capt.  Daniel  J.  Moynihan  who  says  that  no  one 
connected  with  this  incident  of  the  City  of  Boston 
was  negligent,  be  overridden,  especially  where  the 
traffic  sergeant  who  ordered  it  towed  said  in  his 
report  to  the  captain  the  car  was  in  a  damaged 
condition  before  it  was  towed.

ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  RESTRICTION 
ON   PARK   FRONTAGES   ON   COMMON- 
WEALTH AVENUE. 
The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    November   15,    1965. 
To   the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  transmit  to  you  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration an  amendment  to  section  10  of 
chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 
as  previously  amended.  The  purpose  of  the 
amendment  is  to  permit  planned  and  con- 
trolled construction  of  residential  buildings 
on  Commonwealth  avenue  above  the  present 
70-foot  height  restriction. 

The  means  of  reconciling  the  clear  neces- 
sity of  attracting  new  private  investment  to 
Commonwealth  avenue  and  yet  preserving  its 
architectural  merit  have  engaged  the  attention 
of  this  administration  and  prior  administra- 
tions for  almost  a  decade.  Your  Honorable 
Body  has  considered  it,  a  Historic  District 
Study  Commission  has  considered  it,  the 
Zoning  Commission  and,  before  it,  the  Board 
of    Zoning    Adjustment    have    considered    it. 

It  is  with  pleasure,  therefore,  that  I  sub- 
mit this  particular  ordinance  which,  in  my 
judgment,  will  make  possible  the  badly 
needed  new  construction  on  Commonwealth 
avenue  while  at  the  same  time  limiting  such 
construction  in  accordance  with  a  pattern 
and  planning  appioach  which  will  preserve 
its    architectural    distinction. 

The  proposed  ordinance  limits  the  con- 
struction of  high  buildings  to  the  westerly, 
or  uptown,  corners  of  the  Arlington,  Berkeley, 
Clarendon  and  Dartmouth  Street  intersec- 
tions with  Commonwealth  avemie.  These 
corners  have  been  selected  for  development 
because  they  are  the  most  proximate  to  the 
downtown  core  of  the  city  and  because  the 
limitation  of  high  buildings  to  westerly 
corners  will  minimize  the  casting  of  adverse 
shadows.  The  amount  of  frontage  on  Com- 
monwealth avenue  which  may  be  used  for 
high  buildings  on  each  of  these  corners  is 
limited  to  100  feet.  Apart  from  these  excep- 
tions, the  proposed  ordinance  retains  the  70- 
foot  height  limitation.  The  maximum  permis- 
sible height  at  these  corners  will  be  285  feet 
at  the  Arlington  Street  intersection  and  200 
feet  at  the  remaining  intersections.  Thus 
any  subsequent  high  rise  development  will 
necessarily  be  at  regular  intervals  and  in 
confined  spaces.  The  i-egularity  of  building 
mass  which  characterizes  Commonwealth  av- 
enue will  be  carried  on.  At  the  same  time, 
the  proposed  ordinance  avoids  the  possibility 
of  a  wall  of  high  buildings  which  could  trans- 
form Commonwealth  avenue  into  a  canyon. 
The  proposed  ordinance  does  not  alter  in  any 
way  the  20-foot  setback  provided  for  in 
section   12  of  said  chapter  19. 

Because  the  long  history  of  public  pro- 
ceedings regarding  Commonwealth  avenue 
has  repeatedly  produced  manifestations  of 
concern  by  citizens  of  Boston  that  any  new 
buildings  be  designed  with  sympathy  and 
understanding  for  the  architectural  traditions 
of  the  city,  I  am  recommending  in  this  ordi- 
nance that  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, as  the  Planning  Board  of  the  City 
of  Boston  (under  St.  1960,  c.  652)  have  the 
authority  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  ex- 
terior design  of  new  buildings  to  be  built 
on  Commonwealth  avenue.  It  has  always 
been  my  conviction  that  intelligent  archi- 
tecture can  harmonize  new  buildings  with 
existing  ones.  The  design  review  procedure 
"which  I  propose  will  constitute  a  long  step 
toward  insuring  the  attainment  of  such 
harmony  and  of  buildings  of  outstanding 
distinction. 
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The  proposed  amendment  will  halt  the 
deterioration  which  has  afflicted  Commonwealth 
avenue,  will  enable  the  erection  of  approxi- 
mately $45,000,000  worth  of  taxable  con- 
struction, and  will  assure  that  such  con- 
struction, when  undertaken,  will  enhance 
Commonwealth    avenue. 

I  urgently  recommend  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying  ordinance.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as    follows : 
SECTION    1.     Section    10    of    Chapter   19    of 
the  Revised  Ordinances   of   1961,   as   heretofore 
amended   by    Chapter    9    of   the    Ordinances    of 
1961    and    Chapter    12    of    the    Ordinances    of 
1962,    is   hereby   further   amended   by   inserting 
the  following  new  provision   at  the  end   there- 
of: 

"and  provided  further,  however,  that  for  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  feet  running  west- 
erly along  Commonwealth  avenue  from  the 
northwesterly  and  southwesterly  corners  of 
Commonwealth  avenue  where  it  intersects 
with  Arlington  street,  Berkeley  street,  Claren- 
don street  and  Dartmouth  street  the  following 
provisions  shall  apply,  anything  hereinbefore 
contained  in  this  section  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding: 

(1)  buildings  on  the  corners  at  the 
Arlington  street  intersection  may  be  built 
to  a  height  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
eighty-five  feet  to  the  top  of  the  parapet 
or  cornice  line  and  buildings  on  the  north- 
westerly and  southwesterly  corners  at  the 
Berkeley,  Clarendon  and  Dartmouth  street 
intersections  may  be  built  to  a  height  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  feet  to  the  top  of 
the~  parapet    or    cornice    line; 

(2)  any  building  or  portion  of  a  build- 
ing attached  to  or  appurtenant  to  a  build- 
ing erected  or  altered  to  a  height  in  excess 
of  seventy  feet  on  any  of  the  aforementioned 
eight  corners  shall  be  built  to  a  height 
not   less    than    fifty   feet; 

(3)  steeples,  towers,  domes,  balustrades, 
sculptured  ornaments,  chimneys,  roofs, 
aerials,  antennae,  elevator  and  mechanical 
penthouses,  water  tanks,  monitors  or  other 
structures  normally  built  above  the  roof  and 
not  devoted  to  human  occupancy  shall  not 
be  included  in  the  computation  of  height 
of  buildings  for  purposes  of  subparagraphs 
(1)    and    (2)    above; 

(4)  the  prohibition  of  use  for  mercan- 
tile purposes  hereinbefore  contained  in  this 
section  shall  not  apply  so  as  to  prohibit 
in  an  apartment  or  apartment  hotel  build- 
ing such  accessory  uses  as  newsstand, 
barber  shop,  dining  room  and  similar 
services  provided  they  are  entered  solely 
from  within  the  building  and  no  signs 
advertising  such  accessory  uses  shall  be 
visible   on    the    exterior    of    such    building; 

(5)  no  building  or  structure  shall  here- 
after be  erected  or  altered  on  any  of  the 
aforementioned  eight  corners  without  prior 
written  approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  of  the  exterior  design  of 
such  building  or  structure.  The  Authority's 
review  of  such  exterior  design  shall  be 
concerned  with  such  matters  as  the  ex- 
terior facade,  exterior  materials,  signs,  the 
location  of  roof  top  structures  described 
in  subparagraph  (3)  above,  building  mass 
and  its  placement  on  the  site,  the  relation 
of  the  building  to  architectural  characteris- 
tics of  Commonwealth  avenue  and  the  Back 
Bay,  and  adequacy  of  vehicular  ingress  and 
egress,  if  any.  The  purpose  of  this  sub- 
paragraph (5)  is  to  insure  that  new  build- 
ings shall,  without  limiting  the  dimensions 
and  building  volume  permitted  herein  and 
under    applicable    zoning    regulations,    be    o{ 


outstanding  architectural  character  and  har- 
monious with  Commonwealth  avenue  and  the 
Back   Bay    area." 

SECTION  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of 
chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the 
City    Council   in    passing    the   same.

APPROVING  COMMUNITY  RENEWAL 
PROGRAM  STUDY  AND  FILING  FOR 
FINANCIAL    ASSISTANCE. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  recommend  that  the  City 
Council  approve  an  application  for  a  $700,000 
federal  grant  to  carry  out  a  two  year  Com- 
munity   Renewal    Program    study    in     Boston. 

This  grant  will  permit  the  city  to  establish 
vital  techniques  and  processes  for  coordinating 
the  city's  physical  redevelopment  with  its  com- 
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munity  action  program.  It  will  offer  ways 
and  means  of  expanding  the  city's  industrial 
and  commercial  base;  of  matching  jobs  to 
people;  of  achieving  expanded  trade  through 
the   Port  of   Boston. 

Community  Renewal  Program  will  offer  the 
city  government  an  opportunity  to  take  stock 
of  its  progress  on  the  Development  Program 
to  determine  what  priorities  shall  obtain 
among  activities  still  to  be  undertaken,  and 
to  define  the  particular  public  actions  which 
will  assure  completion  of  the  program  by 
1975. 

The  city  now  has  a  twelve  year  capital 
improvement  program;  it  has  recently  adopted 
an  amended  general  plan  for  the  next  ten 
years.  Both  are  useful  guides  for  public  and 
private  actions,  but  neither  can  achieve  that 
precise  coordination  of  physical  rebuilding 
with  social  and  economic  needs,  which  the 
community  now  requires  to  give  lasting  impact 
to  its  Development  Program  achievements. 
The  Community  Renewal  Program  offers  this 
precise    coordination. 

The  Community  Renewal  Program  study  will 
cost  an  estimated  $1,050,000.  The  federal 
grant  meets  two  thirds  of  the  cost.  The  city's 
share  over  two  years,  1966-1967,  will  be  about 
$300,000.  The  Port  Authority  and  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Development  will  contri- 
bute an  additional   $50,000. 

I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  the 
attached  resolution  authorizing  the  Develop- 
ment Administrator,  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  to  apply  to  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Agency  for  a  community  renewal 
program  grant  of   $700,000.

Under  date  of  September  9,  1965,  we  re- 
ported to  you  that  the  sewerage  system  in 
Bradlee  park  had  been  examined  and  found 
to  be  in  proper  operating  condition.  We 
also  stated  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
department  to  have  an  engineering  study 
made  regarding  the  over-all  conditions  in 
this    area. 

The  engineering  survey  mentioned  has  been 
completed  and  although  we  have  found  that  a 
minor  settlement  in  the  sewer  has  taken 
place,  it  is  not  of  such  a  nature  as  might 
cause  any  interference  with  the  flow  in  the 
sewer. 


In  the  course  of  our  investigation,  we 
found  that  a  surface  drain  in  the  area  had 
collapsed  which  would  overtax  the  Bradlee 
Sureet  sewer  in  the  time  of  storm.  Repairs 
to  this  surface  drain  were  quickly  made. 
During  the  rain  on  Friday  evening,  October 
1,  1965,  our  observers  noticed  that  no  flood- 
ing occurred   in   this   area. 

During  the  course  of  our  investigation,  we 
have  received  several  complaints  from  the 
owner  of  the  house  at  49  Bradlee  street.  The 
complaint  was  flooding  in  the  house  during 
times    of    storms. 

On  Tuesday,  October  5,  this  office  received 
a  further  complaint  from  the  owner  at  49 
Bradlee  street,  stating  that  the  sewer  in 
Bradlee  street  was  stopped  and  that  Bradlee 
park  was  also  affected.  We  examined  the 
conditions  at  1.30  P.M.  on  that  date  and  found 
that  our  sewers  were  operating  properly  and 
that   there   was    no    reason   for    the   complaint. 

Under  city  ordinances,  sewerage  system 
from  a  house  to  city  sewers  is  the  sole  re- 
sponsibility of  the  owner.  If  there  is  a 
blockage  of  any  drain  from  a  house  into  the 
city  sewers,  the  owner  is  required  to  make 
any  necessary  repairs  and,  further,  where 
any  such  drainage  system  may  be  subjected 
to  backflow  of  sewage,  suitable  provisions 
shall  be  made  to  prevent  such  a  backflow. 

At    this    time    our    investigations    show    that 
the  city   drainage  system   in    Bradlee  park   and 
Bradlee    street    is    functioning    properly.

RESOLUTION   APPROVING   FENWAY  UR- 
BAN   RENEWAL    PROJECT. 
The  following  was   received: 
City  of  Boston,

Hon.    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  November  24,  1965,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  approved  the  Fenway 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.  This  approval,  together 
with  other  findings  and  determinations  re- 
quired under  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws 
was  made  by  the  Authority  after  consideration 
of    statements,    views    and    opinions    expressed 
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at  a  public  meeting  held  by  the  Authority  on 
November  19,  1965,  in  the  Project  Area  to 
consider   the   Plan. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  the  Authority  must 
secure  approval  of  the  Plan  by  the  Mayor 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council.  This 
approval  must  include  certain  findings  and 
is  to  be  made  after  due  notice  and  a  public 
hearing.  Federal  requirements  specify  that 
such  notice  should  be  published  at  least  once 
a  week  for  two  successive  weeks,  with  the 
first  notice  to  be  published  not  less  than  ten 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing.  The 
attached  list  indicates  the  documents  which 
are  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  Plan  appears  to  have  broad  support 
throughout  the  Fenway  Project  Area;  and  it 
is  my  belief  that  it  serves  the  best  interests 
of  the  citizens  and  of  the  many  institutions 
in  the  area,  as  well  as  the  best  interests  of 
the   City   of   Boston. 

The  undertaking  of  the  Project,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  benefits  conferred  upon  the 
Project  Area,  would  make  available  to  the 
city  a  very  substantial  amount  of  local  grant- 
in-aid  credit  under  Section  112  of  Title  I, 
based  upon  expenditures  by  hospitals  and  edu- 
cational institutions  in  the  area.  The  amount 
of  such  credit  is  enough  not  only  to  cover 
the  entire  city  share  of  Fenway  project  costs, 
but  also  would  make  available  several  million 
dollars  of  pooling  credits  to  assist  in  the 
local  financing  of  other  renewal  projects  in 
city.

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for 
additional  financial  assistance  under  such  Act 
and  proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional 
contract  or  contracts  with  the  HHFA  for  the 
undertaking  of,  and  for  making  available 
additional  financial  assistance  for,  the  Project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of 
the  structures,  land  use,  environmental  in- 
fluences, and  social,  cultural  and  economic 
conditions  of  the  Project  Area  and  has  found 
and  determined  that  the  character  and  con- 
ditions of  the  Project  Area  as  described  in  the 
Project  Area  Report  submitted  herewith  do 
exist;  that  the  Project  Area  is  at  present  a 
decadent  area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  welfare  and 
sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community  be- 
cause of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are 
out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete 
and  in  need  of  major  maintenance  or  repair, 
and  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down 
and  not  replaced  and  which,  under  existing 
conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the  buildings 
will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a  substantial 
change  in  business  and  economic  conditions, 
and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air  and  open 
space,  and  because  of  excessive  land  coverage, 
and  because  diversity  of  ownership,  irregular 
lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it 
improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redeveloped 
by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enter- 
prise; and  further,  that  the  Project  Area  is 
at  present  a  substandard  area,  wherein  dwell- 
ings predominate,  which,  by  reason  of  dilapi- 
dation, overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement  or 
design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  or  sanitation 
facilities,  and  a  combination  of  these  factors, 
are  deterimental  to  the  safety,  health,  welfare 
and   sound  growth   of    the   Boston    community; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  and  re- 
ferred to  the  City  Council  for  review  and  ap- 
proval an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Pro- 
ject Area,  dated  November  1,  1965,  entitled 
"Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Plan,"  consisting 
of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two 
pages,  46  pages  of  text  and  4  maps,  duly 
approved  by  the  Authority  on  November  24, 
1965,  and  submitted  to  the  City  Councli  by 
his    Honor   the   Mayor; 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
but  not  as  a  part  thereof,  the  following 
documentation: 
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(1)  Resolution  of  the  Authority  authoriz- 
ing submission  of  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and 
supporting  documentation  to  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  City  Council,  and  the 
State   Division   of   Urban   Renewal; 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  finding 
the  Project  Area  to  be  an  eligible  urban  re- 
newal area  and  the  Project  to  be  an  eligible 
hospital   and   educational   project: 

(3)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  approv- 
ing the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  approving 
the  Relocation  Program; 

(4)  Project    Area    Report; 

(5)  Relocation   Program;   and 

(6)  Proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  be- 
tween the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Authority, 
together  with  attached  resolution  authorizing 
execution  of  the  Agreement  by  the  Authority. 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965- 
1975  General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called 
the  "General  Plan")  has  been  prepared  and 
was  duly  approved  by  the  Authority  on  March 
11,  1965,  and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a 
guide  for  the  general  development  of  the 
City   of   Boston   as   a   whole; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  Chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted 
the  powers  and  shall  perform  the  duties  con- 
ferred on  planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston, 
including  Section  70  of  Chapter  41  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  and  has  also 
been  granted  the  powers  and  shall  perform 
the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or  ordinance 
on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning  Board, 
and  in  such  capacity,  has  found  that  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the  General 
Plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly  con- 
sidered  said    findings; 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  Area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for 
the  Project  Area  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating 
and  removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  pub- 
lic ways,  the  establishment  of  new  street 
patterns,  the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer 
and  water  mains  and  other  public  facilities, 
and  other  public  action; 

Whereas,  Under  Section  104  of  Title  I  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city 
must  make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in 
Section  110  (d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at 
least  to  one  third  of  the  actual  net  project 
cost  for  the  Project  Area  as  finally  determined 
and  approved  by  HHPA  in  accordance  with 
said  Title  I,  and  the  Loan  and  Grant  Con- 
tract to  be  entered  into  between  the  Au- 
thority and  HHFA; 

Whereas,  A  proposed  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment between  the  Authority  and  the  City  has 
been  presented  to  the  City  Council  providing 
for  the  making  of  the  local  grants-in-aid  by 
the  city; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the  Project  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (re- 
ferred to  as  the  Relocation  Program  and  con- 
tained in  the  documentation  submitted  here- 
with); 

Whereas,  As  part  of  such  Relocation  Pro- 
gram there  is  additional  supporting  informa- 
tion and  data  respecting  said  program  which 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result 
of  studies,   surveys,   and  inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the 
availability  of  proper  housing  in  the  city 
for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families 
that  may  be  displaced  from  the  Project  Area 
and,  in  the  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local 
housing  conditions,  have  carefully  considered 
and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  relocation; 
Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  take  appropriate  official  action 
respecting  the  Relocation  Program  and  the 
Urban   Renewal   Plan   for  the  Project; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HHFA  effectuat- 
ing that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall, 
on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  or  national 
origin,   be  excluded  from   participation  in,   be 


denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to 
discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carry- 
ing out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  was  held,  after  due  notice  there- 
of, at  which  time  the  City  Council  received 
evidence  and  heard  extensive  opinions  from 
residents  of  the  Project  Area  and  other  per- 
sons with  respect  thereto,  and  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  heard  on  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan    were   so   heard;   and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the 
supporting  documentation  submitted  herewith 
as  aforesaid;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the  afore- 
said public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with  re- 
spect to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Project 
Area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole: 
now    therefore  it   is    hereby 

Resolved:  (1)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and 
determined  that  the  Project  Area  is  a  de- 
cadent and  substandard  area  and  qualifies  as 
an  eligible  Project  Area  under  Chapter  121 
of  the  Massachusetts   General  Laws; 

(2)  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  here- 
by approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby 
directed  to  file  a  copy  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan    with    the    minutes    of    this    meeting; 

(3)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  pro- 
vided pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  Federal 
financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the  Project 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  Project  to  be  under- 
taken in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan: 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the 
urban  renewal  of  the  area  by  private  enter- 
prise; 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to 
the   General    Plan    of   the    City   of   Boston; 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due  con- 
sideration to  the  provision  of  adequate  park 
and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may 
be  desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement, 
with  special  consideration  for  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in  the 
Project    Area; 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more  ex- 
tensive   rehabilitation    of    the    Project    Area; 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that,  in  addition  to  the  elimination  of  slums 
and  blight  from  the  Urban  Renewal  Area, 
the  undertaking  of  the  Project  in  such  area 
will  further  promote  the  public  welfare  and 
the    proper     development     of     the     community 

(a)  by  making  land  in  such  area  available  for 
disposition,  for  uses  in  accordance  with  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  to  hospital  and  educa- 
tional institutions  for  redevelopment  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  use  or  uses  specified  in  the 
Plan;  and  (b)  by  providing,  through  the  re- 
development of  the  Project  Area  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Plan,  a  cohesive  neighborhood 
environment  compatible  with  the  functions 
and  needs  of  hospital  and  educational  insti- 
tutions; 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  extent  of  hospital  and  educational 
uses  proposed  under  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
is  compatible  with  the  functions  and  needs 
of  the  residential  community  and  businesses 
located    in    the   Project   Area; 

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation 
of  the  individuals  and  families  displaced  in 
carrying  out  the  Project  in  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity  with  accept- 
able standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reason- 
ably and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper 
prosecution  and  completion  of  the  Project; 
and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units 
available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such  dis- 
placed individuals  and  families  are  at  least 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  are  not  generally  less 
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desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  pub- 
lic and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwell- 
ings of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families 
in  the  Project  Area,  are  available  at  rents  or 
prices  within  the  financial  means  of  the  dis- 
placed individuals  and  families,  and  are  reason- 
ably  accessible  to   their   places   of   employment; 

(11)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facili- 
tate the  effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and  de- 
termined that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to 
said  Plan,  and  accordingly,  the  City  Council 
hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping 
to  carry  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  (b) 
requests  the  various  officials,  departments, 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  city  having  ad- 
ministrative responsibilities  in  the  premises 
likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  ex- 
ercise their  respective  functions  and  powers 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan;  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider 
and  take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals 
and  measures  designed  to  effectuate  the  Ur- 
ban Renewal  Plan;  and  (d)  authorizes  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  execute  and 
deliver-  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  a  Cooperation  Agreement  substantially 
in  the  form  of  the  one  presented  to  this 
meeting; 

(12)  That  additional  financial  assistance 
under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable 
the  land  in  the  Project  Area  to  be  renewed 
in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
and  accordingly,  the  filing  by  the  Authority 
of  an  application  or  applications  for  such 
financial  assistance  under  said  Title  I,  is  here- 
by approved; 

(13)  That  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Admini- 
strator be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of 
full  compliance  by  the  City  Council  with 
regulations  of  HHFA  effectuating  Title  VI 
of  the   Civil   Rights   Act  of   1964.

PETITION    RE    RESTRICTIONS    ON    PARK 
FRONTAGES      ON      COMMONWEALTH 
AVENUE. 
The   following   was   received: 
PETITION. 
To  the  Honorable  City   Council  of  the   City  of 
Boston. 
As   the   owner   and   resident   for   many  years 
of    the    house    at    129    Commonwealth    avenue, 
Boston,   I   petition  the   Honorable   City   Council 
to   defer   action   on   the   ordinance  proposed   by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  permit  the  erection  of 
high-rise  buildings  on  the  southwest  and  north- 
west   corners    of    Commonwealth    avenue    and 
Berkeley,    Clarendon,    and    Dartmouth    streets, 
respectively,    by    amending    the    existing    ordi- 
nance   fixing    the    height    limits    of    buildings 


on  Commonwealth  avenue.  I  petition  the 
Honorable  Council  to  take  no  action  upon 
this  portion  of  the  ordinance  recommended 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  until  after  the  Study 
Committee  for  a  Historic  District  on  the  Back 
Bay  has  reported  to  the  Council.  As  the 
members  of  the  Council  are  aware,  this  com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  his  Honor  over  a 
year  ago  on  the  basis  of  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  City  Council,  requesting  his  Honor  to 
appoint  such  a  committee  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
General  Laws  require  such  a  committee  to 
study  the  problem,  to  prepare  a  preliminary 
report,  to  submit  the  report  to  the  State 
Commissioners  of  Commerce  and  of  Natural 
Resources,  to  the  State  Art  Commission,  and 
to  the  Planning  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
that  is,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
and  thereafter,  having  given  notice  to  all 
land  owners  in  the  proposed  district,  to  hold 
a  public  hearing,  then  to  prepare  a  final  re- 
port, and  to  submit  it,  with  the  committee's 
recommendations,  to  the  City  Council.  The 
Study  Committee  has  not,  as  yet,  completed 
its  preliminary  report.  It  is  holding  meetings 
to  study  a  draft  of  this  report  and  to  agree 
upon  its  final  form.  There  will  probably  be 
majority  and  minority  reports,  either  of  which 
the    Council    can    follow. 

The  appointment  of  such  a  committee  re- 
ceived strong  public  support  from  all  sec- 
tions of  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  hearings 
before  the  Council.  It  is  necessary  that  the 
Council  receive  and  consider  the  final  report 
of  this  committee,  to  arrive  at  a  sound  con- 
clusion with  regard  to  what  steps  it  should 
take  to  assure  the  future  of  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  the  Back  Bay  for  the  benefit  of 
all  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston.  To  act 
now,  in  the  absence  of  this  report,  would  be 
most  unwise  and   unfair. 

As  the  owner  of  a  house  situated  on  the 
north  side  of  Commonwealth  avenue  between 
two  of  the  corners  on  which  his  Honor 
recommends  that  high  buildings  be  author- 
ized, I  would  suffer  severe  and  irreparable 
damage  to  my  property  if  the  Council  should 
authorize  the  removal  of  the  existing  height 
limits  to  permit  the  erection  of  buildings  200 
feet  high  on  the  northwest  corners  of  Com- 
monwealth avenue  and  Clarendon  and  Dart- 
mouth streets,  respectively,  and  might  have 
to  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  to  prevent 
this  damage  to  my  property.  This  I  do  not 
wish  to  do.  Other  property  owners  on  Com- 
monwealth avenue  might  well  follow  this 
same  course  to  protect  their  properties.  I 
am  consequently  petitioning  the  Council  to 
postpone  action  which  might  require  me  and 
them  to  follow  this  course  until  after  it  has 
received  and  duly  considered  the  report  of 
the  Study  Committee  for  the  creation  of  a 
Historic   District   on    the    Back    Bay.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN  RENEWAL. 

Coun.  W.  J.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal,  submitted  the  following  in- 
terim   report. 

Concerning  the  South  End  project,  on  No- 
vember 12,  1965,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
on  a  vote  of  Madam  Craven  and  Councillor 
W.  J.  Foley,  the  hearings  on  the  South  End 
project  were  recessed  until  November  23, 
1965,  at  which  time  hearings  were  again 
called  to  order.  Mr.  Logue  was  requested  to 
be  present,  but  Mr.  Logue  refused  to  attend 
the  hearings.  Testimony  was  taken,  and  the 
committee  thereupon  recessed  until  December 
1,  1965,  for  the  taking  of  further  testimony. 
Remaining    to    be    explored    are    the    question 


of  the  relationship  of  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital to  the  South  End  project,  matters  re- 
lating to  the  public  housing  in  the  South  End 
project  as  developed  on  the  bus  tour,  namely, 
that  4  of  the  16  neighborhood  associations, 
contrary  to  testimony  taken  previously,  want 
public  housing.  Also,  other  matters  remaining 
to  be  considered,  including  a  definite  state- 
ment to  the  committee  from  the  persons  op- 
erating the  wholesale  flower  mart  in  the  South 
End  to  the  effect  that  they  intend  to  use  the 
facility  offered  and  remain  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Mr.  Logue's  refusal  to  attend  raises 
the  question  as  to  whether  the  Council  in  its 
wisdom  ought  to  summons  him  to  the  meet- 
ing   of   December    1,    1965.

COMMONWEALTH    AVENUE. 

Coun.  W.  J.  FOLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  ordinance  concerning 
the  restrictions  on  park  frontages  on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  submitted  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  subject  to  a  hearing  November 
30,  1965,  be  amended  by  striking  therefrom 
section    2    of   the   proposed   ordinance.

for  the  owner  thereof  to  retrieve  the  automobile 
without  towing  charges.

Reference  is  made  to  that  portion  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Boston  City  Council  adopted  on  Octo- 
ber 4,  1965,  pertaining  to  this  department,  as 
follows : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  formulate  policies 
with  respect  to  the  towing  of  stolen  automobiles 
based  on  the  premise  that  an  automobile  parked  at 
the  curb  ought  not  to  be  towed  until  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  is  allowed  for  the  owner  thereof  to 
retrieve  the  automobile  without  towing  charges." 

The  towing  of  stolen  automobiles,  after  recovery, 
is  always  a  problem.  Concern  has  been  expressed 
for  the  victims  of  the  unfortunate  circumstances 
and  on  December  29,  1964,  the  subject  matter  was 
discussed  at  the  regular  staff  meeting  of  all  district 
commanders.  At  that  time  it  was  explained  that  a 
common  denominator  should  be  readied  on  the 
subject  of  towing  recovered  stolen  automobiles. 
It  was  directed  that  the  officer  in  charge  at  a  dis- 
trict use  a  common  sense  rule  in  determining  the 
disposition  of  a  stolen  automobile,  giving  every 
consideration  to  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  for  the 
purpose  of  saving  him  expenses,  but  bearing  in 
mind  that  the  department  must  not  be  put  in 
jeopardy  in  complying  with  this  standard. 

The  following  plan  has  been  formulated  outlin- 
ing the  procedures  to  be  followed  for  the  recovery 
of  motor  vehicles  stolen  in  Boston: 

1.  At  the  time  a  motor  vehicle  is  reported 
stolen,  information  should  be  obtained  from  the 
owner  as  to  whether  he  desires  to  have  his  vehicle 
towed  for  safekeeping  at  the  time  of  recovery  or 
he  desires  an  immediate  notification  regardless  to 
time,  with  a  view  of  his  proceeding  to  the  location 
for  recovery,  if  this  can  be  done  within  a  reasonable 
time. 

2.  When  a  motor  vehicle  stolen  in  Boston  is 
recovered,  the  officer(s)  making  the  recovery  shall 
contact  the  Duty  Supervisor  at  the  district  where 
the  car  is  located. 

3.  The  Duty  Supervisor  at  the  district  of  re- 
covery may,  depending  on  information  he  may 
acquire  or  depending  on  information  he  may  have 
on  hand,  order  such  recovered  motor  vehicle 
towed  to  a  convenient  place  for  the  purpose  of 
safekeeping;  or  the  Duty  Supervisor  may,  depend- 
ing on  the  circumstances,  such  as  the  time  of  day 
or  night,  the  location  of  the  vehicle,  the  location 
of  the  owner,  or  availability  of  personnel,  notify  the 
owner  to  come  to  the  location  of  recovery  and  take 
possession  of  the  motor  vehicle  at  the  scene. 

This  plan  was  distributed  to  the  commanding 
officers  of  all  districts  at  the  regular  scheduled 
staff  meeting  for  use  by  their  Duty  Supervisor  as 
a  guideline  in  determining  the  disposition  of  stolen 
automobiles.

These  approvals  were  contained  in  a  resolution 
dated  March  16,  1964,  and  a  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment dated  March  9,  1950,  amended  October  3, 
1958. 

Section  402  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1954  (PL— 560, 
83d  Congress)  amending  the  Housing  Act  of  1937, 
as  amended,  provides  that  prior  to  the  execution 
of  an  Annual  Contributions  Contract,  the  Local 
Authority  shall  notify  the  Governing  Body  of  the 
locality  of  its  estimate  of  the  annual  amount  of 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  which  will  be  made  for 
the  projects,  and  of  the  amount  of  taxes  which 
would  be  levied  if  the  property  were  privately 
owned.

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
URBAN   RENEWAL. 
Coun.  G.  F.  FOLEY  offered  the  following: 
1.     Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor,  resolution 
and   order  (referred  October  18)  approvine  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  loan  of  $4,260,000 — 
recommending  that  the  order  and  resolution  ought 
to  pass  and  submitting  the  following  report; 
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REPORT  OF  THE  URBAN  RENEWAL  COM- 
MITTEE OF  THE  BOSTON  CITY  COUN- 
CIL ON  THE  PROPOSED  SOUTH  END 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT. 

Introduction. 
The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  held  public 
hearings  on  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project 
on  November  9,  10,  and  12,  1965.  The  hearings 
commenced  at  10.30  a.m.,  November  9,  and  were 
declared  closed  by  the  Chairman  at  8.24  p.m., 
November  12,  when  no  additional  witnesses' 
responded  when  the  Chair  asked  whether  there 
were  further  witnesses.  The  transcript  of  the 
hearing  will  indicate  that  a  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses appeared  in  favor  of  the  plan  or  submitted 
statements  favoring  the  plan,  representing  all 
sixteen  South  End  neighborhood  associations,  all 
South  End  churches,  and  many  community  or- 
ganizations and  associations,  as  well  as  the  or- 
ganized business  community  and  individual 
business  firms.  A  limited  number  of  persons  ap- 
peared in  opposition  to  the  plan.  At  the  opening 
of  the  hearing  and  throughout  the  entire  last  day 
of  the  hearing,  representatives  of  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  described  the  plan  in  detail 
and  answered  questions  of  Committee  members. 

The  Committee  concluded  from  the  nature  and 
breadth  of  community  support  that  the  proposed 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  clearly  favored 
by  the  South  End  community,  notwithstanding 
limited  opposition  on  specific  issues,  and  that  when 
carried  out,  the  plan  will  be  of  immense  benefit  to 
the  City  of  Boston  and  to  the  residents,  property 
owners,  businesses,  institutions,  churches,  and 
employees  in  the  South  End. 

There  follows  a  summary  of  the  Committee's 
conclusions  with  respect  to  the  plan: 

Eligibility. 
One  of  the  documents  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to 
the  Boston  City  Council  in  connection  with  the 
South  End  Plan  was  a  resolution  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  that  the  South  End 
Project  Area  is  an  eligible  urban  renewal  area  under 
federal  and  state  law.  This  resolution  sum- 
marizes the  extent  of  blight,  deterioration,  dilapida- 
tion and  other  building  conditions,  land  use  de- 
ficiencies and  inadequacies,  unsatisfactory  living 
conditions  and  other  conditions  detrimental  to  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  community. 
The  testimony  presented  in  the  course  of  the  hear- 
ing, both  by  proponents  and  opponents  to  the  plan, 
fully  substantiates  the  summary  contained  in  this 
resolution  and  fully  satisfies  the  Committee  that 
the  project  area  is  eligible  under  federal  and  state 
laws.  This  conclusion  was  forcibly  brought  home 
to  members  of  the  Committee  in  the  course  of  a 
bus  tour  of  the  project  area,  which  was  conducted 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  Com- 
mittee members  on  November  15. 

Conclusions  as  to  the  Outstanding  Features 
of  the  Plan. 
The  proposed  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  effec- 
tively separate  most  of  the  residential  community 
in  the  South  End  from  most  of  the  industrial  com- 
munity.    Residential  properties  will  be  protected 
from    the    progressive    industrial    encroachment 
which  has  been  characteristic  of  the  South  End,  and 
will  materially  benefit  residential  property  values 
and  livability   in   the   residential   neighborhoods 
through    the    elimination    of    industrial   trucking, 
noise,  odors,  and  other  detrimental  effects.     In 
addition,  the  plan  provides  traffic  solutions,  in- 
cluding a  bypass  road  for  through  traffic,  along  the 
entire  northwest  length  of  the  project  area,  which 
will  ease  traffic  pressure  on  the  entire  South  End 
community  without  depriving  any  parcel  of  land 
of  access.     New  development  will  be  promoted, 
utilizing  land  which  has  been  long  vacant  and  land 
and  buildings  which  are  currently  blighted,  aban- 
doned, deteriorating,  or  substandard.     The   plan 
provides  a  significant  increase  in  public  recreation 
areas  and  other  open  space,  as  well  as  new  elemen- 
tary schools,  a  junior  high  school,  a  new  library,  and 
a  much-needed  central  recreation  building.     The 
new  development  will  be  located  so  as  to  enhance 
the  large  rehabilitation  areas  throughout  the  South 
End. 

Seventy-five  percent  of  the  community  is  pro- 
posed for  rehabilitation  and  evidence  was  sub- 
mitted that  this  is  both  feasible  and  desirable. 

Boston  University  Medical  Center  will  be  de- 
veloping a  $55,000,000  expansion  program  in  an 


organized  manner  in  a  contained  area,  which  will 
be  guaranteed  in  a  cooperation  agreement  with  the 
■tsoston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  wholesale  flower  industry  will  be  provided 
an  opportunity  to  develop  a  new  facility  in  an  area 
now  vacant  or  blighted.  This  development  will 
remove  a  heavy  trucking  generator  from  an  other- 
wise attractive  residential  area,  keep  a  unique  in- 
dustry which  presently  is  stifled  for  lack  of  customer 
parking  and  expansion  facilities  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  provide  the  opportunity  for  increased 
employment  and  tax  revenue. 

Approximately  3,600  units  of  new  housing  is 
provided  in  the  plan,  a  sizeable  net  increase  in  the 
number  of  housing  units  in  the  area.  Five  hundred 
of  these  units  are  proposed  for  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  three  hundred  units  for  family  public 
housing.  The  balance  will  be  moderate  income 
housing,  largely  financial  under  Section  221  (d)  (3) 
of  the  Federal  Housing  Act.  The  Congress  has 
recently  lowered  the  interest  rate  to  3  percent  the 
financing  of  such  developments  by  nonprofit 
groups,  which  will  have  a  significant  impact  on  the 
rents  which  can  be  charged.  Testimony  indicated 
that  for  the  lowest  income  groups  a  federal  rent 
subsidy  program  would  be  in  effect  when  these 
units  were  ready  for  occupancy. 

Evidence  was  cited  to  the  effect  that  the  City  of 
Boston  has  many  vacant,  tax-foreclosed  properties 
in  the  South  End  which  will  provide  a  resource  for 
relocation  and  which  are  proposed  for  development 
by  nonprofit  groups.  Evidence  by  one  such 
group  was  submitted  that  this  is  both  feasible  and 
economic,  providing  rentals  at  a  level  between 
public  housing  and  the  221  (d)  (3)  moderate  in- 
come program.  This  resource  has  not  been  avail- 
able in  other  renewal  areas,  previously  approved  by 
the  Boston  City  Council,  and  can  provide  upwards 
of  500  units  of  housing  for  relocated  families  and 
individuals.  In  itself,  the  Committee  considers 
this  a  major  breakthrough  in  providing  housing  for 
lower-income  families. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  the  proposal  is  that 
much  of  the  new  housing  will  be  developed  on  land 
which  is  presently  vacant.  On  the  November  12 
bus  tour,  members  of  the  committee  had  an  op- 
portunity to  see  at  firsthand  the  extent  to  which 
vacant  land  exists  in  the  South  End. 

Evidence  was  submitted  concerning  improved 
provisions  for  rehabilitation  under  the  Housing 
Act  of  1965,  and  it  seems  apparent,  with  direct 
loan  provisions  to  low-income  families  and  re- 
habilitation grants,  that  rehabilitation  is  feasible 
within  the  framework  of  the  South  End  Plan. 

Relocation. 
Approximately  3,550  family  units,  representing 
about  19  percent  of  the  total  South  End  population 
of   30,000   people   will   require   relocation,   staged 
over  the  seven-year  execution  period  of  the  plan. 
Testimony  indicated  that  relocation  resources  will 
be  available  at  such  times  as  will  coincide,  at  each 
staging  period,  with  the  relocation  needs.     These 
resources  will  include  the  3,600  new  units  referred 
to  above,  construction  of  the  first  stage  of  which  is 
already  under  way  in  Castle  square   (the  "early 
land  acquisition"  portion  of  the  South  End  pro- 
gram) and  of  the  next  stage  of  which  can  com- 
mence soon  after  project  approvals  on  presently 
vacant  land;  the  rehabilitated  tax-foreclosed  prop- 
erties referred  to  above;  and  the  normal  turnover 
in  the  South  End  and  throughout  Boston  in  the 
private  housing  market  of  sales  and  rental  housing 
and  of  public  housing.     The  Committee  is  assured 
that  the  relocation  program  will  be  handled  by  a 
competent,  experienced,  and  well-staffed  contract 
agency,  and  that  standards  have  been  established 
for  relocation  housing,  which  will  ensure  that  no 
one   is   relocated   in   substandard   quarters.      The 
relocation  program  submitted  to  the  Council  and 
described   to   the   Committee   provides   assurance 
that  relocation  in  the  South  End  can  be  accom- 
plished without  undue  hardship  and  that  housing 
can  be  provided  within  the  economic  means  of  the 
relocated  families  and  individuals. 

Advantages  to  the  City. 
There  are  a  number  of  direct  advantages  to  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  whole  in  the  renewal  program 
for  the  South  End.  Testimony  was  given  that  the 
current  tax  revenues  from  this  area  of  the  city 
amount  to  a  little  less  than  $3,000,000  per  year  and 
are  projected  to  increase  during  execution  of  the 
plan  by  approximately  60  percent  to  an  estimated 
total  of  about  $4,200,000.     In  addition  to  new

taxable  properties,  renewal  will  stabilize  tax 
revenue  from  existing  properties  by  eliminating 
blight  and  decay. 

Another  significant  advantage  to  the  city  will 
accrue  under  section  112  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act,  since  purchase  of  land  by  the  Boston  Univer- 
sity Medical  Center  may  be  credited  as  part  of  the 
city's  contribution  to  its  one-third  share  of  project 
financing.  In  addition,  testimony  brought  out 
that  the  proposed  sale  of  the  city  yard  on  Albany 
street  to  Boston  University  Medical  Center  will 
provide  not  only  a  112  credit,  but  also  an  actual 
cash  payment  to  the  city. 

A  major  advantage  to  the  city  will  be  the 
financing  by  federal  grant  of  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing or  repairing  many  public  improvement  s  and 
facilities  now  badly  out  of  repair,  obsolete,  inade- 
quate, or  entirely  absent  from  the  area,  including 
streets,  lighting,  parks,  playgrounds,  fire  and 
police  signals,  traffic  controls  and  other  necessary 
and  needed  improvements.  This  will  materially 
reduce  the  city's  future  maintenance  costs,  as  well 
as  eliminate  the  obvious  eventuality  of  city  financ- 
ing of  these  necessities. 

Of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  entire  city  will  be 
the  healing  of  some  of  the  social  ills  which  are  all 
too-well  represented  in  the  area.  Testimony 
indicated  that  physical  renewal  will  take  place  in 
close  collaboration  with  community  action  pro- 
grams and  other  social  welfare  measures.  There  is 
every  reason  to  hope  that  physical  renewal,  with 
such  collaboration,  will  help  to  decrease  the  drain 
of  crime,  delinquency,  vandalism,  ignorance,  and 
poverty  on  Boston's  financial  and  human  resources. 

Advantages  to  the  South  End  Community 
It  was  apparent  in  the  testimony  that  bank 
financing  and  insurance  is  difficult  and  often  im- 
possible to  get  within  the  South  End.  Testimony 
was  given  and  evidence  submitted  that  upon  certi- 
fication of  the  area  for  renewal,  bank  financing  and 
FHA  insurance  will  be  available.  The  Committee 
feels  that  this  will  protect  the  investment  of 
property  owners,  and  according  to  testimony, 
approximately  50  percent  of  the  residential  struc- 
tures in  the  South  End  are  owner  occupied. 

Testimony  was  given  and  evidence  presented 
that  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  intends  to  dismantle  the  elevated 
structure  on  Washington  street  and  provide  new 
service  on  the  present  railroad  right-of-way  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad.  The 
Committee  referred  to  evidence  presented  in  its 
public  hearing  on  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal 
Project  with  respect  to  the  means  by  which  this 
realignment  will  be  accomplished. 

It  is  apparent  that  many  community  facilities  in 
the  South  End  are  inadequate  and  obsolete,  and 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  the  city  to  rebuild  the  area's  school 
system,  to  provide  a  new  library,  parks  and  play- 
grounds, and  a  community  center.  These  will 
service  the  educational  and  recreational  needs  of 
South  End  residents  as  they  never  have  been 
serviced  but  should  have  been  for  a  long  time. 
The  Committee  notes  that  these  facilities  eventu- 
ally would  have  to  be  provided  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  notwithstanding  renewal,  and  that  provid- 
ing them  under  an  urban  renewal  plan  may  be 
counted  as  part  of  the  city's  contribution  in 
project  financing,  and  will  guarantee  that  the 
occupants  of  the  sites  for  these  facilities  are 
properly  relocated. 

This  report  has  already  touched  upon  the 
obvious  benefits  to  the  community  of  separating 
industrial  from  residential  land  uses  and  providing 
a  new  traffic  pattern  which  will  improve  traffic 
safety,  help  to  eliminate  congestion,  and  provide 
ready  access  to  all  parts  of  the  South  End.  In 
addition,  industrial  expansion  space  for  some  of 
Boston's  largest  employers  and  tax  producers  will 
be  assured. 

Opposition  to  the  Plan. 

Extremely  little  opposition  was  offered  by 
representatives  of  the  South  End  community. 
Most  of  those  appearing  in  opposition  did  not 
question  the  need  for  renewal,  private  if  not  public, 
in  the  South  End,  in  view  of  the  apparent  and  to 
some  extent  shocking  degree  of  physical  blight  and 
social  decadence  in  the  area.  Neither  did  those  in 
opposition  question  the  major  strengths  of  the 
community,  reflected  by  the  large  numbers  of 
interested  residents,  property  owners,  business- 
men, and  institutions  on  which  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  relies  heavily  in  asserting 
the  feasibility  of  execution  of  the  plan.    Those  in 


opposition  seemed  generally  content  to  rely  on  the 
hope  that  private  redevelopment  would  eventually 
bring  the  area  up,  citing  the  acknowledged  fact 
that  considerable  private  redevelopment  is  pres- 
ently occurring.  However,  the  Committee  feels 
that  much  of  such  private  redevelopment  as  is 
presently  occurring  is  due  to  the  activities  of  a 
sizeable  redevelopment  authority  staff  which  has 
been  planning  in  the  area  for  several  years,  and 
during  the  last  two  years  occupying  a  site  office  in 
the  project  area  and  providing  a  number  of  com- 
munity services  including  liaison  for  those  in  the 
community  with  city  departments,  such  as  the 
Building  Department,  and  with  banks  to  which 
mortgage  applications  have  been  made  (but  as 
noted  elsewhere  in  this  report,  generally  rejected). 
Those  in  opposition  also  cited  the  obvious  fact 
that  the  city  can,  and  perhaps  long  since  should 
have,  provided  many  of  the  things  planned  as  part 
of  the  project.  The  fact  remains  that  this  city,  as 
most  1  arge  cities,  has  so  far  failed  through  financial 
inability  to  provide  these  things  in  many  neighbor- 
hoods, and  the  direction  of  the  tax  rate  offers  little 
hope  of  early  improvement  in  this  respect.  The 
Committee  thinks  it  apparent  that  the  needs  of  the 
South  End  are  so  great  that  only  full-scale,  area- 
wide  planning  and  development,  using  the  major 
financial  assistance  provided  through  the  urban 
renewal  program,  and  with  the  resources  and 
services  provided  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  will  be  sufficient  to  solidly  re-create 
long-term  stability  of  property  values,  residential 
amenities,  and  possibilities  for  industrial  expan- 
sion. Those  in  opposition  generally  seem  mostly 
concerned  about  what  they  believed  was  inade- 
quate proof  that  everything  promised  by  the  plan 
could  come  true,  and  about  feared  large-scale 
hardship  and  suffering.  While  it  is  impossible, 
with  an  undertaking  of  this  magnitude,  to  be 
100  percent  certain  that  every  difficulty  wiE  be 
surmounted,  the  Committee  is  left  with  no  serious 
question  that  feasibility  of  execution  of  the  plan  is 
as  substantiated  as  such  a  matter  can  be,  and  that 
the  hardship  and  suffering  presently  existing  and 
growing  steadily  worse  in  this,  as  in  most  blighted 
urban  areas  in  the  nation,  is  as  great  or  greater 
than  the  feared  future  hardships  are  likely  ever 
to  be.  Present  hardship  and  suffering  are  an 
incentive  to  action,  sufficient  in  the  Committee's 
opinion,  to  overcome  the  largely  unsubstantiated 
fears  cited  as  a  reason  for  inaction. 

Certain  objections  to  the  plan  came  from  spe- 
cific businesses,  which  this  Committee  feels  is  no 
reason  to  abandon  the  plan.  However,  this  Com- 
mittee does  hold  the  view  that  each  of  the  busi- 
nesses testifying  in  opposition  be  assured  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  that  every 
reasonable  measure  will  be  found  to  alleviate  any 
hardship. 

SUMMABT. 

In  summary,  this  Committee  finds  that  the 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  well-thought- 
out  and  commands  obvious  community  support. 
The  Committee  finds  that  rehabilitation  of  75 
percent  of  the  residential  structures  is  both  feasible 
and  desirable.  The  Committee  finds  that  reloca- 
tion resources  and  the  relocation  program  are 
adequate  and  carefully  considered.  The  Committee 
finds  that  the  projected  increases  in  employment 
and  tax  base  as  the  result  of  the  plan  will  be 
beneficial  to  the  city.  The  committee  finds  that 
the  financial  advantage  to  the  city  of  renewal  in 
the  South  End  will  be  substantial.  Therefore, 
this  Committee  recommends  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  vote  to  approve  the  South  End  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  as  presented,  by  adopting  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Boston  City  Council  submitted  to  the 
Council  by  the  Mayor  on  October  18,  approving  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  feasibility  of  reloca- 
tion for  the  South  End  Project  and  authorizing  the 
cooperation  agreement  with  respect  to  the  plan 
between  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  City  of  Boston.

President  TIERNEY  in  the  chair. 
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MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR  WIL- 
LIAM J.  FOLEY,  JR.,  RE  SOUTH  END 
URBAN   RENEWAL   PROJECT. 

Coun.  W.  J.  FOLEY,  submitted  the  following: 

In  the  history  of  warfare,  the  sustenance  of  the 
civilian  population  in  wars  where  the  great  captains 
were  making  their  reputations,  there  has  always 
been  a  problem.  Napoleon's  sol-ition  to  this 
problem  in  Asia  Minor  a'ter  his  Egyptian  successes 
is  a  matter  never  referred  to  by  the  Bonapartists. 
In  Eastern  Europe  in  World  War  II,  those  of  the 
civilian  pop'  lation  who  were  only  driven  from  their 
homes  to  starve  were  the  lucky  ones. 

In  the  South  End  today,  we  have  a  man  ea-er 
after  glory.  He  has  plans  for  the  South  End.  The 
civilian  population  there,  however,  is  quite  a 
barrier,  quite  a  hurdle.  The  solution  which  the 
Development  Administrator  has  devised  for  the 
problems  of  the  South  End  is  a  simple  one.  He 
proposes  to  convert  the  South  End  into  an  upper 
middle-class  residential  enclave,  and  as  to  the 
problems  (i.e.,  the  people)  he  proposes  to  simply 
export  them. 

I  sho-'ld  like  to  quote  you  what  I  consider  to  be 
a  brilliant  and  courageous  piece  of  work  on  the 
part  of  some  women  for  whom  I  have  the  highest 
commendation,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of 
Boston.

Statement  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of 
Boston. 

Before  the  Urban  Renewal  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  regarding  the  South  End 
Urban  Renewal  Project  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  of  Boston  has  long  endorsed  a  broad  pro- 
gram of  urban  renewal  for  Boston,  including 
rehabilitation,  conservation,  code  enforcement,  re- 
location assistance  and  opposition  to  discrimination 
in  public  housing.  We  support  neighborhood  as- 
sociations; we  have  encouraged  League  members  to 
participate  in  them;  and  we  have  urged  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  support  them  and  to 
work  with  them.  The  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Project  plan  now  before  the  City  Council  is  the 
res'  It  of  many  months  of  work  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  (BRA)  staff,  frequently  in 
close  conjunction  with  numero"S  neighborhood 
associations  and  their  representatives 

In  regard  to  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Project  the  Boston  League  has  specific  concerns  in 
three  areas,  namely:  (1)  ho  sing  for  low-income 
families  and  individuals:  (2)  relocation  of  families 
and  individuals;  and  3)  long-range,  comprehensive 
planning  by  the  BRA. 

Housing. 

Chapter  V:  Relocation  of  Families  and  In- 
dividuals, Section  501,  states  that  approximately 
3  550  households  reside  in  clearance  sections  of  the 
project  area  and  will  need  to  be  relocated.  It  is 
further  stated  that  nearly  two  out  of  every  three 
(2,325)  ho-seholds  are  eligible  for  low-rent  public 
housing  This  means  that  these  families  can  afford 
to  pay  $58.23  monthly  for  housing  and  utilities 
which  is  the  average  rental  in  federally-aided 
public  housing. 

The  present  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project 
plan  calls  for:  (1)  75  percent  conservation  and  up- 
grading of  existing  structures;  (2)  2,550  units  of 
lew  moderate-income  ho-sing— 221  (d)  (3),  with 
rents  beginning  at  approximately  $88  for  two-bed- 
room units,  including  utilities;  (3)  500  units  of 
public  housing  for  the  elderly  and I  300  units  of 
public  housing  for  families;  and  (4)  upwards  to 
500  units  rehabilitated  by  nonprofit  housing 
sponsors  renting  from  $60-890. 

Thus,  there  are  provisions  for  providing  some 
3  850  new  units  of  housing,  while  displacing  some 
3!550  ho-seholds.  However,  the  League  strongly 
questions  the  validity  of  the  statement  in  Chapter 
V-  Section  502:  'Beca-se  a  majority  of  families 
interviewed  have  voiced  a  preference  for  remaining 
n  the  South  End,  the  relocation  pro-ram  ,s  sched- 
uled so  that  housing  opport  inities  w,U  be  available 
to  meet  the  demand.'  There  may  be  units  avail- 
able but  will  families  (nearly  two  out  of  three 
eligible  for  low-rent  public  housing)  be  able  to 
afford  to  live  in  them? 


The  Boston  League  of  Women  Voters  believes 
that  more  public  housing  must  be  made  available 
in  the  South  End,  if  residents  are  to  tn  ly  have  an 
option  to  remain  in  the  South  End.  There  should 
be  more  than  300  units  made  available  for  families, 
on  widely-scattered  lots,  through  new  building, 
rehabilitation  of  row  houses,  and  through  the  pur- 
chase or  leasing  and  management  of  existing  sound 
housing,  otherwise  known  as  ' '  instant  public 
housing."  Though  the  plan  refers  to  the  use  of 
rent  supplementation  programs,  it  must  be  pointed 
out  that  without  the  passage  of  a  federal  appro- 
priation bill  or  the  enactment  of  state  legislation 
(House  4040)  Boston  will  not  have  funds  for  such 
programs.  We  must  thus  make  use  of  available 
funds  to  provide  public  housing  in  more  creative 
ways,  in  well  designed,  attractive  buildings,  that 
are  well  maintained  and  in  which  people  will  take 
pride  in  living. 

The  Boston  League  believes  that  more  study  and 
effort  must  be  made  to  ensure  that  rehabilitation  is 
economically  feasible.  Other  large  cities,  such  as 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  New  York  are  doing  a 
great  deal  of  rehabilitation  at  apparently  lower 
costs  than  here  in  Boston.  What  accounts  for  our 
costs?  Is  it  labor?  unfavorable  financing?  or  our 
building  costs?  The  Boston  League  is  gravely 
concerned  that  some  of  the  early  reports  about  the 
cost  of  rehabilitation  being  done  by  nonprofit 
groups  is  forcing  them  to  charge  rents  that  will  be 
beyond  low-income  families,  i.e.  beyond  two  out 
of  three  households  requiring  relocation.  We 
suggest  that  a  study  and  evaluation  of  our  building 
codes  in  relation  to  the  cost  of  rehabilitation  is 
needed,  along  with  continued  efforts  to  ensure 
financing  for  rehabilitation  at  reasonable  rates. 

RELOCATION. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Boston  sup- 
ports the  payment  of  moving  expenses  and  pro- 
vision of  relocation  assistance  by  the  land-taking 
agency  to  displaced  individuals,  fan.ilies,  and 
businesses.  We  support  increased  emphasis  by  the 
BRA  on  relocation  and  thus  we  are  in  accord  with 
Chapter  V,  Sections  503  and  504,  which  spell  out 
the  method  of  relocation  and  the  standards  for 
relocation.  This  is  an  area  for  professionally- 
trained  workers  and  will  demand  close  and  effective 
cooperation  with  the  .boston  Housing  Authority, 
the  Jboston  Public  Welfare  Department,  the  South 
End  Neighborhood  Action  Program,  and  numerous 
other  social  and  welfare  agencies. 

The  Boston  League  is  concerned  about  what 
services  will  be  provided  to  families  and  residents 
who  hnd  themselves  displaced  by  either  improve- 
ment endeavors  by  private  upper-middle  income 
persons  and  groups  or  by  nonprofit  rehabilitation 
efforts  which  do  not  keep  rents  low  enough  to 
rehouse  the  present  low-income  occupants.  Where 
will  these  households  relocate?  Who  will  be 
responsible  for  providing  them  with  relocation 
assistance? 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Boston  en- 
dorses Chapter  XI,  Anti-Discrimination  Provi- 
sions. We  believe  that  the  relocation  agency, 
ultimately  the  BRA  and  the  City  Council  should 
actively  support  a  policy  of  making  a  wide  selection 
of  housing  readily  available  to  all  income  and 
racial  groups  in  all  neighborhoods.  In  order  to 
attain  such  a  public  commitment  to  Chapter  151B 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  amend- 
ments thereto  (The  Massachusetts  Fair  Housing 
Practices  Act)  there  should  be  public  education 
and  preparation  of  citizens  in  neighborhoods  where 
new  residents  are  to  be  settled.  As  relocation 
necessitated  by  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Project  begins,  we  urge  that  efforts  be  made  to 
rehouse,  in  all  parts  of  our  city,  those  families  who 
can  no  longer  afford  to  live  in  the  South  End  or 
who  chose  not  to  remain  there. 

Lonq-Ranqe,  Comprehensive  Planning. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Boston  has 
long  been  a  proponent  of  long-range,  comprehen- 
sive planning  by  the  BRA.  The  city  needs  a 
Community  Renewal  Program— CRP.  "1  he  lack 
of  it  makes  it  difficult  to  assess  how  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Project  relates  to  other  urban 
renewal  projects  in  the  city.  What  will  be  the 
effect  upon  the  rest  of  Boston  that  new  housing 
may  not  rehouse  the  people  being  displaced? 

Despite  the  statement  in  Chapter  X  that  the 
plan  is  in  conformity  with  the  General  plan  for  the 
City  of  Boston  and  with  its  Program  for  C  ommu- 
nity  Improvements,  the  I  eague  submits  that 
without  a  CRP  it  is  impossible  to  clearly  identify 
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and  justify:  (1)  the  need  for  an  individual  project 
such  as  the  South  End  Plan;  (2)  the  economic 
basis  for  the  renewal  plan;  (3)  the  goals  for  such 
renewal;  and  (4)  the  resources  needed  and  avail- 
able. In  regard  to  the  League's  special  concern 
with  housing  and  relocation,  the  lack  of  a  CRP 
means  that  Boston  does  not  have:  (1)  a  city-wide 
survey  and  analysis  of  existing  patterns  of  minority 
group  residence  and  the  extent  to  which  the  pat- 
tern is  the  result  of  discrimination;  (2)  a  city- 
wide  projection  of  minority  group  housing  needs 
and  supply  in  relation  to  relocation  requirements 
expected  to  arise  from  urban  renewal  and  other 
public  action;  and  (3)  a  development  of  an  affirma- 
tive program  to  expand  housing  opportunities 
available  to  minority  groups  and  to  eliminate 
barriers  to  open  access  to  housing.  Recently,  the 
BRA  authorized  Mr.  Logue  to  apply  for  funds  to 
do  a  CRP  study.  We  feel  that  Boston  needs  this 
over-all  study. 

Summary. 
The     League     of     Women     Voters     of    Boston 
wishes  to  raise  these  questions: 

1.  In  regard  to  housing,  will  displaced 
families  and  individuals  be  able  to  afford  to 
live  in  the  housing  units  made  available  under 
this  plan? 

2.  In  regard  to  relocation,  what  relocation 
services  will  be  available  to  families  and  persons 
displaced  by  private  rehabilitation  efforts  or 
because  nonprofit  rehabilitation  is  not  able  to 
keep  the  rentals  sufficiently  low? 

3.  In  regard  to  long-range,  comprehensive 
planning,  what  effect  upon  the  rest  of  Boston 
will  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  have? 
The  Boston  League  urges  that  the  City  Council 

affirmatively  consider  the  following : 

1.  Housing 

A.  Providing  more  public  housing  for 
families. 

B.  Studying  ways  to  make  rehabilitation i 
economically   feasible,   giving   specia 
attention  to  the  relationship  between 
our  building  codes  and  the  costs  of 
rehabilitation. 

2.  Relocation 

A.  Having  professionally-trained  work- 
ers provide  relocation  services  in 
close  cooperation  with  all  existing 
agencies  and  services  to  all  persons 
displaced. 

B.  Having  the  BRA  and  the  City 
Council  actively  support  and  strive 
for  public  commitment  to  making 
housing  readily  available  to  all  in- 
come and  racial  groups  in  all  neigh- 
borhoods. 

3.  Long-range,  comprehensive  planning — 
authorization  of  a  Community  Renewal  Program 
(CRP)  study  for  Boston.

The  statistics  developed  and  set  forth  above  by 
the  Boston  League  of  Women  Voters  should  make 
it  clear  to  any  reasonable  person  that  there  is  no 
intention  of  making  anything  but  a  shameful  token 
effort  in  the  South  End  for  that  substantial  ma- 
jority of  those  displaced  who  are  poor. 

The  South  End  has  on  a  comparative  basis  at 
this  time  a  very  modest  amount  of  public  housing. 
The  people  hurt  by  this  project  need  public  housing. 
There  could  easily  be  found  space  in  the  South  End 
for  additional  public  housing  for  poor  families,  and 
yet,  we  were  told  the  people  of  the  South  End 
don't  want  public  housing. 

Lengthy  cross  examination  on  my  part  during 
the  hearings  did  not  further  identify  the  people  in 
the  South  End  who  have  made  this  decision,  that 
the  only  housing  which  will  do  the  poor  displaced 
any  good  will  not  be  provided. 

Interestingly  enough,  on  the  bus  tour  of  the  area, 
the  Project  Director,  Mr.  Green,  casually  stated 
something  quite  different.  He  said  that  only  four 
of  the  sixteen  neighborhood  associations  wanted 
public  housing.  Of  course,  public  housing  need  not 
be  located  in  all  sixteen  neighborhoods.  It  could 
be  located  in  the  four  neighborhoods  where  it  is 
wanted,  but  this  is  not  proposed. 

Mr.  Gans  of  Columbia,  writing  in  "Comment- 
ary" this  year,  indicates  that  a  quiet,  subsurface 
alliance  exists  between  the  private  housing  in- 
terests and  the  urban  renewal  people,  to  the  de- 


triment of  public  housing.  Quod  erat  demon- 
strandum. In  other  words,  the  program  is  the 
thing,  and  the  poor  people  had  better  get  out  of  the 
way. 

Recent  exposures  in  the  "Herald-Traveler"  of 
the  deliberate  policy  of  robbing  the  poor  to  support 
the  urban  renewal  through  the  ABCD  program, 
thus  comes  with  somewhat  a  slighter  shock. 

You  can  say  this,  at  least,  for  Logue,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  he  is  cold-blooded. 

A  further  indication  of  the  complete  unconcern 
for  the  poor  is  the  casual  attitude  taken  by  those 
associated  with  this  project  toward  rooming  houses 
in  the  South  End.  It  developed  that  there  are  ap- 
proximately 8,000  rooms  in  the  South  End  in 
rooming  houses.  It  developed  FHA  loan  guar- 
antees are  not  available  for  rooming  houses. 

This  problem  affecting  more  than  25  percent  of 
all  the  people  who  live  in  the  South  End  was  a 
matter  of  very  little  interest  to  Logue,  who,  in 
effect,  told  us  he  woidd  get  to  that  some  time. 

Boston  we  have  been  told  for  decades  has  a 
problem  with  private  tax-exempt  institutions. 
The  project  proposes  making  additional  space 
available  to  University  Hospitals.  We  are  told 
that  the  University  Hospitals  will  provide  112 
credits  toward  the  city's  share  of  the  project  costs. 
One  hundred  and  twelve  credits,  of  course,  will 
make  a  magnificent  and  direct  contribution 
toward  the  cost  of  carrying  the  bloated  staff  which 
the  Development  Administrator  must  have  if  he 
is  to  realize  his  Manhattan  ambition,  a  staff  which 
is  now  assuming  the  dimensions  of  the  armies  of 
the  Romanoffs,  with  about  as  little  effect  as  those 
same  armies  had  on  the  course  of  World  War  I. 
One  hundred  and  twelve  credits  are  great  for  the 
BRA,  but  wasn't  this  program,  somewhere,  some 
place,  intended  to  do  something  for  Boston? 

Shouldn't  a  private  tax-exempt  institution  for 
whom  great  consideration  is  shown  in  a  program, 
in  return,  do  something  for  Boston  as  well  as  Logue? 
Shouldn't  the  University  Hospitals  agree  to  re- 
strain itself  with  the  space  thus  provided  for  a 
measurable  period  of  years,  10,  15,  or  20  years? 

Shouldn't  University  Hospitals  be  required  to 
make  a  firm  commitment  for  the  construction  of 
taxable  property  in  their  vicinity  in  association 
with  this  plan  rather  than  the  bucket  of  steam 
offered  the  governing  body  of  the  locality? 

The  record  will  show  that  requiring  the  Univer- 
sity Hospitals  in  the  South  End,  and  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  in  the  South  Cove  to  do 
something  for  Boston  in  addition  to  doing  some- 
thing for  Logue  and  his  program  is  a  matter  of  total 
unconcern  to  our  Development  Administrator. 

The  Boston  City  Hospital  complex  is  within  the 
project.  A  thorough  scrutiny  of  the  volume  of 
testimony  taken  by  the  Committee  would  lead 
one  to  believe  otherwise.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
project  affecting  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  The 
possibility  of  locating  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
where  the  little-used  South  Department  presently 
is,  and  thus  freeing  250  acres  of  magnificent  land 
for  Boston  and  provide  the  old  people  with  a  clean, 
new,  efficient  hospital  has  not  been  considered. 
Of  course,  if  that  were  done,  the  principal  bene- 
ficiary would  be  Boston,  and  not  the  renewal 
program.    Again,  Logue  could  not  be  bothered. 

Execution  of  a  renewal  program  as  a  massive 
projection  and  enlargement  with  federal  money 
of  the  old  "Baltimore  Block  Plan"  method,  was 
proven  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  quite 
unwise.  It  was  found  that  the  problems  were  the 
problems  of  people,  that  buildings  are  not  of  them- 
selves problem  producers,  that  buildings  are  in- 
different, and  to  drive  people  out  of  an  area  and 
then  repair  the  buildings  leaves  you  with  five  more 
areas  to  renew  that  you  had  not  on  your  hands 
before. 

We,  at  a  time  when  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority was  led  by  a  professional  who  had  intel- 
lectual integrity  and  professional  ability,  decided 
to  do  a  program  from  Franklin  Park  back  toward 
Dudley  Station.  Other  matters  intervened,  but 
the  original  decision  was  right.  The  present  state 
of  the  record  cannot  within  the  bounds  of  reason, 
through  this  project,  solve  the  problems  of  the 
people  of  the  South  End. 

Conclusion. 
If  the  federal  government  of  the  United  States  of 
America  wants  to  lavish  uncounted  millions  upon 
the  physical  rehabilitation  of  the  South  End,  there 
is  no  doubt  it  can  be  done.  It  might  even  be  done 
through  this  project  plan,  but  only  at  the  expense 
and  through  the  misery  and  suffering  and  pain  of 
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between    10   to    15   thousand   poor   people.      It   is 
as  simple  as  that.    That  is  the  proposal  before  you. 
Vote  it  if  you  will.    I  like  to  sleep  nights.

Moved,  That  the  South  End  Project  be  remanded 
to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the 
purpose  of  negotiations  between  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  and  the  University  Hospital 
Center  of  a  formal  and  legal  and  binding  contract 
providing  that  the  University  Hospital  will  contain 
its  expansion  to  the  acreage  provided  in  the  plan, 
and  thereafter  contain  itself  and  not  expand 
further  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  period  of  no 
less  than  20  years.

INTERIM    REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON 
HOSPITALS. 

Coun.  HINES,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Hospitals,  submitted  the  following  interim  report: 

November  24,  1965. 

Officials  at  Boston  City  Hospital  conducted 
last  night  a  12-minute  simulated  blackout  test 
using  its  300-kilowatt  generator.  The  test  began 
at  11.33  p.m.  and  ended  at  11.45  p.m. 

Service  from  the  Edison  Company  was  cut  off 
at  the  hospital  in  the  Sears  Building,  Thorndike 
Building,  Children's  Building,  Medical  Out- 
patient Building,  Shortell  Dowling  Building,  and 
the  South  Department  when  the  emergency  power 
was  thrown  on.  At  least  one  elevator  in  each 
building  was  operating  on  the  emergency  power 
during   the    test. 

All  personnel  in  the  buildings  tested  were  notified 
earlier  and  were  under  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
Leon  Lezer,  Deputy  Superintendent  for  Medical 
Services,  and  Dr.  Leon  Taubenhaus,  Deputy 
Superintendent  for  Ambulatory  Services.  During 
the  test  emergency  power  was  in  full  operation  on 


the  emergency  floor  and  in  all  operating  rooms; 
also  in  the  nursuries  where  incubators  are  connected 
to  the  emergency  circuit.  The  blood  bank  in  the 
•Dowling  Building  was  also  connected  to  the  circuit. 

Actually  the  test  began  at  10  p.m.  when  each 
building  was  tested  individually.  The  test  was 
under  the  supervision  of  Howard  Buckley,  Deputy 
Superintendent  for  Physical  Facilities.  He  was 
assisted  by  Arthur  Crapo,  electrical  engineer  with 
the  Jackson  &  Moreland  engineering  firm  who  are 
the  major  contractors  for  the  hospital  during  its 
conversion  from  D.C.  power  to  A.C.  power.  The 
officials  said  the  test  was  highly  successful  and  that 
the  hospital  could  cope  with  any  future  emergency 
as  that  which  it  confronted  on  November  9  during 
the  blackout  that  affected  the  entire  northeast.

Hon.  Peter  F.  Hines, 

Chairman,  Commitee  on  Hospitals. 
Dear  Councillor  Hines: 

In  accordance  with  your  communication  dated 
November  18,  1965,  and  received  today,  the  fol- 
lowing replies  are  submitted  in  reference  to  the 
eight    questions: 

1.  Dry  cell  battery  lights  were  available  in 
critical  areas.  Storage  battery  emergency  lights 
rechargeable,  were  located  in  emergency  areas' 
particularly  by  the  Accident  Floor. 

We  were  in  position  to  meet  emergencies  with 
efficiency  and  confidence. 

2.  To  my  knowledge  I,  personally,  have  not 
made  any  representations  in  reference  to  the  in- 
cinerator. 

We  do  know  that  plans  were  developed  since 
1956  to  phase  out  D.C.  under  steam  turbines 
All  D.C.  turbines  have  been  eliminated. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Disaster  Planning  meets 
regularly.  It  consists  of  members  of  the  medical 
staff  and  administrative  deputies.  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  are  ex  officio  members  and 
may  attend  any  or  all  of  them.  The  last  meeting 
of  the  Disaster  Committee,  at  which  I  was  present, 
took  place  the  latter  part  of  October.  The  next 
regular  meeting  is  scheduled  for  November  24, 
1965.  Be  assured  that  we  do  have  an  efficient 
Disaster  Plan  under  continued  review  and  revision. 

4.  Nurses  and  doctors  are  by  necessity  trained 
in  Civil  Defense  emergencies.  The  Boston  City 
Hospital  trained  nurses  and  doctors  have  gained 
international  repute  because  they  know  how  to 
meet,  deal  with,  and  handle  emergencies  in  all 
crises. 

5.  Fire  drills  are  scheduled  monthly.  They 
are  held  under  jurisdiction  of  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department  assigned  to  the  hospital 
at  all  times.  A  log  is  kept  and  a  critique  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  hospital  after  each  drill.  The 
purpose  of  the  drill  is  to  eliminate  fire  hazards, 
to  give  basic  instructions  of  containing  fires 
until  the  Fire  Department  arrives,  and  to  suggest 
means  of  evacuating  patients.  The  last  drill  was 
held  today. 

6.  All  of  our  iron  lungs  are  electrically  and 
manually  operated.  For  patients  in  iron  lungs 
during  the  emergency,  the  equipment  would 
have  been  operated  manually. 

7.  Yes,  the  Deputy  for  General  Services  was 
assigned  the  responsibility  of  organizing  a  Disaster 
Plan.  We  pursue  revisions  diligently  and  with 
full  confidence  of  efficient  performance  in  disasters. 
(See  Item  3.) 

8.  Flashlights  are  available  on  all  wards  at  all 
times.  Use  will  deteriorate  batteries.  On  the 
night  of  the  "Blackout,"  refill  batteries  were 
available  in  adequate  numbers  for  distribution 
to  wards. 
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Be  advised  that  the  hospital  was  under  full 
control,  adequately  staffed,  and  without  confusion 
or  panic.

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  resolution 
(referred  October  18)  approving  planning  applica- 
tion and  early  land  acquisition  for  Central  Business 
District — recommending  that  the  resolution  ought 
to  pass  and  submitting  the  following  report: 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
RENEWAL  AND  REHABILITATION  OF 
THE  BOSTON  CITY  COUNCIL  ON  THE 
PROPOSED  EARLY  LAND  ACQUISI- 
TION PROGRAM,  CENTRAL  BUSINESS 
DISTRICT  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT 

Introduction. 
The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  of  the  City 
Council  held  public  hearings  on  the  proposed 
Early  Land  Acquisition  Program  for  the  Central 
Business  District  Project  on  November  16,  18, 
and  19,  1965.  All  persons  desiring  to  testify  be- 
for  the  Committee  were  given  an  opportunity  to 
do  so.  The  public  record  of  the  hearing  was  closed 
Thursday  afternoon,  November  18,  when  no 
additional  witnesses  responded  when  the  Chair 
asked  if  there  were  further  witnesses  who  wished 
to  be  heard.    Representatives  of  the  Boston  Rede- 


velopment Authority  described  the  program  in 
detail  at  the  opening  of  the  hearing  and  answered 
questions  of  Committee  members  throughout  the 
hearing. 

A  number  of  witnesses  appeared  in  support  of 
the  proposed  program.  These  included  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Committee  for  the  Central  Business 
District,  a  nonprofit  corporation  organized  to 
assist  in  planning  the  downtown  project;  the 
Trustee  of  the  Boston  Terminal  Corporation,  the 
owner  of  the  South  Station;  representatives  of  the 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Boston  Retail 
Trade  Board,  and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board. 
The  Committee  concluded  that  there  is  substan- 
tial and  widespread  community  support  for  the 
proposed  Early  Land  Acquisition  Program. 

A  limited  number  of  witnesses  voiced  opposi- 
tion to  the  program,  particularly  with  reference  to 
specific  parcels  of  property  which  are  proposed  to 
be  acquired  for  street  improvements.  These 
witnesses  were  given  a  full  opportunity  to  express 
their  views  and  members  of  the  Committee 
questioned  the  representatives  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  at  length  on  the  justification  for 
the  proposed  street  improvements. 

The  Committee  notes  that  the  approval  of  this 
program  will  enable  the  purchase  of  the  South 
Station  property  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
to  be  consummated;  approval  will  also  enable 
important  street  improvements  to  be  carried  for- 
ward expeditiously  and  finally,  approval  will  enable 
the  creation  of  additional  development  sites  which 
can  provide  an  increase  in  the  district's  tax  base. 
The  purpose  of  early  land  acquisition  and  the 
major  objectives  to  be  served  here  will  be  the 
easing  of  hardship  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  blight  while  the  final  plan  is  being  prepared. 
The  Committee  notes  that  ample  testimony  was 
presented  to  indicate  that  these  proposals  would 
clearly  be  part  of  any  final  plan  for  the  Central 
Business  District  Area. 

A  summary  of  the  Committee's  conclusions  with 
respect  to  the  major  aspects  of  the  Early  Land 
Acquisition  Program  follows: 

Eligibility. 
The  Committee  noted  the  evidence  submitted 
by  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  concerning  the 
eligibility  of  the  Central  Business  District  Project 
Area  for  urban  renewal  under  federal  and  state  law. 
In  particular  the  Committee  has  noted  the  findings 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  concern- 
ing the  conditions  in  the  Central  Business  District 
Area,  its  subareas  and  the  acquisition  areas  located 
therein.  It  is  evident  to  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  project  area  as  a  whole  suffers 
from  obsolete  and  substandard  buildings,  relatively 
high  vacancy  rate  and  severe  traffic  congestion  and 
obsolete  street  patterns.  In  addition,  irregular  lot 
sizes  and  the  small  size  of  many  lots  have  prevented 
new  development.  Furthermore,  the  Committee 
noted  statements  by  the  city  departments  con- 
cerning inadequate  public  utilities  and  fire  hazards 
within  the  district.  The  Committee  concludes 
that  the  area  is  clearly  eligible  for  urban  renewal 
treatment  and  that  the  financial  assistance  pro- 
vided through  urban  renewal  is  necessary  to 
achieve  the  undertakings  of  the  proposed  Early 
Land  Program. 

Survey  and  Planning  Amendment. 
The  Committee  noted  that  the  inclusion  of  the 
South  Station  area  within  the  project  requires  a 
revision  in  the  boundaries  of  the  Central  Business 
District  Project  as  originally  set  forth  in  the 
Survev  and  Planning  Application  approved  by  the 
City  Council  in  1962.  Such  an  amendment  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  South  Station  to  be  in- 
corporated into  the  Early  Land  Acquisition  Pro- 
gram and  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Central 
Business  District  Area  and  the  Committee  ap- 
proves the  filing  of  the  Revised  Survey  and  Plan- 
ning Application  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
for  that  purpose. 

Major  Features  of  the  Early  Land  Program. 
The  purchase  and  redevelopment  of  the  South 
Station  property  is  a  key  feature  of  the  proposed 
Early  Land  Acquisition  Program.  This  twenty- 
three-acre  property  occupies  a  key  location  in 
downtown  Boston;  yet  for  many  years  it  has  been 
underutilized  as  railroad  passenger  traffic  has 
declined.  Moreover,  the  owner  of  the  property, 
the  Boston  Terminal  Corporation,  is  in  bank- 
ruptcy  and   has   not   paid   full   taxes   for  several 
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years.  The  purchase  of  the  property  by  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  will  enable  a  tax  settle- 
ment to  be  made  between  the  Terminal  Corpora- 
tion and  the  City  of  Boston  as  well  as  providing 
the  opportunity  for  major  redevelopment  of  the 
property  with  a  consequent  increase  in  the  tax 
base  in  the  area.  In  addition,  the  Committee 
notes  that  the  Land  Use  and  Building  Require- 
ments as  established  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  call  for  a  major  parking  garage  which 
will  contribute  to  relieving  congestion  in  the  down- 
town district  and  add  to  the  strength  of  its  economy. 

Two  other  development  sites  are  created  through 
the  Early  Land  Acquisition  Program  and  these, 
too,  can  provide  important  new,  private  construc- 
tion which  can  help  increase  the  tax  base  in  the 
Central  Business  District.  The  Committee  notes 
with  concern  that  the  tax  base  in  the  entire  dis- 
trict has  declined  over  the  past  several  decades  by 
a  significant  percentage. 

Another  major  feature  of  the  Early  Land  Acquisi- 
tion Program  is  the  provision  of  street  improve- 
ments at  strategic  places  within  the  district.  These 
improvements  relate  primarily  to  the  straighten- 
ing of  intersections  which  now  are  offset  and 
thereby  inhibit  smooth  and  efficient  traffic  flow. 
In  particular,  the  program  provides  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  intersections  at  Boylston-Essex 
street,  Franklin-Bromfield  street  and  School-Milk 
street,  as  well  as  a  traffic  improvement  in  Park 
square. 

The  Committee  devoted  considerable  attention 
during  the  public  hearing  to  the  justification  of 
these  street  improvements.  The  Committee  re- 
viewed the  evidence  submitted  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  including  the  report  prepared  by 
Barton-Aschman  Associates,  professional  traffic 
consultants  to  the  Authority,  and  heard  testimony 
at  length  by  the  transportation  coordinator  of 
the  Redevelopment  Authority,  a  professional 
traffic  engineer.  The  major  purpose  of  the  traffic 
improvements  is  to  provide  efficient  and  orderly 
east-west  flow  across  Washington  street  and  in 
fact  across  the  breadth  of  the  Central  Business 
District  Project  from  Beacon  Hill  to  the  Water- 
front. 

The  Committee  is  well  aware  that  the  provision 
of  street  improvements  in  a  highly  built-up  area 
such  as  the  Central  Business  District  of  necessity 
requires  land  takings  and  relocation.  Through 
extensive  questioning  and  study  of  all  the  evidence 
submitted,  the  Committee  is  satisfied  that  the 
improvements  as  proposed  are  prudent  and 
reasonable  ones  for  the  District. 

Special  School  Street  Report. 

At  the  Committee's  request  special  traffic 
counts  from  School  street  to  Washington  street 
and  to  Water  street  were  undertaken  on  November 
22,  23,  and  24  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking  of  the 
city.  These  counts  were  undertaken  to  ascertain 
whether  the  characteristics  of  traffic  on  School 
street  exhibited  in  traffic  counts  taken  in  1961  and 
used  as  part  of  the  basic  information  underlying  the 
Authority's  recommended  improvements  at  School- 
Milk  street,  still  prevail.  Simultaneous  traffic 
counts  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  representative 
of  the  owner  of  the  corner  property  at  School  and 
Washington  streets  by  a  professional  traffic  en- 
gineer. Results  of  this  special  traffic  count  were 
submitted  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal  on  Wednesday,  December  1. 

The  special  study  confirmed  the  characteristics 
of  traffic  as  described  to  the  Committee  members 
during  the  hearings.  The  Committee  also  notes 
that  the  alternative  improvement,  namely,  con- 
necting School  street  to  Water  street  would  be  more 
expensive  in  terms  of  land  takings  and  more  dis- 
ruptive in  terms  of  additional  relocation. 

At  the  Committee's  request  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  also  submitted  additional  information 
with  respect  to  the  proposed  street  improvement  at 
Boylston-Essex  street. 

Building  Requirements  and  Tax  Base. 
The  Committee  has  noted  the  Land  Use  and 
Building  Requirements  for  new  development  par- 
cels. They  provide  controls  for  the  redevelopment 
of  South  Station  and  additional  parcels  to  insure 
that  these  new  developments  will  be  harmonious 
with  the  Central  Business  District  planning  work 
and  the  objectives  of  the  city's  general  plan.  The 
amount  of  new  private  construction  which  will  take 
place    cannot    be    measured   precisely,    of    course, 


until  actual  contracts  are  signed,  but  the  Com- 
mittee notes  that  new  taxable  construction  is 
estimated  at  a  minimum  of  .$18  million  and  quite 
possibly  twice  as  much,  or  $36  million.  Given 
proper  staging,  this  will  mean  that  the  Early  Land 
Acquisition  Program  can  provide  a  significant  in- 
crease in  the  tax  base  of  the  Central  Business  Dis- 
trict Area. 

Relocation. 
According  to  Authority  representatives  42 
businesses  will  be  relocated  under  the  Early  Land 
Acquisition  Program.  Committee  members  made 
clear  their  concern  to  the  Authority  that  fully 
adequate  procedures  and  policies  be  followed  to 
insure  that  these  businesses  can  remain  in  down- 
town Boston.  The  Committee  received  testimony 
from  the  Authority  representatives  that  a  business 
relocation  office  would  be  established  and  that 
specialists  would  be  available  to  assist  each  busi- 
ness on  an  individual  basis  in  finding  a  relocation 
solution. 

Conclusion. 
In  conclusion,  the  Committee  finds  that  the  pro- 
posed Early  Land  Program  will  provide  important 
benefits  to  the  city  as  a  whole  and  to  the  Central 
Business  District.  The  Committee  recommends 
that  the  resolution  of  the  Boston  City  Council  as 
submitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  approving  the 
filing  of  a  revised  Survey  and  Planning  Application 
effecting  a  boundary  change  for  the  Central 
Business  District  Urban  Renewal  Area,  approving 
early  land  acquisition  and  disposition  and  related 
activities  in  that  area,  and  approving  a  covenant 
agreeing  to  bear  in  certain  events  loss  which  might 
arise  as  a  result  of  such  early  land  acquisition,  be 
approved.

Whereas,  Recommendation  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  certain  early 
acquisition  land  takings  in  the  area  of  School 
and  Washington  streets,  was  based  on  a  1961 
traffic  count  in  that  area;  and 

Whereas,  members  of  the  Committee  at  the 
public  hearing  expressed  substantial  concern  as 
to  the  currency  of  such  data;  and 

Whereas,  The  Committee  directed  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  obtain  current  and 
fresh  data  upon  this  matter;  and 

Whereas,  The  decision,  particularly  of  the 
governing  body,  the  Boston  City  Council,  as  it 
is  the  governing  body,  to  approve  early  acquisition 
of  properties  in  the  School  Street-Washington 
Street  area  is  a  life  or  death  matter  to  approxi- 
mately 40  small  businessmen  in  the  area;  and 

Whereas,  Such  current  data  was  gathered  on 
November  21,  22,  and  24  of  this  year,  1965;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  important  for  the  confidence  o- 
the  small  merchants  in  the  integrity  of  the  govf 
erning  process  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  such 
matters  be  publicly  aired;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  is  required  both  in 
law  and  in  justice  before  such  action  on  the  part 
of  administrative  agencies  of  government  is 
permitted  by  the  elected  representatives  of  the 
people;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  School  Street 
traffic  count  and  the  current  data  obtained  perti- 
nent thereto,  should  and  ought  to  be  the  subject 
of  a  public  hearing  before  action  taken  by  the 
governing  body;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  matter  of  early  acquisition 
in  association  with  the  Central  Business  District 
Plan  be  and  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Body  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
a  public  hearing  at  which  the  currently  obtained 
traffic  data  concerning  School  and  Washington 
streets  may  be  discussed.

MINORITY     REPORT      OF      COUNCILLOR 
WILLIAM  J.  FOLEY,  JR.,  RE  CENTRAL 
BUSINESS   DISTRICT. 

Coun.  W.  J.  FOLEY  submitted  the  following: 

Those  members  of  this  Body  who  tonight  at  this 
late  hour  vote  for  this  proposal  should  vote  for  it 
knowing  that  this  means  a  SI. 05  hike  in  the  Boston 
tax  rate.    The  record  will  clearly  sustain  this. 

Some  time  ago,  I  was  asked  to  write  a  piece  con- 
cerning our  Development  Administrator  for  a  local 
publication.  I  suggested  he  is  the  reincarnation  of 
General  George  McLellan,  the  first  commander  of 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  in  the  early  years  of 
Civil  War.  General  McLellan  was  a  general  who 
loved  pomp  and  parade  and  the  sight  of  a  well- 
equipped,  well-drilled,  and  well-accoutred  soldier, 
but  he  had  one  shortcoming — he  believed  that  the 
blare  of  military  bands  and  the  swish  of  battle 
were  themselves  an  end,  and  that  his  magnificent 
Army  which  at  the  time  was  the  best  equipped  such 
unit  in  the  world  should  never  be  used  to  fight 
anybody. 

Our  Development  Administrator  believes  that 
the  purpose  of  the  renewal  program  in  Boston  is  to 
have  a  renewal  program  which  will  project  him  to 
national  glory. 

The  program  should  not  be  required  to  dirty  its 
hands  trying  to  solve  the  nasty  problems  concern- 
ing the  City  of  Boston.    I  shall  specify: 

1.  Boston  has  a  problem  of  tax-exempt  prop- 
erty. Logue's  answer  to  that  is  a  group  of  112 
credits  to  support  the  renewal  program;  not  to  do 
anything  about  rationalizing  the  presence  of  tax- 
exempt  property  in  Boston. 

2.  Boston  has  a  tremendous  economic  rehabili- 
tation problem.  Logue  has  all  the  resources  to  do 
something  about  it  that  anybody  has.  His  answer 
is  to  let  the  Legislature  pass  the  sales  tax.  Don't 
bother  the  BRA. 

3.  Rehabilitating  property  under  renewal  to 
house  poor  people  has  never  proven  feasible,  and 
i  n  the  first  such  project  we  have  in  Boston,  Wash- 
ington Park,  Logue  has  only  just  announced  re- 
habilitation there  is  not  working.  I  pity  the  poor 
devils  who  have  been  waiting  for  it  to  work  all 
these  years. 

4.  The  great  problem  facing  American  cities 
today  is  to  develop  a  policy  vis-a-vis  the  auto- 
mobile. Physically,  the  cities  of  the  United  States 
cannot  unlimitedly  accommodate  the  automobile. 
This,  a  planning  student  in  his  third  day  in  school 
could  demonstrate  to  you  with  some  astonish- 
ingly simple  statistics.  Each  city,  however,  has 
different  and  distinct  considerations  in  developing 
such  a  plan.  San  Francisco  is  developing  quite  a 
futuristic  one.  Boston  has  resources  that  many 
cities  do  not  have  and  which  might  be  utilized  to 
develop  such  a  plan. 

However,  powerful  influences  in  this  city  are  not 
decided  as  to  whether  for  their  own  selfish  purposes 
the  automobile  ought  to  be  allowed  unlimited  access 
to  the  city. 

There  are  other  interests  and  other  forces  trying 
to  do  something,  namely,  the  MBTA,  and  several 
metropolitan  planning  studies. 

Logue's  solution  is  quite  simple — to  avoid  the 
problem  and  other  controversies  here  which  might 
embarrass  him  during  this  crucial  period  while  he 
is  seeking  employment  in  New  York  City.  To 
vote  this  early  acquisition  (i.e.  CBD)  before  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as  it  is  the 
Planning  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under  the 
Prudential  legislation,  has  decided  upon  a  policy 
for  Boston  vis-a-vis  the  automobile  is  a  patent 
absurdity. 

Let  no  one  think  that  there  is  nothing  that 
could  be  done.  The  city  itself  owns  a  great  per- 
centage of  the  off-street  parking  spaces  in  the 
downtown  area.  The  city  could  control  parking 
very  firmly  in  the  downtown  area  of  Boston 
should  anyone  really  desire  to  do  so.  The  power  is 
there,  but  not  the  courage  to  use  it.  Logue 
quite  bravely  stands  up  to  poor  elderly  women  in 
Charlestow'n.  He  is  a  craven  coward  in  the  face 
of  the  Boston  establishment. 

5.  If  there  was  any  desire  to  do  so,  to  try  to 
solve  Boston's  economic  problems,  it  would  be 
possible  to  construct  on  the  roof  of  the  proposed 
garage  at  the  South  Station  as  much  square  feet 
of  private  property  as  all  the  Government  Center 
is  producing,  or  in  the  alternative,  as  all  Prudential 


will  produce.  This  would  be  accomplished  simply 
by  putting  three  stories  of  private  development  on 
the  roof  of  the  garage,  an  engineering  problem  so 
simple  that  one  would  hardly  need  an  engineer  to 
accomplish  it.  Properly  focused,  such  a  facility 
would  be  additive  to  the  total  economy  of  Boston. 
It  would  not  be  churning  hotel  space  and  office 
space  as  the  present  renewal  economic  policy  does. 
It  would  be  in  addition  to  that  which  we  have.' 
Four,  five,  or  six  stories  would  be  correspondingly 
more  and  equally  simple  to  achieve. 

Logue  won't  bother  with  this  because  our  Boston 
establishment  is  afraid  of  it.  They  think  some- 
thing might  happen  there  which  would  embarrass 
them  downtown.  They  are  afraid  to  try,  and 
Logue  is  afraid  of  them;  therefore,  what  Boston 
needs  is  not  done.  What  the  urban  renewal  pro- 
gram needs  to  keep  going  is  done.  What  Boston 
needs  is  not  done. 

The  proposal  to  increase  the  flow  of  traffic  on 
School  and  Washington  streets  with  an  additional 
1,10(1  to  1,500  spaces  (Logue's  traffic  expert 
wasnt  informed  as  to  how  many  spaces  there 
would  be)  is  arrant  nonsense,  with  no  decision  as 
to  the  relationship  between  the  automobile  and 
downtown  Boston.  But  to,  nevertheless  resolve 
upon  increasing  traffic  flow  in  the  Central  Business 
District,  is  of  course,  an  insult  to  the  intelligence 
of  each  member  of  this  Body.  Logue  has  never 
shown  any  reticence  in  offering  such  insult. 

For  the  record,  the  transcript  will  show  that 
there  is  no  firm  undertaking  by  Raymond's  to  do 
anything.  There  is  no  firm  understanding  that 
.Raymond  s  will  either  move  to  the  City  Mart 
property,  or  will  rebuild  where  they  are.  At  least, 
one  could  expect  a  firm  agreement  to  support  this 
much  destruction  of  tax  yielding  property.  One 
of  course,  remembers  the  Development  Admini- 
strator's position  on  Parcel  8,  this  would  have  to 
be  done  because  the  Council  never  in  the  world 
would  vote  the  destruction  of  a  good  building 
without  a  firm  agreement  it  would  be  replaced  by 
another  one.  Of  course,  on  that  occasion  I  did  not 
believe  Logue,  but  I  really  did  not  believe  his 
hypocrisy  would  be  so  quickly  and  so  wholly 
exposed  on  this  matter. 

6.  During  the  50's,  I  attended  seminars  out  at 
Boston  College  on  the  problems  of  Boston  I 
listened  closely  to  the  speakers.  The  intellectual 
fetish  in  those  days  was  metropolitanization.  Any 
number  of  leaders,  including  the  Mayor  at  that 
time,  after  lengthy  discussion  of  the  problems, 
indicated  that  they  really  had  very  little  idea 
what  could  be  done  and  ended  their  speeches  by 
saying  the  only  solution  appears  to  be  metropoli- 
tan government.  We  very  quickly  demonstrated 
that  was  no  solution  either,  but  it  was  the  only  one 
that  anyone  could  think  of  at  that  time. 

But  now  in  the  60's,  we  are  being  offered  by  the 
same  establishment  another  solution  which  we 
are  again  buying  totally,  and  again,  this  solution 
is  no  more  the  answer  than  the  other.  This  solu- 
tion is  to  the  effect  that  with  a  man  who  has  many 
faults  but  no  doubt  influence  in  Washington,  we 
can  by  snide,  insidious,  round-about  ways 'put 
the  City  of  Boston  totally  and  completely  and 
utterly  upon  the  federal  dole. 

It  is  my  experience  and  that  of  history,  I  be- 
lieve, that  the  Lord  helps  those  who  help  them- 
selves. I  can't  believe  in  the  long  run,  that 
Uncle  Sam  is  quite  that  stupid. 

7.  The  treatment  given  the  small  merchants  at 
the  corner  of  School  and  Washington  streets  by 
this  Body  today  is,  in  my  opinion,  absolutely 
disgraceful.

LIMIT 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

An  essential  duty  of  city  government  is  to  pro- 
vide buildings  to  house  the  services  which  its 
citizens  require.  Many  of  Boston's  public  build- 
ings are  obsolescent  and  inappropriate  for  the 
programs  which  they  now  and  in  the  future  must 
shelter,  Shifts  in  neighborhood  population  have 
created  excessive  space  in  some  public  buildings 
and  cramped  q'  arters  in  others.  Standards, 
public  as  well  as  private,  have  risen  and  desires 
have  broadened  in  the  demand  for  public  services. 

The  City  of  Boston  must  continually  improve 
its  physical  plant  if  it  is  to  remain  a  viable  com- 
munity. The  process  of  improvement  is  expen- 
sive. Although  the  city  is  aided  by  federal  grants 
through  renewal  and  will  make  use  of  grants  out- 
side of  renewal  areas  made  possible  by  the  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1965,  by  state  grants  in  renewal  areas, 
by  state  aid  for  schools — both  directly  through 
grants  and  indirectly  by  the  right  to  borrow  out- 
side the  debt  limit — and  by  grants  both  federal 
and  state  for  transportation  facilities,  neverthe- 
less, far  the  greater  part  of  the  burden  remains  on 
the  city  itself. 

For  the  most  part,  the  city's  obligation  to  make 
capital  improvements  is  met  by  borrowing  under 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  The  recom- 
mended 1965  capital  budget  submitted  by  me  to 
your  Honorable  Body  earlier  this  year  pointed  out 
the  squeeze  between  funds  required  to  make 
improvements  and  the  limits  of  indebtedness, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  chapter  44.  The  capital 
spending  requirements  of  the  city  through  the 
year  1967  which  may  be  borrowed  for  only  under 
chapter  44  and  beyond  funds  available  within  the 
limit  of  indebtedness  of  chapter  44  is  approxi- 
mately $65  million. 

In  recognition  of  this  need,  on  December  1  of 
this  year,  I  petitioned  the  Legislature  for  an  en- 
abling act  which  would  permit,  on  the  a'  thoriza- 
tion  of  your  Honorable  Body,  outside  the  debt 
limit  borrowing.  Under  the  n  les  of  the  General 
Court,  before  this  petition  can  be  considered,  your 
Honorable  Body  must  adopt  a  resolution  in  ap- 
proval of  the  petition. 

Such  a  resolution  is  transmitted  herewith  and  I 
urge  its  adoption  in  order  to  permit  the  city  to 
finance  continued  improvement  of  its  physical 
facilities.

Resolved: 

Section  1.  The  following  described  area  in  the 
municipality  of  Boston  was  previously  declared  to 
be  a  substandard  and  decadent  area  and  was  a 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  area  within  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  project  area  is  bounded  by  Allen  Street, 
Blossom  Street,  Cambridge  Street,  Staniford 
Street,  Lowell  Street,  a  portion  of  the  State 
Surface  Road  connecting  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority's  Viaduct  and  Charles  Street. 

Section  2.  The  existence  of  said  area  was  im- 
pairing and  arresting  the  sound  growth  and  devel- 
opment of  the  Municipality  and  was  inimical  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  morals  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof  and  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  3.  The  Municipality  has  undertaken  a 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  in  said 
area,  hereinafter  called  Project  West  End,  UR 
Mass.  2-3,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  federal 
housing  act  of  1949,  as  amended. 

Section  4.  The  development  of  the  Project  was 
essential  to  the  sound  growth  and  development  of 
the  Municipality  and  to  the  welfare  of  the  in- 
habitants thereof.

8,  as  amended,  in  the  amount 
of  nineteen  million  dollars  ($19,000,000)  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  for,  and  con- 
structing, public  schoolhouses  or  additions 
thereto  in  the  City  of  Boston,  including 
originally  equipping  and  furnishing  such 
schoolhouses    and    additions.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON  HOSPITALS 

Coun.  HINES,  for  the  Committee  on  Hos- 
pitals,   submitted   the   following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  September  8)  for  acceptance  of 
chapter  656  of  Acts  of  1965,  creating  a  Health 
and  Hospital  Department — recommending  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass,  and  submitting  the 
following  report: 

Report  op  the   Committee  on   Hospitals 

Based  on  the  following  considerations,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  City  Council  accept 
chapter    656   of   the   Acts   of   1965: 

This  bill  was  unanimously  supported  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  City  Hospital,  the  Medi- 
cal Executive  Staff  at  City  Hospital,  the  Deans 
of  the  three  Medical  Schools,  and  by  numerous 
doctors  in  the  hospital  administration.  It 
was  also  endorsed  by  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Public   Health. 

This  legislation  was  enacted  on  August  26, 
1965,  after  extensive  public  hearing  and  re- 
view by  the  Great  and  General  Court  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts.  Prior  to  its  being 
accepted,  the  report  was  reviewed  and  amended 
by    the    Massachusetts    Civil    Service    Division. 

The  basic  recommendations  of  the  legisla- 
tion are  that: 

1.  A  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  be 
established  consisting  of  nine  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  There 
appeared  to  be  no  opponents  to  this  recom- 
mendation. Everyone  appeared  to  agree  that 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  administer  a  com- 
plex organization  such  as  Boston  City  Hospital, 
Long  Island  Hospital,  and  Boston  Sanatorium 
with  only  five  active  members.  Testimony 
by  Cardinal  Cushing  and  other  trustees  strongly 
recommended  and  pleaded  for  additional  man- 
power   in    this    area. 

2.  That  a  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  be  appointed  to  administer  the  joint 
program  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  that  he 
have  two  divisions  under  him,  each  headed 
by  a  deputy  commissioner:  (a)  Community 
Health  Services;  (b)  Hospital  Services.  That 
these  two  divisions  be  responsible  for  the 
present  hospital  programs  and  all  community 
health  programs.     He  would  also  be  supported 
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by  two  additional  assistants,  one  in  hospital 
administration  and  the  other  for  planning, 
research,  and  evaluation.  The  legislation  per- 
mits six  deputy  commissioners,  two  of  whom 
have  not  specifically  been  defined,  but  who 
could  be,  for  example,  an  assistant  for  inter- 
mediate and  long-term  care  facilities,  or  a 
special  advisor  on  federal  grants  or  any  other 
special  assignment  that  would  require  executive 
talents  to  provide  special  or  unusual  health 
services  for  the  people  of   Boston. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
would  be  responsible  to  the  Mayor  and  could 
be  appointed  as  required  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  a  period  up  to  five  years.  He 
would  only  have  the  powers  designated  to 
him   by   the   Board   of   Trustees. 

All  individuals  who  are  in  favor  of  this 
plan   supported   the  details   outlined  above. 

There  was  opposition  by  labor  representa- 
tives on  the  basis  that  the  Commissioner 
would  be  a  "czar,"  with  absolute  authority 
and  could  circumvent  Civil  Service.  This  is 
not  possible.  SECTION  9  says:  "The  health 
department  of  the  city  and  the  hospital  de- 
partment of  the  city  are  hereby  respectively 
abolished.  All  powers,  duties  and  appropria- 
tions of  said  health  department  .  .  .  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  created  by  section  one  of  the  this 
act;  and  every  person  holding  in  said  hospital 
department  and  in  said  health  department 
.  .  .  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the 
civil  service  law  and  rules  shall  be  trans- 
ferred without  civil  service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position  in 
the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  with- 
out impairment  of  his  civil  service  rights  or 
his  retirement,  seniority,  vacation  or  sick 
leave  rights;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  continous  to  the  same  extent 
as    if    such    abolition   had   not    taken    place." 

This  portion  of  the  legislation  was  reviewed 
by  Civil  Service  and  placed  in  the  Act  so 
that  no  individual  in  the  Health  or  Hospital 
Department  would  have  any  less  protection 
than   he   presently   enjoys   under    Civil    Service. 

It  should  also  be  noted  in  SECTION  3H, 
which  refers  to  educational  requirements  that 
these  have  been  qualified  and  classified  by 
Civil  Service,  and  that  any  other  positions 
which  could  be  construed  to  be  different  from 
Civil  Service  Regulations  must  be  reviewed  and 
are  subject  to  approval  by  the  Director  of 
Civil   Service. 

With  expansion  of  the  hospital  and  health 
programs,  there  is  a  corresponding  increase 
in  supporting  non-technical  personnel  which 
should  be  of  interest  to  those  responsible  for 
labor    activities. 

3.  The  third  section  of  the  legislation  refers 
to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This 
would  give  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  an  opportunity  to  administer  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  in  an  efficient 
manner.  It  would  still  be  necessary  to  obtain 
all  appropriations  through  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  who  would  in  this  manner  have 
an    instrument   of    control    over   the   operation. 

4.  SECTION  6  of  the  legislation  would 
give  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals 
the  authority  to  contract  for  or  to  accept 
grants  and  gifts  from  governmental  agencies, 
etc.  Individuals  involved  in  the  drafting  of 
the  report  and  medical  authorities  consulted 
have  enumerated  numerous  ways  in  which  a 
merger  of  health  and  hospital  programs  in 
Boston  would  attract  and  encourage  additional 
government  grants  and  aid.  With  the  in- 
creased concern  and  interest  of  the  Federal 
Government  in  the  social  aspects  of  health 
and  hospital  care  for  the  citizens  of  this 
country,  it  is  apparent  that  Boston  could  be 
considered  to  be  an  area  for  pilot  study.  By 
having  community  health  and  hospitals  under 
one  administrative  roof,  it  would  be  possible 
to  review  and  treat  the  entire  problem  of 
individual  and  family  health.  The  Federal 
Government  and  State  Government  are 
interested  in  pursuing  this  concept.  Boston_  is 
already  under  consideration  for  a  high-risk 
maternity  care  program  that  could  bring 
$700,000  to  this  community.  This  program 
specifically  relates  to  prenatal  care,  the  birth, 
and  postnatal  care.   This  program  demonstrates 


how  involved  and  complex  health  problems 
have  become.  The  same  person  is  exposed  to 
many  agencies:  The  health  department  with 
visits  to  clinics,  etc.,  the  hospital  for  the  birth 
and  post-natal  treatment,  and  then  back  to 
a  clinic  for  additional  post-natal  care  for  the 
mother  and/or  well  baby  care  and  pediatric 
care  for  the  child.  Along  the  way  visiting 
nurses  may  have  been  called,  or  Tufts  or 
B.U.  Home  Medical  Care  Programs  may  have 
been  necessary  for  a  member  of  the  family, 
and  in  some  instances  the  Welfare  Department 
may  have  suggested  one  of  their  physicians 
verify    a   special    request. 

The  proposed  merger  would  not  be  a  panacea 
for  all  the  health  problems  of  our  citizenry 
or  all  the  many  problems  connected  with  the 
Boston   City   Hospital. 

However,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any 
conceivable  harm  could  spring  out  of  this 
merger  (least  of  all  to  any  city  employee)  — 
whereas  it  is  very  likely  that  enormous  benefits 
may   be    gained: 

(a)  As  a  matter  of  upgrading  patient- 
care  in  terms  of  1,  in-hospital:  2,  out-patient; 
or  3,   public   health  clinical   treatment. 

(b)  Increase  of  salary,  jobs  and  better 
working    conditions    at    Boston    City    Hospital. 

(c)  New  sources  of  funds  out  of:  1,  U. 
S.  Public  Health  Services  Department;  and  2, 
under  Title  19  of  the  Medicare  Bill  which 
provides  matching  funds  to  families  of  medi- 
cally  indigent  children. 

(d)  Superior  "pursuit  of  claims,"  under 
medicare,  and  against  all  third  parties  finan- 
cially and  legally  liable  by  increased  efficiency 
and    consolidation    of    all    medical    records. 

The  Council  Committee  on  Hospitals  has, 
for  the  first  time,  assembled  competent  evi- 
dence and  testimony  to  buttress  the  state- 
ment that  Boston  City  Hospital  is  in  dire 
need  of  closing  a  fiscal  gap  of  approximately 
$8,000,000   per    year. 

Put  another  way,  this  hospital — because  of 
the  city's  inability  to  meet  all  its  proper 
obligations — is  "starved"  to  the  extent  of 
$8,000,000   per   year. 

The  city  now  expends  17.5  million  dollars 
per  year  for  the  care  of  35,000  in-patients 
and  300,000  out-patient  visits  (100,000  people 
in    round    figures). 

Projected  income  for  fiscal  year  1966  or 
fiscal    year    1967    is    $6,000,000. 

(Current  deficit  is  therefore  running  at 
11.5  million  dollars  and  this  is  the  net  effect 
on   tax   rates ) . 

However,  competent  testimony  has  been 
introduced  at  the  Committee  hearings  that 
for  a  1,000  in-patient  bed  capacity — which  is 
the  current  status  at  Boston  City  Hospital — 
annual  expenditures  should  be  at  $25,000  per 
bed  or  25  million   dollars. 

Therefore,  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee 
that  this  gap  might  somewhat  be  closed — ■ 
through  this  merger — by  taking  every  con- 
ceivable advantage  of  new  sources  of  revenue 
and   "pursuit"   of  valid  claims. 

The  world  renowned  Boston  City  Hospital — 
one  of  the  city's  most  vital,  necessary  and 
humane  activities — will  benefit  from  this 
merger.  We  cannot  leave  any  stone  unturned 
to  achieve  this  great  end  which  every  member 
of   the   City   Council    desires   so   passionately. 

Finally,  far  from  curtailing  or  narrowing 
City  of  Boston  Hospital  or  Public  Health 
Services,  this  merger  is  aimed  at  expanding 
both  Hospital  Services  and  Public  Health 
Clinic    Service.

Community   Renewal   Program 

Your  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal  recom- 
mends the  Council  apptrove  the  city's  applica- 
tion to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  a  $700,000  grant  to 
finance    a    Community    Renewal    Program. 

The  Community  Renewal  Program  will  be  a 
two-year  effort  consisting  of  fourteen  separate 
studies  devoted  to  improving  Boston's  capacity 
to  achieve  the  goals  of  the  1965-1975  General 
Plan.  It  will  require  a  contribution  from  the 
city  and  other  local   sources   of   $350,000. 

The  program  will  produce  important  pro- 
grams  for,   among  others: 

Creating  job  opportunities  for  Boston's 
labor   force; 

Offering  more  business  opportunities  to 
Boston's    industries   and   retailers: 

Raising  the  level  of  the  city's  public  services 
to   meet   the  standards   of   the   1970's; 

Producing  more  lower-priced  housing  for 
low-income   families; 

Improving  the  community's  capacity  to 
finance    new    development. 

The  program  will  offer  the  people  of  the 
city  a  chance  to  take  stock  of  their  renewal 
program,  to  decide  what  needs  to  be  done  in 
the  future  about  the  processes  being  used  in 
the  program,  to  set  such  new  priorities  as 
are  needed,  and  to  tie  physical  redevelopment 
closer   to   community   action   programs. 

We  believe  there  are  important  objectives 
and  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  under 
this  program  now.

Your  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal  recom- 
mends that  the  Council  certify  the  review  of 
progress  under  the  Workable  Program  for 
Community  Improvement. 

On  December  3,  1965,  the  Committee  heard 
a  presentation  on  the  review  of  progress  un- 
der the  Workable  Program  for  Community 
Improvement  and  on  a  proposed  program  for 
undertaking  a  Community  Renewal  Plan  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  At  this  hearing,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, Building  Department,  the  Department 
of  Housing  Inspection,  Fire  Department,  the 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Improvement  presented 
to  the  Committee  statements  with  respect  to 
progress  made  by  the  several  city  departments 
concerning  the  progress  made  in  their  several 
areas  of  activity  in  the  past  year.  As  the 
result  of  the  testimony  heard,  the  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  substantial  progress  has 
been  made  in  achieving  the  objectives  set 
forth  in  the  Workable  Program  reviewed  by 
the  Council  last  year.  Of  particular  im- 
portance was  the  creation  of  the  new  De- 
partment of  Housing  Inspection  and  of  the 
extensive  work  undertaken  by  this  organiza- 
tion in  eliminating  conditions  inimical  to  the 
safety  and  economic  well-being  of  the  com- 
munity. 

As  in  preceding  years,  the  review  of  prog- 
ress by  the  Committee  revealed  that  Boston 
has  received  extensive  and  continued  support 
from  the  City  Council,  from  its  citizens, 
businesses,  institutions,  and  government.

The  fact  that  the  Committee  Renewal  Pro- 
gram and  the  Workable  Program  were  heard 
the  same  day  indicates  the  absurdity  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  governing  body  with  re- 
spect to  the  Workable  Program  in  this  year 
1965.

Of  the  seven  requirements  for  the  Workable 
Program,  only  that  relating  to  code  enforce- 
ment was,  in  fact,  heard.  This  leaves  six 
elements  remaining  to  be  heard,  and  they 
were  not  heard.  The  record  will  not  sustain 
to  any  fair-minded  person  the  assertion  the 
Workable  Program  was,  in  fact,  reviewed 
this  year.

This  member  of  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal  has  been  asserting  for  a  number  of 
years,  in  fact,  there  was  no  general  planning, 
and,  in  fact,  there  was  no  action  in  planning 
going  on.  Nevertheless,  the  Council  as  the 
governing  body  continued  to  assert  there  is  a 
Workable  Program  in  this  municipality.  The 
fact  is  that  we  must  now  expend  $1,000,000 
to  achieve  action  planning  and  general  plan- 
ning to  evaluate  the  performance  of  a  pro- 
gram upon  which  vast  sums  of  money  have 
already  been  expended  to  prove  that,  in  fact, 
we  have  not  had  planning  adequate  for  a 
Workable  Program  over  these  years.

The  purpose  of  a  Workable  Program  is  to 
assure  while  renewal  activities  are  going  on 
in  limited  areas  of  the  city  in  other  areas 
of  the  city  conditions  are  not  deteriorating 
so  that  renewal  activity  will,  in  turn,  be 
needed  there.  The  persistent  refusal  of  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  consider  public 
housing  within  the  boundaries  of  enormous 
renewal  areas  wherein  reside  persons  quite 
incapable  of  paying  an  economic  rent  for  ac- 
commodations is  proof  enough  that  there  is 
no  thought  whatever  given  to  the  relocation 
of  persons  and  businesses.  The  renewal  pro- 
gram originally  designed  to  serve  the  people 
is  now  in  the  true  and  classic  bureaucratic 
development  clearly  designed  to  serve  itself 
and  to  perpetuate  itself,  and  as  such  there  is, 
in  fact,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  no  matter  what 
the  vote  may  be,  no  Workable  Program  within 
the  most  exaggerated  and  charitable  definition 
of  the  term  which  might  qualify  what  we  are 
doing  as  a  Workable  Program.  What  is  go- 
ing on  and  what  is  wrong  will  never  be 
stopped  except  by  vote  of  the  governing  body 
that   there  is,   in   fact,   no   Workable   Program. 

I  hope  some  day  that  a  majority  of  the 
governing  body  of  this  municipality  will  have 
sufficient  courage   to  so  do.

Report  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Committee 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  on  the 
Proposed  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Proj- 
ect 

Introduction 

On  December  10,  14,  15,  and  16,  1965,  the 
Urban  Renewal  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
held  public  hearings  on  the  Fenway  Urban 
Renewal  Project  and  the  plan  therefor  adopted 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  on 
November  24,  1965.  The  hearings  commenced 
at  10.30  a.m.  on  December  10,  when  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority described  the  Plan  in  detail  and  an- 
swered questions  of  Committee  members. 
Following  the  Authority's  presentation,  a 
large  number  of  proponents  and  opponents 
appeared  and  testified  until  approximately 
5.30  p.m.  on  December  14.  When  the  hearings 
resumed  at  10  a.m.  on  December  15,  no  ad- 
ditional witnesses  responded  when  the  Chair 
asked  whether  there  were  further  witnesses. 
At  that  time  the  Chair  ruled  the  hearing 
closed  to  proponents  and  opponents,  but  some 
persons  later  came  and  asked  leave  to  speak. 
The  Chair  permitted  them  to  testify  until 
approximately  9  p.m.  on  December  15,  when 
again  there  was  no  witness  who  wished  to 
speak.  On  December  16  the  Authority's  Fen- 
way Project  Director  answered  questions  pro- 
pounded by  Committee  members,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings   were    closed    shortly    before    9    P.M. 

A  large  number  of  witnesses  appeared  in 
favor  of  the  Plan  or  submitted  statements 
favoring  the  Plan  and,  in  addition,  over  1,000 
persons  indicated  that  they  were  in  favor  of 
the  Plan  by  petitions  which  were  submitted. 
Virtually  all  of  the  numerous  institutions  in 
the  project  area,  together  with  hundreds  of 
residents  and  property  owners,  and  many 
businesses  from  the  area,  were  recorded  in 
favor  of  the  Plan,  either  through  representa- 
tion at  the  hearing,  or  through  letters,  or 
both.  In  addition,  the  Committee  received 
evidence  of  the  strong  community  support 
which  was  voiced  for  the  Plan  at  a  public 
meeting  conducted  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  at  Horticultural  Hall,  in  the 
plroject   area,    on    November    19,    1965. 

A  number  of  witnesses  appeared  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  Plan.  However,  most  of  them 
were  owners  of  or  tenants  in  properties 
proposed  to  be  acquired  for  redevelopment  or 
street  improvements.  Opposition  petitions 
were  also  received  which  were  signed  by 
several  hundred  persons,  part  from  within 
and   part   from    without    the   project    area. 

The  Committee  concluded  from  the  nature 
and  breadth  of  community  support  and  the 
evidence  submitted  that  the  Fenway  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  is  clearly  favored  by  the  Fen- 
way area  community  and  that  most  of  the 
opposition  was  directed  not  against  the  Plan 
as  a  whole  but  rather  against  various  specific 
features  which  a  particular  tenant  or  owner, 
in  most  cases  the  witness  himself,  saw  would 
involve  possible  hardship  for  him.  The  Com- 
mittee further  concluded  that  implementation 
of  the  Plan  will  be  of  clear  and  substantial 
benefit  to  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole  and 
to  the  vast  majority  of  the  residents,  property 
owners,  businesses,  institutions,  and  employees 
in    the  project   area. 

A  summary  of  the  Committee's  conclusions 
respecting  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Project 
and  Plan  follows: 

Eligibility 
The  Committee  noted  the  Authority's  staff 
studies  and  surveys  of  the  area  and  the  re- 
sults thereof,  which  are  summarized  in  the 
Project  Area  Report,  and  other  evidence  of 
the  character  of  the  area.  The  Committee 
also  noted  the  findings  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  with  respect  both  to  the 
entire  project  area  and  to  the  clearance  areas, 
as  set  forth  in  its  resolution.  The  testimony 
presented  in  the  course  of  the  hearing  sub- 
stantiated the  material  in  the  Project  Area 
Report  and  that  resolution  of  the  Authority 
and  in  no  way  contradicted  them.  In  par- 
ticular,  the  opponents   could  not  present  any 
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evidence  indicative  of  substantial  private  im- 
provement in  the  clearance  areas.  The  Com- 
mittee concludes  that  the  area  is  clearly  eligible 
for  urban  renewal  treatment  both  under  fed- 
eral and  state  law  and  that  clearance  and 
redevelopment  are  warranted  in  those  areas 
of  the  project  designated  by  the  Authority's 
Plan. 

Major  Features  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan 

The  proposed  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
encompasses  an  area  of  some  506  acres,  which 
includes  residential,  commercial,  and  insti- 
tutional   uses. 

The  hallmarks  of  this  Plan  are  rehabilita- 
tion and  encouragement  of  more  intensive 
use    of    high-value    land. 

There  are  two  areas  in  which  a  substantial 
amount  of  clearance  and  redevelopment  are 
proposed,  although  the  total  clearance  area 
is  less  than  5  percent  of  the  area  of  the 
Project. 

The  first  clearance  area  is  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Avenue-Huntington  Avenue  area, 
along  Massachusetts  avenue  roughly  from  the 
Turnpike  Extension  to  the  New  Haven  Rail- 
road, and  along  Huntington  avenue  from  the 
vicinity  of  its  intersection  with  Massachusetts 
avenue  northeasterly  to  Harcourt  street.  The 
redevelopment  of  this  area  will  substantially 
increase  the  amount  of  retail-commercial  space 
there  and,  at  the  same  time,  provide  approxi- 
mately 3,500  new  low  to  moderate  housing 
rental  units,  including  housing  for  the  elderly. 

The  second  clearance  area  is  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  intersection  of  Huntington  avenue  and 
Parker  street.  New  development  in  this  area 
is  expected  to  result  in  new  retail  space, 
housing,    and    some    institutional    expansion. 

New  public  and  private  development  in  the 
two  clearance  areas  is  expected  to  total  ap- 
proximately 125  million  dollars  and  to  result 
in  additional  tax  revenues  of  at  least  1  mil- 
lion dollars  per  year.  This  would  reverse  a 
long-term  decline  in  tax  revenues  from  the 
project  area  caused  by  deteriorating  condi- 
tions and  simultaneous  expansion  of  tax- 
exempt    institutions. 

The  Plan  will  greatly  alleviate  the  severe 
traffic  and  off-street  parking  problems  of  the 
area.  Major  traffic  improvements  will  include 
the  widening  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  the 
realignment  of  Parker  street  and  Forsyth 
Way,  long-range  provision  for  the  widening 
of  Longwood  avenue,  and  certain  other  local 
street  improvements.  In  addition,  all  new 
development  in  the  clearance  areas  will  include 
the  provision  of  adequate  off-street  parking 
and    loading    facilities. 

In  addition,  the  Plan  provides  for  the  im- 
provement throughout  the  project  area  of 
public  facilities  such  as  lights,  traffic  signals, 
fire  and  police  signals,   and  utilities. 

It  also  provides  for  rehabilitation  of  approxi- 
mately 80  percent  of  the  dwelling  units  in 
the   area. 

Implementation  of  the  Plan  would  result 
in  some  14.7  million  dollars  in  credits  being 
made  available  to  the  city  under  section  112 
of  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Housing  Act.  These 
credits  are  based  upon  past  acquisition  and 
demolition  expenditures  by  hospitals  and  edu- 
cational institutions  in  the  area,  and  would 
cover  not  only  the  entire  city  share  of  Fen- 
way project  costs  but  would  also  be  available 
in  part  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  other 
projects. 

The  Plan  takes  into  consideration  the  im- 
pending construction  of  the  Inner  Belt  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  new 
development  in  the  area  will  be  coordinated 
with    this    important    highway    improvement. 

Another  major  factor  in  the  redevelopment 
of  the  area  is  the  Christian  Science  Church. 
Representatives  of  that  church  testified  that 
they  plan  to  redevelop  their  "core"  area 
immediately  contiguous  to  their  Mother 
Church,  in  the  triangle  east  of  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  north  of  Huntington  avenue.  They 
already  own  all  of  the  "core"  land  as  well 
as  large  land  holdings  across  Massachusetts 
and     Huntington     avenues. 


The  church  could  proceed  to  develop  that 
land  privately.  But  the  church  has  indicated 
its  willingness  to  work  in  the  "core"  area 
under  Chapter  121A  to  construct  a  new  ad- 
ministration tower,  other  smaller  church  fa- 
cilities, and  an  underground  parking  garage, 
and  create  an  open  space  adjacent  to  the 
Mother  Church  which  will  be  available  to 
the  public   for  its  use. 

The  church  voluntarily  is  providing  and 
will  continue  to  provide  relocation  assistance 
and  relocation  payments  to  families  and  indi- 
viduals displaced  from  church  properties.  The 
church  representatives  further  indicated  that, 
during  the  redevelopment  of  their  "core" 
area  contiguous  to  the  Mother  Church,  they 
will  maintain  their  property  tax  payments 
until  the  areas  on  the  other  side  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  Huntington  avenues  are  rebuilt 
to  the  extent  that  increased  tax  revenues 
therefrom  would  compensate  for  any  tax  loss 
from  the  clearance  of  the  "core"  properties. 
In  short,  they  have  given  an  assurance  that 
they  will  maintain  a  "floor"  on  taxes  until 
the    peripheral    area    is    reconstructed. 

Relocation 

Approximately  460  families  and  357  indi- 
viduals will  require  relocation.  This  reloca- 
tion will  take  place  over  approximately  five 
years.  Relocation  resources  will  include  new 
residential  construction  within  the  project 
area,  including  housing  for  the  elderly,  a 
substantial  normal  turnover  in  the  neighbor- 
hood within  and  around  the  project  area  in 
residential  units  similar  in  price  to  those 
being  demolished,  and  normal  turnover  in 
Boston  Housing  Authority  projects.  The  Com- 
mittee was  assured  that  the  relocation  pro- 
gram will  be  handled  by  competent  and  ex- 
perienced personnel  of  the  Authority  and  that 
standards  have  been  established  for  relocation 
housing  which  will  ensure  that  no  one  is 
relocated  in  substandard  quarters.  The  Au- 
thority's Relocation  Program,  submitted  to  the 
Council,  provides  assurance  that  relocation  in 
connection  with  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  can  be  accomplished  without  undue 
hardship  and  that  housing  can  be  provided 
within  the  economic  means  of  the  relocated 
families    and    individuals. 

In  addition  to  the  displacement  of  families 
and  individuals,  approximately  137  business 
firms  will  also  have  to  move.  Evidence  was 
submitted  that,  through  the  staging  of  demo- 
lition and  the  new  construction,  new  commercial 
space  would  be  more  than  adequate  in  amount 
to  provide  for  the  relocation  within  the  proj- 
ect of  all  businesses  being  displaced.  The 
staging  is  such  that  there  will  be  no  need 
to  displace  any  business  until  such  time  as 
new  construction  is  built  on  now  vacant  land 
or  suitable  and  acceptable  space  becomes 
available  in  existing  buildings  within  the 
project  area.  The  Authority  gave  assurances 
that  it  would  follow  its  normal  policy  of 
obligating  redevelopers  to  give  preference  in 
the  leasing  of  space  to  businesses  displaced 
from  the  project  area,  and  that  it  would 
work  closely  with  businesses  to  ascertain 
theiir  relocation  needs  and  to  assist  them  in 
finding  adequate  new  quarters. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  have  a  detailed 
relocation  program  for  each  business  worked 
out  so  many  years  in  advance  of  the  dis- 
placement, which  is  at  least  three  years  away, 
and  in  some  cases  five  or  more  years  away, 
the  Committee  does  hold  the  view  that  the 
Authority  should  take  every  reasonable  step 
to  alleviate  hardship  to  these  businesses. 
Approximately  21  liquor  license  holders  will 
be  displaced,  and  many  of  them  may  be  un- 
able to  relocate  within  the  project  area.  How- 
ever, the  Authority's  Project  Director  indi- 
cated he  would  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to 
ensure  the  relocation  within  the  project  area 
of  as  many  such  businesses  as  possible. 
Representatives  of  the  Christian  Science 
Church  said  that  even  on  land  it  owns  the 
church  would  not  object  to  liquor  sales  in  re- 
developed properties  which  were  incidental 
to   a    restaurant   or   grocery   business. 
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SUMMARY 

This  Committee  finds  that  the  Fenway  Urban 
Renewal  Pian  is  a  well-designed  proposal  for 
much-needed  improvement  of  the  area  which 
commands  wide  community  support  and  is  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
finds  that  redevelopment  is  justified  in  those 
areas  proposed  for  such  treatment  in  that 
private  enterprise  has  not  undertaken  and 
appears  unable  to  undertake  substantial  im- 
provements in  these  obsolete  and  run-down 
but  well-located  properties.  The  Committee 
finds  that  the  projected  increase  in  employ- 
ment, tax  base  and  residential  and  commer- 
cial facilities  will  be  beneficial  to  the  city. 
The  Committee  finds  that  the  financial  ad- 
vantage to  the  city  of  renewal  in  the  Fenway 
area  will  be  substantial.  The  Committee 
finds  that  relocation  resources  and  programs 
for  both  families  and  businesses  are  satis- 
factory. The  Committee  finds  that  rehabilita- 
tion of  approximately  80  percent  of  the 
residential  units  is  desirable  and  feasible. 
The  Committee  finds  that  the  relationship 
between  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  institu- 
tional expansion  and  improvement  program 
is    salutary. 

Therefore,  this  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Boston  City  Council  vote  to  adopt  a 
resolution  in  the  form  attached  hereto,  ap- 
proving the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
and  the  feasibility  of  relocation  for  the  proj- 
ect, and  authorizing  the  execution  of  the  Co- 
operation Agreement  with  respect  to  the  proj- 
ect.

Minority    Report 
of 
Councillor    William    J.    Foley,    Jr., 
Re   Fenway   Park   Urban   Renewal   Project 
Area 
1.     Pai'kinson's  Law 
Professor    Northcote   Parkinson    of   the   Uni- 
versity    of     Singapore     has     within     the     past 
decade   or   so   written    a   very   interesting   book 
of    Ways    of    Bureaucracy.      His    points    have 
been     proven     many     times     by     this     project. 
The     purpose     of     this     project     is     to     seize 
quickly    112    credits,    for    the    purpose,    not    of 
doing     anything    for     Boston,     not     for     doing 
anything    for    the    project    area,    but    for    the 
purpose    of    keeping    a    very    expensive    staff 
on     the     payroll     at    the     Redevelopment     Au- 
thority.     This    is    a    completely    circular    self- 
serving    project.       That    it    is     proposed,     and 
more,    that    it    stands    the    likelihood    of    being 
adopted    this    evening    is    remarkable   and    may 
be    almost    the    ultimate    tribute    to    Northcote 
Parkinson    and   to    the   ancient   saw,    "many    a 
true   word   is    spoken    in    jest." 

2.  Planning  with  People 
Project  after  project,  we  are  told  about 
the  unlimited  number  of  meetings  which  the 
staff  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority  had 
with  people  in  the  area,  and  how  enthusiastic 
the   people   in    the   area    are   for   the   benefices 


of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and 
the  new  Messiah,  Edward  J.  Logue,  and  with 
the  number  of  meetings  and  the  explanations 
without  number.  Here  we  bear  no  such 
representations,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  here, 
really,  with  respect  to  planning  with  people, 
there  were  two  meetings,  one  with  the  St. 
Botolph's  Association  where  an  Australian 
ballot  was  taken  as  to  whether  the  people 
with  whom  the  planning  was  being  done 
desired  to  benefit  from  the  munificence  of 
the  Redevelopment  Authority.  The  vote  was 
130  to  20,  not  for,  as  one  would  expect  from 
this  week's  copy  of  "Life,"  but,  rather, 
against  renewal.  The  second  meeting  was 
held  in  the  Mayor's  office  with  people  from 
Mission  Hill.  No  one  bothered  even  to  count 
the  number  of  persons  on  Mission  Hill  who 
were  against  this  project,  and  Mission  Hill 
was  excluded  from  the  project  area,  and  a 
good  part  of  the  St.  Botolph  area  was  deleted 
from  the  project  area.  So  here  is  the  plan- 
ning with  people  and  such  determination  of 
the  attitude  of  the  people  which  has  been 
obtained  indicates  a  most  astonishing  repug- 
nance of  those  to  whom  salvation  is  offered 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  One 
would  have  the  nasty  thought  if  an  honest 
referendum  were  taken  in  other  areas,  com- 
parable results  might  have  been  obtained  but, 
alas,   it   is   too   late. 

3.     Liquor 

"Decimate."  The  original  derivation  of  the 
word  decimate  comes  from  the  practice  of 
the  Romans.  When  disciplinary  difficulties 
arose  in  a  legion,  the  legion  was  brought 
into  formation  and  every  tenth  man  was 
killed  with  no  relevance  to  the  merit  or  fault 
of    the    individual    victim. 

The  policy  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  toward  those  operating  liquor  licenses 
in  the  City  of  Boston  is  comparable  to  the 
ancient  Roman  practice  and  is  clearly  ir- 
rational or  worse.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  eliminate 
liquor  licenses  by  destroying  buildings  and 
running  roads  through  places  of  businesses. 
There  is  no  relationship  between  the  per- 
formance over  a  period  of  time  of  the  licensee 
as  reported  by  the  police  and  noted  in  the 
record  of  the  Licensing  Board  on  whether  he 
remains  or  goes.  There  is  a  quite  total  in- 
difference on  the  part  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority.  The  legislation  which  was 
obtained  provides  only  that  if  a  displaced 
licensee  surrenders  his  license  the  first  year, 
he  will  receive  a  certain  amount  of  money 
totally  unrelated  in  value  to  the  particular 
license  in  question,  and  less  the  second  year 
and  less  the  third  year  and  less  the  fourth. 
There  is  no  thought  that  a  good  licensee 
ought  to  be  retained  and  the  poor  ones 
eliminated  as  is  clearly  the  right  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  its  licensing  authority  so  to 
do.  There  is  no  suggestion  the  matter  ought 
to  be  handled  in  a  rational  way.  Again, 
Logue  could  not  be  bothered.  That  this  ar- 
rogant behavior  should  be  permitted  by  the 
Development  Administrator  is  a  reflection  of 
the  society's  attitude  toward  liquor — we  license 
liquor  but  we  decry  the  licensees.  In  this 
particular  case,  I  would  suggest  that  a  very 
bad  policy  is  made  much  worse  by  reason  of 
complications  not  to  be  found  in  other  proj- 
ects.     More   later. 

4.     Project    Execution 

There  is  quite  a  remarkable  provision  not 
in  this  project  plan  but  left  out  of  it.  I 
quote    Section    1202:     Termination. 

"This  plan  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  a  period  of  40  years  from  the  date  of 
its  approval  by  the  Division  of  Urban  Re- 
newal of  the  State  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Development,  except  for  sections  1101 
and  1102,  which  shall  remain  in  effect  for 
100  years   from   said   date." 

Nowhere  else  in  the  project  plan  is  there 
any  submission  that  there  is  a  specific  proj- 
ect execution  period.  The  project  director 
argues  when  pressed  on  relocation  that  there 
is  almost  endless  time  to  relocate  these  various 
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activities  and,  of  course,  this  can  be  true 
only  if,  in  fact,  there  is  no  project  execution 
period    except   that   provided   in    section    1202. 

The  urban  renewal  controls  exercised  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  a 
project  area  are  unique.  They  constitute 
much  greater  control  of  activities,  real  estate 
activities  in  that  area  than  is  to  be  found  in 
the  normal  course  of  commerce.  We  are 
told  this  is  necessary  because  something  must 
be  done  to  cure  the  blight  and  decadence  in  the 
area  which,  of  course,  is  bureaucratic  blight 
more  than  physical  perhaps  exaggerated  two 
or    three   times    over. 

We  are  told  controls  ought  to  be  permitted 
for  a  time  to  cure  what  is  wrong.  This  is 
the  first  time  we  are  asked  to  vote  to  con- 
tinue these  controls   for   40   full   years. 

Now,  listening  carefully  to  Logue  and  his 
staff,  I  ask  you  if  you  really  believe  that 
where  there  is  a  prospect  of  employment 
into  the  unlimited  future,  do  you  believe 
that  the  project  director  will  hasten  to  con- 
clude the  project  and  be  discharged?  I  sug- 
gest that  it  defies  common  sense  to  so  believe. 
I  would  like  to  end  this  discussion  about 
the  project  execution  period  on  a  note  which 
you  may  consider  incidental.  Take  it  as  you 
will,  I  have  made  certain  simple  calculations 
as  to  what  this  project  execution  period  means. 
I  assume  seven  gentlemen  here  this  evening 
will  vote  project  execution.  The  youngest  of 
these  seven  gentlemen  will  when  project  ex- 
ecution period  is  completed  here,  taken  at  the 
most  charitable  point  for  Mr.  Logue,  be  71 
years  of  age.  The  oldest  of  the  seven  gentle- 
men who  will  this  evening  vote  project  ex- 
ecution when  the  project  is  finally  completed, 
will  be  99  years  of  age.  This  is  assuming,  of 
course,  that  the  critical  date  is  40  years,  and 
not  the  100  years. 

5.  Church  and  State 
"God  is  great,  God  is  good,  and  let's  thank 
him  for  our  food."  Monday  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  in  effect,  said 
that  the  voluntary  recital  of  that  prayer  by 
public  school  children  violates  the  Constitution 
of  the  U.  S.  A.  I  suggest  to  you  that  a 
project  which  contemplates  reordering  a  vast 
area  for  the  use  as  the  world-wide  home  of  a 
large  and  very  formal  religious  organization 
may  on  that  score  not  be  undesirable,  but  it 
may  very  well  violate  the  first  amendment  of 
the  United  States  Constitution.  I  suggest 
that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  is  perfectly 
aware  of  this.  I  conclude  this  from  a  line  of 
questions  by  me  to  Mr.  DeSimone,  and  I 
conclude  that  the  danger  is  so  genuine  the 
only  true  and  safe  way  to  achieve  the  ob- 
jective of  the  Mother  Church  would  be  to 
delay  the  project.  The  Mother  Church  of  the 
Christian  Science  religion  has  expended  vast 
sums  of  money  in  acquiring  properties  in  this 
vicinity.  It  is  my  impression  that  the  church 
has  not  had  any  great  difficulty  acquiring 
property  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  but  much 
greater  difficulty  acquiring  property  toward 
the  Prudential   Center. 

Now,  in  the  course  of  hearings,  certain 
members  of  the  Council  inquired  of  the  proper- 
ty owners  in  that  area  as  to  why,  and  here 
I  compress  the  line  of  questioning,  they  had 
not  sold  to  the  church.  I  suggest  to  you 
that  the  installation  through  public  and  private 
activity  of  Prudential  Center  has  caused  a 
tremendous  increment  in  property  values  in 
that  area.  I  should  think  that  there  is  really 
no  requirement  within  our  system  of  which 
I  am  aware  which  requires  the  entrepreneur 
to  sell  property  whose  value  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing to  anyone  who  wants  it,  and  in  this 
context,  anyone,  surely,  includes  a  private 
religious  organization.  Perhaps  it  would  be 
a  nice  thing  for  the  church  to  acquire  the 
property  toward  the  Prudential,  but  it  does 
not  strike  me  as  surprising  the  private  owners 
want    to    retain    it. 

I  can  see  both  their  points,  but  I  suggest 
that  under  the  First  Amendment  of  the 
United  States  Constitution,  classicly,  here  _  is 
precisely  where  the  government  cannot  in- 
tervene. 


I  sense  that  the  Mother  Church  is  perfectly 
aware  of  this  problem  and  is  concerned  about 
it.  1  suggest  on  this  score  alone  it  is  most 
unwise  to  act  upon  this  proposal  this  evening. 
It  is  a  matter  of  extreme  delicacy  and  I  pre- 
dict that  the  motion  to  delay  this  matter  is 
one  which  historically  will  indicate  contained 
great    wisdom. 

6.     Mr.  Zimon 

The  strange  case  of  Mr.  Zimon  ought  to 
be  recorded.  He  is  an  operator  of  a  com- 
mercial stationery  business.  He  was  displaced 
three  years  ago  by  the  Turnpike.  His  busi- 
ness has  been  located  on  Massachusetts  avenue 
in  excess  of  40  years.  Mr.  Zimon  is  a  man 
past  middle  age  and  is  quite  concerned  about 
the  future  of  his  business.  He  states  that, 
and  it  is  not  contradicted,  the  last  displace- 
ment is  a  matter  which  so  severely  damaged 
his  business  financially  that  it  has  not  yet 
recovered.  He  asserts  his  business  will  not 
survive  another  displacement.  The  building 
in  which  Mr.  Zimon  operates  his  business  is 
scheduled   for   clearance. 

Sometime  this  fall,  an  agent  of  the  Re- 
development Authority  called  Mr.  Zimon  with- 
out further  preparation  and  contact,  and  in- 
formed him  he  had  two  years  to  remove  his 
business  again.  This  came  as  a  shocking 
notification  to  Mr.  Zimon.  He  became  quite 
excited,  and  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  the 
Project  Director  for  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  Mr.  DeSimone  called  on 
him.  Mr.  Zimon  said  that  DeSimone  was 
there  five  minutes.  DeSimone  asserts  that  he 
was  there  somewhat  longer  than  five  minutes. 
Mr.  Zimon  states  that  he  has  witnesses  who 
would  support  his  assertion  that  DeSimone 
was   there   no  longer  than   five  minutes. 

This  plus  a  brief  conversation  at  another 
large  meeting  is  on  record  as  all  the  contact 
which  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  had 
with  Mr.   Zimon. 

I  pressed  Mr.  DeSimone  closely  as  to  where 
Mr.  Zimon  would  go.  The  record  would  show 
he  made  assertions  that  there  were  properties 
on  Huntington  avenue  immediately  west  of 
Symphony  Hall  in  which  Mr.  Zimon  could  be 
relocated,  and  he  asserted  the  property  rentals 
in  the  properties  would  be  such  they  would  be 
no  higher  than  Mr.  Zimon  is  paying  now. 
Mr.  DeSimone  asserted  Mr.  Zimon's  business 
is  presently  paying  $4.50  to  $5  a  foot  for 
space.  Mr.  Zimon  actually  is  paying  $2.50  a 
foot  or  less  for  space.  Another  commercial 
stationer  has  been  paying  $1.50  a  square  foot 
for  space.  DeSimone's  opinion  as  to  reloca- 
tion feasibility  is  no  better  than  his  facts. 
He   has   no   facts. 

Mr.  DeSimone  was  further  pressed  as  to 
the  street  addresses  of  those  buildings  in  which 
Mr.  Zimon  might  be  relocated.  It  was  indi- 
cated that  he,  surely,  Mr.  Zimon,  would  not 
be  relocated,  for  example,  in  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  or  at  Northeastern.  Since  De- 
Simone represents  he  could  be  relocated  in 
existing  buildings,  what  were  the  street  ad- 
dresses? Mr.  DeSimone  had  no  idea  as  to 
street  addresses. 

I  conclude  the  record  shows  conclusively 
the  Redevelopment  Authority's  concern  for 
Mr.  Zimon  and  his  difficulties  is  a  flat  zero.  I 
conclude  that  until  Mr.  Zimon  and  others 
like  him  are  at  least  shown  some  attention, 
this  project  ought  not  to  be  voted. 

7.  Life 
On  this  day  when  so  many  urban  renewal 
matters  are  rushed  through  this  body,  the 
"governing"  body  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under 
Federal  Law,  "Life"  magazine  has  published 
an  issue  in  which  Edward  Logue  is  featured 
for  three  or  four  pages  under  the  title, 
"Boston's  Gladiator — Ed  Logue,"  It  states 
that  Logue  and  his  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  "marries  academic  planning  with 
brass   knuckle  politics."      "Ain't   it  the  truth." 

8.     Housing 
On    the    theory    that    no    one    in    the    world 
except  Logue  has  ever  done  anything  renewal- 
wise  right,   Logue  criticizes  every  project  ever 
undertaken    in    Boston    except    those    he    spon- 
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sored.  This  attitude  of  omniscience  the  records 
would  show  really  did  not  afflict  him  until  ahout 
1942  or  1943.  In  the  West  End  which  according 
to  Logue  is  a  terrible  project,  if  he  were  here  at 
the  time  we  would  be  assured  that  there  would 
be  low  to  moderate  housing  income.  We  are 
again  assured,  even  though  there  would  be  no 
public  housing  here,  there  would  be  low  to 
moderate  income  housing.  Mr.  Bechner  of  the 
Christian  Science  Church  so  asserts.  Mr. 
Rechner  proposes  to  provide  in  an  elevator- 
type  building  accommodations  which  wiil  rent 
for  $17  or  $18  a  month  less  than  anyone  else 
has  been  able  to  provide  so  far  in  none- 
elevator-type  construction.  Mr.  Rechner  is  a 
very  optimistic  man.  He  bases  his  assertion 
on  the  Community  Facilities  Act  which  differs 
from,  practically  speaking,  what  has  gone  on 
before  only  in  that  the  mortgage  period  is 
ten  years  longer  (50  years  as  against  40 
years)  than  is  the  case  in  221  D3.  I  have 
checked  his  figures.  He  is  not  sure  of  them, 
and  I  am  iess  sure  of  them.  There  will  be  no 
low  to  moderate  income  housing  here  without 
public  housing.  There  will  be  no  public  hous- 
ing. The  people  in  this  area  need  public 
housing,  and  they  won't  have  it.  And  again, 
the  indifference  of  the  Development  Admini- 
strator to  those  without  great  political  power 
to   wield   is   total. 

9.     Modification 

Again,  in  this  project  section  1201,  sub- 
section   1,   reads: 

"Any  amendment  which  in  the  reasonable 
opinion  of  the  Authority  substantially  or 
materially  alters  or  changes  the  plan  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Federal,  State,  and  local  ap- 
provals   then    required    by    law." 

When  one  matches  this  modification  pro- 
vision of  section  1201  with  the  project  ex- 
ecution period  of  40  years,  one  wonders.  In 
other  words,  for  a  period  of  40  years,  any 
amendment  which  substantially  or  materially 
alters  or  changes  the  plan  shall  be  returned 
for  approval,  only  if  it  does  so  in  the  reason- 
able opinion  of  the  Authority.  An  absurd 
provision  made  more  absurd  by  the  lack  of 
a   project  execution   period. 

The  basic  ills  in  this  project  come  simply 
from  the  decision  on  the  part  of  the  Develop- 
ment Administrator  to  rush  it  through  here 
before  it  is  ready.  Many  will  live  to  regret 
this  haste,  and  I  suspect  not  the  least  of  this 
group  will  be  the  Christian  Science  Church.

As  Chairman  of  your  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, I  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
findings  of  the  Committee  with  regard  to 
the  Mayor's  proposed  amendment  to  section 
10  of  chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  as  previously  amended.  As  you  know, 
the  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  permit 
planned  and  controlled  construction  of  resi- 
dential buildings  on  Commonwealth  avenue 
above    the    present    70-foot    height    restriction. 

In  addition,  I  submit  the  findings  of  the 
Committee  with  regard  to  two  related  amend- 
ments proposed  by  Councillor  William  J. 
Foley,  Jr.  The  effect  of  the  first  of  these 
two  amendments  would  be  to  limit  the  lift- 
ing of  the  height  restriction  to  Arlington 
street  only;  the  second  would  require  that 
anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing    same. 

The  Committee  on  Ordinances  held  a  prop- 
erly advertised  public  hearing  on  the  Mayor's 
order  and  the  two  proposed  amendments  on 
November  30,  December  1,  December  2,  and 
December   7,    1965. 

It  might  be  well  to  note  here  that  the 
presently  constituted  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances held  extensive  public  hearings  on 
virtually  the  same  matters  in  the  early  months 
of  1964.  I  briefly  mention  this  bit  of  his- 
tory to  indicate,  indeed,  to  emphasize  that 
this  Committee  has  more  than  a  passing  ac- 
quaintance with  the  subject  matter  and  has 
exercised  due  care  and  caution  in  handling 
this    delicate    and    controversial    matter. 

In  short,  gentlemen,  the  recommendations 
of   the   Committee  are   as   follows: 

1.  The  Mayor's  ordinance  which  refers 
to  planned  and  controlled  construction  of 
residential  buildings  on  Commonwealth  ave- 
nue above  the  present  70-foot  height  restric- 
tion    (ought    to    pass). 

2.  First  amendment  has  to  do  with  limit- 
ing of  height  restrictions  to  Arlington  street 
( ought   not   to   pass ) .

Whereas,  This  constitutes  a  rather  small  number 
of  days  of  use  to  sustain  autonomous  authority 
financing; 

Whereas,  The  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  other  civic  organizations  and  various 
journalists  have  expressed  great  interest  in  the 
construction  of  the  stadium ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Stadium  Authority  and  others 
interested  be  urged  to  seriously  consider  a  con- 
certed drive  to  obtain  for  Boston  in  addition  to 
present  franchises  in  Boston,  franchises  in  the 
National  Baseball  League  and  the  National  Foot- 
ball League  seeking  alternative,  standby  legislation 
for  construction  of  the  stadium  upon  municipally 
financed  bonds  should  these  additional  franchises 
be  obtained.
